was presented to the Legislature on 
Monday by Representative Thompson

The bill which accompanied the peti- 
tion is not accessible at the State House 
and the Ledger is assured that the bill 
which a certain paper printed is no- 
where near correct.

The bill further 
provides that if annexation is voted 
Quincy shall constitute one ward of 
Boston, with two councilmen and three

A Senator’s Charge Against Enemies 
of Annexation, 


wee ee 


Trying to Prevent Acquisition 
of Hawaii. 


The Sugar Trust a Prominent Factor In 
the Opposition. 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Conditions in the 

senate respecting the Hawaiian an- 
nexation treaty are generally improved 
and friends of the treaty, including Sen- 
ator Davis of the foreign relations com- 
mittee, are confident that the 60 sen- 
ators whose votes are necessary for a 
two-thirds majority will vote for rati- 
fication. Confidence in the changed 
conditions is found in the determination 
of friends of ratification to press for- 
ward the treaty.to a final yote. This 
feeling was shown in an incident when 
the proceedings in executice session 
opened. Senator Thurston's motion 
for postponement of debate until March 
1 was not discussed at length and was 
voted down viva voce. 

Senator Platt of Connecticut opened 
the debate with a carefully prepared 
argument in favor of annexation. He 
spoke for one and a half hours, giving 
close attention to the importance for the 
acquisition of the Pacific islands from 
a commercial standpoint. He contend- 
ed that commerce in all cases would fol- 
low our civilization and urged the use 
of every legitimate effort to extend our 
trade outside of ation. Senator 
Platt argued that the sugar trust was 
opposed to annexation. There are cer- 
tain parties supposed to be identified 
with the trust who have a grievance 
against the present government of the 
island, and at present are using all 
means at their command to prevent the 
acquisition of the island by the United 
States. Money is being freely used to 
this end, but Senator Platt has no charge 
to the effect that an effort is being 
made to corrupt congress. He thought, 
however, some interests were being un- 
duly influenced. 

Senator Pettigrew spoke next, devot- 
ing himself to a reply to the Connecticut 
senator concerning the present govern- 
ment of the island. He made a care- 
ful analysis of annexation under which 
President Dole’s government exists. He 
alleged that the constitutional conven- 
tion Was composed of 19 members, one 
of whom, Mr. Dole, has been a member 
of the committee of safety, which played 
such a prominent part during the revolu- 
tion, and 18 other delegates. He urged 
that while the latter delegates had been 
elected by what was called a popular 
vote, such is not the case. Of 14,000 
persons entitled to suffrage, he as- 
serted that only 4000 had voted for them. 
This convention of 37 persons just chosen 
had adopted the constitution, and it had 
never been submitted to popular vote. 


KLONDIKE REPORT. 


Government Representative Describes Urgency 
of Relief Measures. 

Washingtoy, Feb. 2.—General Mer- 
riam, under instructions of Acting Sec- 
retary Meikeljohn of the war depart- 
ment, opened at Seattle the dispatches 
from Captain Ray, who is the govern- 
ment special representative in the Klon- 
dike. It is said that the report fully 
justifies all that has been done by the 
department to relieve the situation in 
the Klondike. The state of affairs is 
worse than guspected, and so great is 
the task that remains to be executed in 
order to secure safety of life and prop- 
erty on the American side alone that the 
department officials consider it advisable 
that congress shall be informed of this 
fact and the responsibility placed upon 
the legislative branch of the government 
for devising ways and means to meet 
the exigencies. 

An abstract of Captain Ray's report, 
as telegraphed by Major Robinson, is 
as follows: The latest letters bear the 
dates of Nov. 2 and 3, and refer to the 
reported robbery of caches established 
for relief supplies. Recommendation 
is made that the United States govern- 
ment take steps for effectually check- 
ing immigration to the interior of Al- 
aska of all persons not fully supplied 
with food to last two years. He gives 
as reasons for this that there is no way 
to earn aliving, and no placer discoveries 
have been made within the last eight 
months, either in Alaska or Northwest 
territory. ‘There is no employment for 
any large number of people in any 
capacity. All values are speculative. 
There is no fixed standard for labor. 
There is not now or likely to be within 
12 months adequate or efficient means 
of supplying people in Alaska and 
Northwest territory. 


Reception to Mr. Dole. 

Washington, Feb. 2.—The most elabor- 
ate entertainment of the present official 
season was the reception to President 
Dole of Hawaii at the White House last 
evening. The decorations were beautl- 
ful and in the most artistic taste. The 
party was too large to be accommodated 
in the state dining room and the tables 
were laid in the corridors behind great 
stained glass screens, 


Evidence All In. 

Chicago, Feb. 2.—The trial of Luetgert, 
the sausage maker, for the murder of 
his wife Louise, came to an end yester- 
day as far as the taking of testimony is 
concerned. Assistant State’s Attorney 
McEwen started his closing address to 
the jury. The arguments of the counsel 
will probably take up the rest of the 
week. 


Taunton Church Burned, 

Taunton, Mass., Feb. 2,—An electric 
light wire sagged with snow crossed 
with a motor wire used for blowing the 
church organ, and as a result St. 
Thomas’ Episcopal church was com- 
pletely gutted, causing a loss of be- 
twwen $30,000 and $40,000. ‘The fire was 
subdued after four hours’ hard work. 


Epidemic of Threats. 

London, Feb. 2.—There has been an 
epidemic of threats to kill theatrical 
people since the murder of William 
Terriss by Richard Arthur Prince. A 
man named Francis Carroll, described 
as an actor, was remanded yesterday on 
the charge of threatening to murder 
Florence St. John, the actress.

Brookline Court. 

The Brookline court house matter 
which concerns all taxpayers of Nor- 
folk county, has taken form. There 
was sent to the Legislature last Satur- 
day from a number of citizens of 
Brookline a petition asking authority 
to hold a probate court in Brookline at 
stated times during the year, and to 
authorize the town to provide suitable 
court accommodations either alone or 
jointly with the county of Norfolk 

The legislation asked for is the up- 
shot of the matter of a new police 
stat.on and additional court accommo- 
dations, which has occupied the atten- 
tion of the citizens of Brookline in 
town meeting assembled for a long 
time. Committees have been ap- 
pointed now and then, for the last 
three years, and lengthy reports have 
been made, but the result would 
always be the same—no definite action. 

As the question stands today, the 
land on which the police stution stands 
is wanted for school purposes, and the 
station must be removed before the 
schoolhouse can be erected. The com- 
mittee in charge of the matter has had 
conferences with the county commis- 
sioners, and it is believed that the 
legal espect of the matter is settled, 
and the report will be presented to the 
town in a meeting to be held on the 
eveninggf Feb. 8. 

The idea is to have a probate court 
of Norfolk county at stated times as at 
Dedham, Quincy and Hyde Park. By 
the plan now proposed Dedham is to 
give one week in each month, except 
August in favor of Brookline. 

Two bills accompany the petition ; 
one to alter the prcs:nt law so as to 
make Brookline a court centre as well 
as Dedham, Quincy and Hyde Park, at 
monthly intervals ; the other to remove 
the legal doubt as to the town’s right 
to appropriate money for court room 
purposes, and to enable the town to 
act alone or jointly with the county, at 
its option. 

Brookline’s wants are numerous and 
expensive.

Introduced in the Legislature 
Monday. 


Monday was the last day to introduce 
new business in the Legislature.

To provide for the erection of a 
$35,000 addition to the Boston normal 
school building. 

To provide that the election of can- 
didates for municipal offices shall be 
held on the state election day. 

For the betier protection of gray 
squirrels, rabbits and hares. 

To provide for an investigation by 
the bureau of statistics of labor, of the 
subject of labor and co-operative in- 
surance; to repeal the section of the 
fire insurance law of 1894, limiting the 
amount which a company may insure 
in a town or fire insurance district; for 
the restoration of Green harbor in the 
town of Marshfield, by the :emoval 
of the famous dyke of 1871. 

For biennial votes on the 
question in the city of Boston. 

To prevent the manufacture of gas 
for heating or lighting purposes, except 
by corporations organized for such 
business under general or sp¢cial 
law; to prevent the election as direc- 
tors of corpopations, any but actual 
owners of stock in said corporations; 
to provide for the expenditure of an 
extra $300,000 by the metropolitan 
park commission for open spaces along 
the Neponset river, 

To provide for the expenditure of 
$300,000 by the Metropolitan Park 
commission for open spaces along the 
Mystic river. 

To provide for giving trials of cer. 
tain cases in the probate court. 

To provide for the cleaning of milk 
cans, by contractors receiving milk for 
the purpose of selling it. 

To authorize street railway 
panies to use their cars and tracks for 
the transportation of snow, ice, stones, 
gravel and grading material. 

To provide for the tabulation by the 
Bureau of Statistics of Labor of the 
valuations of habitations in the com- 
monwealth. 

To prevent misrepresentation by 
public advertisement of animals, mer- 
chandise, and manufactured articles 
intended for sale. 

To change the name of the police 
court of Brookline to the district court 
of Brookline. 

To provide for compensation, to the 
éxtent of $5,000, by action for dam- 
ages, for death occasioned by 
ful act, neglect or default. 

For the retirement of officers of the 
volunteer militia, at their own request, 
after 10 years of consecutive service 
and with the rank of the next grade, 
provided they are veterans, or have 
served in one rank for a period of 10! 
years. 

Providing that the annual tour of 
camp duty shall consist of seven con- 
secutive days instead of five.

Report of a Committee of Bay} 
State Citizens. 


Radical Reforms Recommended In Franchise 
Legislation. 


Boston, Feb. 2.—The special committee 
appointed by Governor Wolcott on July 

7 last, under an act of 1897, to investigate 
the relations between cities and towns 
and street railway companies, presents 
its report to the legislature within the 
time limit imposed in the act. 

The committee consists of Charles 
Francis Adams, chairman, William W. 
Crapo and Elishu B. Hayes. The report 
consists of the text, which gives the 
methods of procedure and the principles 
of action by the committee, and the bills 
containing their specific recommenda- 
tions, 

The committee mentions, in opening, 
the great breadth of the subject and the 
great difficulty in gathering exact infor- 
mation. “There exists also,” the mem- 
bers say, “a vast and varied amount of 
popular misinformation as to results al- 
leged to have been reached elsewhere, 
more especially in certain European 
cities... Messrs. Crapo and Hayes made 
investigations in tL.2 country and Can- 
ada, while Mr. Adams, the chairman, in- 
vestigated European conditions. In 
Europe “statistics are even less perfect 
than in America, and no comprehensive 
report or official publication exists.” 

Of the system in Massachusetts it 
said: “As a working machinery for the 
daily accommodation of vast numbers 
of persons, the street railways of the 
commonwealth fulfill their function quite 
as well, witf as little friction and at as 
reasonable a cost as any other similar 
machinery elsewhere which the commit- 
tee has had an opportunity to study.” 
The committee discredits the popular 
accounts of the wonderful workings of 
other systems in foreign cities. It could 
not find thetn in its investigations. It is 
admitted that there may be overcap!i- 
talization iff Massachusetts, but not 
more than was inseparable from rapid 
growth. The fundamental question is 
however, net merely one of greater or 
less expenditure, but what would have 
been lost if the expenditure had not been 
incurred must be considered. 

Speaking of franchises of railway cor- 
porations in Massachusetts, the report 
Says that they have always been and 
almost invariably are, in terms perpetual, 
but really legally revocable at the dis- 
cretion of local boards. In this respect 
they are anomalous, for the general 
practice, here and in Europe, is to grant 
concessions to private companies for only 
limited periods. In Europe aa 
tracts are carefully guarded, but i digss is- 
sachusetts they have been drawn in gen- 
eral terms, with few technicalities 
vations and safeguards. Such a 
chise is utterly illogical in theory, but it 
has worked well for half a century. <A 
more fixed tenure was one of the two 
points for the committee to consider.

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Feb. 2.—Senator Hayes of 
Charlestown has filed’ a measure which 
contemplates a change in the method of 
representation in the legislature. Ita 
aim is to secure proportional represen- 
tation. It is in the form of a constitu- 
tional amendment. 

Senator Hodgkins of Middlesex sub- 
mitted a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding that no legislation affecting any 
city of the commonwealth shall be passed 
except on condition of its ratification by 
a two-thirds vote of the city council of 
said city.

Fighting Uv aderwriters. 

San Francisco, Feb. 2.—Insurance Com 
missioner Clunie has announced that his 
fight against the foreign insurance com- 
panies doing business in this state wil 
be directed against the organization 
known as the fire underwriters of the 
Pacific, commonly called “the insurance 
compact.” It is by the disorganization o1 
this association that the insurance com- 
missioner expects to secure for the peo- 
(ple an equitable reduction of insurance 
rates, payment of taxes and licenses by 
insurance companies, and a _ general 
abolition of the conditions imposed on 
insurers since the compact came int 
existence. 

There are in prospect many additional 
compheations, including fines, criminal 
prosecutions and suits to recover prem- 
fums obtained without license of law. 
It will prove a final test of the powers o! 
the insurance commissioner and the ap- 
plication of state laws governing insur- 
ance patrons.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 2.—Not since 
the trials of the Molly Maguires has a 
case excited so much interest in the coa 
regions as that of Sheriff Martizend hic

were selected and the court adjourned.

, Santa Rosa, Cali., Feb. 2.—Thomas L, 
Thompson, ex-United States minister to 
Prazil and former member of congress 
committed suicide here yesterday morn- 
ing by cutting histhroat.

Mr. Thompson was one of the best 
known Democrats of California, and for 
many years published the Santa Rosa 
Democrat.

That so many brave seamen should | 
have found a watery grave will undoubt- | 
edly make this the most startling feature | 
of the storm, and as the reports come in, 
meager to be sure, but nevertheless 
trustworthy, of bodies not singly but in | 
twos and threes being picked up along 
shore, it was seen that while the blowing | 
down of telegraph poles and the crippling 
of railroad traffic were a hindrance to 
communication, it sank into insignifi- 
cance as compared with the terrible 
news of brave sailors going to their death 
while their ships of oak were broken to 
bits on dangerous reefs. Four uniden- 
tified bodies lie in the coroner's office in 
Gloucester.. Five more are in Lyr2, 
brought over from Little Nahant, on the 
rocky beach of which was wrecked the 
schouner Charles 5. Briggs. Twelve un- | 
known corpses are reported to be at 
Baker's island in Salem harbor. They, 
too, must have manned some of the’! 
schooners which were lost in Gloucester | 
harbor. That there are others in the | 
dark waters of the bay seems almrnt 
certain, but today 19 dead can be count- 
ed, all victims of the storm's fury. 


Up and down the coast from Cape Ann 
to Cape Cod are strewn the grim vestiges 
of thestorm. Gloucester harbor was the 
storm center of wrecks, but the beaches 
near this city were not exempt from a! 
similar while the shipping 
within half a mile of the wharves broke 
from their cables during that fearful 
night and worked destruction to them- 
selves and their neighbors. On land the 
loss by the storm seems to have been 
confined entirely to property, for while’ 
horses almost entirely without number 
were killed in the main thoroughfares °f 
Boston, electrocuted by falling trolley 
wires, by sa@me miraculous chance no 
human being was struck, though there 
were many escapes. This wholesale 
slaughter of dumb animals was perhaps 
the only ghastly feature of the storm in 
this city. 

After 24 hours of unremitting labor the 
two big telegraph companies were en-| 
able to obtain a few messages over their, 
own lines with the outside world. Boston | 
seemed, however, to be harder to reach | 
than other cities affected by the stormni, | 
for while communities only a few miles 
away managed to obtain good communi- 
cation late in the day, it seemed as if 
clear wires would never reach this city. 
The railroads, however, helped out won- 
derfully in bringing in news from more 
fortunate localities, and the officials of 
the different companies worked as hard 
as the telegraph men to get theirservice 
once more near its normal condition.

Views of One of the Petitioners: 


on the Scheme. 


It is the purpose of the Ledger as 
soon as the people recover from the 
storm to seek interviews on the peti- 
tion for the annexation of Quiney to 
Boston. Any who have views to ex- 
press are invited to forward letters to 
the editor for publication, and others 
will please be ready to be interviewed. 

A prominent gentleman who has 
always taken an interest in the 
finances of Quincy, did not wish to be 
interviewed, but expressed a sentiment 
that it would be unwise. Boston has 
had a lower tax rate but it must be 
advanced as the future was very 
heavily loaded. Quincy had seen the 
worst of it, and it would be absurd for 
us after ‘‘paying &@S-we-go,’> as we 
have the last few years, to turn to and 
help Boston pay her enormous debt, 
which is much larger per capita than 
in Quincy. He quoted from the 
financial statement in Mayor Sears 
address, which showed that after 1900 
Quincy would be relieved of the burden 
of its debt. After that date only $89, - 
355.61 of our general debt will fall 
due. Had we not paid off our debi 
80 rapidly the tax rate of Quincy would 
have been much less. Boston has kept 
its tax rate down but increased its 
debt enormously, and now wants help 
from greater Boston to pay it. 

Councilman Packard one of the peti- 
tioners was seen this morning, and 
was enthusiastic. He 
opinion it is the only salvation for 
Quincy. We are ina position where 
the luxuries of the past have become 
the necessities of the present. We 
have everything to gain by it. A lower 
tax rate, better streets, more efficient 
Service in every way, besides the boom 
which it will give the granite industry. 
You say the City Council is ignored 
altogether. Don’t worry about that. 
The people will vote on this question. 

‘Now the fact is, annexation has 
been talked about for years and most 
of us signed the petition early last 
week. It did not eminate from the 
brain of a gentleman last Saturday. 
There is no political or other scheme 
in this, other than a general desire to 
better our condition. 

‘It will also be of advantage to 
Boston with our twenty-four miles of 
water frontage. Like an arm stretched 
out front of the city we are the key to 
tbe whole situation. The south bank 
of the Neponset river from Granite 
bridge to Squantum is worth the whole 
cost. I can see great possibilities there 
in the near future. Had we joined 
Boston prior to Brighton the grand 
boulevards and residences would have 
been constructed here. There is some- 
thing in living in a city of over a 
million people. We are hardly on 
the map now.’’

Non-Union Weavers Get Little From 
Relief Fund, 


Only Needy Cases Are to Re- 


ceive Attention. 


Much Destitution Among Operatives’ Families 
In Biddeford. 


New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 3.—The dis- 
satisfaction regarding the distribution 
of money received from outside collec- 
tions has extended to the non-union 
weavers, and in some cases there are 
open threats that if the mills will open 
their gates the non-union help will go to 
work. It has been figured out that the 
collections thus far received from out- 
side sources, if divided per capita, will 
amount to 6 cents aplece among union 
and non-union help combined. Leaving 
out the union weavers, the per capita 
flivision would amount to about 10 cents 
each. In consequence of this condition 
of things the weavers have decided that 
they will assist only the most needy cases 
among the non-union help. A meeting 
of non-union weavers has been ordered 
for the afternoon, when the matter will 
be talked over. 

It is the general impression that no 
move will be made on the part of the 
manufacturers until after Feb. 12, at 
sWhich time the Arkwright club is due to 
meet. The understanding is that at the 
last meeting before the strike began the 
club voted to stand by the New Bedford 
cloth manufacturers for one month, and 
this time is up on the date named. 
Whethes the agreement will be renewed, 
or Whether it will be decided to allow the 
manufacturers to go it alone, is mere 
guess-work. The union weavers who 
thave received their strike pay share the 
feeling of the non-unionists with regard 
to returning to work, and it is not im- 
probable, if any attempt is made to open 
the mill gates, that there will be a clash.

Boston, Feb. —-The session of the 
Massachusetts le; ature yesterday did 
not amount to much.

stalment of the 420 new pieces of legis- 
lation that were filed with the clerk in the 
house last Monday was prepared for 
the house yesterday, and the da kets 
are now clear. 

All possible and some impossible sub- 
jects of legislation receive attention 
from those who would change the law s. 
Among the most important demands 
for new laws are those from the mayor 
of Boston that the caucuses of all po- 


litical parties in this city be held on 
the same day under the charge of the 
regular election officers, and that no 


recount of votes be allowed when the 
closeness of the vote alone is the only 
reason for the petition unless the dif- 
ference between the lk ading and the 
second candidate is less than 3 percent 
of the latter’s vote; of Isaac P. Hutchin- 
son, that no brewer be allowed to have 
any interest, direct or indirect, in any 
j licenses for the retailing of intoxicating 
liquor; of Norman W. Chaplin, that a 
Special law for the punishment of tramps 
be passed; of ex-Mayor Winn of Malden, 
j that the minority report of the taxation 
commission be put into law of J. R. 
Graham, that Cambridge be annexed to 
Boston. 


Condition of Harvard.

AT PATRIOT OFFICE. 


SPOKE IN BALTIMORE, 


Cabinet § cretares and Congressmen At- 
tended a Banquet, 

Baltimore, Feb. 4.—The annual ban- 
quet of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ association was one of the most 
notable affairs of the kind ever given in 
Baltimore. The principal toasts were: 
“The relation of business to government 
finances,” responded to by Secretary 
Gage, who was the chief speaker; “The 
postal service and its relations to com- 
merce,”’ Postmaster General Gary; “Our 
industrial and business future,” Con- 
gressman Nelson Dingley; “Cuba,” Con- 
gressman John M. Allen; “Woman,” 
Congressman Joseph H. Walker. There 
were nearly 200 covers and the menu 
was an elaborate one. 

Secretary Gage in part said: “The 
theory on which our government rests 
is the ability of man to work out his 
own destiny. Protect him from un- 
just aggression in his common rights— 
from enemies at home, from foes with- 
out. Do for the whole body of the 
state what the individual initiative 
could not secure, and leave men free 
to work out, through the paths of in- 
dustry and enterprise, their own indi- 
vidual salvation. This I understand to 
be the spirit and essence of our Amer- 
ican poitical institutions. Whenever, 
therefore, the state takes over to itself 
functions alien to its own nature; when- 
ever it interferes, unless to secure gen- 
eral equity and justice, with those oper- 
ations which men in their free rela- 
tions with each other will develop and 
carry forward, there is injected into the 
field of industrial activity and com- 
mercial exchange the injurious influence 
of a body foreign to these activities. 
In other words, left free to their own 
evolutionary tendencies, men engage 
in sewing, reaping, making, transport- 
ing, trading. Trading in all that field 
we call business will develop through 
individual initiative, pushed by neces- 
sity, repressed by experience, those tools, 
appliancey, conveniences, and those 
methods and practices in mutual ex- 
changes, which, at a given time, will 
be best suited to their needs. Legisla- 
tion cgn observe and give judicious 
sanctions, and thus recognize as law 
that has already become good practice; 
but it cannot in these particulars in- 
vent or in advance provide. In fact, 
the danger is that even legislative ac- 
tion thus limited may put fetters on 
progress. It was in recognition of this 
that a wise man once said, in substance 
if not in form: ‘The best legislation 
touching .the economic relations of men 
has been that which repealed previous 
legislation.’ 

“It is the just complaint against gov- 
ernment issues of money that, though 
obedient to the legislative will, it is 
nevertheless not in harmony with higher 
economic law which blesses the obedient 
and punishes all violation, whether the 
violation be wilful or through ignorance. 
A true credit instrument, truthfully evi- 
dencing that a thing of value has passed, 
yet still exists in fact, even if trans- 
formed in shape and substance—such an 
instrument is clothed with the quality 
of legitimacy. If the fact be otherwise, 
if the value passed has been consumed, 
destroyed or lost, the credit instrument 
itself becomes a commercial interloper, 
a misleading token; nor can kings, em- 
perors or senates change the fact.” 


Stole From a Vvostoffice. 

Boston, Feb. 4.—Matthew W. Ryan, 
25 years of age, an employe in the post- 
Office, is in custody on the charge of 
robbery. In his home in Roxbury many 
articles of jewelry and a large number 
of books were found. Ryan stoutly de- 
nied that he had been pilfering, but later 
he broke down and confessed. His 
method was somewhat unique and baf- 
fled for a long time all attempts of the 
officials to locate the leak in the package 
department. He would draw a line 
through the address on packages and 
piace his own name with his home ad- 
dress on the bundle, after which he would 
put it backinto the mails. By this means 
he accumulated a large amount of 
jewelry and many books, much of which 
he sold. 


A Record Breaker.

THE FAXON LAW. 


Edwin Sawtell of Brockton 
Against Its Repeal. 


There is a noticeable change in 
Brockton in favor of the ‘‘ Faxon law.” 
The aldermen voted on Monday even- 
ing not to instruct the city solicitor to 
appear before the Legislature agains‘ 
it. 


Edwin Sawtelle of Brockton, in a 
letter to the Times, says 

“T understand that since the law 
has been enforced it has diminished 
the sale of liquor in this particular 
form about 500 per cent. Allow me to 
ask, what more could be expected of 
it in the month it has been enforced ? 

““ Now, Mr. Editor, comes the great 
query, right in the face and eyes of 
the great success of this law. Why 
are so many of our prominent citizens, 
including some of the clergymen of 
the city, almost falling over each other, 
in their haste to affix their names toa 
petition asking for its repeal ? 

‘* Brethren, come let us reason to- 
gether a little. Was the Faxon law 
the real cause of this city voting for 
license at the recent election? It 
certainly was not the cause of our no- 
license majority falling from over 1100 
to alittle over 300 one year ago, be- 
cause the law was not then in exis- 
tence; but now because the law is 
enforced everybody seems to think the 
Faxon Jaw was responsible for our de- 
feat. I do not. 

‘Why did the law cause the last 300 
to vote differently, when it certainly 
could not have caused the first 800 to 
change their minds, because then there 
was no such law. 

**T suppose you may ask me ‘ what 
did cause such a change, if this law 
did not do it?’ I frankly say, I do not 
know, but among other reasons I will 
mention a few. Some may have 
thought that the laws were not enforced 
as they ought to be, some may have 
thought that the poor dealers in the 
outskirts were prosecuted and many 
places on Main street, or near it, were 
left to run undisturbed. Whether 
justly or unjustly, some are always 
blaming the police. Many think that 
here is as much liquor consumed in 
town when we vote no license, as when 
we have license, and that being the 
case, they want license for the money 
it brings to the city, [think one great 
reason is, not so much the changing of 
the views of the older residents, as it is 
the large number of new voters that 
have come into our city in the last ten 
years, from other license cities and 
from foreign lands, who always vote 
**yes”’ on the question. 

“ For these or for some other reason 
the city has voted for license, but I 
cannot see how it is going to benefit 
us aby now to open the flood gate of 
iniquity. I can hardly see what subtle 
influence has been at work to induce 
even the ‘very elect’ to ask for the 
repeal of a law that has worked so 
successfully in Brockton as to stop the 

_ flow of liquor into our city in this 
peculiar way. 

“I pray God that the time may soon 
come when liquor in all its harmful 
‘forms may be swept from the face of 
the earth, and that the memory of its 
terrible effects on the human race may 
be lost to the memory of man.” :

‘In This House the Speaker Is the 
Whole Thing.” 


The Kansas Congressman An- 
nounced a Discovery. 


London Trademark In the Hat of Mr. Dingley 
Which Owner Explained. 


Washington, Feb. 4.—The house spent 
Thursday ostensibly considering the 
fortifications appropriation bill. In re- 
ality the major portion of the time was 
consumed in the discussion of political 
topics. The existence or non-existence 
of prosperity in this country was again 
the main question of dispute. 

Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kan.) took up the 
controversy he had a few days ago with 
Mr. Pitney (Rep., N. J.) over the trusts, 
which he said were organized in New 
Jersey to prey on Kansas and other 
etates. In a humorous vein he said the 
people of New Jersey were not to blame, 
since legislation in that state was 
knocked down to the highest bidders, as 
they were the descendants of the Hes- 
sians. When asked by Mr. Smith (Rep., 
Mich.) why he had done nothing to ex- 
terminate the trusts, Mr. Simpson re- 
plied that he was helpless in the house. 
“In the house,” said he, ‘the speaker Is 
the whole thing. I had as well file a bill 
in the Potomac river as in the house.” 

Mr. Pitney, in reply to Mr. Simpson, 
referred indirectly to the fact that Mr. 
Simpson was born in New Brunswick. 
He remembered, he said, that after the 
war of the revolution many tories and 
traitors in New England were deported 
to the neighboring province of New 
Brunswick. He did not mean to imply, 
he said, that Mr. Simpson’s ancestry was 
necessarily tainted by that fact, but he 
asserted his pride in his own ancestry. 
He also paid a glowing tribute to his 
state. 

During the debate Mr. Simpson made 
humorcus remarks about Mr. Dingley’s 
hat, and said itcame from London. Re- 
plying, Mr. Dingley said that the hat was 
made in New York, and that manufac- 
turers put in a London mark to make the 
dudes purchase them; whereupon Mr. 
Simpson sajf that Mr. Dingley was nota 
dude. Mr. “Dingley remarked that Mr. 
Simpson was given to talking through 
his hat, and ended by denying that he 
(Dingley) had imported wool before the 
passage of the Dingley bill. The episode 
caused a great deal of amusement in the 
house. 

Mr. Livingstone (Dem., Ga.) read state- 
ments from southern papers charging 
that in the distribution of munitions of 
war, New Orleans and other southern 
ports had been neglected. Mr. Living- 
ston said he had no knowledge on this 
point, but he proposed to make inquiry 
of the proper authorities, and if the alle- 
gations proved true he warned the 
fhouse that provision would have to be 
made for southern ports. 

Mr. McCicllan (Dem., N. Y.) offered an 
amendment to increase the appropriation 
for gun and mortar batteries from $1,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000. Tt was voted down. 


In the senate. 

Washington, Feb. 4.—One of the fea- 
tures of yesterday's session of the senate 
was a speech by Mr. Caffery of Louisiana 
in support of the resolution reported by 
the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions declaring that Henry W. Corbett is 
not entitled to a seat in the senate from 
the state of Oregon. Mr. Corbett was 
appointed by the governor of Oregon af- 
ter the legislature failed to elect a sena- 
tor to succeed Senator Mitchell. Mr. 
Caffery maintained that the governor 
of a state had no authority to appoint 
to fill an original vacancy—a vacancy 
beginning with a new term—after the 
legislature had had an opportunity to 
elect and had failed todo so. He main- 
tained that the constitutional authority 
of the legislature could not be trans- 
ferred to the governor. He contended 
that the Oregon legislature by intrigue 
or otherwise failed to elect, but that the 
senate of the United States could not 
place a premium upon such dereliction 
of duty on the part of a legislature as 
would enable the governor to appoint a 
favorite of his to a seat in the senate. 

Mr. Platt of Connecticut expressed re- 
gret that the committee had not stricken 
from the agricultural bill the appropria- 
tion for the purchase and distribution 
of seeds. 

Mr. Allen thought the chief opposition 
to distribution came from those who 
themselves had seeds for sale. In many 
ways the distribution of seeds did great 
€0o0d to the cause of agriculture, and he 
hoped that it would not be discontinued. 

Mr. Bacon thought there ought to bea 
reform in the distribution. He believed 
the department ought to purchase seeds 
for distrfbution from persons who were 
known to raise or produce seeds of value. 
In many instances the seeds purchased 
were neither valuable nor rare. 

“That is the unmitigated humbug of 
the whole thing,” interjected Mr. Platt 
of Connecticut. 

Mr. Bacon said he was confident the 
present secretary of agriculture desired 
to distribute proper and good seeds, but 
that the action of the last secretary of 
agriculture (Morton) had made a farce 
of the seed distribution. 


The Boycott Relaxed. 

Washington, Feb. 4—The Associated 
Press learns that the Hamburg authori- 
ties have permitted the unloading of 
apples from the United States, owing to 
instructions received from Berlin as the 
result of the protests of United States 
Ambassador White against Dr. Miquel’s 
decree of exclusion for sanitary reasons. 

The state department officials have not 
fecovered from the surprise at the method 
adopted by the German government of 
accomplishing its object in this matter, 
and undoubtedly the correspondence to 
follow will set this out very clearly. The 
objection to the course pursued is three- 
fold. In the first place it is said to be en- 
tirely without precedent and discourte- 
ous towards the American ambassador 
at Berlin to make the decree and put it 
fnto effect without the slightest warning 
to him. In the second place, by making 
the decree take effect at once and stop- 
Ping ail fruit in transit, a great injustice 
is done to shippers, who, without warn- 
ing, are made to loge heavily on capital 
invested in the fruit. Third, the decree 
is condemned in that it makes no pro- 
vision for the admission of fruit of abso- j 


late purity; permits no demonstration 
of origin or healthful condition, and in 
fact condemns all fruit, gocd and bad 
@line. These consid+rations are to be 
strongly urged upon the German goy- 
ernment as reasons why it should either 
revoke or modify the decree on the lines 
indicated before any more radical action 
is taken. 

A late dispatch from Berlin says that 
the federal council has approved a pro- 
posal that a decree should be issued pro- 
hibiting the importation from America 
of live plants and shrubs and packages 
containing the same. This decree in a 
certain measure will affect fruits, which 
are to be examined by experts on their 
arrival at German ports, and packages 
found to be infected with the fruit louse 
will be excluded. Instructions to this 
effect will be issued to the customs au- 
thorities. 

This announcement appears to indi- 
cate a course distinct from the decree 
prohibiting the importation of every 
kind of American fresh fruits, but it is 
difficult to aseertain the exact details. 


Says It's Unconstitutional, 

Washington, Feb. 4.—Judge Hagner of 
the equity court yesterday made a rul- 
ing of far-reacking importance, holding 
in effect that it is unconstitutional for 
congress to appropriate money for sec- 
tarian institutions. The court granted 
an injunction restraining the treasurer 
of the United States from paying to the 
directors of the Providence hospital any 
money belonging to the United States or 
the District of Columbia. 


Brief Mention, 

Washington, Feb. 4.—Senator White, 
who has introduced a resolution for the 
non-intervention in Hawalian affairs by 
Other powers, said yesterday that he 
would call the matter up and ask the 
senate to pass it without debate. It was 
his opinion that our intention to defend 
the independence of the islands had 
been made sufficiently clear in the past, 
but that it could do no harm to reaffirm 
the doctrine by congressional declaration 
at the present time. y 

Senator Penrose has introduced bills 
for the regulation of rates of postage. 
One of them provides a uniform rate of 
1 cent an ounce on all letters. The other 
provides for 1 cent postage on letters not 
to be delivered by carriers in the city to 
which directed. These 1 cent stamps are 
to be tri-colured, red, white and blue. 
! The senate committee on military af- 
fairs will report a bill fixing the rank 
and pay of military attaches of the em- 
bassies and legations at foreign courts. 
The attaches of legations are given the 
rank and pay of a maior of infantry by 
the bill and those of emnassies the rank 
and pay of colonels of infantry. 

The bill against the business of ticket 
scalpers is to be reported favorably in 
the senate. 

Thursday the house committee on labor 
took up the Grosvenor bill providing for 
voluntary arbitration, and, after con- 
sidering it in detail, agreed to vote on it 
next Thursday. The projected exten- 
sion of the eight-hour law was given 
another hearing. 

The secretary of war has telegraphed 
instructions to General Merriam to send 
an exploring expedition for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether a practicable 
Summer or winter route, wholly within 
the territory of the United States, could 
be found to the mining regions on the 
Yukon between. Forty Mile Creek and 
Circle City. 

Prawing the Color Line. 

Atlanta, Ga., Feb. 4—A movement to 
organize the Southern Confederacy of 
Labor has been started in this city, 
and is now so far under way that a con- 
vention will be held here to formally 
launch the new organization. The 
movement draws the color line, and it 
will be alienated from the national as- 
sociation. 

The plan is to call a convention of 
the white labor organizations of the 
south for the purpose of formulating 
euch plans as will bring about harmony 
and concert of action among them in- 
dependent of the big labor unions and 
federations of the north. The reason 
advanced for the scheme is that the 
northern organizations persist in ad- 
mitting negroes into their trades unions, 
something that is very distasteful to the 
working people of the south. This 
difference of opinion has engendered 
much coldness between the trades unions 
of this part of the country and those 
of the north, and has prevented any- 
thing like concert of action between 
them. 


“Young” Griffo Defeated. 

San Francisco, Feb. 4.—Frank McCon- 
nell of San Francisco, a practically un- 
known man in the boxing world and 
who recently graduated from the ama- 
teur ranks, ofit-pointed and out-fought 
“young” Griffo, the celebrated Aus- 
tralian boxer, before the Olympic club 
last night. Griffo started to rush and 
rattle McConnell by queer tactics, but 
the local man recovered himself and 
took a hand in forcing matters. Mc- 
Connell fought almost entirely for the 
body, repeatedly placing his right on 
Griffo's ribs and over the kidneys. He 
varied this, however, with some well 
directed rights on the jaw, which usually 
landed on Griffo’s ear. 


Trouble Over Snow, 
Pawtucket, R. I., Feb. 4.—The em- 
ployes of the Pawtucket street railway 
and the Valley Falls authorities came 
very near having a collision over the 
removal of snow. As fast as the rail- 
way men shoveled the snow into the 
side of the street, th® town men threw it 
back, and only the prompt arrival ot 
the chief of police prevented a riot. The 
railway company at last withdrew its 
tars from the streets and will not run 
them until the matter is adjusted.

Hull, Mass., Feb. 4.—The members of 
the crew of the Crandal, which was 
blown adrift during the blizzard Monday 
night, were rescued by the crew of the 
Point Allerton life saving station. Cap- 
tain Harrison Mitchell, L. F. Galiance 
and H. W. Mitchell of the Crandal had 
been 36 hours without anything to eat 
or drink except a pint of beans and what 
little water they could obtain by break- 
ing an icicle from the rigging and melt- 
ing it. 


Only Seven Fatalities. 

Boston, Feb. 4.—The tales of ship- 
wrecks and loss of life thus far received 
furnish the darkest details in the his- 
tory of the storm. It was believed to 
be sure that at least a score of seamen 
had lost their lives along the New Eng- 
land coast during the blizzard, but word 
as been received that the report of 12 
bodies being found on Baker's island, in 
Salem harbor, cannot be verified. This 


will leave the number of fatalities only 
seven.

John 
Shepard, japanner, in an adjoining build- 
ing, lost $2000. 

The cost of the Cuban war from Febru- 
ary, 1895, to the end of 1897 is: officially 
estimated at $240,000,000, besides the ar- 
Tears due from the Cuban treasury, 
amounting to $40,000,000. 

All the biscuit and cracker companies 
between Salt Lake City on the west, 
Portland, Me., on the east, St. Paul on 
the north and New Orleans on the south 
are now under one management. 

Gold medals have been awarded in 
Philadelphia to Wilton Lockwood of 
Boston for his picture, “The Violinist,” 
and to Edward F. Room of Newport, R. 
I., for one entitled “Pearl Clouds Moon- 
light.” 

Railway companies have discovered 
that they have been swindled out of thou- 
sands of dollars by means of bogus or- 
ders of the mayor of Cincinnati for pau- 
pers’ passes. These orders got into the 
hands of scalpers. 

Reports from all along the Newfound- 
land coast tell of great damage done 
by ice floes. Eight of the men who went 
adrift on a floe in Trinity bay reached 
land last night, badly frostbitten. It 
is believed that the others are saved. 

The monthly statement of the bureau 
of statistics shows that the importation 
of wool into the ports of Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia during Decem- 
ber amounted to 17,768,627 pounds, an in- 
crease over November of over 7,500,000 
pounds. 

The Republican members of both 
houses of congress had a caucus last 
night, at which the congressional com- 
mittee was practically organized for the 
campaign. About 70 senators and rep- 
resentatives attended, and the delega- 
tions of all but 18 of the states announced 
the selection of their representatives on 
the committee. 

The appointment of Judge Henry of

How the Kentucky Senator Receives 
a Cull to Resign, 


Is Not the Mere Agent of the! 
State Legislature. 


Says That His Constitutional Rights Cannot | 
Be Abridged. 


Washington, Feb. 5.—Speaking to a 
question of personal privilege in the sen- 
ate Friday, Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky 
commented sharply upon the motives of 
the author and promoters of the resolu- | 
tion recently passed by the legislature 
of Kentucky demanding his resignation 
as senator. Mr. Lindsay, after defining 
his position upon the financial question, 
said: “I deny the right of self- 
seeking political changelings, who were 
with me in opposition to free silver when 
free coinage was unpopular and are| 
against me now, when free coinage 
seems to meet a Democratic approval in 
Kentucky, to sit in judgment on my 
Democracy or to call in question my 
fealty to the constituency I represent. 
I will remind those who voted for the 
resolution that I am not the mere agent 
of the Kentucky legislature, 

“I do not exercise my senatorial duties 
subject to legislative supervision, nor 
hold my place at the legislative will. 1 
represent not merely a party or faction, | 
but all the people of Kentucky. My | 
term of service is fixed by the constitu- 
tion of the United States. It cannot be 
abridged by the action of the Kentucky 
legislature, and an attempt by certain 
members of that body to abridge. It is 
the assertion of a right which does not | 
exist, and could not exist without im-| 
periling the independence of this great 
branch of the federal legislature. } 

“Iam senator from Kentucky, but Iam! 
also a senator for the United States, In 
questions local to Kentucky Iam always | 
ready to serve her interests to the best 
of my ability, consistent with the obliga- 
tions of honesty and fair dealings and re- 
sardful of the limitations of the consti- 
tution. When great public interests, af- | 
fecting alike every portion of the Union 
are to be acted upon, they are to be con- 
sidered from the standpoint of the 
broadest patriotism, and this I propose 
to do, no matter who may condemn my 
action or who approves it.” 

No business of importance was tran- 
sacted in the epen session.

SATiSFACTORY TRADE. 


Special / e*ivity In Iron and Steel Trades and 
Kindred vines. 

New York, Feb. 5.—Bradstreet’s says 
this week: Severely cold weather, ac- 
companied by high winds and heavy 
snow, has been a feature’ exercising 
considerable influence upon the move- 
ment and distribution of staple goods 
this week. Some improvement in the 
retail demand for winter goods is, how- 
ever, reported as a result thereof. In 
epite of this interruption of business 
a satisfactory trade for the season is 
reported in most lines, with special ac- 
tivity in the iron and steel trades and 
kindred lines. 

In the east the distribution of dry 
goods and wool has been checked and 
the movement of produce greatly in- 
terfered with, but the tone of the cotton 
goods situation is, if anything, improved. 

In the northwest better trade is re- 
ported, and cold weather has helped the 
distribution of seasonable goods. At 
the south trade is reported as improved 
at several important centers, and the 
total of January business is said to have 
been above the average. 

Steadiness in prices has been a feature 
of the week, the only decreases noted 
being in wheat, corn and flour on a 
speculative reaction, and in lead; while 
the prices of oats, pork, beef and coffee 
are higher. Print cloths show a fur- 
ther advance, and the cold weather has 
affected anthracite coal production, with 
a consequent advance of 10 cents per 
ton. 

Business failures, though slightly 
larger than last week, numbering 295, 
against 288 the week before, are little 
above the normal. They comparg with 
® total number failing in the corre- 
enonding weck of 1897 of 305, in 1896 of 
238, in 1895 of 293 and in 1894 of 336. The 
total number failing the first week of 
bruary, 1893, was 223. 

Bank clearings for January reflect the 
| Immense volume of commercial financial

Boys Started In Pursuit, ‘but Awed by Shots 
From Pursusé 


Boston, Feb. 5.—One of ithe most dar- 
ing holdups in the many crimes of this 
tiature in this part of the country toon 
place in broad daylight in the Fresh 
Pond station of the Fitchburg railroad 
wat 1:15 Friday afternoon. The station 
wagent, a young woman, named Annie 
McBride, was forced to give up $24.at the 
point of a revolver, and the rohber made 
«ood his escape. Three boys tried to 
follow him, but were frightened away 
by three shots from his weapon. 

The station is a small one on the Wa- 
tertown branch, and at this time of the 
day but few persons are in the habit of 
taking the train. Shortly after1 o'clock 
aman entered the station and asked for 
a ticket to Boston. The agent was en- 
tirely alone when the man came in, and 
was outside of the ticket office. She im- 
mediately went inside, and the door 
closed after her by a spring. As it 
turned out the man put his foot in the 
jamb, so that when Miss McBride turned 
to the cash drawer to make change for 
his $1 bill, he stepped inside the office 
and, drawing a revolver, demanded the 
money. The young woman was almost 
waralyzed with terror with the barrel of 
the weapon against her temple, and al- 
lowed the man to rifle the money drawer 
of its contents without making an out- 
cry. 

The man was but a few seconds in gath- 
ering up the cash and then ran out of the 
station. He had scarcely reached the 
street before Miss McBride recovered 
herself and set up a terrific shrieking. 
By the time she reached the street door, 
the robber was well down the street, but 
three boys who saw him running and 
heard Miss McBride's cries started in 
pursuit. The man turned on them at 
once, and fired three shots, apparently 
without aim or effect, but it was suf- 
ficient to scare the youngsters and he 
was allowed to escape without further 
hindrance. 

The Cambridge police were notified and 
at once began a thorough search for the 
robber, having obtained a fairly good 
description of him from Miss McBride. 
The police of this city are also on the 
watch for him.

Mr. Hoag of Springfield introduced a 
bill entitled “An act for the better in- 
formation and protection of the pub- 
lic.”’ The bill provides that any part- 
nership, corporation, ete., doing business 
in Massachusetts, shall annually, on or 
before Feb. 1, file a record with the city 
or town clerk in which such business is 
carried on, setting forth the names and 
residences of each and all partners, the 
amount of capital invested, its nature 
and where located, in the case of stock | 
ecinpanies the amount of capital stock, } 
amount of paid in capital and the as- | 
sets. Failure to comply with the law is | 
punishable by a fine of not less than $5 | 
nor more than $25 for each offense.

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 5.—The mass 
meeting of weavers at the north end | 
Friday afternoon was largely attended. |

the ngn-union weavers relative to the | 


distribution of funds,

“IT am not to give 
int of what has become 
of that money,” said Mr. Hart, “but I 
will re nd that you select a non- 
unionist as an auditor who shall examine 
the accounts and thereby satisfy you 
that everything has been done fairly. 
The same thing I expect will be done at 
the south end, and thus we can find out 
where the soreheads lie.” 

Secretary Hart paid his respects to 
“the street corner talkers,” as he termed 
them. “We have never had one iota of 
trouble with the members of our union. 
We received from outside, last week, 
about $700, to be divided equally among 
10,000 people out on strike, and, figure it 
out as best you can, you cannot make 
more than 7 cents a head.” 

The dissatisfaction does not include the 
mule spinners, who are all union mem- 
bers. It is confined principally to the 
non-union weavers, who numerically 
are about equal to the union members. 
The union is taking measures to meet 
the criticism which has been offered, as | 
witness the speeches at the mass meet- 
ing. 

The talk against the removal of Sec- 
retary Hart seems to be confined chiefly 
to people who are not members of the 
Weavers’ union, and the prominent men 
in the union are refuting it 

“I know nothing of such a movement,” 
said President Cunnane of the weavers, 
“and do not believe the members of the

Cotton Weavers Protective association 
would think of such a thing for a me- 
ment: This is the time for us all to hang 
together, and the idea of deposing Mr. 
Hart is too absurd to discuss.” 

So far as the non-union carders are 
concerned the union committee which 
has had charge of distributing the out- 
side funds is winning praises from all 
sides. The most needy among the non- 
unionists have been sought out and given 
substantial aid. 


Engineer's Forgetiuiness Responsible. 

Boston, Feb. 3.—Daniel Tracey of Wal- 
tham had several ribs broken yesterday 
in a collision at Porter's station on the 
Fitchburg road, which occured just as a 
itrain from Waltham was drawing out of 
adhe station. An express.from Fitchburg, 
«due in Boston at 9.o’clock, 15 minutes be- 
thhind time, dashed around a curve, just 
as the local engine began to puff, and a 
moment later it had crashed into the 
Waltham train. The engineer of the 
express managed to reverse the lever 
and apply the brakes, which, with the 
increasing momentum of the local train, 
considerably lessened the shock, and un- 
doubtedly prevented a serious loss of 
life, as the cars of both trains were 
crowded. 

As it was ,the forward part of the en- 
gine penetrated the rear car of the Wal- 
tham train as far as the forward trucks. 
Passengers were thrown down and there 
Was a stampede for the door. As soon as 
all were out of the cars, it was found 
that Mr. Tracey was the only one seri- 
ously hurt. 

“We had all the machinery for pro- 
tecting both trains,”’ said the general 
superintendent. “The engineer of the 
Fitchburg train was William Deering. 
He has been in the employ of the road 
for the past 25 years, at least, and we 
have always considered him to be one 
of our most reliable men. He told me 
on coming in on the train that it was 
his fault. ‘Iam to blame,’ he said, ‘but 
for the moment I forgot all about the 
train ahead or the signal at West Cam- | 
bridge. When I saw the second signa | 
I did ail I could and applied the emer- |} 
gency air brake, but I could not hold} 
the train, and it was impossible to stop 
it before I did.’ " 


Wreek of the Holmes. 
Gloucester, Mass., Feb. 5.—The fact} 
that the schooner James Holmes of Bel- 
fast, Me., was wrecked at Dolliver’s 
Neck Tuesday was proven yesterday by 
identification of the wreckage, as among | 
it was much of the cargo shipped from 
Boston for Belfast. Three of the 
Holmes’ crew have been identified, John 
Jackson, Albert Staples and Fred Gor- 
ton, all of Belfast. The body of Captain 
Ryan has not been found. 

A telegram brought news yesterday | 
that the Dany Crockett of this port is! 
ashore at Sand Point, near Shelburne, 
W. S. She is full of water and will bea 
total loss. The Crockett is owned by 
James G. Tarr & Bro., and was engaged 
in haddock fishing under command 
of Captain Lovell J. Hodsdon. <A great 
comber caught the mate, Samuel Bar- 
telle, and swept him overboard. The 
crew endeavored to rescue him, but was 
notsuccessful. Bartelle, who was a good 
Swimmer, managed to keep afloat and 
Was washed up on the beach. He suf- 
fered terribly, but managed to make his 
Way to a fisherman's cabin, where he 
was furnished with dry clothing and 
cared for. 


Parochial School Closed, 

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 5.—Rev. 
Charles P. Gaboury, rector of Sacred 
Heart church and president of Sacrea 
Heart school corporation, makes the an- 
nouncement that owing to the business 
depression and non-employmeht of the 
French-Canadian operatives he is 
utterly unable to maintain the parochial 
school through lack ©f funds to meet 
the necessary and unavoidable expenses 
connected therewith. Five hundred 
pupils on Monday next will be deprived 
of the privilege of attending the par- 
ochial school, as he is compelled to} 
close the school permanently. This | 
will necessitate the application of these 
pupils for admission to the public 
schools. It is thought it will be im- 
possible to let them in, as the city has} 
not. at the present time, sufficient ac- 
commodations for those in attendance 
at the public schools. Father Gaboury 
submits the proposition to sell the school 
building and land to the city.

Evidence That the Victims Were Shot 
When Running, 


Marchers Represented as Not ¥ 


Demonstrative. 


The Defense Makes Much of the Dismissal 
of Scholars. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 5.—The deputies 
who are on trial for murder seem to 
realize the position in which they are 
placed, and are paying the closest at- 
tention to the testintony of the common- 
wealth’s witnesses, many of whom bear 
reminders of the Lattimer snooting in 
the shape of ghastly wounds and missing 
jegs and arms. 

Dr. H. M. Keller, who viewed the re- 
mains of the strikers and attended many 
of the wounded, testified that a number 


i 


of the strikers were sl.ot in the back,! 


thus bearing out the allegation that the 
deputies fired when the men were run- 
ning away. 

The defense, in its cross examination, 
asked the doctor to classify the wounds 
as to the positions of the men when 
shot. The classification was as fol- 
lows: Shot directly in front, five; in- 
directly in the side, six; directly in the 
rear, three; indirectly in the rear, eight. 
Of the 39 patients, seven died in the 
hospital, two are still there and re- 
covering slowly, and 30 have been dis- 
charged, all of them cured except one, 
who is now in a Philadelphia hospital.

During 
the week crimes of nearly every nature 
have been rampant, while suicide by 
both sexes has prevailed to an unpre- 
cedented extent. 

Finally the week closed with the ter- 
rible death of six brave firemen and the 
injury of four others while at their post 
of dutyata fireina five-story building in 
this city. The men of engine 7 were on 
the fourth floor, having entered by a 
window, while those of 38 and 39. which 
is a double company, were on the sec- 
ond floor. Suddenly a rear section of the 
roof collapsed, carrying down the floors 
to the basement and burying the fire- 
men bencath the wreck. The crash sent 
up a cloud of smoke and sparks, and 
scattered burning fragments in every di- 
rection. In a few moments the news 
was spread broadcast that the men 
were buried under the ruins. 

The exact number of victims could not 
be determined, as it was not known how 
many were on the spot, but a hasty can- 
vass of the members of the fire depart- 
ment showed that 10 men were miss- 
ing, among them heing District Chief 
Egan, who led the men on the second 
floor. Captain Garrity of engine 7 and 
Captain Victory of engines 38 and 29. 

The fire was still raging, but the com- 
bined efforts of the firemen were direct- 
ed towards the wreckage under whica 
the men had been caught. The progress 
of the flames was checked in that di- 
rection, and finally they were under 
control, but it was more than an hour 
anda half after the accident occurred be- 
fore the work of removing the debris 
could be begun. 

Meanwhile it had become apparent to 
those who were trying to reach the im- 
prisoned men that at least some of them 
were alive, for their voices could be 
heard through the mass of debris. The 
rescuers worked with the greatest speed 
possible, and soon had reached four of 
the men of engine 7, including Captain 
Garrity, Thomas Conway, T. J. Doherty 
‘and Edward Shea. The men, although 
seriously injured, were still alive, and 
they were at once removed to the Massa- 
chusetts general hospital. Mr. Victory 
and Mr. Egan were pulled out alive, but 
soon succumbed. Life was extinct when 
the bodies of the other four were re- 
covered. Never since its organization 
has the Boston fire department met so 
severe a loss, and today the heart of 
every member is heavy with grief. 

Coming generations may see more ap- 
palling disasters both on land and sea, 
but it seems safe to believe that it will 
be many years before so much suffering 
and so much actual loss are crowded into 
so short a space of time. 

In nearly all the churches references 
were made to the heroism of the dead 
firemen, and in quite a number collec- 
tions were taken for their families. The 
subscription lists which have been start- 
ed are growing rapidly, and there seems 
to be every prospect that a substantial 
sum will be raised for those who have 
been left behind.

Good Afternoon. 


Is it not presumptuous on the part of 
the Globe and some of the Quincy 
gentlemen interviewed on the annexa- 
tion scheme to claim that “ the step is 
looked upon with general approval ; 
that the only argument against it is a 
“feeling of pride’’ and a fear that 
Quincy ‘“ will lose its prestige ?”” The 
facts are that Quincy is on record in 
opposition to annexation. It was 
represented at the Legislature a few 
years since in opposition to the annex- 
ation of Atlantic and Squantum to 
Boston. The ‘Greater Boston Com- 
missioner ”’ found that Quiucy was not 
ripe for annexation, and one of the 
commission so stated at a State House 
hearing last week. At the hearing 
given by this commission in Quincy, 
we believe Hon. John F. Merrill was 
the only gentleman who favored annex- 
ation to Boston ; all the other speakers 
being against. 

Admitting that there is some change 
of sentiment in favor of annexation, 
it isa very noticeable fact that it is on 
the part of those who were defeated 
for office in the recent city election, 
the list including ex-Mayor Hodges, 
ex-Councilman Claflin, ex-Councilman 
Anderson and ex-Assessor Federhen. 
From political reasons, the Republicans 
of Quincy will net favor annexation to 


a city so strongly Democratic as 
Boston. 
Hon. William <A. Hodges _ gives 


several good reasons in the interview 
published today in favor of annexa- 
tion, writing more at length than is 
customary for him. - The ex-Mayor 
cites the improvements made by Bos- 
ton to a thoroughfare between Dor- 
chester Lower Mills and Mattapan, but 
he probably knows that many of the 
streets of Dorchester are usually ina 
wretched condition, and that some of 
the schoolhouses of the district would 
not be tolerated in Quincy. 

Mr. Claflin admits that the advan- 
tages of annexation would be much 
greater to Boston than Quincy, and 
Mr. Anderson put the advantages to 
foston first. The latter adds that 
* Quiney’s debt is not at all exces- 
sive,” and says that ‘‘ as regards school 
buildings it ( Quincy ) is probably bet- 
ter equipped than Boston.” 

Mr. Federhen says valuation would 
not be higher and the rate would be $5 
less, Is it reasonable to suppose that 
if Boston raises nearly $100,000 less in 
the Quincy ward than Quincy now 
does, that it will give Quincy all the 
luxuries? We take exceptions to his 
statement that the tax rate has every 
prospect of an increase. With proper 
financiering the rate can be decreased 
and never touch $18 again. It is a 
graye question whether the Legisla- 
ture will give Quincy local option on 
the granting of liquor licenses. If no 
licenses were granted would our people 
have any assurance that the liquor laws 
would be enforced as they now are? 

Mr. Graham is over enthusiastic. 
He says annexation will give us better 
schools, etc. Will he tell us how it 
will improve the schools ? 

It is to be expected that petitioners 
for anything are in favor. It would 
have been fairer on the part of the 
Globe to have interviewed those who 
were not petitioners, and to have 
stated that the Ledger was strongly op- 
posed to annexation; but possibly the 
Globe was paid to boom annexation.

NEW COMMODORE. 


A Spirited Contest, But Election 
Made Unanimous. 


$500 Quickly Raised for 
the Challenge Cup. 


Life and Honorary Members 
Elected—Resolutions Passed. 


The annual meeting of the Quincy 
Yacht club held Saturday evening at 
the City Council chamber, was the 
largest attended of any meeting of the 
club for years.

Reformers to Convene. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 7.—A call for the 
“first regular annual united labor and 
labor reform convention,” to be held 
in St. Louis on Monday, May 2, has beer 
issued. 

The convention was called for the fol- 
lowing purposes: First, to consider and 
adopt measures to secure closer union 
between all advocates of labor reform; 
to adopt an efficient system of resisting 
the encroachment of the judiciary upon 
the liberties of the people and to abol- 
ish government by injunction; to unite 
efforts in support of every movement 
for the betterment of industrial con- 
ditions not inconsistent with each 
other; to consider the political situation 
fn relation to the interests of the pro- 
ducers and to take any necessary ac- 
tion thereon; to impress upon the Amer- 
ican people the pre-eminent importance 
of the system of direct legislation (in- 
cluding the initiative, referendum, im- 
perative mandate’ and proportional 
representation) as the only means of 
restoring liberties, and as the only is- 
sue whereby all reform elements can 
be cemented into hearty political union 
without compromise of principles. 


Murdered by Drunken Debtor. 

Princeton, Mo., Feb. 7.—The murder 
at Mercer of Andrew Alley and the 
fatal wounding of his cousin, Joe Alley, 
by Peter Kindred has caused much ex- 
citement and some talk of lynching. 
The murderer is in jail and heavily 
guarded, and it is believed the law 
will be allowed to take its course. 

The trouble arose over a note that 
Kindred owed the Alley boys and which 
was long past due. Several atempts 
had been made to collect, and as a 
last resort suit was brought. Kindred, 
drunk and with a revolver strapped 
about him, entered the store of the 
Alleys, saying that he proposed to settle 
the difficulty.

New Bcdford, Feb. 7.—The executive 
council of the New England Federation 
of Weavers met in this city Sunday and 
voted to grant the New Bedford union 
$100 weekly during the strike, the first 
instalment to be paid Tuesday. It was 
reported that nine unions had applied 
for charters since the beginning of the 
strike in the following places: Paw- 
tucket, Manville, Lonsdale, Woensoc- 
ket, Ashton and Berkley, R. L, Augusta, 
Me., Manchester and Salmon Falls, N. 
H. 

In an address before the Brotherhood 
of St. John of Grace Episcopal church, 
Superintendent N. B. Kerr of the Grin- 
nell mills declared that the storms of 
protest over the cutdown arose originally 
not from the operatives, but from poli- 
ticians, officeholders and those leaders 
of the unions who lived not*by working 
themselves, but who were paid by the 
unions. Mr. Kerr believed that the lead- 
ers were responsible for all the trouble, 
and that the sooner the agitators went 
to work the better it would be for capi- 
tal and labor. 

Secretary Ross of the Sptnners’ union 
denies the truth of the statements rela- 
tive to the weakness of the strike. While 
there may be individual complaints and 


| willingness to give up the fight, he does 


not feel that the general body of opera- 
tives is in a position where it will give 
up the battle. As to the near end of the 
strike through the weakness of the 
unions he says such statements are 
poppycock. Mr. Ross returned from 
Boston last night feeling greatly pleased 
at the situation. He had been to a con- 
ference of labor leaders assembled from 
all New England to meet President 
Gompers of the New England Federa- 
tion of Labor, and from the talk that 
was had he feels that aid will soon be 
forthcoming to the New Bedford strik- 
ers which will put them in a position 
to resist with additional strength. Mr. 
Gompers and the other leaders were 
surprised to learn that there was no 
break in the ranks, as had been indicated 
in some of the papers, and they were 
pleased at Mr. Ross’ assurances that the 
front of the battle is still in fighting 
order. 

At the conference at the Quincy House

that $16,000 will be required weekly. As 
a result of the discussion it was decided

plan for the systematic aid of the strik- 
ers May be set on foot. Mr. Ross feels 
encouraged that this plan will bring to 
New Bedford all the aid required to 
bring the contest to a successful end. 
After the meeting, Mr. Ross, Secre- 
tary Waldron of the Carders’ union and 
the secretary of the Loom Fixers’ union, 
together with collectors who are working 
in Boston, went to the meeting of the 
Central Labor union, where Mr. Ross 
laid the case of the New Bedford strik- 
ers before the body. Asa result, action 
will probably be taken by the council to 
make a systematic solicitation for aid 
of the New Bedford stfikers in Boston. 
Rev. W. J. Reynolds has issued an open 
letter to the mill men, asking them to 
confer with the operatives and end the 
strike. “I need not speak’of the suffer- 
ing caused lere by the strike,” he writes, 
“That helpless women and children are 
suffering beyond all telling, I personally 
know, and I need hardly Say that no 
man would have any shadow of a right 
to the titles of a gentleman and a chris- 
tian if he did not desire, heart and soul, 
to have this unhappy paralysis of busi- 
ness, with all the suffering it entails, 
brought to a speedy end.

Boston, Feb. 7.—In an interview after

At theconference 
Mr. Gompers spoke in a blunt but honest 
fashion and suggested above all things 
that the different unions should get to- 
gether and lay aside all differences. He 
said that he was sorry that the success 
of the strike had been threatened by 
such antagonism among the differeat 
branches, but he believed that there was 
yet time to win the fight, if only these 
differences were settled. At his sug- 
festion a committee was appointed to 
bring the different branches together. 
He further said that he did not think 
that the best work was being put for- 
ward to help the strikers in New Bed- 
ford, and that until this was done the re- 
volt against lower wages would scarce- 
ly result in a victory for the help. 


Shooting Affray In Rhode Island, 

Providence, Feb. 7.—Peter Welch was 
shot at Cumberland Hill by Walter Y. 
‘Marsh Saturday forenoon in E. W. 
Fiske’s barn and will die. The bullet 
which entered his left breast and passed 
through the left lung is now in the right 
side, and the doctors will not make any 
effort to remove it, as the lungs are 
filling with blood, and the man is slow- 
ly, but steadily dying. 

Marsh was taken before Judge Goff 
at Valley Falls on a warrant charging 
him with assault on Welch with a 
weapon intending to kill. He pleaded 
not guilty and was ordered to furnish 
$5000 bonds for his appearance for trial 
on Thursday, Feb. 17. He was unable 
to furnish the heavy bail required and 
spent the night in the lockup at Valley 
Falls. If Welch dies, and the doctors 
say he has one chance in a hundred 
of recovery, Marsh will be arraigned 
for a more serious crime. 

Both men worked for Fiske and had 
a@ quarrel. Saturday forenoon Marsh 
put a revolver into his pocket and 
Welch was at work. The troubles were 
renewed and ended in the shooting. 
Marsh says he was attacked with a 
pitchfork by Welch, and that he fired 
four shots in all at his antagonist. The 
first two, he says, he shot into the air 
in an attempt to scare Welch away 
from him , so that he would not get 
struck with the tines of the fork. As 
Welch did not desist, Marsh asserts that 
he fired at him directly. One bullet 
went into Welch's chin and the other 
into his left lung. 

To a reporter who conversed with 
Welch, the wounded man, who was 
pluckily and entirely conscious, he re- 
peated the story of the shooting and the 
events that led up to it, telling it just 
as he told it to Coroner Alexander and 
others on the day the assault occurred. 
The reporter asked if he had a pitch- 
fork, or if one was near him when he 
was shot or immediately before him, and 
he replied that there was not and re- 
iterated his statement that he and 
Marsh had words over the watering of 
a cow. He gently pushed the other 
man away, was not in a passion, and 
certainly did not jump for a pitchfork, 
as he thought that Marsh had gone 
away, and he had no reason for at- 
tempting to defend himself. 


Truck Horses Suffocated,. 

Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 7.—Twenty 
valuable truck horses were lost by be- 
ing suffocated in a burning stable in 
East Cambridge Sunday. The stable 
is located in a nest of similar structures 
and the owner is Tobias Libby, a truck- 
man, who also kept four horses in the 
place. W. B. Cobb and Joseph Lutes, 
truckmen, were tenants. Mr. Cobb 
lost 11 horses and Mr. Lutes five. The 
stalls were on the lower floor, and every 
horse in the stable was found suffocated 
when the deors were broken in. Alt 
but three of the horses perished in their 
stalls. 

There was more smoke than fire, al- 
though the fire started under the stairs 
leading to the second floor or hayloft, 
and burned through the roof. The 
damage to the stable was $500 and the 
horses were worth $4000. About $1000 
worth of equipment was also burned. 


Deadly Gas, 

Boston, Feb. 7.—There was another 
gas fatality in this city Sunday. A 
man and a woman were the victims, 
the former being dead when first dis- 
covered and the latter unconscious, but 
will probably recover. The couple hired 
the room about four weeks ago, and the 
man gave the names of Mr. and Mrs. 
Clark. From evidence which the po- 
lice have it seems probable that the 
man's real name is James Reilly, but 
the identification, if it is one, ends there. 
There is considerable question as to 
whether the gas was turned on inten- 
tionally. There seems to be some evi- 
dence of suicide, but, the proof as to 
this is not conclusive. 


Engineer In a Snowbank. 

Newburyport, Mass., Fepo. 7.—The 
early newspaper train from Boston was 
in collision with a freight train on the 
Boston and Maine road Sunday morning. 
The freight engine was badly wrecked, 
while the special engine was somewhat 
damaged. Engineer W. H. Oakes was 
thrown from his cab into a snowbank 
j and escaped with a sprained ankle. 
The newspapers were forwarded on a 
special train out from Portsmouth after 
a delay of three hours. The damage 
to rolling stock is placed at $10,000. The 

cause of the accident is not known.

Ithaca, N. ¥., Feb. 7.—Carlton B. 
Perry, 19 years of age, a son of W. H. 
Perry, a well-known contractor, com- 
mitted suicide at his father’s home yes- 
ferday. For some time the young man 
had been ill, and on several occasions 
he had attempted to end his life with 
poison. Yesterday at dinner time he 
told his mother that he was not hungry.

Members Unable to Take “the 
Same View. 


How Millions Were Driven te Foreign Invest 
ment. f 


Washington, Feb. 8.—In the house yes- 
terday Mr. Greene (Pop, Neb.) made 
some observations on the much mooted 
subject of returning prosperity. He 
read a dispatch from Wheeling, W. Va., 
giving an account of the alleged tearing 
down of McKinley's picture by work- 
ingmen. “Gentlemen might cry ‘Pros- 
perity, Prosperity,’ " said he, “but there 
ts no prosperity.” 

“And others howl ‘Calamity, Calam- 
ity,’ " cried Mr. Perkins (Rep., Ia.) amid 
shouts of laughter from the Republicans. 

Mr. Olmstead (Rep., Pa.), in reply to 
Mr. Greene, produced dlippings from 
newspapers in all parts of the country 
showing a great revival of business and 
trade. He said that the continued agi- 
tation of the silver question was the 
only thing that detarded the full meas- 
ure of prosperity that would naturally 
flow from the Dingley law. The threat 
contained in the Teller resolution had 
driven $40,000,000 to investment in foreign 
securities. : 

“Do we want a cowardly money that 
runs away?” asked Mr. Bland (Dem., 
BMo.). 

“Money is always timid,” replied Mr. 
Olmstead. “It goes to places where it 
is safest and the security is best.” 

“You don’t hear of siiver running 
away,” reiterated Mr, Bland. 

“No,” interposed Mr. Landis (Rep., 
Ind.); “you don't hear of silver running 
away from Mexico.” 

“Mexico is prosperous,”” shouted a 
voice on the Democratic side. 

Mr. Landis continued: “You don't 
hear of silver money running away from 
China.” 

Mr. Ogden (Dem., La.) 
Chinaman or an America. * 

Mr. Miers (Dem., Ind.) and Mr. De 
Armond (Dem., Mo.) both denounced the 
action of the house on the Teller bond 
resolution. The whole purpose of the 
Republican party in the defeat of that 
resolution, Mr. DeArmond declared, was 
to commit the country irretrievably to 
the gold standard. It had at last thrown 
off all subterfuges and shams, and now 
had the shameless effrontery to boldly

had the hardihood to avow. 

Mr. Low (Rep., N. Y.) said it was no 
marvel that the Democrats were howl- 
ing down the evidences of prosperity 
which confronted them on all sides. 
When a Democrat was brought face to 
face with prosperity he shook like an 
gspen leaf. 

Mr. Perkins (Rep., Ia.) said that in 
the matter of wheat and wool the high 
prices prevailing had been charged to 
blind chance. lt was said that the Re- 
publican party was the party of good 
luck. If that were true it followed that 
there must bea party of bad luck. For 
himself he preferred to affiliate himselt 
with the party which was identified in 
jthe present and the future, with the 
prosperity and happiness of the people. 


HAWAII. 


Senator Morgan Presents a Resolution 
In Favor of Annexation. 

Washington, Feb. 8.—An amendment 
of more than ordinary importance and 
significance at this time was proposed 
in the senate Monday by Mr. Morgan of 
Alabama, to the resolution offered a few 
days ago by Mr. White of California. 
Mr. White's resolution declared that it 
was the right of the people of Hawaii 
to maintain their own form of govern- 
ment and the United States ought in 
no wise to interfere with it. Mr. Mor- 
gan’s amendment, which provides dis- 
tinctly for the annexation of the Ha- 
walian islands,reads: ‘That the repub- 
lic of Hawaii, established in and based 
upon its present constitution, is a right- 
ful government, and has been and still 
is recognized as such by the United 
States of America and by other great 
powers without any question by any 
nation of its rightful and sovereign in- 
dependence; and said constitution is the 
true and recognized authority that fixes 
the measure and the distribution of the 
rights and powers of government in that 
republic, while said constitution remains 
in force. 

“That in conformity with the existing 
constitution of the republic of Hawaii 
and so long as the same is in force, the 
powers of government reside in and are 
to be exercised by the incumbents of the 
departments, tribunals and officers cre- 
ated by said constitution and filled in 
pursuance of law, and the lawful elec- 
tors under said constitution who qualify 
as such by taking the oath of allegiance 
prescribed therein are entitled to share 
in the government of Hawaii according 
to the rights secured to them in said con- 
stitution and to the extent and in the 
manner the ein provided so long as the 
same is in force. 

“And said government of the republic 
of Hawaii having, in due form, signified 
its consent in the manner provided in 
its constitution that the Hawaiian isl- 
ands with all the territory appurtenant 
thereto, over which said government now 
claims to exercise sovereign jurisdiction, 
shall be anrexed to and hecome a part 


address, was adopted. 

Mr. Chandler presented a memorial 
that was prepared in 1874 by Admiral 
Worden, who, as a lieutenant in the 
navy, commanded the Monitor in the 
historic fight in Hampton roads between 
that vessel and the ironclad Merrimac, 
and advocated the payment of $200 each 
to the officers and crew as prize money. 
He asked that the memorial be referred 
to the naval affairs committee, his idea 
being that the committee and the secre- 
tary of the navy should evolve some plan 
whereby suitable recognition by the 
government could be made of the great 
services rendered this country by Ad- 
miral Worden. 

Senator Teller occupied the entire four 
hours of the executive session in dis- 
cussing the Hawatian annexation treaty. 
He said that he should have been glad 
to discuss the treaty in open session, 
and that the time had almost come 
when the question of annexation should 
be debated upon looking to legislation 
by both houges of congress rather than 
upon the basis of the treaty, to which 
he was favorable. 


Defeats For Insurgents. 

Havana, Feb. 8.—According to in- 
formation from Spanish sources, a col- 
umn of troops engaged with an in- 
surgent force :n the province of Santa 
Clara. After inflicting some loss en 
the enemy the Spaniards later became 
engaged with 600 infantry and 60 caval- 
rymen, who occupied an intrenched po- 
sition. They dislodged the insurgents, 
who retreated with a loss of 27 men 
killed and leaving one wounded prisoner, 
a quantity of ammunition and medi- 
cine, 28 firearms, one dynamite gun, 
two boxes of dynamite cartridges and a 
number of important documents. The 
loss of the Spaniards is pronounced to 
be insignificant. 

General Luque reports that while re- 
connoitering at Melones, province of 
Santiago de Cuba, he killed six insur- 
gents in a skirmish in which his troops 
had nine wounded. 


His Wife Complained. 

Providence, Feb, 8.—C. J. Budlong of 
Ashaway is under arrest at Westerly, 
charged with sending. ohscene matter 
through the mails. He is held in $2000 
bonds. ‘‘Rev.’’ Mr. Bud!long is married, 
but his wife does not live with him. For 
some time past she has received obscene 
circulars and pictures through the mail. 
Several weeks ago she received some, 
and turned them over to the police. 

Officer S. P. Berry started out to lo- 
cate the sender. In his search he se- 
cured letters and pictures which were 
not allowed by law to go through the 
mail. These pointed to Budlong as the 
one who was sending the forbidden ar- 
ticles. Then a Westerly man purchased 
pictures of the prisoner. The evidence 
was placed before the chief of police, 
who ordered Budlong’s arrest. 


His Neck Broken, 

Manchester, N. H., Feb. 8.—John Will- 
sey, 59 years old, a carpenter, was almost 
instantly killed by a fall from a staging. 
He dropped about 20 feet, striking the 
masonry of a cellar entrance. The base 
of his skull was crushed and his neck 
broken. The fall was due to the break- 
ing of one of the supports. Two others 
were working with him, but both es- 
caped without injury, one hanging to 
the edge of the roof and the other land- 
ing on his feet in the snow. 

Willsey came here from Nebraska, 
where he leaves a son and daughter, the 
former living in Regan. Willsey was 
recently married to Dr. Sarah E. Whitte- 
more of this city. 


Washington, Feb. 8.—Senator Wilson 
of Washington called at the war de- 
partment yesterday to urge that ac- 
tion be taken to preserve order at Dyea 
and Skaguay, and particularly at the 
latter place, where fears are entertained 
that trouble will ensue with the arrival 
of more gold seakers. Senator Wil- 
son has letters and telegrams giving the 
conditions and saying that unless some- 
thing is done looking to the govern- 
ment of those places there will be ser- 
fous difficulties. It is claimed that the 
Alaskan ports are now thronged with 
the worst elements of this country and 
Canada as well as Europe, and that 
there is no way of governing the law- 
less element except by the military. 
Senator Wilson recommended that 
troops be sent until congress could pro- 
vide some form of government.

Government Officials Seeking to Inter 
fere With Rights of Accused, 

Paris, Feb. 8.—It was a day of con- 
siderable emotion in the Zola trial, but 
scanty progress. In the audience were 
several notabilities and many ladies, es- 
pecially actresses, most of whom were 
provided with sandwiches and bottles 
of wine. Madame Zola was almost 
crushed out of sight in a back corner. 
Madame Severine, the authoress and 


| Mr. Zola's devoted champion, was also 


there. When Mr. Zola entered every- 
body was on tiptoe to get a glimpse of 
him, and there was some disorder pend- 
ing the arrival of the judge. 

Scarcely was he seated when a bundle 
of telegrams was handed to Zola, all 
addressed “Zola, Court of Assizes, 
Paris;” and other telegrams poured in 
during the proceedings, altogether over 
400, from all parts of the world, offering 
sympathy and congratulations, One 
from Belgium bore the signatures of 
1000 legal and literary celebrities; an- 
other, signed by a group of Roman Cath- 
olic priests, said: “Live Justice.” 

After reading the names of the wit- 
4esses summoned, Judge Delegorgue read 
a number of letters of excuse, including 
a letter from the minister of justice, an- 
nouncing that the minister for war, 
General Billot, had not recetved the au- 
thority of the cabinet to testify. He 
also read a letter from ex-President 
Casimir-Perir saying he could not tes- 
tify except as to facts subsequent to 
his presidency. 

Colonel Paty du Clam was called, but 
he refused totestify. Attorney Laborie 
urged the importance of his testimony, 
adding, that unless the court ordered 
the witness to testify, he might be com- 
felled to demand an adjournment until 
the next sessions. Counsel also said 
he was not prepared to oppose a secret 
trial if it was absolutely necessary. 
But, continued Mr. Laborie, the allega- 
tion that the matter they were discuss- 
ing was connected with state secrets 
and the national defense was a mere 
joke. 

The advocate general thereupon pro- 
tested against the national defense be- 
ing called a joke, to which Mr. Laborie 
hotly replied that he would permit no 
one, not even the advocate general, to 
cast suspicion upon his patriotism. 

The court ordered a short adjourn- 
ment In order to allow Laborie to draft 
his argument. On the resumption of 
the hearing Mr. Laborie made a speech 
demanding that the witness be ordered 
to testify. He also deposited with the 
court written applications requesting 
the court to order the subpoenaed wit- 
nesses to appear. Regarding Colonel 
Clam, the application charges him with 
illegal acts in the Dreyfus and Ester- 
hazy affairs, claiming that if these acts 
Were proved in court the good faith of 
the accused would be demonstrated 
Mr. Laborie vehemently protested 
against the absence of the subpoenaed 
Witnesses and, referring to the non-ap- 
pearance of General Mercier, he said: 
“When he was minister of war, he sub- 
mitted to the judges of Dreyfus, behind 
the back of the prisoner and his coun- 
sel, a secret document which, however, 
he said was unimportant. If this docu- 
ment, as he declared, was unimportant, 
then the tneident is ended and there is 
no further need for General Mercler’s 
testimony; while, if the alleged secret 
document did not exist, let General 
Mercier come and tell the court so, and 
our side will be well satisfied.” 

This attempt to drag the former min- 
ister of war into the witness stand 
caused much commotion in court, which 
was increased when, on several mem- 
bers of the Dreyfus court-martial refus- 
ing to testify, Mr. Zola rose in the dock 
and indignantly cried: “We must know 
if these persons are acting under the 
orders of the minister of war, or on their 
own volition.” 


Suicide of a Boy, 

Boston, Feb. 8—Rudolph New, 16 
years old, committed suicide by hanging 
in the attic of his father’s house in 
Roslindale. There seems to have been 
little cause for such a terrible act on 
the part of the boy, although the po- 
lice are of the opinion that his mind was 
in a measure affected by the Incessant 
teading of dime novels.

Although sojourning in Maine, I 
am still interested in Quincy affairs 
and have the reading of the Daily 
Ledger through the kindness of Mr. 
and Mrs. N. B. Furnald. I was very 
much interested and amused on read- 
ing the account of the storm of Febru- 
ary 1, especially as you speak of its 
being cold with thermometer ranging 
from zero to 12 degrees above. I was 
amused at the contrast between what 
you were haying and what we had at 
the same time- 

It began to snow here at 10 A. M. on 
Monday, with the thermometer at 6 
degrees below zero, and snow all day. 
At 5 Pp. M. the wind began to blow 
from the northeast and blew all night, 
drifting the snow very badly, some of 
the drifts being 10 feet high. George 
who had been at h me over night was 
three quarters of an hour getting to 
his work a quarter of a mile away, 
with the wind at his back. It would 
have been utterly impossible to walk 
facing the storm. The people began 
to break roads on Wednesday morning 
and succeeded in geting the roads 
passable on Thursday night. 

The average temperature for last ten 
days has been 26 degrees below zero, 
the lowest (December 29) being 32 
degrees below, while the highest was 
just zero. I do not feel the cold here 
at twenty degrees below zero as I used 
to in Quiney when it was at zero. The 
air here is dry although I live in a 
valley on the edge of a small stream.

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A MURDEROUS FRENZY 


Brooklyn Girl Deprived of Life by 
Her Stepmother. 


Woman Was Insanely Jealou 
of the Victim. 


Husband and Father Struck as He Entere 
the House. 


Brooklyn, Feb. 8.—A woman bereft o! 
her senses by brooding over a real 0. 
fancied belief in the loss of her hus 
band’s affections became a murderess it 
this city shortly after dusk last night 
That her frenzy did not result in « 
double murder and a suicide was due t¢ 
lack of strength, misdirected aim an¢ 
unfavorableness of opportunity than t 
indecision of purpose and absence of th: 
death-dealing instrument. 

The scene of the tragedy was the resi 
dence of William W. Place at 598 Han 
cock street. Mr. Place, who is 47 year: 
of age, is an insurance adjuster. His 
family consisted of 14s wife, Martha, 2 
years old, and a daughter by his firsi 
wife, Ida M. Place, aged 17. Mr. Place 
returned home from business about ¢ 
o'clock last evening, and upon opening 
the front door was confronted by hi: 
wife in the dimly lighted hallway. Thi 
woman appeared to be in a frenzied con- 
dition and was armed with a small ax. 

Without warning and before Mr. Place 
could recover from his astonishment 
Mrs. Place dealt him a terrific blov 
with the weapon on the forehead, anc 
another which inflicted a terrible gast 
in his left cheek. Mrs. Place then flec 
to her room, locked the door and turned 
on two jets. Place secured help and the 
door was broken open. Mrs. Place was 
found in an unconscious condition. The 
door to the back room on the same floor, 
which was found to be locked, was 
broken open. Mere on the bed was 
found the daughter. Her head had been 
split open with the ax, and there was 
also an ugly wound on the mouth. The 
girl had been dead about three hours. 

Mrs. Place, t":ough seriously injured, 
will probably survive. Mr. Place is 
already out of danger. The father's 
preference for his daughter's society is 
said to have caused frequent quarrels 
between the husband and wife. Neither 
Mr. Place nor his wife was in a con- 
dition to be interviewed or make any 
statement. Mrs. Place is under arrest. 


An Important Decision. 

Trenton, N. J., Feb. 8.—Judge Kilpat- 
rick, in a decision affirming the right of 
the collector of internal revenue to 
remove deputies, says there is nothing 
in the civil service act prohibiting the 
removal of men except a prohibition of 
a removal of men refusing to contribute 
for campaign purposes. The presi- 
dent could not make rules against re- 
movals which would be expected to be 
observed by subordinates of the presi- 
dent, but there are no vested rights in 
public office, and an equity court is 
witheut jurisdiction to prevent the re- 
moval of persons in the classified ser- 
vice. Judge Kilpatrick also quotes the 
act regulating the internal revenue ser- 
vice in which the collector is expressly 
given the power of appointim: and re- 
moving deputies. 


Check Marked Worthless. 

St. Louis, Feb. 8.—The Post Dispatch 
says: Thomas T. Fauntleroy of the 
legal firm of McDonald & Fauntleroy 
called at the Planter’s hotel to see Fran- 
cis C. Grable concerning two checks ag- 
gregating $2000 which Grable had cashed 
in Chicago last month by W. J. Littl 
john of the North British and Mercanti!> 
Insurance company. The checks were 
returned marked “Worthless,” 

Grable, said Mr. Fauntleroy, refused 
to see him, but sent down his private 
secretary. The young man and Mr. 
Fauntleroy had words which resulted 
in the lawyer's knocking Grable’s sec- 
retary down. “If Grable does not come 
forward and make a settlement he will 
be treated as any other man who know- 
ingly trades upon worthless paper.” 


The Orono Casualty, 

Bangor, Me., Feb. 8.—The investiga- 
tion as to the cause of the railroad 
wreck on the Maine Central at Orono, on 
Jan. 29, was begun at the town hall in 
Orono yesterday by the railroad com- 
missioners. All of the railroad men 
who were In any way connected with the 
accident were there to testify as to 
what they saw and did. Nothing toes- 
tablish the cause was testified to. En- 
gineer Little said that after he shut 
the engine off he felt the train twitch 
behind him and at once applied the 
brakes. The cars were then going off 
and the rear trucks of the tender went 
off the iron with the mail car. As soon 
as he stopped the engine, Little ran 
back to see to the flagging of the other 
trains. 


Councilmen In Contempt. 

Independence, Ky., Feb. 8—Seven 
members of the Covington, Ky., coun- 
cil, the city clerk and Attorney Henry 
Hallam, were held to be in contempt 
of court by Judge Tarvin and placed 
in the custody of the sheriff with the 
alternative of purging themselves of 
contempt, or being committed to jail. 
The trouble arose over the refusal of the 
council, on the advice of its attorney, 
to obey an order by the judge to pro- 
vide necessary furniture for the court- 
house in Covington. 


Suing For an Injury. 

New York, Feb. 8.—Annie C. George, 
widow of Henry George, is the plaintiff 
in an action for damages against the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company, which 
is on trial in the supreme court of this 
city. Mrs. George alleges that her foot 
slipped in a hole in the floor of the com- 
pany’s depot in Philadelphia March 21, 
1894, causing a bad sprain of the ankle 
and the tearing of the external lateral 
ligament of her leg, which necessitated 
the use of crutches for three months. 
She asks $509 damages.

Washington, Feb. 8.—It is freely ad- 
mitted here, even by southern members, 
that Congressman Lovering’s proposi- 
tion to amend the constitution so as 
to give congress the power to regu- 
late the hours of labor in the states, 
stands a larger chance of adoption than 
most proposals of the kind. Ifthe labor 
union element of the country once be- 
comes aroused on this subject, as it Is 
quite easy to see how it might, it would 
be entirely possible to secure a two- 
thirds vote in both houses of congress 
That, at least, is the prevaling opinion 
here. 

The contest would then come in getting 


la majority in the legislatures of three- 


fourths of the states, but as there is an 
agegressiv-- labor organization with con- 
siderable power in every part of the 
country, it is entirely within the reach 
of posibility that the amendment would 
go through as the first addition made to 
the constitution of the United States, ex- 
cept as a whr meapure, for mearly a 
century. 

Mr. Lovering does not claim to be the 
originator of the idea. At least three 
ipther Massachusetts congressmen have 
introduced the same kind of a measure, 
Mr. Barrett in the last congress, Mr. 
Gillett the congress before, and Mr. 
Davis a decade or soago. This does not 
encourage the view that the amendment 
will be immediately adopted.

Strike In Taunton,

tically locked out. Superintendent 
Lovering says the gates will remain 
closed until the operatives accept the 
reduction, or the times improve suffi- 
ciently to enable him to pay the old 
wages. The direct cause of the cut- 
down, he says, is the 10 percent reduc- 
tion by the Amoskeag corporation, Man- 
chester, N. H., which compete with the 
Whittenton on some Ines of goods.

Biddeford, Me., Feb. 8.—A great mass 
meeting of textile operatives was held in 
the City Opera House last night, when 
President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor made his first ad- 
dress upon the textile troubles.

the Police, 


Clubs and Revolvers Bran- 
dished In Scrimmage. 


Resulted From Interference With a Snowball’. 
ing Contest. 


Chicago, Feb. 9.—Two thousand stu- 
dents of the Rush medical college, the 
Chicago college of dental surgery and 
the Marquette school engaged in a des- 
perate conflict Tuesday at Harrison and 
Wood streets with 40 policemen. The 
battle raged with intermissions of peace 
from noon until 6 o'clock in the evening. 
The police were compelled to send in riot 
calls repeatedly, and in the early part 
of the scrimmage they were badly 
worsted. It was a free for all, rough 
and tumble fight. 

When the students were dinally routed 
they retreated to the college Buildings. 
From there they hurled all kinds of 
missiles upen the police, who were chas- 
ing the offenders. A glass jar filled with 
paste, thrown from the fourth floor of the 
college of dental surgery, struck Police- 
man Brennan upon his right-arm, knock- 
ing him to the ground. Janitor Chris- 
Uanson of the Marquette school was 
badly beaten. Christianson was only 
lately clothed with police power, and 
he endeavored to assist the police. The 
students fell upon him and he had to be 
carried from the field of battle. 

it was found necessary to summon 
police wagons from the Warren avenue, 
Lake street and Desplaines street sta- 
tions. The streets in the vicinity of the 
colleges were black with people. Twice 
prisoners were wrested from the police 
by the students, who howled and jeered. 
This defiance caused the officers to lose 
control of themselves, and they rushed 
madly abo in a wild effort to arrest 
everyone in sight. Brandishing clubs 
and revolvers, they chaneod (be studeats 
inside the college doors and forcibly 
took them from the buildings. When the 
riot was over and peace reigned, 25 stu- 
dents had been placed under arrest. 

The trouble began by the students 
engaging in a snowball figft in which 
the policemen interfered, and then the 
students joined forces and attacked the 
officers. For a time the row was good 
natured, but the fighting instinct came 
to the surface in a short time, and num- 
erous scrimmages resulted. The grand 
battle began at 5 p. m., when the officers 
arrested Carl Case, the son of a pro- 
fessor in the dental school, and who is 
said to have been innocent. The stu- 
dents took him away from the officers, 
and later when another prisoner was 
locked in a patrol box, the students 
smashed the box, rolled the officers in 
‘the gutter and released the prisoner. 
During the fight four students were 
badly clubbed and Officers Sullivan and 
Brennan were injured in a manner suf- 
ficiently to give the: -ma layoff. 


Mutilated Body Found, 

New York, Feb. 9.—The mutilated body 
of a man, without a stitch of clothing on 
it, was found in the East river by a po- 
liceman yesterday. Half of the head 
was missing, the right leg was cut off 
at the hip, the left leg was cut off at the 
knee and both arms were gone, having 
been cut off close to the shoulders. 

Dr. Donlin, coroner's physician, has 
been able to make only a superficial ex- 
amination of the body. The absence of 
he brain made it impossible to determine 
accurately the cause of death until a 
postmortem examination had been 
ymade. He had come to the conclusion 
\that the man was in life at least six feet 
in height, and that he weighed close to 
220 pounds. He believed the body to 
have been that of a man not less than 
45 years. The doctor said the dead man 
had light colored hair, and that he must 
have been bald. The hair at the base 
of the skull was thin. Dr. Donlin thought 
that the man must have been thrown 
into the water some time Monday night. 
He said he had been dead much less than 
24 hours when found. ‘My theory is,” 
Dr. Donlin said, “that the man died of 
injuries to his head. He was either shot 
with a pistol, perhaps while asleep, or 
was struck on the head with a mallet or 
hammer; but he must have struggled 
hard, unless he was-asleep.” 

Dr. Donlin said that he df not think 
the cutting up of the body had been done 
by one skied with the knife, Just 
above the point of amputation of the 
left leg, Dr. Donlin discovered a wound 
which he thought might have been made 
with a bullet. The only mark of iden- 
tification found was a small mole on the 
right hip. _ 


Series of Trolley Lines, 

Windsor Locks, Conn., Feb. 9.—An- 
nouncement is made of the sale of the 
charter of the Suffield and Windsor 

ramway company in Windsor Locks 
to Jessie W. Starr of Springfield, Mass., 
who, in the last general assembly, se- 
gured a charter for the Springfield and 
Southwetsern Railroad company, giving 
him the right to build a trolley line from 
Springfield to Windsor Locks. The 
charter last acquired gives the added 
right to build a line through to Poquon- 
nock, where connection is to de had with 
Hartford. This series of trolley lines 
would. give a°continuous route from 
Epringfield to Hartford.

BRITISH LEGISLATORS. 


Some of the Measures to Be Considered 
at This Sitting. 

London, Feb. 9.—The parliamentary 
session began Tuesday afternoon with 
the customary fcrmalities. In the house 
of commons, when J. M. Campbell, the 
new member for the St. Stephen's green 
division of Dublin, apeared to take the 
oath, he was greeted by the Irish mem- 
bers with cries of “Lodger,” referring 
to the alleged election frauds in that di- 
vision. 

Dealing with proposed legislation, the 
speech from the throne says measures 
will be introduced for the organization 
of a system of local government in Ire- 
land, substantia!!y similar to Great Bri- 
tain, to secure the increased strength 
and efficiency of the army, amend the 
present conditions of military service, 
to enable accused people to testify in 
their own defense, to facilitate the crea- 
tion of municipalities in London, and to 
prevent recognized abuses in connec- 
tion with church patronage. There are 
nine other measures of importance. 

On a sessional motion that peers and 
lord Meutenants should not interfere in 
elections, James Lowther, Conservative, 
amended it to omit the word “peers.” 
Sir Wilfred Lawson, Radical, seconded 
the motion. Mr. Balfour admitted that 
it was true the house had no power to 
enforce the order, but unless invited by 
the opposition leader to adopt another 
course, he would vote against the 
‘amendment. Eventually the amend- 
ment was negatived by 319 to 100 votes. 

The chief secretary for Ireland gave 
notice that on Thursday he would in- 
troduce the local government bill for 
Ireland. 

After notices of the introduction of 
other bills had been given, Speaker 
Gully read the queen's speech, which 
had previously been read to both houses 
of parliament, in the house of lords by 
the lord chancellor. The speech was 
moved and seconded. Mr. Harcourt, 
the opposition leader, said the govern- 
ment could not complain that the house 
and country were demanding explana- 
tions on many matters. When 100,000 
men were in arms in various parts, he 
added, they could not congratulate 
themselves upon pax Britannia. 

The Irish parliamentary party met to 
organize after adjournment. Timothy 
M. Healy and his supporters who ab- 
stained from attending the party meet- 
ing previous to the last session of parlia- 
ment, were present. John Dillon was 
re-elected chairman, and the whips and 
secretari€s were also rb-elected. 


AT WILKESBARRE, 


One of the Marching Party Tells of His 
Experience With Deputies, 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Feb. 9. — Judge, 
Woodward, who presides at the trial of 
the deputies,for killing miners, an- 
nounced Tuesday that he had received 
an anonymous letter stating that if he 
did not do certain things something 
would happen. The judge said: ‘The 
Mian who wrote this wil prbbably hea: 
‘what I have to say, and I want to tell 
him that he is a scoundrel and a coward, 
‘and that no such dishonorable means 
will in any way affect my judgment. 
Cowardice and personal fear afe not a 
characteristic of the race from which ] 
come.” 

Walter Pekerski told how the deputies 
had struck one of the strikers at West 
Hazleton with a gun, cutting his head 
badly. The man, he said, was doing 
nothing. He could not point out the 
deputy. At West Hazleton the sheriff 
was pointing his revolver at everybody 
near him. None of the strikers had any 
Weapons, and all were quite peaceable. 
“At Lattimer the sheriff stopped us and 
said nobody could go to Lattimer. Then 
some of the men pushed forward, and the 
‘sheriff pulled a man to the side of the 
road and pointed his revolver. The man 
pushed the revolver away and ran. The 
sheriff snapped his revolver twice. The 
third time it exploded. I can't say 
‘whether or not he shot anybody. As 
s00n as he shot the deputies commenced 
shooting, and everybody ran. I was 
among the last, and the deputies fired 
atus while we wererunning. The firing 
lasted about five minutes.”" The witness 
could not point out any of the deputies 
jwho fired after the men ran, saying he 
was too busy running to look back. In 
the cross-examination the witness de- 
nied emphatically that any of the strik- 
ers resisted the deputies, or that the 
sheriff was thtown to the ground. The 
only deputy the witness could remem- 
ber seeing at Lattimer was Cook, whom 
he pointed out. 


Editorial Privileges Curtaiied, 

Havana, Feb. 9.—General Pando met 
the editors of the local newspapers and 
issued instructions prohibiting them to 
write, directly or indirectly, or in’ an 
ironical vein, in disparagement of the 
efforts being made to secure peace, orin 
attack upon autonomy. The manifesto 
prohibits also the writing of “anytbing 
disagreeable to friendly nations,” and 
concludes with a declaration that any 
newspaper failing to comply with these 
instructions will he suppressed.

Boston, Feb. 9.—The 32nd annual en- 
carftoment of the department of Mas- 
sachusetts, G. A. R., which convened 
in Tremont temple yesterday morning, 
struck a crisis before the session of the 
day wasover. The result of yesterday's 
election of officers, in which the cus- 
tom of 31 years was overturned, may 
unify matters; but many members left 
the temple in no gentle frame of mind. 

The so-called “house of lords,” which 
is composed of all past commanders of 
the department—that is, they are given 
the rights of delegates on the floor of 
department encampments—was given 
a severe rebuke, for the ticket of the 
regulars was downed, and the candi- 
dates of the anti-house of lords faction 
elected.

At that time the 
Brockton pest made a formal protest 
against the law permitting ex-depart- 
ment commanders to take part in the 
proceedings of the national encamp- 
ment, and this struggle was carried on 
so vigorously that at length the charter 
of the post was revoked. During the 
time, however, the Brockton post re- 
ceived considerable encouragement from 
other posts, and Tuesday's proceedings 
show the support that contention has 
received.

MR. GOMPERS IN LOWELL. 


Spoke Last Night at Three Meetings of 
Textile Operatives. 

Lowell, Mass., Feb. 9.—Samuel Gomp- 
ers, president of the American Federa- 
‘ton of Labor, addressed three meetings 
‘of textile operatives in this city last 
night. His visit was the result in part 
9f the supposed antagonism of two labor 
leaders, Thomas F.. Connolly and Will- 
iam L. Kinsella, to the affiliation of the 
recently formed textile unions with the 
federation. About two weeks ago three 
organizers representing the American

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 9.—Kid Mc- 
Coy boxed three tame rounds with Jack 
Falvey of this city at the strikers’ bene- 
fit at Adelphi rink last night. Neither 
man let himself out, but Falvey was 
easily outclassed. The benefit was a big 
success, about 3000 people attending. It 
Was announced that the managers of 
Rich's theater in Fall River had offered 
the strikers 10 percent of their profit un- 
til the end of the strike. The situation 
is unchanged.

New Prison Wanted. 

Boston, Feb. 9.—The annual report of 
the prison commissioners shows that the 
actual expense for the support of all the 
prisons in the commonwealth last year 
was $996,311.83. This is an increase of 
$73,237.45 over 1896. Of this excess of ex- 
penditure $50,550.08 Is due to decrease in 
receipts, During the year ending Sept. 
80, 1897, there were committed to all the 
prisons 31,362 prisoners; of this number 
28,135 were males and 3227 females. 

The report says the state should es- 
tablish a new prison, to be constructed 
with a view to having it conducted along 
reformatory lines, The state prison at 
Charlestown is crowded far beyond its 
capacity; with a new prison, reforma- 


-tory in its character, the state prison 


might very properly be relieved of 25 
percent of the present number of in- 
mates. In addition to this, and of equal 
importance, a large number of the in- 
mates of the county prisons could be 
very wisely be transferred to such an 
institution, 

The report also says: “If the state is 
to continue to inflict capital punishment 
under whatever method, whether by 
hanging or by the more modern and 
more satisfactory way of electrocution, 
we believe that the state itself should 
assume the duty of conducting the exe- 
cution. This would save large expense 
to the counties, and cause executions to 
be more uniform and dignified.” 


Last Operative Out. 

Taunton, Mass., Feb. 9.—The second 
day of the trouble at the Whittenton 
mills was made interesting by a strike 
In the cloth room, which was opened 
yesterday to finish up work. The dye 
house was also open, but after the cloth 
room trouble this, too, was closed. The 
last operative is therefore out of the 
mill for an indefinite time. The cloth 
room employed about 100 girls who were 
reluctant about joining the strikers, but 
they did rather than stand taunting from 
the strikers outside. 

The complete closing of the mill its 
looked upon as a victory partly won by 
the strikers, as they say the mill was 
rushed with orders, The strikers base 
their action upon the claim that the cut 
of 7 percent really amounted to 10 or 123 
percent. One of the weavers said that 
he had kept his pay envelopes for the 
Past year, and that the average was 
about $8 per week. By the cut this will 
be reduced to $7. It was also stated that 
there were men workiag in the millat 
$3 per week with families to support. 
The operatives in the Whittenton mill 
have been contributing weekw to the 
New Bedford strike fund, but will now 
make efforts to raise one of their own.

Upon conditions contained in the 
movement, notably the one relating to 
local option on the temperance issue, I 
approve annexation. My principal 
reasons are: 

That what is bound to be at no very 
distant future will gain nothing by de- 
lay. 

That it is better to be included with- 
in the circle of metropolitan advan- 
tages than to be just outside of them; 
near enough to see without sharing 
them. 

That lower taxation, cheaper gas, 
better and cheaper water are consider- 
ations worth seeking. 

That especially for outlying wards 
like Wollaston, whose business inter- 
ests are almost wholly in Boston, it is 
more congruous to live with them 
than away from such interests. 

That more local improvements, bet- 
ter sidewalks, etc., would be secured. 

That small cities cost vastly out of 
proportion to their size to run them. 

That finally, although Quincy is a 
name to conjure by, and in which we 
are all proud of citizenship, the larger 
Boston gives a sense of greater dig- 
nity, while the local prestige of this 
ancient town will never cease to cling 
under the present name to the home 
and haunts of the Adamses, the 
Quincys and the Hancocks.

ESTERHAZY REFUSED. 


Declined to Obey the Summons to Ap- 
pear at Zola’s Trial. 

Paris, Feb. 9.—Count Esterhazy sent 
a letter to the tribunal trying Zola, re- 
fusing to testify. On petition of Mr. 
Laborie, counsel for Zola, the court de- 
clared that General Mercier, the for- 
mer minister of war, and Major Paty Du 
Clam should be resummoned, and that 
other witnesses alleged to be ill should 
be visited by a doctor, and if able tc 
appear they should be resummoned. 

Mrs. Dreyfus was the first witness. 
Mr. Laborie asked under what circum- 
stances she was informed by Major 
Paty Du Clam, in 1894, of her husband's 
arrest. The judge declined to put the 
last question, 

Zola cried: “I desire the same treat- 
ment as the assassin orthethief. They 
have always the right to defend them- 
selves; but I am deprived of this. 1 
am mocked and insulted in the streets, 
and the obscene press drag me into the 
mud. I wish to have my witnesses 
heard; but I am prevented.” 

“But do you not know 
the judge asked Zola. 

“No, I don’t know, and I don’t want 
to know,” was Zola’s reply. 

The testimony presented was impor- 
tant, and the sitting was adjourned for 
the day. As the people were leaving 
the building a mancried: ‘Vive Zola! 
Down with France!” He was im- 
mediately arrested. A tremendous 
rush followed. Zola, on emerging from 
the jury door, was recognized and 
obliged to return and seek refuge in the 
robing room, the doors of which were 
then locked. The crowd remained out- 
side yelling, led by young barristers, who 
roughly handled Zola’s sympathizers, 
until a detachment of guards cleared 
the approaches to the court. 

As Zola, pale and trembling, appeared 
there was an immense clamor, and 
shouts of “Down with Zola!” “Long 
live Zola!” and “Death to Zola!” 
the lastcry dominating the others. The 
novelist and his friends had difficulty in 
keeping their feet in the surging crowd.

NEWS IN BRIEF, 


Six governors of the 13 original states 
have accepted invitations to be present 
at the annual banquet of the Sons of the 
American Revolution in New Haven 
Feb. 22. : 

Three thousand trouser makers of 
New York, Brooklyn and Brownville are 
on strike for an advance of wages. They 
claim that they had to work 16 hours a 
day, getting from $5 to $9 per week as 
wages. 

Representative Dalzell of Pennsyl- 
vania has introduced a bill to secure uni- 
formity in the American flag and estab- 
lishing that there shall be 13 alternate 
red and white stripes and 13 white stars 
on a blue field. 

A boat containing five men went over 
the falls at Oregon City, Ore., yesterday. 
George Freeman, Sr., one of his sons and 
James and L. J. Shannon were drowned 
Harry Freeman held to the boat and 
reached shore. 

The Kentucky senate has adopted a 
resolution providing for a committee te 
prepare an address in reply to the speech 
of Senator Lindsay in Washington lasi 
Friday. The Republican senators re- 
fused to vote on the resolution. 

It is reported that the Dominion Coal 
company has again ordered the Vic- 
toria, N. S., mine in Cape Breton to be 
‘dismantled, but it is announced that the 
colliery will not be abandoned, it being 
the company’s intention to open a new 
shaft one mile from the present shaft. 

For the first time in its history, the 
Boston Central Labor union has ordered 
@ strike. Unless the manager of the 
Suffolk brewery can assure the union 
workmen in his employ that the horses 
used in his business are shod by union 
horseshoers, a strike will occur at this 
establishment, 

A fireman named Hicks, employed on 
the Fitchburg railroad, fell from his 
engine in Williamstown, Mass., and was 
struck by a switch engine on another 
track. His right leg and arm were 
severed, and his skull was fractured. 
He died later. His home was at Fitch- 
burg, where he leaves a family. 

Venezuela has issued an order prohibit- 
ing the introduction of silver coins from 
foreign countries, unless with the per- 
mission of the government. This order 
is based upon information that large 
amounts of counterfeit silver coins have 
been clandestinely made through some 
of the maritime customs houses of the 
republic. 

The annual session of the Rhode Isl- 
and grand lodge, Knights of Pythias, 
opened in Providence yesterday. Re- 
ports showed there are now in the juris- 
diction 34 subordinate lodges with a 
membership of 3065. During the year 
there has been a net gain in assets of 
$11,032.01, and $10,323.42 were expended 
for relief. 

Professor Saville, connected with the 
American museum of natural history, 
has returned from an exploration in the 
state of Caipias, Mex., where he visited 
the ruins of Palanqua. He confirms the 
previous reports of the vast extent of 
that ancient city and the elaborate 
character of the ornamentation of the 
houses which are now concealed by a 
dense forest. 

The house committee on patents has 
acted favorably on a bill amending the 
patent law of March §, 1897, so as to limit 
the restrictions against patenting an 
article on which a foreign patent had 
already been issued or previously de- 
scribed in a foreign publication. The 
‘bill provide that the restriction shall not 
apply to applications made within 60 
days from the passage of the proposed 
amendment. 

A stove trust is the latest addition to 
the combinations of manufacturing in- 
terests. According to the Chicago men 
who say they have correst inSormation 
the infant was born Monday at De- 
troit, Mich., and it already represents 
$10,000,000 of invested capital.

Question of Filibustcring. 

Washington, Feb. 9.—From a reliable 
quarter it is learned that the recent note 
| delivered by Minister Woodford to the 
| Spanish government, to which Madrid 
cables have referred, relates to the 
| question of filibustering, and gives an 
array of facts and figures, drawn from 
the official records of the department 
of justice and the treasury department 
here, showing in detail the painstaking 
cfforts made by the United States to 
stop filibustering. 

The statement shows an aggregate ex- 
nenditure of upwards of $2,000,000 by 
this government in running down fili- 
busters, maintaining detectives, equip- 
ping vessels and searching parties. It 
shows also that the United States has 
; been more successful in this regard than 
| Spain, as a large number of filibusters 
were apprehended, parties broken up 
| and prosecutions carried on. by the fed- 
| eral authorities, while the Spanish naval 
force surrounding Cuba has not suc- 
ceeded in accomplishing equal results. 


Cuban Question In the Senate,

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MR, M’KINLEY’S GRITIC, 


Reticence of Spanish Minister Under 
a Serious Charge. 


Will Not Say He Didn’t At- 
tack the President. 


Sensation Gaused by Publication of the Com- 
munication. 


Washington, Feb. 10.—The giving out 
of a letter alleged to be written by the 
Spanish minister, Dupuy De Lome, re 
lating to the rebellion and making se 
vere strictures on President MeKinley, 
has created a profound impression in 
olficial circles, and is expected to bring 
about important results in the immedi- 
ate future. The authenticity of the let- 
ter cannot be established from an official 
source, nor is any denial of it given in 
any quarter. A strong tmpression ie- 
vails among those most intimately ec- 
quainted with the general subject that 
the letter is genuine in its substantial 
features, with some inaccuracies of 
translation, possibly through design, by 
which the strictures on the president are 
made to appear more offensive than a 
strictly literal translation would show. 

The circumstances under which a let- 
ter of this character could escape from 
the privacy of the two persons between 
whom it passed excites much comment. 
The general belief is that it was never 
delivered to Joseph Canalejas, but was 
stolen while en route. Canalejas was in 
Washington some time ago, and then 
went to Cuba for the purpose of observ- 
ing the condition of affairs there. 

As a former minister in Liberal cab- 
inets, having been minister of justice, 
and as the editor of The Herald at 
Madrid, he was accorded a warm recep- 
tion by Minister Dupuy De Lome, who 
gave a banquet in his honor, which was 
attended by a number of prominent 
men. He then left for Cuba, and his mis- 
sion necessarily brought him into con- 
tinued correspondence with Minister De 
some. As the letter bears no date, the 
time that it was forwarded een -only 
be fixed by the context. That it was 
after the president's message is evident. 

As soon as the letter appeared in the 
press, the state department officials be- 
gan an effort to settle its authenticity, 
and when it had learned all that could 
be developed on that point and had been 
told that the minister himself refused 
to deny writing it, the consideration of 
the next step began. Assistant Secre- 
tary Day was in consultation with the 
president on the subject at least four 


times during the official day, and then: 


spent much time in framing his mes- 
sage to United States Minister Wood- 
ford at Madrid. The official statement 
of the sending of this message was ac- 
companied by a declination to indicate 
its contents at this time, the depart- 
ment merely giving to the press the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Minister De Lome does not deny 
writing the letter. This department has 
communicated with General Woodford 
on the subject. Until that communica- 
tion reaches the Spanish government it 
would be improper to in any manner 
state the contents of the message to 
General Weodford.” 

While the department refused to add 
anything to this meager announcement, 
it can be stated without question that 
Mr. Woodford was directed to lay the 
facts developed before the Shanish gov- 
ernment, together with the statement 
that in view of the minister's refusal to 
deny the authorship of the letter, the 
Spanish government is looked to with 
confidence to deal with the case proper- 
ly. This amounts to an invitation to 
recall the minister, presuming that he 
himself has_not already taken steps to 
vacate his position. No doubt is enter- 
tained of a compliance with the implied 
suggestion, but in case there should be 
undue delay in acting, the state depart- 
ment would feel called upon to move di- 
rectly in the matter and give the minis- 
ter his passports, as was done when Sir 
Julian Pauncefote’s predecessor wrote 
the celebrated Murchison letter. 

It may be stated that with Lord Sack- 
ville the department of state itself in- 
itiated the action. Lord Sackville had 
written a letter to one Murchinson in 
Pomona, Cal. in September, 1888, in 
reply tc his request for guidance, as a 
naturalized American of British birth, 
in casting his vote for president. The 
reply was sent from Beverly, Mass., 
where the minister was stopping and 
would net now, nor probably at any 
time except In the heat of one of the 
great four-yearly elections, be regarded 
as particularly offensive. His lordship 
simply said that any political party 
which cpenly favored the mother coun- 
try at that time would lose popularity, 
and the party then in power was well 
aware of this fact. He believed, how- 
ever, that President Cleveland would 
manifest a spirit of conciliation in deal- 
ing with the questions involved in his 
message. Upon seeing this letter print- 
ed, Secretary Bayard sent for Lord 
Sackville, and the latter frankly con- 
fessed the authorship. Mr. Bayard 
cabled Mr. Phelps, our minister at Lon- 
don, under Cate of Oct. 25, that Lord 
Sackville had declared that his reply 
to Marchinson had been strictly private 
and not for publication. Mr. Bayard 
expressed his “surprise and amazement 
and condemnation of the minister's 
act. The government of the United 
States,” he said, “could not be indif- 
ferent to any interference fn the do- 
mestic issues by foreign represente- 


tivés,” and Mr. Phelps was directea to 
.vite Lord Salisbury’s attention to the 
occurrence ane express the confident re- 
liance of this government upon the ac- 
tlon of her majesty’s government in the 
premises.’ 

Lord Salisbury did not take kindly to 
the suggestion. He replied that he 
could not act until he had received the 
minister's explination. He did not re- 
gard the letter alone as sufficient to 
warrunt the minister’s recall, “thus end- 
ing his diplomatic career, which weuld 
not necessarily be the case if he were 
dismiszed by the government of the 
United States, for which, of course, 
there are precedents.” 

Mr. Phelps having advised that the 
intimation of Lord Salisbury be acted 
upon, as there was no probability of his 
recalling the minister immediately, Mr. 
Bayard proceeded to dismiss Lord Sack- 
ville inthe followingterms: ‘The pres- 
ident of the United States has instructed 
me to frform you that for good and 
sufficient causes which are known to 
yourself, and have been duly brought to 
the knowlege of your government, he 
has, with great regret, become convinced 
that it would be incompatible with the 
best interests and detrimental to the 
good rclatious of both governments that 
you should ary longer hold your present 
official position in the United States, and 
that accordingly the government of her 
British majesty will without delay be 
informed of this determination in order 
that another channel may be found for 
the transmission of such communica- 
tions as may be found desirable between 
the two governments in the transac- 
tion of their business. Whenever itis 
your pleasure te depart from the United 
States I am instructed to furnish you 
with the usual facilities, and vith that 
view I now beg to enclose a passport in 
the customary form.” 

Lord Sackville left immediately, and 
from Oct. 30, 1858, until late in the spring 
of 1489, the British government was rep- 
resented here only by a charge, a sign 
of the displeasure with which it viewed 
the treatment of its minister. 

Among the minister's friends the act 
of stealing a confidential letter and mak- 
ing it public was considered as more 
reprehensible than the writing of the 
letter itself. It was the general expres- 
sion among the minister's associates of 
the diplomatic corps-tthat, while the pub- 
lication disclosed grave impropriety, yet 
it was one that might happen to any of 
them in the course of confidential com- 
munications in which the greatest free- 
dom of expression is used in order to 
convey a full understanding of an in- 
ternational question. 

The most objectionable portion of the 
letter is this paragraph: “The message 
has undeceived the insurgents, who ex- 
pected something else, and has para- 
lyzed the action of congress, but I con- 
sider it bad. Beside the natural and in- 
evitable coarseness with which he re- 
peats all that the press and public opin- 
ion of Spain has said of Weyler, it shows 
once more that McKinley is weak and 
catering to the rabble, and, besides, a 
low politician, who desires to leave a 
door open to me and to stand well with 
the jingoes of his party. Nevertheless, 
as a matter of fact, it will only depend 
on ourselves whether he will prove bad 
and adverse to us.” 


Cabled His Resignation. 
Philadelphia, Feb. 10.—Special dis- 
patches from Washington received in 
this city state that Minister De Lome 
cabled his resignation to the Spanish 
government, but he received no reply 
from Madrid. 


“A Jingoist Intrigue.” 

Madrid, Feb. 10.—The De Lome letter 
incident is regarded here as a jingoist 
intrigue intended to disturb the rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Spain. 


May Lose His Sight. 

Norwich, Conn., Feb. 10.—Patrick 
O’Brien was kicked in the eye by James 
Saunders in a barroom fight in this 
city, and as a result may lose his sight 
entirely. The unfortunate part of the 
affair is that O’Brien had but one eye, 
and now he may be totally blind. 


Laborile’s Vain Protest. 

Paris, Feb. 10.—Mr. Laborie, counsel 
for Mr. Zola, protested yesterday against 
the limitations of the evidence of Mrs. 
Dreyfus, and scathingly denounced the 
scenes in court, the biased reports in the 
newspapers and the attacks on his client 
as being unworthy of France. 

General Boisdeffere, replying to La- 
borie, admitted that the minister for 
war, before he had testified at the Ester- 
hazy trial, had received from Major 
Esterhazy a document which concerned 
the Dreyfus case, but the witness re- 
fused to give further particulars on the 
ground of professional secrecy. 

Mr. Laborie protested that in a court 
of justice “professional secrecy” could 
not exist, whereupon General Boisde- 
ferre retorted: “Professional secrecy 
cannot be separated from state secrecy.” 

The general admitted that Colonel 
Picquart had been transferred to Tunis 
owing to his being favorable to Drey- 
fus, and the witness added that he, per- 
sonally, was convinced of the guilt of 
Dreyfus, while other facts, before and 
after the court-martial, which had come 
to his knowledge, made this conviction 
unshakable. This statement made a

Hearing on a Fines Bill, 

Boston, Feb. 10.—The committee on 
labor gave a hearing at the state house 
yesterday on the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Ross of New Bedford to pro- 
hibit the imposition of fines and relating 
to deductions from the wages of em- 
ployes engaged in weaving. The bill is 


of great interest to the labor organiza- | 


tions at this time, especially on account 


of the strikes in the textile industries. | 


It has been claimed that the unfair fin- 
ing of weavers under the law is one of 
the circumstances responsible for the 
present condition of affairs in the cotton 
mills. 

The first witness in support of the 
legislation for the repeal of the present 
weavers’ fines law was Eva 
Valesh of New York city, a newspaper 
woman, whose special work has been to 
look into the conditions of the operatives 
of New Bedford. 
said, had led her to believe that legisla- 
tion should first be tried to remove un- 
just conditions. In the first place, she 
considered it unjust and unfair to im- 
pose a fine, when a fine should only be 
imposed by a court. 

President Samuel Gompers of the Fed- 
eration of Labor said that he had no 
technical knowledge of weaving. “It 
has been called to my attention that in 
certain mills the fines were generally 
imposed, while in other mills one rarely 
hears of a weaver being fined,” said Mr. 
Gompers. “If I had my way, I should 
certainly have a law passed that would 
make it impossible for a corporation to 
fine one of its employes a cent. I would

End of the Encampment. 
| Boston, Feb. 10.—The 22nd annual en- 
j}campment of the G, A. R. of Massachu- 
setts came to a close yesterday after one 
|of the most interesting and eventful 
| sessions in the history of the organiza- 
| tion in thisstate. The rebuke which the 
so-called “house of lords” received by 
| the election of William H. Bartlett de~- 
| partment commander over John E. Gil- 
| man, the candidate of the regulars, was 
| followed Wednesday by those op1@eed 
to the old order, presenting resolutions 
still further condemning the sitting of 
past department commanders in the 
annualencampment. As the resolutions 
were subsequently adopted, each post 
will vote on the question of abolishing 
this institution.

Mr. Ma- 
son contended that Uncle Sam was in 
effect a policeman whose duty it was 
to exercise his power to prevent further 
bloodshed upon the island. 

“Should the president take such ac- 
tion,” deciared Mr. Mason, “he would 
tave behind him the army and navy, and 
above all the people.” While men and 
women were starving, the senator said, 
the bucketshops sent us price lists. 

“These stock jobbers,” he exclaimed, 
“tell us that war is hell. In Cuba it is 
worse than hell.” Mr. Mason said that 
when the bucketshops wrote the legis- 
lation of the country the evil day was 
upon us. 

Mr. Cannon again took the floor for a 
brief personal explanation bearing upon 
the scene in which he had participated 
towards the clese of his remarks. He 


SENATORIAL ORATORY: 


Besolutions on Cuba Evoked Stirring 
Speeches’ 


Misery of the Situation De- 
picted Graphically. 


Passivity of the Administration Defended by 
Mr. Hale. 


Washington, Feb. 10.—When the gavel 
in the hand of Vice President Hobart 
fell in announcing the opening of Wed- 
nesday’s session of the senate, a notice- 
ably larger number of senators was 
present than is usual so early in the day. 
The notice given by both Senator Can- 
non of Utah and Senator Mason of Il- 
linois that they would speak upon their 
resolutions served as the magnet to draw 
senators from the committee rooms early 
in the session. 

While Mr. Cannon was speaking a 
sensational incident occurred. A mem- 
ber of the house of representatives, 
standing near him, apparently de- 
nounced as a lie statements Mr. Cannon 
made, that every rifle In the hands of 
the Cuban patriots had cost them $200. 
Amid considerable excitement Mr. Hale 
addressed the vice president, expressing 
the hope that the rules of the senate 
would be strictly observed. After quiet 
had been restored, Mr. Cannon, who was 
evidently painfully affected by his emo- 
tion, said: ‘I do not ordinarily object 
to remarks of denial concerning state- 
ments which I make on this floor. How- 
ever, to a statement which I just made 
the audible comment was added that it 
was a lie. I care less, Mr. President, 
for the remark than for the spirit 
which actuated it. I reassert that it 
is a solemn truth that the Cuban pa- 
triots have paid $200 for every rifle they 
have in use in theirarmy. These arms 
have come from the United States. 
Every railroad and every express com- 
pany and every filibustering expedi- 
tion which has landed ammunitions of 
war on the island of Cuba has taken 
its deadly toll.” After some discussion 
of the general features of the Cuban 
question, Mr. Cannon said: “I charge 
now that the purpose of the administra- 
tion is in consonance with the wishes 
of the Spanish bondholders, and before 
peace is secured in Cuba security for the 
payment of that tremendous debt must 
be given by the bloodstained island. 
That I say appears to be the wish of the 
administration, and I may say of Spain.” 
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SENATOR HALE. 


There was a buzz of comment as Sen- 
ator Mason arose and his resolution was 
read from the desk. He had hesitated 
long, he said, as he feared that by an 
incautious step he might injure rather 
than benefit the Cuban cause; but he 
was ready to take the step now, feel- 
ing that any blame must fall on him, 
for he assumed full, personal respon- 
sibility. ‘I deny the insinuation,” said 
he sharply, “that this is an effort to 
put the administration in leading 
strings.” He was a Republican, and he 
was proud of the patriotism of the ex- 
ecutive, but spoke his personal von- 
victions on the cause of Cuba. “I am 
charged with seeking war,” exclaimed 
the senator. “‘but my resolution is for 
peace. One word from this admin- 
istration would bring peace to this con- 
tinent, and under the providence of God 
we believe it would bring independence 
to Cuba.” 

The thumbscrews of the inquisition 
were again breught into use in Cuba, 
proceeded Mr. Mason. The pinchers 
that tore the flesh from human bones 
had contributed to the carnival of cruel- 
ty. Three hundred thousand people 
starved; 300,000 more were marching to 
the grave, and yet the cry was being 
raised that war was being sought, when 
the one and only cry was for peace and 
an end to this atrocity. 

Mr. Hale interrupted to say that Mr. 
Mason's figures of those said to be dead 
and starving were far exaggerated and 
out of all proportion to the known popu- 
lation of the island. ‘Such statements 
are monstrous,” declared Mr. Hale. 

“That's what I think,” interposed Mr. 
Mason, and again the galleries applaud- 
ed vigorously. 

The statement was monstrous, added 
Mr. Hale, in its inconsistency with the 
known number of people on the island. 
The figures given would show, he added, 
that one out of three of the population 
had died. 

“Yes, and in some provinces 50 per- 
cent, or one in two,” answered Mr. Ma- 
son. He said he would establish his 
siatement by the letters of Mr. Pepper, 
@ man recognized as conservative in his 
statements. 

“This government ought to maintain 
that the horrible massacres which are 
how too common in Cuba and conducted 
under the guise of warfare,"’ Mr. Mason 
Went on, “must be stopped. Wehaveno 
right as a neutral nation fully regard- 
ful of the rights of all to look upon such 
a warfare as within any reasonable con- 
struction of international law. The 
flag of truce has been abandoned, pris- 
oners of war are being shot, and it is 
evident that no rule of warfare is being 
observed. The conflict has developed 
into a mere matter of murder on both 
sides—prisoners of war being shot or 
macheted without trial.”

A Highhanded Outrege. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 10.—Circuit At- 
torney Eggers declares the abduction of 
Chris Von Der Ahe, the baseball mag- 
nate, by a Pittsburg detective, a high- 
handed outrage. He announced his 
intention of issuing warrants for every 
person concerned in it as soon as he 
could find out who saw Von Der Ahe 
forcibly taken from the St. Nicolas ho- 
tel and carried out of the state. As 
soon as the warrants are made out, ap- 
plication will be made to Governor 
Stephens for a requisition on the gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania for the return of 
the kidnappers to Missouri. 

Governor Stephens, who is here, an- 
nounced his intention of granting the 
requisition. He said: “Bondel, the 
detective who arrested Von Der Ahe and 
carried him away, has certainly been 
guilty of a crime. A warrant can be 
sworn out in this city against him, and 
upon such a warrant I will issue my 
requisition upon the governor of Penn- 
svivania for Bondel’s arrest and return 
to this state for trial.”

“FIRSTS” -"'SECONDS,” 


Continuance of the Hearing on the 
Fining of Weavers, 


System as Conducted In a New 
Bedford Factory. 


Operatives Suffer a Forfeiture of Half For 
Bad Work. 


Boston, Fef. 11.—Thursday the com- 
mittee on labor continued its hearing at 
the state house on the bill making it 
compulsory on the part of overseers to 
give notice in writing of the deduction 
of wages imposed for imperfect work. 
The bill prohibits the ‘fining of 
weavers. 

The first witness called was Nathaniel 
B. Kerr, superintendent of the Grinnell 
mill of New Bedford, employing from 
450 to 500 weavers, one-half of whom are 
women. Mr. Kerr explained the “grad- 
ing system’ followed in his mill under 
the weavers’ particulars bil. Every one 
of the weavers knew several days before 
he received his pay, just what the de- 
duction fur imperfect weaving ‘was to 
be. 

Mr. Kerr thought from 10 to 15 percent 
of the weavers in his mill were sub- 
ject to deduction for imperfect work. 
IL was very rarely that a weaver left 
the mill on account of having deduc- 
tiuns from his wages. 

There was always a record kept of the 
geduction made, and to this record the 
operatives always had access. In cases 
ot dispute the cloth was saved us evi- 
dence. 

On cross examination by Mrs. Valesh, 
who is conducting the case for the peti- 
tioners, Mr. Kerr said: 

“We always send the defective piece 
of goods that must be cussed as seconds 
to the weaver.” 

“And if the weaver refuses to agree 
what happens then?" was asked. 

“He usually gets through,” said Mr. 
Kerr. 

The superintendent said that when the 
deduction was made it was né* less than 
50 percent. There were two grades 
posted, and for the first grade the mill 
paid perhaps $1 for 50 yards, and for 
“seconds” 50 cents for the first amount. 

“T want to call the attention of the 
committee to the fact that the deduction 
must be at least 50 percent,” said Mrs. 
Valesh. 

W. A. Southworth of the Massachu- 
setts mills of Lowell displayed a bill of 
sale in refutation of the statement by 
certain of the petitioners that there was 
not such a thing as a second quality of : 
cloth. On this bill of sale the word 
“seconds” appeared, a reduced price 
being offered for a certain amount of 
this quality to be carried by a very much 
larger amount of goods of first quality. 
To compel a written notice, he thought, 
would be an unnecessary imposition on 
the manufacturers. He stated that un- 
der the present system every weaver 
knew of the mistakes as soon as they 
were made in a. general notification 
posted in the mill. He stated, also, that 
oftentimes the weaver would not bother 
to look at the imperfect cloth, and he 
assumed from this that the weaver 
knew the piece was imperfect when it 
went from the loom. 
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Lines of Questioning. 

Boston, Feb. 11.—Some of the lines of 
questioning that will be followed by the 
committee on labor in its investigation 
of the causes of the textile workers’ 
strike have been decided on. Among 
them are, the effect of the Dingley tariff 
on the cotton industry; the effect of 
southern mills on New England selling 
prices; how Massachusetts wages com- 
pare with those of other states; amount 
of dividends and profits of the corpor- 
ations; hours of labor here and in other 
states; effect of improved machinery; 
nationality of the strikers; how the gross 
earnings of the corporations have been 
apportioned; increase in consumption 
and export of cotton goods; effect of 
shorter hours on overproduction; New 
England ownership of the stock of south- 
ern mills; suggestions for legislation 
that will improve conditions as to wages 
and profits. 


The Taunton Strike. 

Taunton, Mass., Feb. 11—The Whit- 
tenton mill situation remains about the 
same. Superintendent Lovering says 
that the owners will not consider any 
compromise, but will wait until the op- 
eratives get ready to return to work. 
The stock of goods in the mill store- 
rooms has been greatly reduced and is 
now down toa few hundred pieces, while 
the mill has many orders for immediate 
delivery. This gives the men hope that 
a concession will be made. 

A delegation of strikers went to Fall 
River yesterday to see if they could ob- 
tain funds from the National associa- 
tion, but were told that as they had no 
organization in Taunton they could not 
receive help, and all the money would be 
sent to the New Bedford strikers, 


New Bedford's Strikers. 

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 11.—Interest 
among the strikers centers on the social- 
ist meeting which is to be held this even- 
ing, when Daniel de Leon, the exponent 
of the socialist labor doctrines, will be 
the bright particular star. It is ex- 
pected that De Leon will make a reply to 
the attack upon him by President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of 
Labor at Wednesday night's meeting. 

Most of the talk yesteriay was with 
delation to the meeting of tbe night be- 


fore, and as a gerérai thing the strikers 
condemned the action of the represen- 
tatives of the socialistic party who, they 
claimed, had no business to interfere in 
the meeting. 


Strong Bit of Evidence, 

Salem, Mass., Feb. 11.—Four days have 
the government witnesses been weaving 
the skein of circumstantial evidence 
around Alfred C. Williams, who is being 
tried on the charge of having, on the 
26th of last July, robbed and murdered 
John Gallo and set fire to the little hut 
in Lynnfield where Gallo had lived a 
miser’slife. The prosecution has rested, 
and the defense tas begun. 

Nearly all the forenoon Chief of Police 
Vannah of Wakefield and State Officer 
Neals were uponghe stand relating their 
experiences in tracing down the stories 
Williams had told them, especially as to 
the money which was found upon him 
at the time of his arrest, $70 in bills, and 
the two $20 gold pieces which were found 
under the carpet of Williams’ room after 
his arrest. 

Several of the witnesses who have tes- 
tifled during the last few days have 
agreed in the general statement that 
Williams, up to within a'few days of the 
murder and fire, was without money. 
The possession of such on the day after 
the robbery, murder and fire was claimed 
by the government to be a strong bit of 
circumstantial evidence. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Feb. 11.—The question which 
of the 13 bills for a reorganized board of 
aldermen itn Boston should be decided 
upon by the legislature was as good as 
settled yesterday when, at a caucus of 
the Republicans of both branches, it was 
agreed to abide by the bill introduced by 
Representative Skillings. 

This bill divides the city into 12 alder- 
manic districts, each district to elect one 
member from among candidates nom- 
inated in party caucuses or otherwise 
as the present law provides. 

Leave to withdraw was reported by 
the committee on military affairs on 
the petition of W. H. I. Hayes, that the 
word “veteran” in the civil service law 
may apply to all soldiers or sailors who 
served the government in time of war 
and were honorably discharged; on the 
petition of Philip E. Clarke and others 
for increase of the money allowed for 
the burial of indigent soldiers and sailors 
and their wives and widows. 

The time of the house was occupied 
largely in a debate over the question 
whether the town of Ipswich or the 
commonwealth was responsible for the 
injuries received by a citizen assisting 
@ police officer in the discharge of his 
duty. It voted to substitute a bill to 
pay $3000 for an adverse report. 


Maas of Twisted Metal. 

Fall River, Mass., Feb. 11.—The plant 
of the Enterprise Brewing company was 
almost wholly destroyed by fire last 
night, entailing a loss of about $40,000. 
The fire started on the second floor of 
the brew house, which was entirely con- 
sumed, leaving the valuable machinery 
amass of molten, twisted metal. Before 
the department reached the scene, the 
fire was beyond control, and this was 
followed with a difficulty in getting wa- 
ter owing to the distance of the hy- 
drants, with impassable approaches. 

The structure was a wooden building, 
and was erected five years ago, and of 
late had been running at its fullest ca- 
pacity. It was owned by J. J. Sexton 
of this city and Providence parties, who 
carried an insurance of $21,000. The 
cause of the fire is shrowded in mystery. 


Maine Man's Failure. 

Waterville, Me., Feb. 11.—R. Wesley 
Dunn of this city has filed a petition in 
insolvency. His paper is. scattered 
throughout nearly every large city of 
the state, and his creditors will include 
more than 120 national and savings 
banks of Maine. Mr. Dunn is said to 
have assets amounting to some $45,- 
000, but of this there is included $43,- 
€45 of the Petit Manan Land company 
and claims against the Petit Manan 
and Industrial company of Oakland. 
For four months the financial affairs of 
Mr. Dunn have been openly stated as 
precarious. Deputy sheriffs have at- 
tached every piece of property to be 
found. From the papers it is evi- 
dent that Mr. Dunn's liabilities will ex- 
ceed $143,000. 


Wanted For Assault. 

Boston, Feb. 11—John Dever, alias 
John Dempsey, aged 22, was arrested at 
Willard’s hotel, Washington, for being 
the alleged principal in the assault upon 
Newell Paine at his drug store on the 
night of Dec, 18. 

Charles Coot, aged 25, a former em- 
ploye of Druggist Paine, is also under 
arrest and will be charged with com- 
plicity in the assault and robbery. The 
police acknowledge that there is no evi- 
dence-to show that Coot went into the 
store with Dever for the commission of 
the crime. The actual manner in which 
the assault was committed, they say, 
was that Dever was alone in the store 
with Mr. Paine.

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Accept His Resignation— 


Relations Unchanged. 


Washington, Feb. 11.—In view of the 
news from Madrid of the acceptance of 
the resignation of the Spanish minister, 
it mnay be stated that our government 
is not disposed to split hairs over the 
method of the offending ministar4 re- 
tirement. In other words, it is not con- 
cerned whether he resigns or is 
recalled, so long as he leaves the capital. 

It is true that the exact language of 
the message sent by the state depart- 
ment to Mr. Woodford indicated the 
president's desire that the minister be 
recalled, but the language was used as 
the most proper for such an occasion, 
and must not be taken to mean that the 
president is disposed to go further than 
is necessary in the pursuit of Dupuy de 
Lome, now no longer @n official of the 
Spanish government, representing it at 
Washington, but simply a Spanish citi- 
zen, lingering at the capital only long 
enough to pack up and remove his ef- 
fects. 

Mr. de Lome offers no apology, no de- 
fense. His only word had been that the 
translation of his criticism was “un- 
mecessarily harsh.” 

It transpires that the publication of 
De Lome's letter was not “news” to the 
state department. It had been apprised 
of the insult days ago. Horatio L. 
Rubens, attorney of the Cuban junta,

secretary of state. 
™made sure, and then Assistant Secretary 
Adee sent a note to De Lome, asking him 
to call and offer any explanation, in 
writing, he considered proper. Getting 
no response, Judge Day called in person 
at the Spanish legation, and the offend- 
ing Spaniard admitted to him, without 
apology or explanation, that he wrote 
the letter. 

Under the peculiar circumstances, the 
ceremony attending the departure of the 
Spanish minister is attended with 
much doubt. It is usual when a foreign 
representative leaves the country for 
him to be received in formal audience

and the president. It is hardly expected 
that this formality will be observed in 
the present case, owlng to the personal 
aspects of the incident.

He did not return to Washington, but 
De Lome appeared with the letters of 
recall of his predecessor and letters ac- 
crediting himseif as his successor. So 
that there is a precedent fora failure on 
the part of the retiring minister to t 
formal leave of our officials, 

Events in connection with the min- 
ister’s letter have been transpiring 
rapidly within the past few hours, and 
all the attending circumstances have 
been developed. On Tuesday night the 
minister first received private informa- 
tion that the letter was in the hands 
of the Cuban junta and was about to 
be made public. The information was 
meagre and, not knowing exactly what 
was referred to, and believing that the 
story was an exaggeration from Cuban 
sources, he characterized the report as 
ridiculous. At no time, however, did he 
deny the authenticity of the letter to 
Canalejas. Later, when fully ac quaint- 
ed with the facts, he cabled the Spanish | 
government fully, stating that the letter 
was about to be published, and that in 
his judgment the effect would be to 
end his usefulness as the representative | 
of Spain in Washington. This was | 
Tuesday night, before the publication 
had appeared. In effect, it was a 
tender of resignation, although coupled 
in the terms usual to diplomacy, that the 
usefulness of the minister was at an 
end.

Baron Hickey Dead, 

E! Paso, Tex., Feb. 11.—Baron Harden

Deceased was 
married to a daughter of John H. Fl @:- 
ler of New York, the Standard oli mag- 
nate, in 1891. Baron Hickey attained 
notoriety some time ago when he tovk 
possession of Trinidad island and pro- 
claimed himself military dictator. 

Hickey was born in France on Dec. 8, 
1854, of a Catholic and ol4 royalist fam-— 
ily. His ancesters, the Hickeys, origin- 
ally came from Ireland, having accom- 
panied the banished Stuarts of England 
in their flight to France. In 1878 he 
started a satirical paper in Paris, which 
caused him constant trovgle. It was 
devoted to the interests of the roy@lists 
and its editor, the baron, made 114 ap- 
pearances in the police courts, paid fines 
to the umount of 300,000 frances and fought 
a dozen duels.

May Prove a Boomerang. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 11.—The state 
senate, by a vote of 20, sufficient to pass 
a bill over a veto, yesterday passed the 
Goebel elections or “force” bill, and 
sent it to the house, where it is nearly 
sure to go through in time to get a veto 
from the governor, be sent back and 
passed upon before an adjournment. 

The Republicans admit that if the bill 
becomes a law they can never carry the 
state or an important election herein 
again. The act provides that all future 
elections shall be under the control of 
a state commission of three to be elect- 
ed by the present legislature and to hold 
their oflices for four years.

DICTATOR DEAD. 


Prestdext Barrios Falls a Victim ta His 
Enemies’ Hatred. 

San Francisco, Feb. 10.—News of the 
assassination of President Barrios of 
Guatemala created great excitement 
here yesterday, as beth the murdered 
president and his wife were well known 
here. To the little colony of refugees 
who fied from Guatemala some months 
ago and located in this city to escape 
the wrath of the dictator, the announce- 
ment was not so surprising, as the in- 
surgents threatenel some time ago to 
kill Barrios before the expiration of his 
term. At the time of his efection to the 
presidency he was residing temporarily 
in this city, and during three years’ resi- 
dence here his wife, an American lady, 
made many friends. Mrs. Barrios was 
in San Francisco when her husband pro- 
claimed himself dictator in June last, 
No particulars of the crime were re- 
ceived with the report. 

President Barrios was a man of wide 
attainments and marked executive 
ability. He was only 42 years old. The 
gix years’ term of service for which he 
Was elected terminated March 15 next, 
but the national congressional assembly 
had extended this term for a further 
four years. 

The new president, Mr. Cabrera, isa 
man of prominence in Guatemala and 
is one of two chosen by the congress to 
fill the presidency in case of a vacancy. 
The system of the country is different 
from that in the United States, there 
being no vice president elected with the 
president. The duty of filling the ex- 
ecutive chair devolves on the congres- 
sional branch, and accordingly two vice 
presidents, first and second, were desig- 
nated some time ago. They are eligible 
in the order of their choice. When the 
excitement of the tragedy has passed, a 
presidential election may be held,

Fight With a Prisoner. 

Boston, Feb. 11.—Inspector Maurice 
Wolf of police headquarters had asharp 
fight while trying to arrest Patrick H. 
Cronin in a junk shop Thursday after- 
noon, in which the officer was knocked 
down with an iron bar by Cronin, sus- 
taining a bad wound on the head. The 
officer fired two bullets into Cronin’s 
body, but fatal wounds were not in- 
flicted. The inspector was trying to ar- 
rest Cronin on a charge of stealing brass 
stop-cocks, when he was assaulted. 
Cronin was prevented from escaping, 
and he and the officer were taken to the 
station in a patrol wagon. 


Boston Senator’s Funeral, 

Boston, Feb. 11.—More than 5000 peo- 
ple assembled in and around St. Fran- 
ces de Sales church, Charlestown, to pay 
their last tribute to the memory of 
Senator James E. Hayes. Among the 
gathering were delegations from the 
senate, the house of representatives, 
the Democratic state and city com- 
mitttees, the Boston board of aldermen 
and common council and 1000 members 
of the Knights of Columbus, of which 
society Mr. Hayes was the supreme 
knight; the Catholic Literary union of 
Charlestown and the Urbane associates. 


The Color Question, 
Springfield, Mass., Feb. 11.—In the dis- 
trict court in Westfield yesterday Judge 
Stevens questioned the constitutionality 
of the statute of 1895 relative to the 
rights of negroes under state and federal 
constitutions, expressing doubt of any 
law that compelled a man to do that 
which injured his business. The case 
was one in which a negro prosecuted 
a barber, alleging that the barber re- 
fused him a shave on account of his 

color. Decision was reserved. 


Killed by a Train, 

Wakefield Junction, Mass., Feb, 11.— 
Alice Hurd of Salem was killed by a 
train Thursday morning. She was on 
a train from Salem, which she learned 
did not stop at Melrose, where she 
wanted to go, so she got off at Wake- 
field Junction.

In the house of commons yesterday 
Michael Davitt's amendment to the ad- 
dress in reply to the speech from the 
throne at the reassembling of parlia- 
ment, calling attention to the distress in 
Ireland and the failure of the potato 
crop, was rejected by 235 to 153 votes. 

District Attorney Weir of Lowell, 
Mass., was with Governor Wolcott yes- 
terday in regord to a petition for a 
commutation of the sentence of L. W. 
Barnes for murder. The request is 
based on the ground that Barnes was 
of weak mind and was not responsible 
in the fullest sense. 

The Cuban government offered to re- 
mit a fine of $500 imposed upon the 
American yacht, Buccaneer, for “break- 
ing the naval repartment regulations” 
on condition that she will not return 
to Cuba. Her owner has instructed her 
captain to give bond for the fine, under 
protest, but not to accept the conditions 
offered. 

The Yale spirit proved a fruitful topic 
for nearly all the speakers at the an- 
nual meeting of the college alumni of 
Boston last night.

| How Players Often Suffer From Mistakes 
of Others. 
VI. 

Frightful ‘“‘breaks’’ are made at times 
by even the best of whist players. The 
**fall down”’ is a factor in duplicate whist 
that must always be taken inte account. 
It is apart of the ‘‘luck’’ of the game. 
Suppose there are several tables in play 
for a pair score. The East and West pair 
at table No. 1, say, throw away three 
tricks by wretched play, giving their 
North and South adversaries ten tricks on 
hands that are worth only seven. In fact, 

| seven tricks are made North and South at 
every other table. Now, the scores at this 
j style of game are computed by compari- 
son. All the North and South scores are 
compared one with another; the East and 
| West scores sepurately. It follows that 
| in the case supposed every North and 
South pair except the one at table No. 1 
suffers to the extent of three tricks—and 
why? Not because North and South at 
table No. 1 have outplayed them, but be- 
cause they have received a gift from their 
East and West adversaries—in short, be- 
| cause East and West have blundered. I6 
| is not the fault of any North and South

fault. 

This, of course, looks like injustice. It 
is not, however; it is necessity. It is a 
flaw perhaps in the duplicate game, but it 
cannot be mended. Many players, in their 
early experience, ‘‘kick’’ against being 
penalized for a misdemeanor with which 
they have really nothing to do. ‘They soon 
realize that if they would play duplicate 
whist they must not mind being the vic- 
tims of such luck now and then. ‘The 
game is good enough as it is—the best 
game of cards in existence, its flaws in- 
cluded, and the best intellectual sport of 
any kind, not excluding chess. 

I was induced to make these observa- 
tions—which are not altogether new, but, 
like all philosophy, will bear frequent 
repetition—because of a deal that recently 
came to my notice. It occurred in a game 
for pairs, three tables being involved. At 
table No. 1 North and South got 11 tricks, 
which were easily in their hands. Their 
East and West adversaries, of course, got 
swo. At table No. 2 North and South 
made a huge blunder, or series of blun- 
| ders, which cost them no less than seven 
tricks. They got only four tricks, as com- 
pared with 11 at table No. 1. Their East 
and West adversaries consequently got 
nine. It was perfectly proper that North 
and South at table No. 2 should incur the 
full penalty of their bad play, but another 
result ensued which was not proper— 
though inevitable. East and West at table 
No. 1, getting only two tricks (and being 
unable to get another one), still losé seven 
tricks as compared with East and West at 
table No. 2. This big swing is illustrated 
below. The jack of clubs is turned West, 
and North has the opening. The winning 


card in each trick is underlined, aud the 
card beneath is led next: :

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GRAND AND NOBLE 


Work Which the Public Schools 
Should Perform. 


A Marked Tendency to At- 
tempt Too Much. 


Mr. A. E. Sproul Would Elimi- 
nate Minor Details. 


Editor Quincy Daily Ledger: 

I observe your printed request that 
I should sum up the letters recently 
published in your columns in reply to 
the two questions which I lately asked 
regarding school management. 

I hardly think it is needful to do this 
except in the most general way. The 
trend of the communications has been 
manifestly along this line—that there 
is a marked tendency in our schools to 
attempt too much. I am sure that a 
great many people~who might, per- 
haps, differ as to doetails—are united 
in holding this general view, and I be- 
lieve it would be wisdom on the part 
of our school officials to heed public 
sentiment. 

Not only the foregoing opinion 
held by laymen like myself, but it is 
also the conviction of a great many 
teachers. Naturally the latter cannot 
prudently express their ideas in print 
—and even in private they feel it 
necessary to be extremely cautious. 
Nevertheless, the facts are as they are. 

I believe in our public schools and I 
believe ina liberal answer to every 
question which may arise respecting 
them; but we need not make thema 
fetich—something to bow down to and 
blindly worship — something whose 
demands are to be accepted without 
question and which under no circum- 


is 


stances are to be criticised. 

It does not necessarily follow, 
canse an appropriation is desired for 
some school purpose, that it should 
be granted any more quickly, or with 
any less scrutiny or deliberation, than 
if the money were to be spent in re- 
pairing a street or in buying new hose 
for the fire department. 

Neither does it follow, simply be- 
cause it may be conceded that some

Don’t stint the spelling book—keep 
the scholars working at it in every 
grade from Primary to High. i 

Cultivate the reading habit—I mean 
the desire for good literature; and by 
**good'’ I don’t mean goody-goody. 

DEAD LANGUAGES. 
Latin and Greek’should have a place,

| by all means; but don’t let the teacher 
try to accomplish too much. The men 
and women in the whole world who 
can honestly say that they enjoy read- 
ing a Latin or a Greek author in the 
orginal would not make a very large 
crowd, if they could be gotten to- 
gether. 

Ifa pupil is enabled to learn enough 
Greek and Latin to aid him, through 
the tracing of etymolygies, in his 
studies of other languages, and in 
addition gets some general grasp of 
the purport of Greek and Latin litera- 
ture, it is enough. Let him rely on 
translations for the rest. 

MODERN LANGUAGES. 

The world is a very small 
London and Paris and Berlin are but 
noxt door, and even Calcutta and Mel- 
bourne are only ‘right over there.*’ 

This is, and is to be, a commercial 
nation. More and more are we to deal 
with foreign countries. 

We like to travel, too—and how it 
illuminates a journey to know the 
language of the people! ° 

Furthermore, great books are con- 
stantly coming from foreign presses. 
We need to know how to make 
others’ knowledge our own. 

Therefore I believe in teaching French 
and German throughout practically all 
the school course. Even quite small 
children can do good work in memoriz- 
ing the foreign equivalents of English 
words—the irregular verbs and other 
troublesome matters can come along 
gradually in the wake of simpler 
things.

MATHEMATICS. 

Let us teach addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, division (these four 
make no small task) ; likewise percent- 
age (as applied to business opera- 
tions), decimals, proportion (‘‘rule of 
three’’), weights and measures, a 
trifle of algebra, and the main facts of 
geometry. 

But no cube root, no differential 
calculus, no logarithms, no headache- 
producing and - utterly-useless-in-after- 
life mathematical gymnastics. 


HISTORY. 


Of our own country and its system of | 


government, pretty fully. 

Of the rest of the world only the big, 
prominent facts, such as may con- 
ceivably be remembered. 

Let subsequent reading do the rest, 
supplemented by the ever-useful en- 
cyclopaedia. 

GEOGRAPHY. 

Geography, both physical and other- 
wise, should be taught on the same plan 
as advised for History in the preceding 
paragraph. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Music and Drawing should be taught 
only in the simplest way. 

Astronomy, physiology, botany, 
chemistry, etc., just the big facts and 


the general principles, but waste no 
time on trifles. For example, in 
astronomy, by all means give the 


pupil a clear idea of the grand plan 
on which the heavenly bodies move in 
their orbits; but don’t bother him 
with a lot of details about the num- 
ber of miles to the nearest fixed star or 
the estimated weight of the moon. 

As regards Bookkeeping, Commercial 
Law, Stenography, Typewriting, Cook- 
ing, Sewing, etc., I think there 
grave doubt whether they should be 
taught in public schools at all. 

In the foregoing I have not attempted 
to set forth a finality—very likely my 
own views are susceptible of some 
modification. Doubtless many readers 
of the Ledger will disagree with me, 


is 


and I shall be interested to read their 
comments. 

Let it not be forgotten that I have had 
in mind, throughout all that I have 
written,the public school in its broad 
sense—the school that is not for the 
specialist, not for the pupil of ex- 
traordinary mental equipment, but 


rather for ihe average Child of average 
parents. 

We are not suffering for geniuses. 
Progress will come not through the 
production of afew great men and 
women but by the gradual and steady 
uplift of the vast mass of the people. 

And this last it seems to me is the 
grand and noble work which the 
American public school is capable of 
performing more fully than any other 
agency which our civilization knows. 

But let us write over the doorway of 
every schoolhouse and in the heart of 
every teacher, these words: ‘‘Sim- 
plicity, Simplicity, Simplicity.’’ 

And under that sign we shall con-

The following telegram from the presi- 
dent was read: “Nothing can be more 
inspiring fo the Republicans and the 
people of the country than the life work 
of Abraham Lincoln, whose birthday 
your members celebrate today. Keep- 
ing close to his teachings and example, 
the nation’s peace and progress will be 
assured. My greetings and congratula- 
tions to the Qhio Republican league.” 


Personal Incident Settled. 

Washington, Feb. 12.—The personal 
incident growing out of the publication 
of Dupuy De Lome'’s letter to Canalejas 
may be regarded as settled. This has 
been brought about by the shoft cable- 
gram sent by Minister Woodford from 
Madrid in which he stated that the min- 
ister had resigned and his resignation 
had been accepted before he (Mr. Wood- 
ford) presented the request of the United 
States that he be recalled.

SKULL FRACTURED, 
Fewnale Inmate of an Almshouse Cau 
the Superintendent's, Death, 

Stamford, Conn., Feb. 12.—James Par- 
ker, superintendent of the almshouse 
at the town farm, was killed by Bridget 
Drought, an inmate of the institution. 
Mrs. Drouth is about 65 years old, and is 
of a quarrelsome nature, though usually 
considered harmless. She was taken 
into custody. In her cell she raves con- 
klantly and gives every indication of 
insanity. When asked about the trag- 
tdy, the woman insists that she is not 
responsible for Mr. Parker's death. 

Details as to the probable murder have 
been learned from Oscar Sheak, an in- 
mate, who accompanied the superin- 
tendent to the woman's apartment. 
Sheak says that Mr. Parker was in- 
formed that Mrs. Drought, who with 
other insane patients was kept in the 
annex, was making a great disturbance, 
and both men went to quellit. Sheak 
unlocked the door of Mrs. Drought’s 
celi, and Mr. Parker stepped in. He 
Was at once set upon by the woman, 
and almost immediately after being at- 


tacked fell insensible behind the door.’ 


The woman proceeded to assail Sheck, 
severely clawing his face, but he grap- 
pled with her and held her until as- 
sistance arrived. 

The only apparent wound on Mr. 
Parker was a cut on the jaw below the 
ear, but on the arrival of a physician it 
was found that his skull was fractured. 
A thorough search of the cell failed to 
disclose any club er blunt instrument 
which might have been used, but it is 
believed that Mrs Drought struck him 
over the head with a poker or a piece of 
iron used about the stove in her room, 
and later secreted it. 

The woman had of late become so vio- 
lent that arrangements had been made 
to have her taken next week to the state 
asylum at Middletown. Her husband 
and several children live in this city, 
but on account of her insane actions 
they claimed that they could not care 
for her, and she became a town charge. 
It is not believed she will be held for 
triel for*murder, but will be taken to 
Middletown as soon as the legal for- 
malities are complied with. 

Mr. Parker was 62 years old, and was 
prominently known in the tewn. He 
leaves a widow and several children. 


Large Deposits of Gold. 

Washington, Feb. 12.—Pursuant to in- 
structions from the acting secretary of 
War a special supplementary report has 
been prepared by E. H. Wells, who acted 
as agent for the war department in 
bringing out Captain Ray’s dispatches. 
He says among other things: ‘There 
are undoubtedly large deposits of gold 
in Alaska rivalling those of the British 
Northwest territory¥ 1 noticed excellent 
mineral indications upon the Tanana 
river and in other localities in 1890. I dis- 
covered a true fissure vein of quartz 
eight feet in diameter with well defined 
easing rocks upon the upper Tanana. 
This quartz evidently contained metal. 
Specimens which I secured to take out 
to San Francisco for assay were subse- 
quently lost in a river catastrophe. 
Numerous creeks entering the upper 
Tanana revealed colors of gold in the 
sands. 

“All of the gold bearing streams of 
Alaska as far as discovered, viz., Birch 
creek, Miller creek, Forty Mile creek, 
Sixty Mile creek and Seventy Mile creek, 
head in the vicinity of Tanana river and 
flow away to the northeast. On the 
southwestern side and heading nearthe 
Tanana are the noted Copper and Sus- 
hitna rivers, the latter being the gold 
bearing stream which recently came into 
prominence through the placer discover- 
ies on Cook's inlet. The Copper river 


| is popularly supposed to be located in 
| the 


heart of a mineral belt. It is a 
reasonable deduction that if all of the 
streams flowing away from the Tanana 
to the northeast or southwest bear gold, 
the Tanana itself must cut through a 
gold bearing country.” 


Aunexation Sentiment, 

Washington, Feb. 12.—Members of the 
senate committee on foreign relations 
friendly to the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty held an informal meeting Friday 
for the purpose of considering the fe- 
ture course to be pursued with reference 
to the treaty. The meeting resulted 
from Senator Teller's suggestion that 
the trenty should be abandoned as such 
because of the lack of votes to pass it, 
and that annexation be accomplished 
through the means of direct legislation. 
Shere was a thorough discussion of the 
situation, the result of which was a de- 
cision to find an early method of de- 
termining the strength of the annexation 
sentiment. 

Accordingly Senator Davis will make 
an effort to get the treaty up next week 
with the view of exhausting the speeches 
as soon as possible. He will then at- 
tempt to secure a test which will reveal 
the voting strength of the friends of the 
measure and locate the senators now 
considered doubtful.

Likelihood of the Withdrawal of 
Irish Support. 


Leader Harcourt’s Statement 
of Party Position. 


House of Gommons Against an Independent 
Parliament. 


London. Feb, 12.—‘‘While the house re- 
gards with satisfaction the proposed bill 
for the reform of local government in 
Ireland, the measure will nowise meet 
the demand for an independent Irish 
parliament.” This is the text of an 
amendment to the queen’s speech of- 
fered in the house of commons Friday 
by John Redmond. In dealing with a 
remark of Mr. Balfour as to Irish hatred 
of England, Mr. Redmond said that there 
had been time when England could have 
changed that feeling, and he believed it 
possible that it might yet be changed in 
the future. Mr. Redmond criticised the 
change in the Liberal attitude since the 
retirement of Mr. Gladstone, and asked 
for an expression of opinion from the 
Liberal leaders. 


JOHN E. REDMOND, 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt, the Lib- 
eral leader in the house of commons, re- 
plied, emphasizing the sacrifice which 
the Liberals had made for home rule, 
which was his belief and which he had 


reiterated in all his speeches. But, the 
speaker pointed out, the supremacy of 
the imperial parliament was a material 
feature of Mr. Gladstone's bill and was 
accepted by the Nationalist leaders. 
The present amendment, Sir William 
pointed out, demanded an independent 
parliament; therefore, he would oppose 
it. 

John Dillon, chairman of the Irish par- 
liamentary party, said he would support 
the amendment, but he admitted the 
departure from the policy of Charles 
Stewart Parnell, who had accepted Mr. 
Gladstone's bill as full satisfaction for 
the Irish demands. Mr. Dillon warned 
the Liberals that they would lose the 
Irish vote unless home rule headed their 
program. 

A. J. Balfour, government leader in 
the house, said the local government 
bill was not intended as a step towards 
home rule or as a compromise, but 
rested solely on its own merits, to confer 
upon Ireland the same local liberties as 
enjoyed by England and Scotland. Mr. 
Balfour added: “I firmly believe that 
sooner or later the peoples of the two 
islands will be as closely united as those 
of any nation in the world.” 

This remark called forth Irish cries 
of “Never,” to which Mr. Balfour re- 
torted: “The Irish members neither 
desire nor hope that. I both hope for 
and desire it. From study of history 
I am convinced that the scheme for a 
subordinate parliament is not work- 
able.” Then, amid the laughter and 
cheers of the conservatives, Mr. Bal- 
four commented upon the “unpalatable 
position” of the Liberals in the face 
of Irish pressure, which, he added,, 
“with or without jam the Liberals will 
have to swallow.” 

The amendment was eventually re- 
jected by 233 to 65 votes. Only two 
Kadicals supported Mr. tedmond’s mo- 
tion; the remainder of the opposition 
voted with the government, or else ab- 
stained from voting. 

Mr. Redmond moved an amendment 
in favor of a reconsideration of the 
cases of Irish political prisoners, Lord 
Charles Beresford, Conservative, amid 
Trish cheers, supported the amendment, 
although he declared he detested the 
dynamiters. Sir Matthew White Rid- 
ley, the home secretary, opposed the 
amendment. Timothy Healy, support- 
ing the amendment, contrasted the dif- 
ference between the attitude of the Eng- 
lish toward the Frenchman, Dreyfus, 
and their attitude toward the Irish po- 
litical prisoners. The house rejected the 
amendment by 152 to 100 votes, 


Strife In Guatemala, 

San Francisco, Feb. 12.—Civil strife 
and bloodshed have followed the killing 
of Barrios. Before the body of the late 
ruler had found sepulchre the factions 
were flying at each other's throats and, 
as a result, General Marroquin, the chief 
Supporter of Prospero Morales, one of 
the aspirants to the presidency, is dead, 
and his forces are seeking safety in 
flight. It was Thursday night that Gen- 
eral Marroquin attempted to seize the 
reins of the government in behalf of 
Morales. He made an attack in force 
on the palace barracks. The assault 
was vigorously resisted, and in the 
fighting General Marroquin and a few 
others were killed. 


Booth's Visit. 

Washington, Feb. 12.—General Will- 
jam Booth, the founder of the Salvation 
army, has had in this city a successful 
beginning of his third tour of the United 
States. Hundreds of people were turned 
away from each of his three meetings. 
President McKinley, Vice President Ho- 
bart and other prominent men have 
shown marked interest in General 
Booth’s visit, and he left here today for 
Pittsburg, encouraged by the hearty 
welcome he has received.

Topic.—Caled to what? How ?—Isa, vi, 1-8;

We have in the topical references the 
steries of the calling of Isaiah and of 
Andrew, Peter, James and John. In the 
year that King Uzziah died Isaiah hada 
wonderful ecstatic vision of God on His 
throne, with the angels about it con- 
stantly exclaiming: ‘‘Holy, holy, holy 
is the Lord of Hosts. The whole earth 
is full of His glory.’* Amid such sur- 
roundings Isaiah feels his own un- 
worthiness and cries out,‘‘ Woe is me, 
for [am undoue!’’ An angel symbolical- 
ly purifies him, and he hears the voice 
of the Lord, saying, ‘‘Whom shall I 
send, and who will go for us?’* And 
without hesitation he accepted the com- 
mission, saying: ‘‘Here am IL Send 


As Jesus was walking along the shore 
‘of the Galilean sea He saw Peter and 
Andrew casting a net into the sea, and 
said, ‘‘Come ye after Me, and I will 
make you to become fishers of men.”’ 
Straightway they forsook their nets and 
followed Him. He also called James and 
John as they were fixing their nets, and 
they left all and followed Him. We 
may learn: 

1. God calls Christians to definite, 
specific service for Him. These were not 
calls to salvation. These men were al- 
ready servants of God. They were calls 
to definite, specific service of those who 
had already consecrated themselves to 
God. Isaiah was called to perform some 
‘| particular mission for God. The apostles 
were called, as Christ said, to become 
‘*fishers of men.’’ They were called to 
become the associates of the Master 
while upon earth so that they would be 
equipped to carry forward His work 
when He Himself was gone. God calls 

| Christians to service. It is not enough 
| to be saved. After we are saved we must 

| work out our own salvation with fear 
} lend trembling. We work not to be 
saved, but because we are saved. God 

has a definite specific work for each 

servant of His to do, and happy is that 
servant who knows it and does it. 

2. God calls men to service in differ- 
ent ways. There is a vast difference be- 
tween the call of Isaiah and that of the 
apostles. In the one case there is the 
wondrous ecstatic vision and under the 
excitement of such surroundings the 
| dramatic call, ‘‘Whom shall [I send?’’ 
| and the response, ‘‘ Here am 1; send me.”’ 

In the other instance, as men are en- 
| gaged in the ordinary duties of life, 
| Jesus quietly says, ‘‘Follow Me,’’ and 
| 


they as quietly left al} and followed 
Him. God may call in different ways, 
| yet it is God who calls us. If it is not 
with the same voice by which another 
| has been called, we are not to fail to 
| hear God in it. Every call to duty, to 
service, isa call from God, no matter 
how it comes. Let us imitate the exam- 
ples of Isaiah and the apostles in their 
prompt and faithful responses.

Milton People After a Repeal of 
Street Railway Act. 


The Committee on Street Railways 
of the Legslature gave a hearing this 
week on the petition of J Walter 

' Bradlee and others for the repeal of the 

act of 1895 relative to the reservation 
of special spaces for street railways 
the highways of Milton, The 
Transcript reports it follows: 
Charles G. Chick of Hyde Park, repre- 
senting the petitioners, claimed that 
the law gave the selectmen too little 
power; also that it was unconstitu- 
tional, for noltown has a right to re- 
serve a space in a public street which 
as a citizen of an adjoining town, 
cannot drive upon; it also limits the 
control of highway surveyors which is 
also unconstitutional. 

Mr. Bradlee, 
the Milton selectmen, 
at present no street railway can 
located in Milton except in re- 
serve spaces. Many streets are only 
forty feet wide, and to place a reserve 
space in them would leave no drive 
ways, he said. Therefore, before a 
petition for location can be received, 
the streets must be widened, and they 
cannot be widened, by a town meeting. 
The town voted, 436 to 119, for surface 
roads in October. The people want 
them, but the only company granted 
a location does not dare to begin to lay 
tracks, as injunctions innumerable are 
threatened by abutters, 
being on the side of the road.

WEYLERITES FOR WAR. 


Fairly Aching For a Chance to Get 
at This Country, 


Feel That the Late Minisver 
Was Too Conservative. 


Explanation as to How the Junta Got the 
Letter. 


Havana, Feb. 14.—The Dupuy De Lome 
incident is admitted here by all as the 
greatest and most complete diplomatic 
victory gained by the Cubans since the 
war begun. The Spanish element are 
exceedingly worried over it, as it is the 
most palpable proof of their duplicity 
and bad faith in their dealings with the 
United States and Cuba. The young 
man who took the letter was so worried 
that he decided to burn it, not knowing 
the value it possessed, until a friend 
persuaded him not to do so and put him 
in contact with the Havana junta, who 
gave him the necessary funds to take 
it to New York. 

De Lome was not admired by the Con- 
servatives or Weylerites, as they accused 
him of yielding too much to the inter- 
ference in Cuban affairs-by the Amer- 
ican government, with which, on ac- 
count of their ignorance, they are very 
anxious to fight. The prospect of a 
war is freely discussed. War is much 
desired by them, and it is quite amusing 
to hear them describe the triumphal 
march of the Spanish army to Wash- 
ington, the seizure again of Florida and 
the liquidation of all their debts with 
the indemnity they intend to exact from 
the Unitel States. Pasted on the street 
corners end fences of the city may be 
seen lithog--phs representing, @ naval 
combat in which the Pelayo is sinking 
the whole American squadron. It is 
needless to add with what pleasure this 
picture is studied by the passing dons. 
FILIBUSTERING EXPEDITIONS. 
Is" Florida and Another De- 

parts From Bridgeport. 

Tampa, Fla., Feb. 14.—Almost under 
the nose of Edward Taylor, superinten- 
dent of Pinkerton’s Spanish spies, a 
large Cuban expedition left Tampa Sat- 
urday night, and last night sailed from 
a point on Pease river. The men, about 
70 in number, walked through the streets 
of Tampa about 2 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing and boarded a special train, which 
bore them to a point near where they 
‘were to embark. There they remained 
in hiding until last night, when a tug 
took them out to the steamer which bore 
them away to Cuba. 

Colonel Emilio Nunez was in charge 
of the steamer. It is said that General 
Sanguilly is the real commander, and 
color is given this rumor by the fact 
that when the men left here they were 
in charge of Colonel Lachuga, who was 
first lieutenant of the personal staff held 
by Sanguilly when he failed to getaway 
from Jacksonville. 

Superintendent Taylor, his son, and 
‘another Pinkerton man have been here 
looking for Sanguilly. They imagined 
he was somewhere near. It is alleged 
that the Cubans have sent Sanguilly 
away on this trip. It is understood that 
5000 rifles, 6000 pounds of dynamite, 200,- 
000 rounds of cartridges and a large lot 
of supplies made up the cargo. 

Bridgeport, Conn., Feb. 14.—The col- 
lector of customs has received advices 
from Washington to the effect that a 
tug with three barges has just departed 
from Bridgeport, it is believed, on a fili- 
tusterinyg exp. dition. The} tug and 
barges are loaded with arms and dyna- 
mite to be transferred to another boat 
somewhere on Long Island sound. 

The Washington authorities, it is said, 
received their first intimation of this 
expedition from Spanish spies stationed 
at Bridgeport. A revenue cutter has 
been ordered out from New London with 
the expectation of intercepting the al- 
leged expedition.

DeLome Letter Mystery. 

New York, Feb. 14.—The mystery as to 
how the letter from Mr. De Lome to Mr. 
Canalejas fell into the hands of the Cu- 
ban junta seems to have been solved. 
According to advices from Havana re- 
ceived Saturday, Manuel Pichardo, son- 
in-law of the Spanish deputy, Arturo 
Amblard, and a correspondent in Ha- 
vana of Canalejas’ Madrid newspaper, 
was the mau who gave the letter to the 
Cuban agent, who brought it to the 
junta. Pichardo, it is said, was actu- 
ated by a spirit of personal revenge, and 
not in the least by a desire to benefit the 
Cuban cause. He wanted to disgrace 
De Lome, because the letter containeda 
remark about Amblard which he deemed 
insulting. “There goes Amblard,” said 
De Lome to Canalejas. “I believe he 
comes too deeply taken up with little 
political matters, and there must be 
‘something very great or we shall lose.” 

This morning’s issue of the Philadel- 
phia Press says that the existence of the 
De Eome letter was made known first 
by an employe of the embassy. Word 
was sent to Havana, and a clerk in the 
postoffice intercepted the missive, and 
copied its contents. Under pressure he 
was induced to abstract the original and 
substitute blank sheets in the envelope. 
Eight days from its arrival in the Ha- 
vana office the sealed envelope, properly 
addressed to Mr. Canalejas, was de- 
livered at the Inglaterra hotel Mr. 
Canalejas did not regard the matter 


serlousty at the time, alfnougn the nvtel 
boy who brought him the letter and the 
postoffice employe who had last charge 
of it were arrested. So, also, was the 
hotel employe who went several times 
daily to the postoffice for the mails. All 
three were discharged after an examina- 
tion. Mr. Canalejas communicated al- 
most immediately with Minister De 
Lome ané, for several weeks letters and 
cablegrams passed between the two, but 
no trace of the letter could be obtained. 


News Affecting Cuba. 

Havana, Feb. 14.—Clara Barton has 
given a contract to a large bakery to 
make crackers for the reconcentradoes. 

Generals Linaros and Vara Rey, on 
Jan. 30 and Feb. 1, fell into a strong 
insurgent ambuscade and suffered a 
continuous insurgent fire for a day and 
a night. On Feb. 7 Generals Linaros 
and Vera Rey left again, marching to- 
ward Bayamo and Rejondon, continuing 
on toward Mojia and the north. 

Additional supplies are greatly needed 
by the Spanish, pa: ticularly for the use 
at the hospitals, and the chiefs com- 
manding the battalions lack the force 
necessary for operations and to re- 
place their losses. Moreover, the guer- 
illas are very much discontented. 
There is great need of horses for the 
cavalry. At Mayari the supplies have 
failed. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 

Stephen A. Russell, one of the best 
known jewelers and business men of 
Augusta, Me., died Sunday afternoon. 

Guseppe Gardino, 62 years, stabbed 
Peter Cognio, aged 45, fatally at Stony 
Creek, Conn., Saturday night. They had 
quarrelled about money. 

The money for the widows and children 
of the fire victims in Boston now 
amounts to $3829 held by The Post and 
$32,882.71 held by Kidder, Peabody & Co. 

England is negotiating with China to 
open Yuen-Chau-Fu, in the province of 
Fu-Nan, asatreaty port and is negotiat- 
ing also on the subject of the navigation 
of inland waters. 

Clifton Palmer, aged 26, was drowned 
by the upsetting of a boat while gunning 
on the river in Westport, Mass. Albert 
Pierce was rescued. Both men hung 
on for over an hour. 

The steamer, Veendham, from Rotter- 
dam for New York, with 127 passengers 
and crew of 85, struck a wreck Feb. 
6 and begantosink. The St. Louis ap- 
peared on the scene and took all on 
board. 

The postoftice at Kensington, Conn., 
was burglarized Sunday morning, but 
only about $4 worth of stamps anda 
small amount of change were secured. 
The safe was completely wrecked by 
dynamite. 

Mr. Gladstone and the whole family 
intend to start about the end of next 
week for a south of England watering 
place.

We are pleased to say that 
we continue to be a very much alive 
body, regardless of assertions to the 
contrary.” 

In the arrest of Emil Wolf, a convict 
released from a year’s imprisonment in 
the county jail, Philadelphia detectives 
believe they have the man that killed 
Ferdinand Harris, the colored butler at 
the residence of M. C. D. Borden, New 
York, on May 27, 1895. 

The prediction made by John Con- 
treras, the earthquake prophet of earth- 
quake shocks for the southern part of 
Oaxaca, Mex., have proved correct. 
During the past three days the seismic 
disturbances in the mountains south of 
there have been very severe, but no ser- 
ious damage is reported. 

James Stevenson, one of the largest 
dealers in real estate in Boston, died 
Sunday in Old Point Comfort, Va. Mr.

NEW BEDFORD STRIKE, 


—_—_—-—-— 


Subject Considered at Conference of 
Textile Workers, 


Exodus of Operatives From 
All Factories Advised. 


The Idea Not Endorsed by the Whaling City 
Workers. 


Boston, Feb. 14.—At a conference of 
the textile delegates in this city yester- 
day it was recommended that a gen- 
eral strike take place in all cotton mills 
in New England. The meeting was 
called by President Samuel Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor, Sec- 
retary Ross of the National Mule Spin- 
ners’ association, and others, to devise 
ways and means to assist the cloth mill 
strikers. Forty-two delegates, repre- 
senting every textile union in New Eng- 
land, responded, and though the meet- 
ing lasted four hours it was one of the 
most harmonious ever held by labor lead- 
ers. 

There were no evidences of the re- 
ported discord among those present, the 
discussion being of the pleasantest kind. 
The contending factions in the textile 
trade were represented in the delegates 
from the rival organizations, and the 
unanimity with which the vote torecom- 
mend a general strike was carried bore 
out the assertion made by the leaders 
that the cotton operatives were more 
united than was generally credited in 
the public press. 

It is estimated that there are 148,000 
cotton operatives in the New England 
states, and that if the strike ordered 
should be favored by the various organ- 
izations fully 145,000 would be affected. 

Soon after convening the organization 
went into executive session, the only 
person present not a textile worker be- 
ing the general organizer of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

teports from localities where strikes 

were on were called for, and the exact 
condition of affairs in these centers was 
laid before the delegates. The measures 
for securing financial aid were carefully 
canvassed, and ways and means dey ised 
to receive more prompt assistance from 
unions affiliated with the A. F. of L. 

After fully discussing the situation the 
following motion was unanimously 
carried: “Voted, That we recommend 
for the favorable consideration of all 
unions the advisability of ordering all 
cotton textile operatives to quit work 
at once.” 

Other questions were also discussed 
‘ and at length the matter was put toa 

vote, and no one was registered as 

against the motion that the different 
unions should order a general strike in 
every cotton mill in New England until 

a satisfactory adjustment of wages 

could be arranged. 

It now remains for the various na- 
tional unions to take action on the rec- 
ommendation, but just what this action 
will be is a matter of conjecture. If 
all should acquiesce and vote to strike, 
147,000 operatives would undoubtedly 

{ cease work, and the manufacture of cot- 

‘ton throughout New England 
would beatastandstill. If, on the other 
hand, only a few unions vote to strike, 
the refusal of the others may still keep 
a larger portion of the mills in opera- 
tion. Inasmuch, however, as the meet- 
ing was the outcome of President Gom- 
pers’ suggestions and as he admonished 
the members of the Federation of Labor 
to join hands and assist the New Bed- 
ford strikers, it seems probable that 
nearly every union will carry out the 
recommendations, and that one of the 
greatest strikes ever seen in this coun- 
try is impending. 

Both of the Biddeford delegates be- 
lieved that all of the mills in New Eng- 
land should be closed as soon as pos- 
sible, as this would lead to an earlier 
settlement in the cities where strikes 
were in operation. They said they 
went into the fight against the reduction 
because the wages paid were lower than 
self-respecting men or women shoulé 
be compelled to work for. They also 
stated that the storerooms in their city 
were nearly empty, and that if a gen- 
eral strike were ordered the manufac- 
turers would be forced to give in.

In view of 
this plan, which, at the time of its adop- 
tion, seemed to meet with general ac- 
iquiescence, the action of the conference 
is a direct shift of tactics.

I prefes 
the holdup, so I will buy some guns and 
tcols and try it before my money it 
gone.” 


Moody Talks to Students 

New Haven, Feb. 14.—D. L. Moody, the 
noted evangelist, addressed the stu- 
deuts of Yale Sunday morning and even- 
ing, and several hundred of them alse 
attended the monster meeting in the 
Hyperion theatre, where 2000 werd 
turned away for lack of room. In all 
the services unprecedented interest waa 
taken by the students, The optional 
meeting under the Y. M. C. A. auspices 
was so largely attended that the stu- 
dents not only crowded the big hall to 
suffocation almost, but filled the stair- 
ways as well, and at the close a delega- 
tion from each class requested Secretary 
Wright to ask Mr, Moody to remain sev- 
cral days, or, if that was impossible, to 
return to Yale again in the near future, 

In an interview last night Mr. Moody 
expressed himself as follows with regard 
to Yale, apropos of the agitation now 
being waged against the university by 
a certain class of reformers: “I have 
been pretty well acquainted with Yals 
for 20 years, and I have never seen the 
university Ip as good condition religious- 
ly as now. My oldest son graduated 
kere, and if my other son, who is now in 
the freshman class, gets as much out 
of Yale as his brother did, I shall have 
reason to thank God through time and 
eternity. I can honestly say that I 
have never spent so good a day at Yale 
as today has been. I never saw sO earnest 
and inquiring a crowd of young men 
as that which attended the optional ser- 
vice this evening. As to the liquor 
question, I believe in local option. It 
satisfactory, strong, moral sentiments 
can be secured to keep it from becoming 
a dead letter, I am in favor of prohibi- 
tion: but in states where there is @ 
large city you can’t enforce statutory 
prohibition because of lack of moral sen- 
timent. If it could be enforced I wish 
New Haven would vote so.” 


The Boston Fire, 

Boston, Feb. 14.—The report of Bulld- 
ings Commissioner John S. Damrell on 
the Merrimac street fire which resulted 
in the death of six firemen was sub- 
mitted to the mayor Saturday. A fire in 
October, 1893, partially destroyed the 
roof, and repairs were made under the 
supervision of the building department. 
It cannot be questioned that the floor 
timbers on the fourth and fifth floors 
were charred to some extent, but it Is 
equally clear these floors did not col- 
lapse. As the girders were reinforced, 
the commissioner finds no reason to 
charge the local man who inspected the 
work of having been negligent. 

The heavy snow on the roof, together 
with the enormous amount of water 
which the merchandise absorbed, made 
a weight of 100 tons. The momentum of 
the fall of the roof with its sudden 
shock broke the girders and floor tim- 
bers, which were subjected to a weight 
beyond the factor of safety. This in 
turn carried down the fourth, third and 
other floors.

The Politieal Field. 


The legislature to be elected the pres- 
ent year will elect a U. 8S. senator, 
when it convenes in 1899. The 13 
congressional districts, will nominate 
and elect their representatives to con- 
gress. The governorship points to the 
present executive being his own suc- 
cessor, although very prominent men 
think he has enjoyed his full share of 
state honors, as he will have served as 
lieutenant governor and governor for 
a period of six years, at the expiration 
of his present term—that he may now 
handsomely retire and await his oppor- 
tunity for the higher branch of the 
national congress. They further claim 
that to defer his retirement until 1899 
will precipitate one of the hottest con- 
tests for state nominations witnessed 
in Massachusetts for many years. 

It is anticipated that the present lieu- 
tenant governor will be promoted to 
the governorship, and that the attor- 
ney general will be a candidate for the 
same high oflice. This would open 
four yacancies on the state ticket, for 
the present treasurer, and receiver 
general must retire under the five-year 
limit, and a new man will be his suc- 
cessor. Consequently a hot contest 
may be expected for the nomination 
of governor, lieutenant governor, treas- 
urer, and receiver general and attorney 
general, which may possibly lead to an 
attempt to place new men in nomina- 
tion for the state ticket in 1899, 


Lynn Ashamed of Herself. 

It does not show very good judgment 
on the part of the Mayor of Lynn to 
expect to supress crime by withhold- 
ing infofmation from the newspaper 
reporters, The newspapers will doubt- 
less get the news anyway, whether the 
mouths of the police force are shut or 
open. The real fact is that the news- 
papers have done as much to hunt down 
criminals, as any police force, and the 
first knowledge of the commission of 
crime that the police get in many cases 
comes from the wide awake, hustling 
newspapers and their reporters. The 
newspapers can get the news without 
any help from the police force, and the 
public can get along far better without 
the police force than without the news- 
papers. There is no earihly reason, 
however, why both cannot work in har- 
mony together for the detection and 
suppression of crime.—Malden News.

The Herald’s Opinion That Quincy Would Get 
Every Benefit by Annexation. 


Favors a Metropolitan County as the Most Logical 
and Comprehensive Plan. 


An editorial in today’s Herald has a 
direct bearing on the bill to annex 
Quincy to Boston. It is given in fall: 

‘*Several bills bearing upon what is 

termed Greater Boston have been in- 
troduced into the Legislature, and are 
likely in one form or another, to lead 
to interesting discussion. There is 
first what is known as the metropolitan 
district or Boston county bill; second, 
the proposition entered by Mayor 
Quincy to provide, by concentration of 
functions, a new form of control for the 
metropolitan district, and, third, the 
proposition which comes from the city 
of Quincy, that that municinality be 
annexed_to-Boston. 
“* To take these up in reverse order, 
it may be said that the Quincy proposal 
is the outgrowth of the agitation that 
has been going on for some time past 
favoring some form of general govern- 
ment. This, in the case of Quincy, 
appears to have led the annexationists 
to consider the desirability of prompt 
action, on the belief that, if a federated 
county were once formed, the annexa- 
tion of any of the outlying munici- 
palities to the central city would be an 
entirely improbable operation. 

‘“‘The Quincy annexation bill 
obviously drawn by those who propose 
to give Quincy every benefit that its 
independent situation can permit it to 
obtain, and to do this, to quite an ex- 
tent, at the expense of Boston. The 
reason for this is doubtless found in 
the realization on the part of the 
drafters of this measure that the an- 
nexationist sentiment in Quincy was 
a somewhat doubtful factor, and hence, 
unless the arrangement cou!d be pre- 
sented in an exceedingly 
light, there was little chance of secur- 
ing for it any great degree of popular 
favor. The population of Quincy by 
the census of 1895 was 20,712; the 
population of Boston by the same 
census was 494,205. 

‘‘The per capita taxable 
Quincy in the same year was 
while the per capita taxable wealth of 
Boston was $1877.

‘*Tt is further provided that practi- 
cally all of the public employes, such 
as policemen, watchmen, engineers, 
members of the fire department, ete.

to be appointed by the mayor of 
Boston, one by the Governor of the 
state, and one to be elected by the 
mayors and chairmen of boards of 
selectmen of the various interested 
suburban municipalities. If we are to 
continue our present system of metro- 
politan control there is not a little to 
be said in favor of this proposition. 
‘*Much the better plan, because more 
logical and comprehensive, is that of 
forming a metropolitan county—a plan 
which has not only received the support 
of the great trade organizations of 
Boston, but which has also been 
warmly indorsed by business organiza- 
tions in the larger part of the saburban 
cities and towns. The Boston county 
plan presents a clearly defined means 
of obtaining a definite end. It is pro- 
posed under it to reserve to the ex- 


| isting cities and towns the same power 


that they now have to regulate their 
own affairs. Only those matters would 
be taken up and acted upon by the 
county authorities that were too large 
and extensive in their character—as 
the metropolitan sower, the metropoli- 
tan park and the metropolitan water 
systems have been found to be-—to be 
managed by the municipalities on 
their own account. We must have a 
union of some kind, and the one pro- 
posed through the Boston county bill is 
by far the best means of bringing this 
union about.’

The Boston papers continue to say 
pleasant things about the challenge 
cup of the Quincy Yacht club. 


The Globe says it will be a fine 
opportunity for E. A. Boardman, Jr.,’to 
challenge for the cup with his new 
Purdon boat through the Manchester 
yacht club, and other challenges would 
undoubtedly follow. There would also 
be the probability in case of a cha'- 
lenge that Charles F. Adams, 2d, would 
build a defender instead of a “ race- 
about.”” The cup is a certaicty. Who 
will be the first to make a bid for it? 

The Herald says ‘‘Lovers of small 
yachts must, indeed be pleased over 
the good work of the Quincy Yacht 
club in raising $500 to be put into 
a challenge cup for 21-footers, no re- 
strictions on hull or sail."’ 

It suggests that there are some clauses 
in the present deed governing the cup 
which should be changed, the most im- 
portant one being that which would 
make the cup a perpetual challenge 
cup, rather than one to be won in a 
series of races. As a perpetual 
challenge cup, the trophy would en- 
hance in yachting value every year, and 
it would hold a similar position in 
small yacht racing that the America’s 
cup does in large classes.

Dispatch From Woodford. 

Washington, Feb. 14.—The 300-word 
cipher dispatch received from Minister 
Woodford Saturday night was trans- 
lated at the state department Sunday, 
but no intimation of its import could be 
secured from official sources. Assistant 
Secretary of State Day, who has been 
entrusted with the whole correspon- 
dence by the president, refused to dis- 
cuss the message.

IRISH MISERY. 


Starvation Plainly Written on Emaciated 
Faces In Mayo County. 

London, Feb. 14—Amy Mander, an 
English woman with a wide experience 
in Ireland, writes a pathetic letter to 
The Chronicle from Kiltimaugh, county 
Mayo, in which she says: “As an Eng- 
lish woman, I confess that Iam ashamed 
to think that nearly 100 years of Eng- 
lish government has produced no solu- 
tion of this problem of making congested 
districts thrive, and ashamed to know 
that such awful destitution and penury 
should exist in 1898 without a supreme 
effort being made to right the wrong. 

“I saw houses without windows or fur- 
niture, beds without bedding or com- 
posed of straw or rags, women and ehil- 
dren unable to go out because of scarcity 
of clothing. I saw pinched, emaciated 
faces, with starvation on them plainly 
written. Much sickness is due to bad 
clothing and insufficient food, and yet 
under favorable conditions these peo- 
ple, gentle, courteous, and marvellously 
patient, would be the pride of the coun- 
try. 

“It is sickening to see such misery 
and not be able to do the work that 
ought to be done. Immediate help 
is required for the purchase of seed po- 
tatoes, to provide the children with 
clothing to go to school and blankets 
to cover them, to give food to those who 
have no breadwinner and to help the 
sick and infirm.” 


Singular Mishap to a Woman, 

New York, Feb. 14.—Mrs. Arthur Levy, 
wife of a member of the wholesale cloth- 
ing firm of Hays, Goldberg & Co., was 
killed in the elevator at the Holland 
The accident was most 
extraordinary, and is probably without 
a parallel in the long list of elevator 
casualties that have occurred since the 
invention of that vehicle. 

A party of ladies, of which Mrs. Levy 
was one, had accepted an invitation of 
H. C. Marks, a St. Louis merchant, to go 
to the Holland House, where he was a 
guest, and look at a display of photo- 
graphs which he had gathered. Mr. 
Marks escorted the ladies to the elevator 
and gave orders to have them shown to 
the parlor. 

On entering the elevator Mrs. Levy 
placed her hand upon her forehead and 
complained of dizziness to her com- 
panions. Before they could reply the 
elevator boy had closed the door of the 
shaft, gripped his lever and the car shot 
up with a bound. Almost at the same 
instant Mrs. Levy reeled and fell with 
her head out of the door. The elevator 
was about an inch and a half from the 
walls of the shaft and as far as the 
solid walls would permit her head ex- 
tended out. 

There was a quick, sickening crash, 
and the boy with a dexterous move 
brought his car to a stop at the first floor. 
It was too late. Mrs. Levy lay lifeless 
on the bottom of the elevator,her head 
crushed in as if by a heavy bludgeon. 
It had been struck by the slight pro- 
jection of the first floor into the elevator 
shaft 


Both Houses of the Congress, 

Washington, Feb. 14.—The greater 
share of the senate’s attention this week 
will be given to the annexation treaty. 
Its friends have succeeded in securing 
quite general assent from senators in 
charge of other measures that the treaty 
shall be given practical right of way 
until the senators who want to speak 
upon it can be heard, and until a vote 
can be secured which practically will 
decide its fate. 

Wednesday the house will enter upon 
the consideration of the bankruptcy bill 
which the majority of the judiciary com- 
mittee has reported as a substitute fur 
the Nelson bill, passed by the senate 
at the extra session lastsummer. Under 
the order made the bill is to be debated 
on Wednesday, Thursday and Saturday 
of this week and voted on Monday of 
next week at4o’clock. The substitute, 
which the minority contends is prac- 
tically the old Torey bill, including both 
the voluntary and involuntary features, 
will be opposed by the united Demo- 
crats and Populist opposition, but if 
there shall not be appreciable defec- 
tion from the ranks of the majority, the 
measure will pass. The Democrats and 
Populists are both favorable to the pass- 
age of a bill for voluntary bankruptcy, 
but have always vigorously opposed the 
Torrey and other bills including an in- 
voluntary feature, claiming that its pur- 
pose is practically to create a law for 
the collection of debts, 


Status of Zola’s Case, 

Paris, Feb, 14.—It is generally ad- 
mitted that Zola has proven his case, 
yet he will probably be condemned. 
Even a majority of his enemies have 
been convinced, as much by the silence 
of the army authorities when questioned 
as by the direct testimony of other wit- 
nesses, that Dreyfus was found guilty 
upon evidence secretly submitted to his 
judges. It is admitted that this is 
utterly illegal, yet public opinion is still 
so strongly perverted that the gross out- 
rage upon the first principles of justice 
is openly excused and defended, and the 
resentment against Zola for denouncing 
the authorities who are guilty is scarce- 
ly lessened. 

The incidents of the trial should not 
distract attention from the astounding 
crisis which has seized the public mind 
of France and which portends evils and 
calamities that none can estimate. The 
bald truthisthis: It is openly admitted 
today that the prisoner on Devil island 
wes illegally condemned, and that the 
fovernment had full knowledge of the 
fact. The people now believe it, yet 
the French government and a majority 
of the French people are opposing every 
obstacle in their power to righting that 
great wrong.

Novel Scheme of Debt Raising. 

Montreal, Feb. 14.—Alderman Rain- 
ville, chairman of the city’s finance com- 
mittee, has made an announcement 
which has created a sensation. He has 
a scheme for the funding of the city’s 
debt. The alderman proposes to issue 
bonds on the French lottery plan. Cer- 
tain numbers will draw prizes. All the 
bonds will be at 3 percent interest. In 
the alredman’s own words, the citizens 
will have an opportunity of securing a 
safe investment bearing three percent 
interest, and at the same time run the 
ehance of obtaining a fortune, while the 
city will have the advantage of having 
its civic debt in the hands of its own 
citizens and effect an annual saving of 
$300,000. The plan is bound to create 
antagonism among certain sections of 
the population, who haye for many years 
waged an uncompromising warfare on 
lotteries now running in Montreal.

The bullet entered below the eye 
and came out at the back of the head, 
killing the victim instantly.

He finally 
made his escape through a back doer and 
has not as yet been captured,

Sinith Duvis’ Trial. 

Middlebury, Vt., Feb. 15.—The second 
week of Smith Davy is’ trial for the man- 
slaughter of Dora Giishman began Mon- 
day afternoon. 

The most important witness was Dr. 
J. H. Linsley of the Burlington medical 
college, who made an autopsy on the 
body Aug. 15. Dr. Linsley testified that 
he found the clothing torn and ripped 
in places. There were two large blood 
stains and some small ones on the 
skirt, and scratches just above the ankle. 
On the left side of the head there was 
a wound near the ear, with fresh blood 
in the ear. The scratches and wound, 
however, were of no significance, and 
the rest of the exterior surface of the 
body was smooth and showed no indi- 
cation of violence. The jaws were 
firmly closed, with the tongue wedged 
between the teeth. From the post- 
mortem examination he could not tell 
the cause of Dora Cushman's death. 

Norman Henry, who is under indict- 
ment as an accessory in the crime, and 
who is out on bail, testified that he never 
made an examination of Dora, nor gave 
her medicine to produce an abortion. 
He gave her a dose of catarrh medicine, 
and knew of others who had done the 
same thing. At the request of counsel 
he repeated the story. 

Herbert Poland, who ts also under in- 
dictment as an refused to 
testify on the ground that the testimony 
might tend to incriminate him. 

Vivian Barrett of Shrewsbury, a sister 
of Dora Cushman refused to answer 
many questions on the same ground as 
the preceding witness, although not 
ander an tmdictment.

A Generous Proposal. 

New York, Feb. 15.—A letter was re- 
ceived yesterday by the Christian Herald 
from Consul General Fitzhugh Lee in 
Havana relative to the founding of an 
orphan asylum in Cuba, The Herald in 
reply cabled that it would pay the rent 
of the proposed asylum for a year, fur- 
nish all supplies and guarantee to raise 
all other expenses of the institution. 

The letter of Consul General Lee says 
in part: “I have considered the ad- 
visability of renting a large and suitable 
building for the purpose of founding a 
destitute orphan asylum, where the little 
starving children who have no parents 
or relatives to watch over and protect 
them can be placed and where they will 
be fed and well cared for, and perhaps 
later given some sort of education. I 
find that I can rent a commodious es- 
tablishment with a large bath and all 
conveniences, as well as ground around 
it, which the children can use for air and 
exercise. I would, through humane 
agents, collect these little ones and have 
them transferred to the establishment, 
where they could be in charge of nurses 
and other suitable attendants.” 

He Escaped Lynching. 

Liberty, Mo., Feb. 15.—Leon Lackey, 
who was charged with being an acces- 
sory to the murder of Mrs. Winner and 
two children, which occurred near Rich- 
mond, Oct. 26, 1896, was acquitted in the 
circuit court there. Winner and Nel- 
son, the two men arrested at the same 
time Lackey was, were taken from the 
Lexington jail and lynched.

STRIKE PROPOSITION. 


Little Likelihood of the Decision of the 
Conference Being Katitied, 

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 15.—As the 
action of the conference of labor leaders 
is being more generally discussed the 
feeling prevails that the plan suggested 
to the various textile unions of striking 
all the mills in New England will not 
be carried out. Whether there is any 
reason for so doing or not, the sincerity 
of the labor leaders in making such a 
proposition of general reduction is be- 
ing questioned, and the opinion pre- 
vails in some quarters that the action 
is little more than a gigantic bluff, 
sprung for the effect it will have upon 
the manufacturers and the situation in 
general. 

Behind the actien of the conference, 
and of as much yital importance to New 
Bedford, is a proposition which has been 
under consideration for several days, 
and which is likely to be carried into 
effect In short order unless there is 
some change in the situation. This is 
the forcible stopping of all the yarn mills 
in the city and the bringing into idle- 
ness of all the textile workers of the 
city connected with the cloth mills. The 
effect of this would be to force out of 
the mills about 15,000 operatives, against 
between 8000 and 9000 now on strike. 

It is realized by some of the operatives 
that the support to the New Bedford 
strikers from outside has not been at all 
commensurate with their needs, and 
there is no likelihood under present con- 
ditions of a change for the better in this 
direction. With these, the idea of such 
a stroke as a general strike carries con- 
siderable weight, and they are inclined 
to favor it. The mill managers are non 
committal. They prefer to adhere to 
the policy of silence which has marked 
their course since the beginning of the 
strike. 

The legislative committee on labor 
came to this city last night and gave its 
first hearing in the textile investigation 
under the Flynn order in Odd Fellows’ 
hall today. Notices were sent to the 
leading manufacturers to be present and 
testify. The hearing will be followed 
by one Thursday in Fall River. 


Recommendation Not Popular. 

Lowell, Mass., Feb. 15.—From present 
indications the recommendation of the 
conference committee which met at Bos- 
ton Sunday advocating a general strike 
in the cotton mills of New England 
promises to fall flat in this city, as the 
sentiment here is uncompromisingly 
against a strike at the present time. 
It seems to be the sentiment among the 
operatives that the fight should be con- 
tinued at New Bedford and concentrated 
there. 

President Kinsella of 
union, which numbers members, 
said: “There will be no strike as long 
as the professional agitator keeps away

Boston, Feb. 15.—Chelsea came very 
near having a serious catastrophe yes- 
terday, and it is a miracle that a number 
of people were not severely hurt if not 
killed.

Madrid, Feb. 15—Members of the 
cabinet met Monday afternoon and dis- 
cussed the state of the war in Cuba and 
the De Lome matter at greatlength, It 
was decided to publish a decree accept- 
ing the resignation of Dupuy De Lome as 
minister at Washington and appointing 
Iouis Polo Bernabe as his successor. 
A decree will also be issued convening 
the chambers before the end of this 
month so as to enable the election of the | 
new cortes to occur on March 20. 

The minister of foreign affairs in- | 
formed the caibnet that United States | 
Minister Woodford had handed him a 
note referring to Dupuy De Lome’s let- 
ter and to the meaning of several para- 
graphs in it. 

The note from Minister Woodford de- 


avow the insults to President McKinley 
contained in Dupuy De Lome's letter 
to Canalejas. : 

The cabinet council, it is reported, de- 
unanimously to reply that De 
Lome’s spontaneous resignation and the 
terms of the decree accepting it were 
considered sufficient satisfaction. Itis 
understood that Minister Woodford re- 
ceived this intimation and dispatched a 
long telegram to Washington. 


Another Expedition Off. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 15—A cargo of 
arms and ammunition was successfully 
shipped on a tug late Saturday night 
from a point below Wilmington, Del. 
It is reported to have consisted of 100,000 
rounds of cartridges and about 500 rifles. 

The vessel said to have been used was 
a small but fast tugboat which steamed 
from the upper Delaware river to Wil- 
mington. At a number of points along 
the Delaware shore men were stationed 
with small skiffs and supplies of war 
munitions of such bulk as not to attract 
attention. When darkness had fallen 
a signal was given from the tug, and at 
intervals the skiffs propelled by muffled 
oars shot out from the shore and ina 
short time the cargo was placed on 
board. 

The work was done under the direc- 
tion of a prominent Cuban of this city. 
When he arrived here and made the re- 
sult known he said: “The De Lome af- 
fair has been a great thing forus. We 
have been preparing for several days 
for this venture, and we believe it will 
be the best yet sent out in point of value. 
The junta believe it is safer to send 
small lots in the manner we did on Sat- 
urday night. The expedition consists 
entirely of arms and ammunition, And no 
men will be sent on the steamer that was 
assigned to meet the tugs.” For obvi- 
ous reasons he declined to say where the 
tugs were to meet the steamer until he 
felt assured she had gotten away safely. 


The Presiaent Suspicious, 

Washington, Feb. 15.—The president 
is in a very precarious state of mind. 
This is due not to any change of opinion 
on broad questions of peace or war; 
but to the invasion of his mind by a 
suspicion that the Spanish government 
has not been frank in its dealings with 
the United States. Until the publica- 
tion of the Spanish minister's letter, he 
had no thought that Dupuy De Lome had 
any but the kindest feeling for his ad- 
ministration, or was other than abso- 
lutely sincere in holding out hopes of 
success of autonomy in Cuba and of the 
reciprocity negotiations between this 
country and Spain. 

At the first exposure of the letter, the 
chief uproar raised through the country 
Was over the contemptuous references | 
to the president himself. This President 
McKinley waved aside as unworthy of | 
his notice, as soon as the minister had 
expiated his offence by resignation; 
but the longer he considered the refer- 
ences to autonomy and reciprocity, and 
the more persistently these were called 
to his attention by members of con- 
gress, the more he becamé impressed 
with the need of taking some notice of 
them. Hence the inquiry, made eel 
Minister Woodford, whether the Spanish 
government avows or disavows That part 
of its late minister's letter. 


DeLome’s Letter Given Up. 

Washington, Feb. 15.—Actuated by a 
sense of honor and a strict idea of 
justice, the state department has taken | 
steps to place in the hands of Mr. Can- 
alejas, to whom the letter was addressed, 
the epistle written by Dupuy De Lome} 
which led to the resignation of the min- 
ister.

General Strike, 


Secretary of Spinners’ Union 
Urged Similar Action. 


Dissatisfaction With Gutdown Shows No Signs 
of Abatement. 


Fall River, Mass., Feb. 16.—There is 
the same division among local oper- 
atives respecting the recommendation 
of the 
was manifest when the question of a 
resistance to the cutdown was consid- 
ered by the various unions. Although 
the majority voted in favor of the ac- 
ceptance of the situation, it would not 
take much to bring about the closing of 
the Fall River mills. There is an in- 
eradicable belief that curtailment was 
more of a specific for the congestion of 
the cloth market than the cutting of 
wages, and if the agitation only becomes 
strong enough resentment at the action 
of the manufacturers will assume a de- 
eisive form. 

Secretary O'Donnell of the spinners 
did not go to the meeting because he 
thought that the question of raising 
funds for New Bedford would be the only 
cne brought up. “If I had known,” 
said he, “that this matter would come 
up I would have surely gone. What 
they adopted is just what I proposed to 
the executive council of the National 
Union of Mule Spinners when the New 
Bedford strike was decided upon. I 
told them that a general strike, even if 
it should not last very long, was the 
remedy to the situation. 

“In my opinion a partial strike would 
neither stop the cutdown nor insure a 
restoration if the cutdown was put in 
force. They would not believe me at 
the time. They decided to make the 
strike in New Bedford. It was evi- 
dent that, after the strike was over in 
New Bedford, we would have to start 
one up sonjewhere else. Now we come 

nd play in of the manufac 
turers by showing them our weakness 
by proving that a partial strike cannot 
accomplish anything. 

“T-refuse to discuss the probabilities 
of the success of a general strike now. 
Many things have happened since I 
recommended one. We will have to 
hold a meeting of the representatives of 
all the local unions of spinners, if a 
general strike is decided, to stop our 
weekly allowance to New Bedford. We 
will want our money for ourselves, then. 
The matter will be discussed at the 
next meeting of the Spinners’ union 
to be held this evening. The work of 
the delegates, it appears, was not fin- 
ished. They have not made any pro- 
vision for the non-union help in a strike 
of this kind. It is not all to decide or 
to recommend a strike; we must find 
means to carry it through.”

Legislators at Work. 

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 16.—Although 
all the mill treasurers were invited to 
attend the investigation into the labo 
situation ordered by the legislature, only 
Andrew G. Pierce and Joseph F 
Knowles appeared yesterday. They had 
a consultation with the chairman of the 
committee, Senator Leach, and left their 
counsel, Milton Reed of Fall River and 
ex-Senator James A. Bailey of Arling- 
ton, to look after theirinterests. Only 
about 20 operatives were present, and 
all were men. 

Senator Leach, in opening the ses- 
sion, stated that the committee pro- 
posed to hear all testimony offered bear- 
ing upon the causes of the strike. As 
no one came forward to answer Sen- 
ator Leach’s request, Representative 
Samuel Ross talked with some of the 
operatives present and addressed the 
committee, giving in detail the history 
of the rise and fall in wages and the re- 
sults of his observation in the south. 

John Waldron, secretary of the Card- 
ers’ union, said there was no attempt 
made by a majority of the cloth mills 
of this city to live up to the particulars 
bill. He knew places where the posted 
particulars had not been changed in 
six months, while the work had been 
changed anumber oftimes. Thespeed- 
er tenders are supposed to be paid by 
the hanks they turn off, but as a matter 
of fact, Mr. Waldron said, they are not. 
Mr. Waldron objected to being cross-ex- 
amined by the attorney of the manu- 
facturers unless the operatives had an 
attorney to examine the manufacturers. 

President Cunnane of the weavers was 
not satisfied with the manner in which 
the investigation was being conducted. 
“The weavers object to testifying here 
and having their testimony taken by a 
stenographer and then being cross-ques- 
tioned by the attorney for the manufac- 
turers,”’ said he, “and having no chance 
to hear the treasurers’ side of the case.” 

Senator Leach hastened to assure him 
that he was in error. “The manufac- 
urers will testify later,” said the chair- 
man, “and you can ask them questions. 
Just now they are represented by coun- 
sel.” 

“Well, I suppose we might stay away 
and let our counsel present our side of 
the case,” retorted Mr. Cunnane, “and 
then only two men would need to be 
present.” 

Mr. Cunnane and the delegation of 
weavers withdrew, and they will prob- 
ably not appear before the con:mittee 
hntil after the manufacturers have tes- 
tified, Their position ig..that, so long 
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as the manufacturers made the reauc- 
tion and took the step which resulted 
in the strike, it is to them that the com- 
mittee should first go for information 
as to the cause and not ask the oper- 
atives for their opinions, 


Encouraging Reports of Collectors. 

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 16.—A gen- 
eral meeting of the Spinners’ union was 
held last night, but besides listening to 
the various reports with regard to the 
progress of the strike little action was 
taken. The proposition to close the 
yarn mills was discussed, but it was not 
acted upon. 

The general meeting of the weavers 
was held in the city hall, when the usual 
reports were read. The matter of chief 
interest was a discussion of Mrs. Pick- 
ering’s appearance at the legislative 
hearing with the understanding that 
she was present to represent the union. 
Mrs. Pickering was criticised to some 
extent, but no action was taken toward 
rebuking her. The matter of a gen- 
eral strike was not brought before the 
weavers at all. 

The strike council held a meeting in 
the afternoon, when encouraging reports 
of collectors were received, and various 
offers of benefit performances and con- 
tributions for the relief of the strikers 
were accepted. A check for $400 was 
received from the Boston Traveler as 
the proceeds of the benefits given at the 
Tremont and Columbia theatres in Bos- 
ton Sunday evening. 


The Clara Nevada. 

Seattle, Wash., Feb. 16.—No further 
mews has been received concerning the 
reported loss of the steamer Clara Ne- 
vada in Alaskan waters. Owing to the 
many conflicting rumors, hope for her 
safety has not yet been abandoned. On 
account of the remoteness of the scene 
of the reported disaster it is impossible 
to getanything authentic. Unlesssome 
unexpected steamer arrives, no definite 
news is expected before next Thursday. 

The latest report was brought down 
by the steamer Excelsior. Captain Don- 
nelilson said that just before he left 
Juneau the steamer Coleman arrived 
and reported that wreckage and bedding 
marked ‘Hassler’ had been washed 
ashore atSeward. Hesaid: “The Clara 
Nevada was formerly a government 
vessel known as the Hassler, and Ihave 
no doubt that she is at the bottom of the 
sea, at least such of her and her effects 
as were not burned, for the Seward citi- 
zens report having seen a blazing vessel 
on the water,” 

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Feb. 16.—The feature in yes- 
terday’s session of the legislature was 
the annual attack by Senator Cook of 
Worcester on the civil service commis- 
sion, speaking particularly on the bill 
providing for the appropriation for the 
state board. Senator Cook, in his re- 
marks, ridiculed the commission and 
endeavored to show that its work was 
against good government. He frankly 
confessed himself a spoilsman, and 
claimed that a civil service policy was 
not a good business policy. The bill was 
parsed to a third reading by a vote of 
15 to 6. 

The bill to prevent savings banks from 
occupying rooms of a national banking 
institution was refused a third reading 
in the house. 

The bill permitting the Boston and 
Maine railroad to buy and hold shares 
of leased lines was given a third reading 
in the senate without debate,

Boston, Feb. 16.—The affairs of the

Washington, Feb. 16.—Wednesday thé 
senate voted to call upon the attorne) 
general for the reasons which induce¢ 
him to abandon his plan of redeeming 
the first mortgage bonds of the Kansas 
Pacific branch of the Union Pacific, an¢ 
having the road operated by a receiver 
Mr. Harris denounced the present plar 
to sell the road at the bid of the reorgan- 
ization committee as defrauding the 
government of something more than 

$5,000,000, 

In his answer Mr. Griggs said: An- 
swering specifically the question con 
tained in the resolution of the senate, } 
would say that I have not authorized 
any agreement by which the property 
{fs to be sold for the face value of the 
subsidy bonds, nor has the govenrment 


agreed to be a bidderatthesale. The 
only agreement made was to discon- 
tinue the motion for postponement 


redemption and the appointment of a 
receiver, upon the guarantee that the 
mitteeminimum bid by the reorganiza- 
tion committee should be the principa 
of the government debt.” 

Mr. Foraker of Ohio explained the 
view taken of the matter by the admin 
istration, showing that the presiden 
was convinced that the reorganizatior 
committee proposed to pay for the roa¢ 
all that it was worth. The resolutios 
was finally passed in amended form. 

The executive session yesterday wa: 
enlivened by a vigorous effort of Senatoi 
Tillman of South Carolina to secure rec- 
ognition to make a point against the 
contention that the Hawaiian islands 
were of-strategic importance to the 
United States. Senator Gallinger oc- 
cupied the chair, and other senator: 
were seeking to make reports upon nom 
inations, several coming in after Mr 
‘Tillman had risen. His voice was 
drowned by theirs, and it began to look 
as if the genate might adjourn withou' 
his being heard. 

Apparently realizing the situation, Mr 
Tillman took his position in the middle 
aisle, directly in front of the chair, an¢ 
demanded to be heard. “I have stood 
here on my feet while eight or ten me 
have been recognized,” he said in ste 
torian tones, “and I want to know it 
I am to be heard.” 

“If the senator would speak a littl 
louder,” said Senator Hoar facetiously 
“he might be.”

agreeably upon Mr. Tillman's ears, ar 
he replied by appealing for protecti 
and fair treatment. “IT have beens

At this point, Senator Gallinger, \ 
occupied the chair, rapped for ora 
He then explained that the failure 
recognize Mr. Tillman was due to au 
inadvertence and to the fact that hi 
attention had been directed In anoths 
way. 

To this Mr. Tillman replied that " 
explanation was entirely satisfactory 
and he then proceeded to make his poir,t 
which was that the strategic importa: 
of the Hawaiian Islands was over-rat 
He argued that in case of a war betwe °) 
Japan and the United States, Jay 
could bring coal for her warships ove) 
in tenders and thus render herself en 
tirely independent of the islands. 

The house had a busy day Wednesday 
The time was devoted to the considera: 
tion bills and joint resolutions pre- 
sented under the call of committees, and 
16 of more or less public importancs 
were passed. Among the bills passes 
were the following: Senate bill te 
amend the navigation laws relating ta 
the coastwise trade; to amend the laws 
relating to official fees; to better con- 
trol and promote the safety of national 
banks by inhibiting loans to officers, dl- 
rectors or employes without the ap- 
proval of a majority of the directors and 
to amend the law relating to the licens- 
ing of mates on ocean and river steam- 
ers, to allow the use of private postals 
with cent stamps affixed. 

Mr. Loud called up a bill requiring 
pre-payment of postage on all first class 
mail matter. Mr. Clark (Rep., Ia.) ex- 
plained that the bill had been prepared 
at the instance of the postoffice depart- 
ment. 


of 


All other classes of mail matter 
were prepaid save that,in the letter 
class; which was carried in each tn- 
stance for a single postage. The post- 
age due on such letters was supposed to 
be paid at the point of delivery, but 
much of it was not collected and the 
government suffered a considerable loss 
of revenue. The principal criticism 
against the measure was that a letter 
which by the inadvertence of the sender 
was not fully prepaid would go to the 
dead letter office. The government 
would lose quite as much as it does now 
by holding up the letter at the point of 
sending, and besides cause much more 
annoyance tothe people. A letter now 
always went direct to its destination. 
Under the proposed amendment many 
letters would never reach their desti- 
nation, or get back to the senders. The 
bill was recommitted.

SILVER PEOPLE SPEAK: 


Quicome of Conference Just Con- 


ati 


cluded In Washington. 


Three Statements by Leaders 
of Respective Parties. 


What Democrats Declare to Be “The Mos; 
Stupendous Crime.” 


Washington, Feb. 16.—If the advice 
of the leaders is followed, there will be 
concert of action hereafter by all be- 
lievers in bimetallism regardless of 
party nomenclature and partisan pro- 
clivities. A conference that was in 
progress for a few weeks concluded its 
deliberations Tuesday night with all 
participating agreeing that those who 
think alike on the financial issue should 
act together. In furtherance of the 


recommendation it was decided to issué! 


addresses to the people. 

The Democratic address says: “The 
surrender of the Republican party to the 
advocates of the gold standard and 
monopoly isatlast complete. The pres- 
ent administration, called to power upon 
the solemn pledge of the Republican na- 
tional convention at St. Louis to pro- 
mote bimetallism, has sent to congress 
a bill, the leading purpose of which the 
secretary of the treasury avows is ‘to 
commit the country more thoroughly to 
the gold standard.’ The country has 
already for 24 years been so thoroughly 
committed to this standard, partly by 
law and partly by the usurpations of the 
executive branch of the government, 
that its effects are seen and felt on every 
hand. Wages are reduced; work is 
harder to get; the weight of debt is 
doubled; the value of the land and other 
property is reduced one-half or more 
until the lives of the people are ‘made 
bitter with hard bondage.’ It is cer- 
tainly not in the interest of humanity 
to have this condition of things more 
thoroughly established. The continued 
rise in the value of gold, or, which is the 
same thing, the continued fall of prices, 
must inevitably transfer the property of 
all those engaged in active business, the 
actual creators of wealth, whether by 
hand, brain or capital, to those who, 
avoiding the risk and effort of active 
business, only draw interest.” 

The address states that the increase 
of 145 percent in the value of money 
caused by its increasing scarcity from 
1809 to 1849 found expression at that 
time in extremely low prices and un- 
paralleled distress. 
gold and silver in extraordinary quanti- 
ties and the great increase in the vol- 
ume of metallic money relieved this dis- 
tress and brought wonderful prosperity. 
Substantially this condition, the ad- 
dress says, would have continued if both 
the precious metals had been allowed 


to remain in use as money. A wicked 
conspiracy, however, deprived one of 
them of the money function. This was 


done with the deliberate purpose of 
raising the value of the other by render- 
ing the supply of metallic money rela- 
tively scarcer as compared with the de- 
mand. From the hour of the consum- 
mation of this crime, mankind has suf- 
fered commercial and social distress in 
almost constantly increasing measure. 

Just in proportion to the growth of 
arts and civilization and the expansion 
of commerce, business and industry, the 
inadequacy of the volume of gold is felt 
and its value increased. The repression 
of life and happiness inseparable from 
a long course of declining prices, if con- 
tinued, will ultimately stifle civilization. 
The address quotes President Andrews 
of Brown university as saying some 
years ago: “Our national debt on Sept. 
1, 1865, was two and three-quarters bil- 
lions; it could then have been paid off 
With 18,000,000 bales of cotton, or 25,000, - 
000 tons of bar iron. When it had been 
reduced toa billionanda quarter, 30,000, - 
000 bales of cotton, or 32,000,000 tons of 
iron, would have been required to pay it. 
In other words, while a nominal! shrink- 
age of about 55 percent had taken place 
in the debt, it had, as measured in either 
of these two world’s Staples, been en- 
larged by some 50 percent.” 

The address declares that although 
more than half of the principal of this 
debt and every cent of interest had been 
paid by the labor of the United States, 
the holders of the bonds still held a 
claim for more of the labor of the peo- 
ple than they held before these enormous 
payments had been begun. This cruel 
confiscation of the lives and liberty of 
the laboring millions of this country, 
it says, is the most stupendous crime 
committed in the annals of civilization, 
Unless government of, by and for the 
people has perished from the earth, the 
present boldly avowed scheme, not only 
to continue, but to increase these evils 
will not be permitted. 

The address in conclusion Says: “In 
view of the great principles involved 
and of the danger so close at- hand we 
urge the people everywhere to arouse 
themselves and at once to take steps to 
save themselves and their children from 
the fetters now being openly forged to 
bind them. Our only danger is in divis- 
ion. If we are in earnest we must have 
harmony amongst ourselves. If there 
should be those who would divide us, let 
them be summarily and emphatically 
rebuked by the people who have none 
but high and patriotic motives. After 
the bold declaration of the administra- 
tion in favor of the gold standard no sin- 
cere bimetallist can ever “gain by his 
vote or influence give aid or encourage- 
ment to the Republican party. Either 
the friends of bimetallism or the advo- 
cates of the gold standard, trusts and 
monopoles must succeed. We ask no 
one to yield any principle, but in this 
Great contest we do appeal to all men 
to stand solidly together for liberty and 
humanity and strike down forever this 
conspiracy of gold and monopoly.” 

The Populist address Says: “The con- 
spiracy of gold and monopoly is nearing 
its culmination. Neither the bene- 
ficiaries nor the tools of this conspiracy 
have any particular politics. In name 
the last administration was Democratic 
The present administration is called 
Republican, but it has ingloriously prac- 
ticed and defended the perfidious poli- 
cies of its predecessor. This country 
has, during the past 24 years, suffered 
enough of the bliighting effect of the 
gold stand rd so faras fraudulent legis- 
lation and executive usurpation have 


The discovery of} 
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been able to establish it. It is now 


boldly proposed to legalize what has | 


been done in defiance of law, and to use 
the power secured by false pretenses 
from a long suffering and too trustful 
people to put upon this infamous design 
the stamp of alleged popular authoriza- 
tion.” 

The address asserts that the gold syn- 
dicate and its allied monopolies have 
used their tremendous power to discrim- 
inate against sections and individuals, 
to dry competition, to breed business 
stagnation and to create “hard times” 
in the midst of plenty. Thus the organ- 
ization and maintenance of great in- 
dustrial trusts have been promoted 
which operate to aggravate the evil con- 
ditions which gave them birth. Thus 
they are making millions of paupers to 
create a few millionaires. The inevit- 
able result must be to convert our gov- 
ernment into an oligarchy of sordid 
wealth, : 

The address of the silver Republicans 
says: “The cunning plans of the bene- 
ficiaries of the gold standard and the 
advocates of monopoly are fast nearing 
completion. They need but to win one 
more victory to become supreme, and 
to be able to defy the sovereignty of the 
people for generations. The policy of 
the Republican administration is a plain 
confession that the secret authors of the 
St. Louis platform of 1896 arein absolute 
control of that party. Power thus se- 
cured by false pretenses is to be ruth- 
lessly used to carry out the ulterioy de- 
signs of the conspirators. 

“Before this awful and imminent peril 
to the institutions of our country every 
personal ambition must melt away and 
every merely partisan contention must 
be stilled. While this issue remains un- 
settled, Democrat, Populist and silver 
Republican must stand shoulder to 
shoulder im a commoncause. Until this 
final assault of the enemy upon the last 
ramparts of our industrial and social in- 
dependence is repelled, until the control 
of the money system of the country is 
rescued from the hands of special in- 
terests and assured to the whole people, 
the members of the great armies of po- 
litical reform in every part of the United 
States should act in mutual justice and 
harmonious co-operation for the gen- 

ral welfare.”

W. C. Moody was arrested in Chicago 
on the charge of embezzling $29,000 from 
the funds of the Oak Park Building and 
Loan association.

Amanda Goddard was burned to death 
in her home at South Walpole, Mass. 
She was alone at the time, her daughter 
and grandson, who live with her, having 
been visiting in Foxboro. 

Lillian C. Hanna and President Bald- 
win, both of Cleveland, were married 
last evening in Thomasville, Ga. Sena- 
tor Hanna was not present, being de- 
tained by official business, 

James Murphy, 40 years of age, and 
supposed to be a resident of Marysville, 
N. B., was found dead beside the rail- 
road track near St. Stephen, Me. He 
was in town begging during the after- 
noon. 

The West End hotel and seven cottages 
at Rockaway Beach, N. Y., were de- 
stroyed by fire last night, entailing a 
loss of $100,000. The hotel was owned 
by Paul Hauk. The fire broke out in 
that building. 

The board of directors of the first New 
York Beet Sugar company has decided 
to offer cash prizes to growers who raise 
the largest, the next largest and the 
third, fourth and fifth largest number 
of tons per acre. 

In the presence of 4000 spectators 
George Washington Edwards, colored, 
was hanged in Senatobia, Miss., for the 
murder of Roxie Williams. The crime, 
a peculiarly atrocious one, was com- 
mitted in July, 1896. 

Owing to the refusal of the Liberal 
and Irish leaders to co-operate, the Brit- 
ish government has abandoned its inten- 
tion of appointing a new commission on 
the financial relations between Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

The New Jersey board of taxation de- 
cided that property owned by Women's 
Christian Temperance unions is not ex- 
empt from taxation, as the unions do not 
come under the head of religious or 
charitable institutions. 

D. A. Weeks, the accomplice of Charles 
A. Bonay, who is under sentence of death 
for the murder of George Marcus 
Nichols of Trumbull, Conn., pleaded 
guilty to second degree murder and was 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. 

Small-pox has been declared epidemic 
in Middlesboro, Ky. There are 39 cases. 
All saloons and the public schools are 
closed. No loitering on streets is al- 
lowed. The mails are fumigated and 
surrounding towns are closed against 
Middlesboro, 

The whole number of persons injured 
in connection with street railway oper- 
ation in Massachusetts, as reported by 
the companies for the year encing Sept. 
30, 1897, was 2063, of whoin 40 receiy ed 
fatal injuries. Those included 1266 pas- 
sengers, of whom 10 were injured fatally. 

Rey. William J. Conley, aged 36 years, 
died yesterday at the home of his par- 
ents at Valley Falls, R.I. He was born 
in Sandwich, Mass., and received his 
elementary education in that town. 
Later he attended Ottawa college, the 
theological seminary at Alleghany, N. 
Y., and was ordained at Seton Hall, N. J. 
in 1892. 

Preparations are now being made by 
the LeDanon company of Pawtucket, 
R. IL, owned by Edward Thayer and his 
sons, to erect a three-story mill on the 
east bank of the Blackstone river in that 
city. The company manufactures yarns, 
Stockinets and astrachan material for 
ladies’ cloaks, and employs about 300 
hands.

the Maine's 


AT HAVANA. 


Destruction. 


Nothing Yet to Indicate the Cause Diselosed---- 
Theory of Boiler Explosion Given Credibility. 


Arrival of Survivors in Key West, Fla.—No Light Thrown Upon 


Tragedy, but Men Filled With 


Washington, Feb. 17.—Perfect frank- 
ness was shown by Secretary Long in 
giving giving out to the public all the 
facts about the Maine, and the sus- 
picions that because it is the harbor of 
Havana the disaster might be traced 
iu some way to a Spaniard of a Cuban, 
which were rife in the secretary's own 
department, were not countenanced. 

The secretary said: 

“Based upon information from Cap- 
tain Sigsbee, it is believed that the for- 
ward magazine exploded. Whatcaused 
the explosion will have to be learned 
later. Of course the catastrophe is a 
terrible one, and excites suspicions, but 
there is no indication of anything but 
an accident in the dispatches from Con- 
sul General Lee and Captain Sigsbee. 

“Captain Sigsbee has been instructed 
to employ divers, and to use every means 
within his power to find out as quickly 
as possible what caused the disaster, 
and just as soon as the department gets 
the information the public will be given 
it. In the meantime, as Captain Sigs- 
bee suggests, public opinion should be 
suspended until an investigation can 
be made.” 

Secretary Long undoubtedly summar- 
ized the general opinion of the majority 
of the naval experts in finding it im- 
possible just now to state the cause of 
the destruction of the Maine. There 
are a great number of theories, but most 
of them are of a character that makes 
it easy to prove or upset them by a 
simple investigation by a diver. Sec- 
retery Long has taken immediate steps 
to make this investigation. Late yes- 
terday afternoon he telegraphed to 
Admiral Sicard at Key West to appoint 
a board of naval officers to proceed at 
once to Havana, employ divers and 
make such inquiry as the regulations 
of the navy demand shail be made in 
the case of the loss of a ship. It is 
expécted that this work will take some 
time, and while there are officers who 
say that in their opinion it will not bt 
possible, owing to the probably dis- 
rupted condition of the hull of the ship, 
to make out the cause of the explosion, 
the opinion of the majority is that the 
question will be easily settled by the 
simple observation of the condition of 
the ship's hull plates in the neighborhood 
of the hole which sank her—whether or 
not they are bulged, as would be the 
case if the explosion came from the in- 


side, or whether they were driven in, | 


as would result from the attack of a tor- 
pedo, or the explosion of a mine beneath 
the ship. The large majority of naval 
officers are inclined to the belief that the 
explosion resulted from spontaneous 
combustion of a coal bunker; the over 
heating of the partitions between the 
boilers and the magazine, or from the 
explosion of a boiler, though the last 
theory finds little support. 

Senator Perkins of California, who 
has been a navigator all his life and 
knows thoroughly every detail in the 
construction and handling of great ships, 
said: “The chances, it seems to me, 
are 999 in 1000 that the calamity did not 
result from accident. It has been sug- 
gested that the explosion might have 
occurred while ammunition was being 
handled, but that is scarcely credible, 
as ammunition on a warship lying at 
anchor is not handled at 10 o'clock at 
night. Every electric wire and every 
spark of fire on board the ship is far dis- 
tant from the magazines, and there is 
no possibility of danger by those means 
being communicated to the ammuni- 
tion. The discipline of both officers and 
men on the Maine, as well as on every 
other vessel, is such that the explo- 
sion could not have been caused by any 
action of @my one ofthem. The maza- 
zines of the Maine and other ships of 
her class and the mechanism which 
operates them are constructed with all 
the nicety of a watch. By the simple 
pressure of an electric button, any mag- 
azine on board the vessel could be in- 
stantly submerged and no fire could 
gain such headway as to endanger any 
of the magazines without discovery. 
That it was not an accident I feel as- 
sured, and that it was due to treachery 
Iam convinced.” 

Mr. Cummings of New York, 4a mem- 
ber of the house naval committee, un- 
hesitatingly gave it as his opinion that 
the ship had been blown up by a float- 
ing torpedo. ‘It would have been easy,” 
said he, “for someone to have floated 
a torpedo down upon the ship as she 
lay at anchor.” Mr. Cummings said it 
was more reasonable to suppose that the 
Maine had been blown up than that for 
the first time in our history one of our 
warships had blown up without external 
agency. In speaking of the ease with 
which a torpedo could have been ptaced 
under the Maine, he recalled the occa- 
gion when Captain Paul Boyton, as a 
joke, swam alongside a British warship 
in New York harbor and attached a 
bogus torpedo to her protecting netting. 

The Maine had three magazines. The 
one forward was used for the storage o1 
ammunition for the big 10-inch turret 
guns. There were 80 rounds of this 
ammunition, weighing 15,000 pounds. 
This quantity of explosive is so large 
that naval officers here can scarcely be-

prismatic powder. Not only is this 
powder most carefully packed in her- 
metically sealed copper cases, but its 
heat resisting qualities are so great that 
it cannot be ignited by the flame of 
a match, 600 degrees Farenheit being the 
| amount of heat that must be applied for 
some time to set off the powder. On 
the other hand, it is readily ignited, in 
the case of the charge in a gun, by the 
explosion of a good quantity of ful- 
minate. Every precaution is adopted 
| aboard ship to safeguard the magazine. 
| In its vicinity a sentry stands on duty 
‘eontinually. The doors are closed her- 
metically except when the ship is cleared 
foraction. At 8 o'clock every night the 
temperature is taken and the keys of 
the locked door are placed in the cap- 
tain’s hands for the night. The records 
} of the navy department show that 87 
degrees was the maximum temperature 
in the Maine's magazines during the 
past month, a very low and safe tem- 
perature. These facts make it extreme- 
ly difficult to accétint for the explosion, 
particularly as no visitors are admitted 
under any circumstances to the maga- 
zine. Of course it is possible that there 
was spontaneous combustion of some 
fulninate or gun-cotton$ntended for use 
in torpedoes. There were no steam 
pipes or furnaces near enough to the 
magazine to cause the belief that they 
might have exploded the powder. 

The coal bunkers were in the neighbor- 
hood, and it is just possible that in them 
might be found the origin of the accident. 
It deperds on whether they were empty 
or contained coal to some degree. It is 
said to be the practice of commanders 
to empty the fore-bunkers of the ship 
first. in which case the Maine's bunkers 
in that quarter were probably emptied 
owing to the length of her stay in Ha- 
vana harbor. If, however, the bunkers 
were not entirely empty, they undoubt- 
edly contained within themselves ele- 
ments of danger that might account 
for the explosion. The department 
within recent years has been greatly 
troubled by complaints of spontaneous 
combustion of coal which has endan- 
gered the lives of the crews and the 
safety of the ships. The Cincinnati 
twice at least has been obliged to flood 
her magazines to prevent their blowing 
up during fire of this kind, and the Bos- 
ton has been in the same condition. 
In some of these cases shelving in the 
magazines which separated the powder 
charges has been charred by the in- 
tense heat caused by the burning coal. 
Although the bunkers are inspected 
under the regulations at frequent inter- 
vals, so numerous have been the cases 
of combustion that the navy department 
only recently had the special board in- 
vestigate the subject with the view to 


applying preventative measures. Un- 
fortunately this board was prevented 
from making the thorough investigation 
necessary, because no funds were ap- 
plicable to the purpose. 

The theory advanced by the Spanish 
authorities, that the disaster might have 
been caused by the explosion of the 
boiler, is accepted at the navy depart- 
ment as within the bounds of credibility. 
The Maine’s boiler was separated from 
the powder magazines at the nearest 
point by a space of about four feet 
usually filled with coal. At least one 
boiler undoubtedly was kept under al- 
most full steam in order to run the dyna- 
mos and move the ship in case of need. 
The explosion of sucha boiler migly easily 
drive through the bulkhead and fire the 
magazine. 

Inasmuch as suspicion exists in some 
quarters, that a torpedo was used 
against the Maine, it may be said that 
the majority of naval officers believe 
that the character of the explosion was 
hardly such as could be attributed to 
a torpedo. The latter, charged with 
about 100 pounds of gun-powder or gun- 
cotton, it is believed, would have torn 
a large hole in the bottom or side of the 
Maine, but was scarcely likely to fire 
the magazine, which is not near the 
bottom.

Late last night the following dispatch 
from Captain Sigsbee at Havana ad- 
dressed to Secretary Long was received: 
“All men whose names have not been 
sent as saved probably are lost. Have 
given up Jenkins and Merritt as lost. 
Bodies are still floating ashore this after- 
noon. I keep nine officers, one private 
and Gunner's Mate Bullock here with 
me.” 


BLAME THE SPANIARDS. 


No Light on the Mystery Shed by Sur- 
vivors In Key West. 

Key West, Feb. 17.—The steamer 
Olivette, with 62 survivors of the Maine 
on board, arrived here at 10:30 last night, 
seven anda half hours from Havana. Of 
the number 20 are wounded, 10 seriously 
and one fatally. Company A, First ar- 
tillery, took possession of the dock be- 
fore the vessel's arrival and kept back 
the excited crowd, which included half 
the population of Key West. No one 
not in uniform was allowed to go on 
board. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
say Purser Dennison o fthe Olivette, who 
gave the following brief account of the 
disaster: ‘The explosion is an absolute 
mystery toeveryone. It occurred in the 
forward magazine, which is just for- 
ward of amidships and below the water 
line. The coal bunkers are outside, but 
separated by two feet of space. Ac- 
cording to custom the magazine was in- 
spected at 8 o’clock in the evening and 
the temperature found to be 49. The 
magazine was locked and the keys given 
to Captain Sigsbee. The men went to 
their hammocks in the forward part of 
the ship soon after 9 o'clock. The ex- 
plosion occurred at 9:40, and hence the 
awful and overwhelming loss of life.” 

No one can yet give a connected ac- 
count. About 10 men who were In the 


forward part of the ship were saved, 
and of these several men had their ham- 
mocks slung onthelowerdeck. Theex- 
plosion split the big ship in two and 
threw these and one marine who were 
sleeping on the superstructure 40 feet 
in the air and into the water. In the 
magazine were 25 tons of coarse powder, 
used for charging the big guns, there 
being no dynamite, detonating powder, 
nor torpedo heads, and nothing in fact 
that could be exploded by concussion. 
In the main magazine aft the high ex- 
plosives were stored, and this magazine 
did not explode. There are no electric 
wires connecting with or near the maga- 
gine. It is not believed that the Maine 
was destroyed by a torpedo underneath, 
as if this were the case a hole would 
have been torn in the bottom and the 
ship would not have been riven to atoms 
as was the case. The aft part of the 
ship sank in three minutes, and the offi- 
cers and survivors of the crew escaped 
half clothed. Pieces of the wreckage 
flew a distance of 500 yards. 

The officers, as a rule, were reticent 
and followed in line with their chief, 
Sigsbee, in saying that the cause of the 
explosion could only be ascertained by 
divers, but many of the sailors were 
outspoken in their declaration of belief 
that the explosion was a deep laid plot 
of the Spaniards. They are greatly in- 
censed against the Havana people, who 
have shown them small courtesy, who 
looked upon their presence asa national 
affront and who have published anony- 
mous circulars captioned “Down with 
Americans.” They believe that the 
authors of such expressed and cowardly 
hatred would not stop at an act of such 
vengeance as the blowing up of the 
Maine. These sailors, acquainted with 
the drills, discipline"and ensemble of a 
man-of-war, pooh-pooh the idea of an 
internal explosion as the last thing to be 
thought of.

Lieutenant Commander R. Wain- 
wright of the Maine was half undressed 
at 9:45 p. m., and was smoking in his 
cabin next to that of Captain Sigsbee 
when the explosion occurred and put 
out the electric lights. He lit a match 
and went to Captain Sigsbee’s cabin. 
The captain, it appears, had been thrown 
from his bed, but was uninjured. They 
both went on deck and ordered the men 
to flood 2500 pounds of guncotton which 
were on board. The order was carried 
out, but the men never returned, Ha- 
vana, however, was saved from a still 
more terrible explosion. Four boats 
were lowered, all manned by officers, and 
one of them was lost. 

The Maine, at the time of the explos- 
ion, was at anchor about 500 yards from 
the arsenal and some 200 yards from the 
floating dock. 

Captain Sigsbee, when interviewed 
last evening by the correspondent of the 
Associated Press with reference to the 
cause of the explosion, said: “I cannot 
yet determine the cause; but competent 
investigators will decide whether the 
explosion was produced from an interior 
orexteriorcause. I cannot say anything 
until after such an investigation hee 
been made. I will not and cannot < 
scientiously anticipate the decision, 
do I wish to make any unjust esti: 
of the reason for the disaster,” 

The Discussion says that fire br 
out on board the Maine at 7:30p. m., and 
that the crew were unable to extinguish 
it. The first explosion is said to have 
been caused by over 600 pounds of gun 
cotton, and the subsequent explosion is 
alleged to have been caused by Shells 
and cartridges. 


Regrets of Mr. DeLome. 

New York, Feb. 17.—Mr. De Lome, ac- 
companied by his wife and two boys, 
was escorted by detectives from the 
hotel to the dock yesterday. Four state- 
rooms were in readiness for the ex-min- 
ister. A cabin set apart for a reception 
room was filled with floral emblems, 
Among the many friends who were pres- 
ent to bid the De Lomes farewell was 
Miss Pauncefote, eldest daughter of the 
British ambassador. An album con- 
taining resolutions of sympathy signed 
by Spaniards in this city was handed 
to Mr. De Lome, who, in a short speech, 
returned thanks and said he hoped he 
would retain the highly valued good will 
of the Spanish colony in New York. 
As the steamer drew away from her 
dock there were cheers from the Span- 
jards for De Lome. 

In speaking of the Maine's mishap he 
said: “This appalling disaster forces 
me to a declaration that I love America 
as I do no other country than my own. 
The Spanish ministry and the Spanish 
people have been greatly misunderstood 
in this country,” Mr. De Lome said, 
“They desire peace. They all want peace 
with America and Americans, not only 
from motives of policy, but because they 
love America. Iam forced to sug now 
by this terrible affair what I should have 
been precluded from saying before. 
There is no country in the world that 
Ilove asI doAmerica. Ilove the coun- 
try and the people, and it is with the 
keenest regret that I take my leave as 
the unfortunate letterincident. Nearly 
all prominent Spaniards and men of 
influence in my country share my views 
in regard te America.” 


Pang to British Hearts, 

London, Feb. 17.—The Daily News, 
commenting on the disaster, says: “The 
disaster reaches the very extremity of 
horror. The public feeling of the world, 
shocked by this dire calamity, will do 
well to imitate the restraint imposed on 
that of the United States by both the 
Washington government and the cap- 
tain of the ill-fated ship. For suspicions 
of foul play there seems to be absolutely 
no warrant, though naturally they 
haunt the minds of many Americans, 
They should be entertained only on ab- 
solute compulsion. A spark of mis- 
directed natjonal feeling might cause 
terrible mischief. ‘he attitude of 
Spain at this agonizing moment will 
either efface the memory of the De 
Lome incident forever, or revive it with 
added circumstances of bitterness and 
exasperation that cannot be contem- 
plated without ashudder. The calamity 
sends a pang to every British heart.” 

The Daily Mail says: “The suspicion 
of Spanish treachery exhibited by a sec- 
tion of American opinion looks Ill be- 
side the accounts of the splendid gal- 
lantry of the suspects in saving drown- 
ing Americans; and it indicates an ugly 
temper towards Spain.” 

The Times editorially expresses pro- 
found sympathy with the United States. 
It refers to certain “ominious opinions 
heard in America” and says: “For- 
tunately for America and for the world, 
the United States is not governed by 
persons of this type. So far, not only 
the government but the people of Amer- 
ica and Spain have acted with good 
sense, good feeling and dignity.” 


Attributed to Spaniards. 

New York, Feb. 17.—An evening. paper 
quotes Horatio S. Rubens, counsel for 
the Cuban junta, as saying: “Taking 
everything into consideration, I am 
firmly convinced that the tragedy in Ha- 
vana harbor was the work of the Span- 
iards. It is well known that there has 
been a very bitter feeling among the 
Spaniards in Cuba against the Maine. 
Canalejas’ own paper, The Herald, has 
repeatedly stated that the presence of 
the Maine was a menace to peace, and 
{t was to the editor of this paper that 
De Lome wrote his famous letter, Ata 
bull fight in Cuba a week ago Sunday 
the Spaniards openly insulted men from 
the Maine, and the feeling against them 
has gradually grown to be very bitter. 

“It would have been comparatively 
easy to plant a torpedo under the Maine. 
If any Spaniards did it they certainly 
acted in connivance with the Spanish 
authorities. I feel certain it was not 
the work of the Cubans, because if they 
had wanted to blow anything up they 
would have directed their force toward 
Spanish vessels or Weyler long before 
this,”

LOSS OF EIGHTY-SEVEN 


French Steamer Totally Wrecked on 
Spanish Island. 


Struck During Heavy Weather 
and Broke In Two. 


Only Fourteen Survivors of the Hundred and 
One Who Were on Board. 


Tenerife, Cagary Islands, Feb. 17.— 
The French steamer Flatchat bound 
from Marseilles for Colon was totally 
wrecked on Anaga point, this island, at 
1 o'clock yesterday morning. Her cap- 
tain, second officer, 11 of the crew and 
one passenger were saved. Thirty-eight 
of the crew and 49 passengers were lost. 

The Flatchat struck during a thick 
fog. Heavy weather prevailed at the 
time, and the steamer soon broke in 
two. A small steamer brought the 
14 survivors to Santa Cruz and, after 
landing them, returned to the scene of 
the disaster to endeavor to render fur- 
ther assistance. 

The Flatchat was built at Stockton, 
Eng., in 1880. She was a stern screw, 
iron vessel of 1239 tons net and 2175 tons 
gross register. She was 300 feet long 
by 36 feet beam and 25.5 feet depth of 
hoid. 


In Congress. 

Washington, Feb. 17.—A discussion on 
coast defenses was the interesting fea- 
ture of the senate yesterday. Many 
senators took the ground that the ap- 
propriations should be for the full 
amount of the estimates by the war de- 
partment instead of some four million 
less. Senators Perkins and Hale said 
that it was the policy of the appropria- 
tions committee to make an annua! ex- 
penditure of $10,000,000 a year for the 
fortifications. Senators Stewart, Haw- 
ley, Chandler and Lodge spoke in favor 
of increases. Senator Teller also advo- 
cated liberal expenditures, and during 
his remarks made significant allusions 
to Cuba and Hewaii. The indications, 
he thought, were strong for a general 
war, and while the United States might 
escape by drawing its head into its 
shoulders like a turtle, still we, as a 
great nation, should be prepared for 
any emergency. It was our duty, when 
a nation was conducting a war upon our 
borders contrary to international law 
and the rules of humanity, to step tothe 
front and tell that nation it must de- 
sist, let the consequence be to us what 
they might. We would despise a strong 
man who would not defend a weak 
child from a brute, and a great nation 
would be expected to defend an abused 
people under the same circumstances. 
If the United States wanted to be- 
come anything more than a hermit na- 
tion and escape war only by submitting 
to insults, it would have to prepare it- 
self to take part in the affairs of the 
world. 

Senator Morrill of Vermont occupied 
the entire time of the executive session 
with a speech opposing the’*ratification 
of the Hawaiian annexation treaty. 
There was more than usual! interest in 
the speech owing both to the advanced 
age of the senator and to the fact that 
he is the only Republican senator who 
has so far spoken in opposition to the 
treaty. His speech was intended to 
show that the acquisition of the Ha- 
walian islands would be against good 
policy and the traditions of this country. 

The debate on the bankruptcy bill, 
which is to continue until Saturday, 
when a vote will be taken, opened in the 
house yesterday, but it attracted little 
attention, the interest of the members 
being entirely absorbed by the disaster 
to the Maine. At times the hall of the 
house was almost deserted, the mem- 
bers being congregated in the lobbies 
or cloak rooms discussing the accident 
and speculating upon its probable con- 
sequences. Just before the house ad- 
journed Mr. Boutelle, chairman of the 
naval committee, presented the follow- 
ing resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: 

“Resolved, that the house of represen- 
tatives has learned with profound sor- 
row of the great calamity which has 
caused the destruction of the United 
States battleship Maine and the ap- 
palling loss of more than 250 lives and 
the wounding of many others of the 
gallant defenders of our flag, and that 
the house expresses its Sympathy for 
the injured and its sincere condolences 
with the families of those who have lost 
their lives in the service of the nation.” 


Alleged Lawbreakers. 

Boston, Feb. 17.—The attorney general 
received from the gas and electric com- 
missioners a communication yesterday 
calling attention to the fact that the 
Massachusetts Pipe Line Gas company 
has issued $1,000,000 in stock under its 
charter of 1896 without the approval of 
the board of gas commissioners, for 
which the company is reported to the 
law officer of the commonwealth. 

It is probable that the attorney general 
will immediately bring the company 
into the courts for alleged violation of 
the law, and the question which that 
company desired to have settled, the 
Question of the jurisdiction of the gas 
commission over this particular issue of 
stock, will be in a fair way of adjudica- 
tion. 

The company contended that when the 
legislature enacted the bill granting a 
charter it intended to give the com- 
pany full authority to issue the amount 
of stock without approval by the com- 
mission. 


The Zola Trial. 
Paris, Feb. 17.—It was the 

belief yesterday that the ee iy it 
would end tomorrow or Saturday next. 
Now speculation fixes upon Wednesday 
next or even a later date. It is begin- 
ning to be believed that the bordereau 
may yet be produced. The continued 
strain of the proceedings is having a 
visible effect upon Mr. Laborie. He 
was tired and out of temper during the 
evidence of General Pellieux, who, as 
the spokesman of the ministry of war. 
devoted his rugged eloquence to showing 
that it was impossible for Count Ester- 
hazy to have written the bordereau. 
Certainly, if the verdict of the jury had 
been given at that moment, it would 
have gone hard with Zola.

Storm of Yesterday. 

Boston, Feb. 17.—A_ violent 
swept over New England yesterday, 
causing terrific off-shore gales from 
Nantucket to Portland, although the 
precipitation, which was mostly in the 
form of snow, was comparatively light 
exceptin Maine. Asa destructive force, 
the storm did not compare with that of 
two weeks ago, but the wind blew much 
harder and the barometer fell to a point 
seldom reached in this locality. The 
storm was followed by a cold wave, the 
thermometer in this city dropping 20 de- 
grees in a short time. 

The storm wrought considerable havoc, 
and was directly responsible for two 
deaths and two railroad accidents.

A PUZZLE. 


he Maine Buried with Honors 


at Havana. 


Bodies Not Brought to United States Because of 


Sanitary and Other Reasons. 


The Government Will Wait for the Result of a Naval 
Inquiry Which Has Been Ordered. 


Havana, Feb. 18.—Captain Sigsbee 
cabled Thursday to Secretary Long as 
follows: “General Blanco called on me 
personally at the hotel last night, and 
also the mayor of the city. They have 
requested me to permit the government 
here to give a public burial to the dead al- 
ready found in order that public sym- 
pathy may be expressed thereby and 
due honor shown the dead. Ground for 
the burial has been secured. Is it as- 
sumed that I aim expected by the de- 
partment to bury the dead here? Infact 
would be impracticable to transport re- 
mains to the United States; means and 
facilities are lacking. I have accepted 
the offer of the authorities.” 

Secretary Long’s answerread: ‘Tele- 
gram received and action approved. Ex- 
press to Captain General Blanco and to 
the mayor and people of Havana the 
thanks of this department and its ap- 
preciation of their action in extending 
the honors you have reported to those 
lost on board of the Maine.” 

The authorities were communicated 
with immediately and all arrangements 
completed for the obsequies. Five 
o'clock was the hour set for the move- 
ment to the place of sepulture. Flags 
were at half mast and houses were dec- 
orated with mourning, while the streets 
along the line of march were thronged 
by people, whose countenances revealed 
the profound sympathy they felt. 

The order of the procession was as fol- 
lows: The municipal guards on horse- 
back, in full uniform; the city fire bri- 
gade, the municipal employes, the al- 
dermen in seven splendidly decorated 
firemen’s cars, special cars bearing the 
remains, nine bodies being carried on a 
splendidly decorated car; the clergy, 
deputations consisting of the chief of- 
ficers of the army, the navy and the 
volunteers; representatives of various 
official bureaux and of the custom house, 
a committee representing the chamber 
of commerce, a delegation representing 
the grocers, the council of administra- 
tion, representatives.of the treasury, the 
press and political organizations; then 
the chief officers of the Maine, the rep- 
resentatives of foreign governments, the 
city magistrates with their mace bear- 
ers, provincial deputies, employes of the 
general and regional autonomic govern- 
ments, the municipal mace bearers; then 
General Parrado, with four aides-de- 
camp, representing Captain General 
Blanco (whose personal presence was 
not allowable under the law), having on 
his right United States Consul General 
Lee and on his left the mayor of Havana, 
Marquis Larrinaga, Admiral Manterola, 
General Salano and other officers; two 
companies of marines andinfantry. The 
funeral music was furnished by the 
bands of the Isabel and Porto Rico bat- 
talions, which accompanied the bodies. 

The coffins were covered with beauti- 
ful crowns of silk ribbons, with appro- 
priate inscriptions. The crown from the 
city council bore the inscription, ‘‘The 
people of Havana to the victims of the 
Maine.” There was a handsome crown 
of silk ribbons in the Spanish national 
colors with the inscription, ‘‘The navy 
department at Havana to the victims of 
the Maine.” 


WILL NOT FORGET IT. 


Lieutenant Tells of the Suddenness and 
Destructiveness of the Explosion. 

Key West, Fla., Feb. 18.—One lMeu- 
tenant has been found who has broken 
the reserve maintained by his brothers 
concerning the tragedy in Havana har- 
bor. He is Lieutenant Blandin, who 
was on the Trenton at the time of the 
disaster off Samoa in March, 1889, when 
American and German vessels lost 244 
men all told. 

Lieutenant Blandin says: “I was on 
watch, and when the men had been 
piped below I looked down the main 
hatches and over the side of the ship. 
Everything was absolutely normal. I 
walked aft to the quarterdeck, behind 
the rear turret, as is allowed after 8 
o'clock in the evening, and sat gown 
on the port side, where I remained for a 
few minutes. Then, for some reason I 
cannot explain to myself now, I moved 
to the starboard side and sat down there. 
I was feeling a bit glum and, in fact, was 
so quiet that Lieutenant J. Hood came up 
and asked laughingly if I were asleep. 
I said ‘No, I am on watch.’ 

“Scarcely had I spoken when there 
came a dull, sullen roar. Would to God 
that I could blot out the sound and the 
scenes that followed. Then came a 
sharp explosion; some say, numerous 
detonations. I remember only one, It 
seemed to me that the sound came from 
the port side forward. Then came a 
perfect rain of missiles of all descrip- 
tions, from huge pieces of cement to 
blocks of wood, steel railings, fragments 
of gratings and all the debris that would 
be detachable in an explosion. I was 
struck on the head by a piece of cement 
and knocked down, but I was not hurt, 
and got to my feet ina moment. Lieu- 
tenant Hood had run to the poop; and I 
supposed, as I followed, that he was 
dazed by the shock and about to jump 
overboard. I hailed him, and he an- 
swered that he had run to the poop to 
help lower the boats. When I got there, 
though scarce a minute could have 
elapsed, I had to wade in water to my 
knees, and alsnost instantly the quarter- 
deck was awish. On the poop I found 


Captain Sigsbee as cool as if at a ball; 
and soon all the officers except Jenkins 
and Merritt joined us. The poop was 
above water after the Maine settled to 
the bottom. Captain Sigsbee ordered 
the launch and gig lowered; and the 
officers and men, who by this time had 
assembled, got the boats out and rescued 
a number in the water. Captain Sigs- 
bee ordered Lieutenant Commander 
Wainwright forward to see the extent 
of the damage, and if anything could be 
done to rescue those forward or to ex- 
tinguish the flames, which followed close 
upon the explosion and burned fiercely 
as long as there were any combustibles 
above water to feed them. Lieutenant 
Commander Wainwright on his return 
reported the total and awfal character 
of the calamity; and Captain Sigsbee 
gave the last sad order, ‘Abandon ship,’ 
to men overwhelmend with grief indeed, 
but calm and apparently unexcited. 

“In the meantime four boats from the 
Spanish cruiser, Alfonso XII, arrived, to 
be followed soon by two from the Ward 
line steamer City of Washington. The 
two boats first lowered from the City of 
Washington were found to be riddled 
with flying debris from the Maine and 
unfit for use. Captain Sigsbee was the 
last man to leave his vessel and left in 
his own gig. 

“I have no theories as to the cause of 
the explosion. I cannot formany. An 
examination by divers may tell some- 
thing to a court of inquiry. I, with oth- 
ers, had heard that the Havana harbor 
was full of torpedoes; but the officers 
whose duty it was to examine into that 
reported that they found no signs of any. 
Personally I do not believe the Spanish 
had anything to do with the disaster. 
Time may tell. I hope so. We were in 
a delicate position on the Maine so far 
as taking any precautions was con- 
cerned. We were friends in a friendly, 
or alleged friendly, port and could not 
fire upon or challenge the approach of 
any boat boarding us unless convinced 
that her intention was hostile. 

“I wish to heaven I could forget it. 
I have been in two wrecks now and have 
had my share; but the reverberations of 
that sullen, yet resonant, roar, as if the 
bottom of the sea were groaning in tor- 
ture, will haunt me for many a day, and 
the reflection of that pillar of flame 
comes to me even when I closé my eyes.” 


A Heart-Breaking Spectacle. 

Havana, Feb. 18.—The correspondent 
of the Associated Press visited the hos- 
pitals of San Ambrosio and Alfonso XII 
Wednesday. The scene was heart- 
breaking, and the dressing of the wounds 
of the victims was a horrible spectacle. 
Some of them, however, are already 
much better. Two are near death— 
Carl A. Smith, whose leg and jaw were 
broken and who is badly burned, and A. 
Anderson, who has burns all over his 
body. Both have received the sacra- 
ments. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press was in the cable office filing a mes- 
sage when the explosion occurred. He 
saw from the window of that office a 
great column of fire shooting upwards, 
like a big blaze of fireworks, and he 
hurried to the wharf and to the quarters 
of Admiral Manterola. By that time 
the correspondent could see flames ex- 
tending over the whole ship, and, a few 
minutes later, the Mainesank. The ex- 
plosion so disjointed and twisted the 
battleship that her remains now appear 
like a pile of wreckage. All the upper 
deck structure, turrets and guns, are in 
a heap and one boiler has been blown out 
of its place. The foremast and bow of 
the Maine have collapsed, and now only 
the end of her mainmast remains above 
water. 

The boats of the Alfonso XII have 
picked up a quantity of wreckage, in- 
cluding boats and a flag, and yesterday 
10 more bodies were found in the har- 
bor and were taken to the morgue. It 
ig impossible to identify them. 

Contrary to the reports current, the 
divers have not yet made any investiga- 
tion of the wreck, and the general opin- 
fon expressed in Spanish circles is that 
the explosion occurred inside the Maine. 


A Malignant Circular. 
Brooklyn, Feb; 18.—A translated copy 
of a circular freely distributed in Ha- 
vana has been received in this city. It 
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appeals to the passions of the Spantaras, 
and those who accept the theory of 
treachery in accounting for the sacrifice 
of the Maine are not slow in saying that 
the effect reached its culminating point 
Tuesday night in the Cuban city’s har- 
bor. The document reads as follows: 

“Spaniards. long live Spain and honor. 
What are ye doing that ye allow your- 
selves to be insulted in this way? Do 
you not see what they have done to us 
in withdrawing our brave and beloved 
Weyler, who at this very time would 
have finished with this unworthy re- 
bellious rabble, who are tramping on 
our flag and our honor? 

“Autonomy is imposed on us so as to 
thrust us to one side and to give posts of 
honor and authority to those who in- 
itiated this rebellion, these ill-born au- 
tonomists, ungrateful sons of our be- 
loved country. Finally these Yankee 
hogs who meddle in our affairs, humili- 
ating us to the last degree and for still 
greater taunt, order to us one of the 
ships of war of their rotten squadron af- 
ter insulting us in their newspapers and 
driving us from our homes. 

“Spaniards, the moment of action has 
arrived. Sleep not. Let us show these 
vile traitors that we have not yet lost 
shame and that we know how to pro- 
tect ourselves with energy befitting a 
nation worthy and strong as our Spain 
is and always will be. Death to Ameri- 
cans. Death to autonomy. Long live 
Spain. Long live Weyler.” 


Naval Inquiry Order. 

Washington, Feb. 18.—The government 
has settled back into a waiting attitude 
in respect to the terrible disaster in Ha- 
vana harbor. The shock caused by the 
news has given way to a calmer and 
more judicial state of mind. Realizing 
from the events of the day that the 
court of inquiry is the sole dependence in 
the search for the cause of the Maine's 
loss, the naval officials are resigned to 
await the results of that inquiry. 

There is little new to add to the sum 
of information as to the disaster. In 
connection with the theory of spon- 
taneous combustion, the character of 
the coal used on the Maine assumes 
some importance. This is supplied at 
present to the bureau of equipment, and 
the head of that bureau, Captain Royal 
Bradford, asserts that the coal was the 
very best. He produced the quarterly 
report required by regulations ,to show 
exactly the state of the Maine’s coal sup- 
ply and the quality of the coal. At the 
end of December the vessel had 52 tons 
of coal only in her bunkers. This was 
made up of Pocahontas and New river 


coal. Captain Bradford said that Poca- 
hontas is a standard naval! coal and is 
rated at 100. New river follows next, 
and issetdownat W percent. Theseare 
semi-bituminous coals of a quality 
closely approaching that of the celebrat- 
ed Welsh navigation coal, the British 
naval standard. In the opinion of Cap- 
tain Bradford neither of these coals is 
particularly subject to spontaneous 
combustion. Since the Maine has been 
in the Gulf of Mexico, however, she 
probably consumed a good part of this 
coal and replenished her stock from the 
naval store at the Key West station. The 
coal there taken on was anthracite, 
which, said Captain Bradford, “is no 
more subject to spontaneous combustion 
than a pile of stones.” 


SPAIN MA KES AMENDS. 


Disavows Sympathy With the Utterances 
of the Discredited DeLome. 

Washington, Feb. 18.—Minister Wood- 
ford sent the state department a copy of 
the decree issued by Queen Regent 
Christina relative to the resignation of 
Minister De Lome. It reads as follows: 

“Acceding to the wishes of Dupuy De 
Lome, in the name of my august son, 
King Alfonso XIII, and as queen regent, 
I accept the resignation he has present- 
ed of the post of envoy extraordinary and 
minister plenipotentiary at Washington, 
leaving without employment, with the 
emoluments due him.” 

The message to the American minister 
is a complete disclaimer of responsibility 
for De Lome’s blunder and repudiation 
of the implication of duplicity contained 
in his now famous missive. This state- 
ment was issued yesterday by the sec- 
retary of state: 

“The following is an abstract of a note 
sent by the Spanish government to 
Minister Woodford at Madrid: ‘The 
Spanish government, on learning of the 
incident in which Minister De Lome was 
concerned, and being advised of his ob- 
jectionable communication, with entire 
sincerity laments the incident which was 
the cause of the interview with the min- 
ister. Minister De Lome had presented 
his resignation and it had been accepted 
before the presentation of the matter by 
Minister Woodford. The Spanish minis- 
try, in accepting the resignation of a 
functionary whose services they have 
been utilizing and valuing up to that 
time, leave it perfectly well established 
that they do not share and rather, on the 
contrary, disauthorize the criticisms 
tending to offend or censure the chief of 
a friendly state, although such criti- 
cisms had been written within the field 
of friendship, and had reached publicity 
by artful and criminal means. This 
meaning had taken shape in a resolu- 
tion by the council of ministers before 
General Woodford presented the matter, 
and at a time when the Spanish govern- 
ment had only vague telegraphic re- 
ports concerning the sentiments alluded 
to. The Spanish nation, with equal and 
greater reason, affirms its view and de- 
cision after reading the words contained 
in the letter reflecting upon the president 
of the United States, 

“ ‘As to the paragraph concerning the 
desirability of negotiations of com- 
mercial relations, if even for effect, and 
importance of using a representative for 
the purpose stated in Mr. Dupuy De 
Lome’s letter, the government expresses 
concern that in the light of its conduct, 
long after the writing of the letter, and 
in view of the unanswerable testimony 
of simultaneous and subsequent facts, 
any doubt should exist that the Spanish 
government has given proof of its real 
Gesire and of its innermost convictions 
with respect to the new commercial sys- 
tem and the projected treaty of com- 
merce. The Spanish government does 
not now consider it necessary to lay 
stress upon or to demonstrate anew the 
truth and sincerity of its purpose and 
the unstained good faith of its inten- 
tions. Publicly and solemmiy the gov- 
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ernment of Spain cofitractea béfore tne 
mother country and its colonies a re- 
Sponsibility for the political and tariff 
changes which it has inaugurated in 
both Antilles, the natural ends of which 
in domestic and internationaF spheres it 
pursues with firmness, which will ever 
inspire its conduct,’ ” 


Yarn About Torpedoes, 

Washington, Feb. 18—When asked 
about the presence of torpedoes in Ha- 
Vana harbor, officials of the navy de- 
partment declared today that nobody 
aside from the Spanish officers in Ha- 
vana knew what has been done to pro- 
tect the harbor in that manner. It is 
customary to divide all great harbors 
into sections and in plans of coast to as- 
sign plans for torpedoes on the bottom 
at certain intervals. The location of 
these torpedoes is kept a profound secret, 
only a few officers being entrusted with 
the knowledge. If their location were 
known, it would be easy for an attacking 
enemy to remove or explode them with- 
out causing harm to their own vessels. 

It is not usual to keep the torpedoes 
actually in their berths in the water in 
times of peace. They are placed in the 
Positions assigned to them only asa war 
measure. There are some exceptions to 
this rule, for instances at Hong Kong, 
where the torpedoes are at all times kept 
in position, and it may be presumed that 
the same precaution has been taken In 
Havana harbor to guard against an un- 
expected raid by a swift steamer that 
might fall into the hands of the insur- 
gents. The torpedoes are not of the 
contact type, as are called the torpedoes 
that are set to go off upon the touch of 
the hull of a vessel passing over them, 
but are arranged to be exploded only 
by means of electric currents sent from 
shore by buried wires. These fixed tor- 
pedoes are really mines and carry much 
larger charges than the small automo- 
bile torpedoes discharged from the tor- 
pedo tubes of warships. 


Words That Stirred, 

New York, Feb. 18.—"'As the band was 
playing ‘My Country, 'Tis of Thee’ and 
the ‘Star Spangled Banner,’ I am sure 
the mind of those present rev@érted to 
the sad casualty of the Maine and, like 
myself, you hoped that it has been but 
an accident; but I am sure that if it 
turns out to have been caused by some- 
thing graver and far different, we will 
forget all else and stand like a wall of 
brass, shoulder to shoulder, in the de- 
fense of our country. Never shall we 
forget the words of Lincoln, ‘Govern- 
ment of the people, for the people and 
by the people shall not perish off the 
earth,’ ” 

These stirring words were spoken last 
night at the pulp and paper manufae- 
turers’ banquet at the Waldorf-Astoria 
by William H. McElroy of the Rochester 
Post-Express, and a scene of the wildest 
enthusiasm followed. Those present 
rose to their feet with wild cheers, and 
above the noise men could be heard 
voicing their sentiments with “War with 
Spain,” “Let it come,” “Telegraph that 
to McKinley.” 


Torpedo Missed Its Mark. 

New Orleans, Feb. 18.—"‘Fighting Bob” 
Evans of the navy expressed this opin- 
lon when asked as to his theory con- 
cerning the wrecking of the warship: 
“When we look at the outside condi- 
tions, it seems to me that we may find 
a reasonable cause for the disaster. The 
Spanish battleship, Alfonso XII, was 
fying in the immediate vicinity of the 
Maine, and a torpedo fired at her and 
missing its mark could have caused dis- 
aster. This seems to me the only theory 
and most reasonable one on which we 
can arrive at a conclusion.” 

Captain Evans said that he had com- 
manded a battleship, and from his 
knowledge of the precautions taken 
and the conditions existing, the idea of 
an explosion having occurred on board 
the Maine was out of the question. He 
thought that miscreants had.fired a tor- 
pedo from the shore, that it had been 
aimed at the Alfonso XII, and had 
missed its mark, 


London's Sympathy. 

London, Feb, 18.—The lord mayor of 
London, Horatio David Davies, has sent 
the following message to the United 
States ambassador, Colonel John Hay: 
“In behalf of the citizens of London and 
myself personally, I beg to convey to 
your excéllency our heartfelt sympathy 
in the terrible calamity which has be- 
fallen the American people by the loss 
of so many of their gallant sailors.” 


Can't Be Utilized. 

Washington, Feb. 18.—Admiral Sicard 
telegraphed Secretary Long from Key 
West that in the opinion of Lieutenant 
John Hood the Maine can never again 
be utilized as a ship. He describes the 
whole forward body of the ship as com- 
pletely collapsed where the shock of the 
explosion was the heaviest.” 

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Feb. 18.—Representative Fred- 
erick introduced an order in the house 
of representatives yesterday instructing 
the joint committee on military affairs 
to make an investigation into the arma- 
ment of the artillery of the militia, and 
to report as soon as possible whether any 
action by the legislature fs necessary 
in order to secure the effectiveness of 
the militia if called into action. 

The bill to prevent the placing of the 
name of any political party on a ballot 
as a designation and the bill to keep the 
polls in Boston open from 6 a. m. to 
8 p. m. on election days were reported 
with the disapproval of the committee. 

A bill relating to nomination papers 
was reported by the committee on elec- 
tion laws covering candidates for 
elective officers, delegates to a conven- 
tion, caucus officers and ward or town 
eommittees. The papers must have not 
less than five signatures of the ward 
or town, members of the political party 
whose caucus is to be held, shall not 
have a larger number of names of can- 
Gidates that persons to be elected and 
may have less, and must be accom- 
panied by a written acceptance of the 
persons nominated. 

The committee on election laws re- 
ported a bill requiring a majority vote 
to nominate in political conventions. 
This is the provision, the lack of which in 
last year’s laws, was suspected to have 
heen a trick. It allowed a plurality 
vote in a convention to nominate.

Articles of Association for the Formation of a 
STREET RAILWAY CORPORATION. 


E, THE SUBSCRIBERS, hereby associate ourselves together with the intention of form- 
\ ‘ing a Corporation for the purpose of constructing and operating a Street Railway for the 
conveyance of passengers, agreeably to the provisions of chapter one hundred and thirteen of the 
Public Statutes and all general laws in addition thereto or amendment thercof.

Death of an Operative Said to Have 
Peen Caused Thereby. 


Had Aroused Ill Will by Re- 
turning to Factory.

Howling Gang. 


Providence, Feb. 18.—There was & sen- 
sation in the Centreville strike yesterday 
which caused a feeling of consternation 
in the ranks of the strikers. Ernestine 
Lavoire, aged 22 years, one of the weav- 
ers who had returned to work and in con- 
sequence of treason to her fellow oper- 
atives had been threatened with dire 
consequences therefor, died, and report 
had it that death was the direct result 
of fright caused by the strikers’ threats. 

She and her father and sister had 
been the special subject of the strikers 
malevolence, it was said. Twice within 
a week, or since the starting of the looms 
a week ago, their tenement on the out- 
skirts of the village was visited at night 
by a howling gang, which broke the 
cotiage windows and terrorized the in- 
mates with threats of what would fol- 
low should the Lavoires persist in con- 
tinuing to work. 


What Mr. Barry Finds. 

New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 18.—Com- 
missioner Barry of the state board of ar- 
bitration was in town yesterday owing 
to the desire on the part of the board to 
keep in touch with the situation with 
a view to the proffer of its services 
should there be a possibility that such 
a proffer would be the means of bringing 
about a settlement of the strike. 

“I find,” said Mr. Barry, “that in this, 
the fifth week of the strike, the feeling 
among the operatives as to the re- 
duction is scarcely changed from what 
it was when I was last here, early in the 
struggle. I am told that the dispo- 
sition toward a break, which was ap- 
parent at one time among some of the 
non-union operatives, has entirely dis- 
appeared. I also find, from my talk 
with the representative men of the la- 
bor organizations, that there js a dis- 
position of willingness on their part to 
meet the manufacturers in a conference 
for the purpose of seeing if some ar- 
rangement cannot be made whereby 
both sides cun reach some satisfactory 
conclusion.” 

Aside from the visit of Mr. Barry, the 
principal topic of discussion among the 
sirikers was the hearing of the pre- 
vious day. There is a feeling on the 
part of the operatives that the hearing 
should be reopened to give them a fur- 
ther opportunity to be heard in rebuttal 
to the statements of the manufacturers. 
They claim that on the second of the 
hearings they were handicapped by the 
absence of Secretary Ross, who had 
been conducting their case, and who, 
through illness, was unable to be pres- 
ent, and it is on this fact they base their 
claim. 


Hearing at Fall River. 

Fall River, Mass., Feb. 18.—Secretary 
O'Donnell of the spinners told the legis- 
lative investigators yesterday that man- 
ufacturers would not admit that south- 
ern mills were underselling them, al- 
though they asserted that the south was 
manufacturing ata lowercost. Wages 
in New England do not vary very much. 
Mule spinners enforce the laws of the 
city. He did not believe labor legisla- 
tion in this state worked hardship on 
manufacturer or operative. 

Secretary Tansy affirmed that in 79 
out of 80 mills in this city, the operatives 
worked as high as 61 hours a week be- 
cause of the practice of cleaning the 
machinery during the noon hours etc. 
He did not think that labor legislation 
had worked a hardship on Massachu- 
setts corporations, afid contended that 
the decrease in the hours of labor has 
not decreased the production of the mills 
Hours have been reduced but 3 1-3 per- 
cent in 23 years, while the speed of tha 
machinery has been increased 25 percent 
in the same time. He agreed with Sc- 
retary O'Donnell that the rate of speed 
in Fall River millsis very high. Hesaid 
that the English people make the best 
operatives for the reason that they un- 
derstand the relations of capital to 
labor, and that the advent of Portu- 
guese help is a menace. He favored 
national short-hour laws and argue: 
that curtailment is the only remedy for 
the present conditions. 

Secretary Joseph G. Jackson thought 
that the Dingley tariff had stimulated 
home competition and created trouble. 
He knew of no attempt by Fall Rive 
manufacturers to extend their market, 


markets. Manufacturers here have not 
looked for other markets save in a few 
instances, and where this has been done, 
the mills have prospered. 


Biddeford’s Needy Operatives, 

Biddeford, Me., Feb. i8.—The mu- 
nicipal officers held a special meeting 
last night to consider the resolutions 
adopted by the executive committee of 
the Business Men's association in re- 
gard to employing 300 operatives to 
work on the streets, and also the 
election of a labor union man to have 
the same power as J. H. Dearborn, 
clerk of the overseers of the poor, to 
assist him in looking after needy oper- 
atives. The city solicitor argued that 
the resolution, if carried into effect, 
would seem to be of a revolutionary 
character. The officers voted that they 
could not act in the matter, as they had 
no power to carry out the plan sug- 
gested. The strike situation remains 
unchanged, with no indication of a set- 
tlement for weeks tocome. Fifty oper- 
atives left the city on tickets furnished 
by the poor department. More appli- 


; cations for assistance were made to the 


overseers of the poor yesterday than 
for the last two weeks.

tion to working 10 and 11 hours a day, 
and contended that the United States 
had no jurisdiction, and that the regula- 
tion of wages was no more irrelevant | 
to its functions than regulation of hours 
in the mills.

All the other help | 
shut out by the strike will probably go 
back to work Monday. The spinners | 
have collected $45 0 for New Bedford.

His Exciting Voyage on Lakes Bennett 
and La Barge—A Mile a Minute Through 
Rapids—Hemmed In and Tumbled About 
by Ite—Horses Died Like Sheep. 


Mr. Bruce Milroy, formerly an attor- 
ney of Carroll county, Ind., who is in 
the Klondike goldfields, writes a letter 
to his brother, Harry Milroy, in which 
he says: 

‘“We expected to make the 46 miles 
from Skagguay to Lake Bennett in 20 
days, but instead of getting through in 
20 days it took us just 60. Our five 
horses died. We got two more, and they 
died. Then we were fortunate enough 
to get six more horses when we were 14 
miles from Lake Bennett. We got 
through with them before any more died 
and then sold them. Altogether we lost 
seven horses, which was considered very 
fortunate as compared with the experi- 
ence of others. Our horses all died fat, 
as they had been well fed and cared for. 
It was the hard work and a kind of 
pneumonia that killed them. It was a 
perfect horror to see the way the horses 
died and were killed on that trail, and I 
think I saw at least 4,000 dead animals. 

“After reaching Lake Bennett we 
sawed our own lumber and built a boat 
28 feet long. There were four of us to 


down the lake and river together. 
We started fram the Lead of Lake Ben- 


nett on Oct. 31 and ran through the 
lake that day, 30 miles, with the wind 
so strong that other boats were afraid 
to venture out. We were so late in the 
season that we felt we had to risk the 
wind and weather if we got through. 
We ran through 130 miles of lakes and 
69 miles of river to the foot of Lake La 
Barge in eight days. I ran our boat 
with full cargo—4,000 pounds, four 
men and a dog—through Canyon, Wild 
Horse and White Horse rapids, though 
the water was low and the rapids dan- 
gerous. 

‘“‘We ran through Canyon rapids, 
three-quarters of a mile, and about 100 
yards beyond in 3 minutes and 40 sec- 
onds by a stop watch. Every one who 
runs the rapids leaves a notice posted 
on a tree, with the date, number of 
pounds and size of boat. The White 
Horse rapids are the most dangerous of 
all the rapids and very hard to run, as 
the thirty odd graves below attest. Two 
men were lost the day before we ran 
them and have not yet been recovered. 
A tramway is now building around the 

rapids. so the danger will be overcome. 

**From the foot of Lake La Barge we 
ran successfully 35 miles of the river— 
which is dangerous on account of its 
swift current and the number of rocks 
—and Five Finger and Reef rapids. All 
the way from Reef rapids we were trav- 
eling in floating ice, which got worse 
each day. The river was nearly a solid 
mass of floating ice, and it was impos- 
sible to use the cars. We became wedg- 
ed in the floating ice and had to drift 
with it. At 4 o’clock in the evening the 
river gorged, and we were stuck fast in 
the ice in the midchannel, where the 
river was over a mile wide. From that 
on if was a crushing and jamming of 
ice, and the boat came in for a ful] 
share. We managed to get the boat up 
on as much ice as possible to prevent its 
| being crushed and moved about two 
miles in this crushing, grinding mass, 
sometimes being reared up in midair 
and at other times let down, not know- 
ing at what time we might be dumped 
into a chasm of ice, which was continu- 
ally opening up all around us. 

“The jam finally became stationary, 
and the boys turned into their blankets, 
leaving meon watch. A little after mid- 
night the ice started again. I aroused 
the boys, and we stood trembling while 
watching our fate. The ice opened just 
below the boat and began crushing 
above us, sheering our boat right up 
into the air over thischasm. Then it 
began to upset the boat right into the 

chasm. We stood on the gunwale or 
the upper side, not knowing but the 
next moment boat and all aboard would 
be in the water 12 feet below the ice. 

‘*Fortunately, just as there seemed no 
hope for us the ice stopped again, and 
the river locked solid. We waited awhile 
and saw there was no further movement, 
and then I tried the ice and saw I could 
walk away toward shore. A rope was 
tied around one of the party, and he 
started toward the shore, but at a dis- 
tance of 100 feet or so he cametoa 
chasm that could not be crossed, so we 
concluded to wait until daylight before 
making further investigation. When 
daylight came, we again tried to make 
shore, and after a long time founda 
way and succeeded in landing. We 
made sleds and hauled our freight to 
Dawson over the ice gorges, as the trail 
was destroyed by the ice gorges running 
over it. 

“Famine is staring many in the face, 
and they are leaving by the hundreds. 
The stores will not sell provisions, as 
all they have has been sold on orders. I 
think we have grub enough to see us 
through. ** —. Cincinnati Commercial

FOR A SPORTING ISLAND. 


rican Monte fonte Carlo to Be Es 
mye on Fighting Island. 

Michael C. McDonald is at the head 
of a party of Chicago men who have re- 

cently purchased 
Fighting island, 
eight miles from 
Detroit and on 
Canadian soil, for 
the purpose of es- 
tablishing there 
a regular Ameri- 
can Monte Carlo. 
It is a gigantic 
scheme, with a 
capitalization of 
$2,000,000 _be- 
hind it. The is- 
land, which is eight miles long and has 
an area of 2,500 acres, was sold for be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $2,000,000 by 
George Dobie of Detroit through R. O. 
Kinney, a real estate man of that city 
and Chicago. R. D. Curry of Chicago 
has represented McDonald and Charles 
E. Hyde, McDonald’s secretary, the only 
two Chicago persons who so far appear 
in the deal. 

The scheme is to construct at once a 
race track on the island. Already there 
is a hotel, the Palm Leaf, on the island, 
with about 100 rooms, 

If ever a fight between Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons is arranged, an attempt 
will be made to have it decided on the 
island. It was there George F. Consi- 
dine of Detroit wanted to have the fight 
for which he recently secured Corbett’s 
signature. 

The scheme, however, goes even fur- 
ther than this. Those who are backing 
McDonald intend chartering a line of 
boats to run them regularly between 
Chicago and Fighting island. The trip 
takes about 48 hours, and during that 
time, it is said, no chance will be lost 
to give the passengers an opportunity to 
wage their money.—New York Herald. 


THE CUBAN WAR. 


Dr. Thomas Thinks It Is Likely to Last a 
Long Time, 

Dr. C. N. Thomas of Illinois, who 
has recently returned from Cuba, where 
he has been for several months, is now 
in Cleveland. In speaking of the war 
he said: 

‘“‘From the present indications the 
war in Cuba will continue for a long 
time tocome. The Spanish will never 
grant the Cubans their liberty as long 
as they can possibly help it. The Span- 
ish are not only a proud but very patri- 
otic people. They realize that 400 years | 
ago they were the greatest and most 
powerful nation and ruled one-tenth of 
the land on the globe. A treaty between 
the Cubans and Spanish is absolutely 
out of the question. The hatred between 
them was strong before the war, and 
such terrible suffering as both sides have 
endured since the war began has inten- 
sified the feeling. The talk of Cubans 
accepting home rule is simply ridicu- 
lous. Equally absurd is the idea of 
Spain granting Cubans home rule, as we 
Americans understand bome rule. 

‘*The policy of Cubans is not to fight 


low fever is destroying the Spanish 
army fast enough. Their plan is to wear | 
out Spain financially, and the Spanish | 
nation is so weak financially that she 
finds it impossible to raise the necessary | 
$36,000,000 annually to carry on the | 
Cuban war and an additional $25,000,- 

000 each year to pay the interest on her 
great debt. 

“The reports about awful suffering 
among Cuban women and caildren are 
to some extent correct. In the large cit- 
ies the suffering is not so great as in the 
interior of Cuba. In some towns that I 
visited the suffering is beyond descrip- 
tion, and the longer the war continues 
the greater the suffering.’’—New York | 
Tribune. 


CAVENDISH EXPEDITION. 


Well Equipped Party of Englishmen Go- 
ing to the Upper Nile. 

The Cavendish expedition, which is 
about to leave London, is one of the 
most strikipg examples of how young 
and wealthy Englishmen with a fond- 
ness for sport and exploration combine 
the tastes with empire making. Henry 
Gavendish, a relative of the Duke of 
Devonshire, bas already spent $300,000 
in preparation for the expedition. Al- 
though nominally private, its aims are 
on the upper Nile, where the French are | 
supposed to be operating, and are well 
known to bigh government officials. As | 
a matter of fact, the route adopted was 
suggested by the chiefs of the intelli- 
gence department of the war office, and 
the foreign office had the scheme under | 
consideration for some weeks. 

The force which will accompany Mr. 
Cavendish will be better equipped than 
any body of men which has ever enter- 
ed Africa. It will take with it 350,000 
rounds of ammunition and a number of 
seven pounder maxim rapid fire guns. 
It will be well provided against  sur- 
prises. Mr. Cavendish expects to reach 
the upper Nile in three or four months 
and may continue to Khartum after the 
dervishes have been beaten. 

Dr. Donaldson Smith, the American | 
explorer, recently telegraphed to the 
Royal Geographical society from India | 
announcing his readiness to explore the 
upper Nile, but the society replied that | 
the matter had been settled by Mr. Cav- 
endish going.—St. Louis Post-Dispatch.

Quiet Waiting For Developments Succeeds the 
Excitement. 


Divers of American Newspapers Not Per- 


mitted by the Spanish Admiral to 


Conduct an Investigation—Disas- 
ter Provokes Outburst of Ora- 
tory — Senator Mason the 
Spokesman of the Hat- 


ers of the Spanish. 


Havana, Feb. 19.—Havana still mourns 
with the American people. Since the 
funeral ceremonies the city has removed 
the outward sign of grief, but the work 
of succoring the living and caring for 
the dead whose bodies are recovered 
proceeds tenderly and unremittingly. 
Every care isshown the survivors. Cap- 
tain General Blanco and the officials 
continue to co-operate with Captain 
Bigsbee and Consul General Lee. The 
messages received from Spain and the 
United States, showing that the action 
of the Havana authorities is appreciat- 
ed, give satisfaction to the officers, who 
are making further efforts to ameliorate 
the condition of the survivors. 

There is sincere regret that circum- 
stances make it impossible to meet the 
wishes of friends who desire that the 
remains of their loved ones shall be 
sent hame for burial; but in cases where 
the officers of the Maine deem it prac- 
ticable the necessary facilities will be 
afforded. The feeling of the community 
is that social functions would be out of 
place at a time of such mourning, and 
these will be suspended for the present. 

Statements from Madrid and Wash- 
ington to the effect that many people 
in the United States believe the explo- 
sion was accidental coincide with the 
opinion held by the Spanish officials; and 
the excitement which followed the dis- 
aster has subsided into quiet waiting. 

A revolting incident of the day has 
been the presence of vultures wheeling 
in the air above the wreck. 

On the night of the disaster Captain 
Sigsbee requested Admiral Manterola 
to station boats around the wreck so as 
to prevent anyone from approaching it 
without official leave. Asa result only 
those with special permits are allowed to 
got near the wreck. Captain Sigsbee 
himself, going in the early morning after 
the explosion to the scene of disaster, 
was warned off, not being recognized, 
and was obliged to return and get a for- 
mal permit from the naval authorities. 

Admiral Manterola refuses to allow 
the divers sent here by American news- 
papers to make an investigation near the 
wreck, at least until Captain Sigshee 
shall have finished his official investiga- 
tion. Lieutenant Commander Wain- 
wright, Lieutenant Notman and Chief 
Engineer Howell went with divers Fri- 
day to search for the bodies of Lieuten- 
ant Jenkins and Assistant Engineer 
Merritt, but the guards would not allow 
them to make the search, and they re- 
turned to the consulate and lodged a 
formal complaint with Consul General 
Lee. However, the agreement reached 
between Captain Sigsbee and General 
Blanco was that the American com- 
mander is t= be allowed to use any div- 
ers, even tue divers sent here by the 
American newspapers, in his official in- 
vestigation. Captain Sigsbee and the 
commander of the Fern, accompanied 
by General Lee, visited the captain gen- 
eral and had a conference, at which it 
was decided that the American press 
divers should not be allowed to go inside 
the wreck, though any diver appointed 
by Captain Sigsbee is to have full liberty 
of movement, 


FLOOD OF ORATORY. 


Vigorous Attack Upon Spain Indulged In 
by an Illinois Senator. 

Washington, Feb. 19.—An appropria- 
tion of $200,000 was made by the senate 
yesterday, the suggestion of Secre- 
tary Long, for work on the Maine and 
the recovery, transportation and burial 
of the bodies of the victims of the horror. 
As if to forefend a discussion such 
“us was precipitated later in the senate 
and to preclude favorable action on 
the proposition for a congressional in- 
vestigation, the secretary conveyed the 
assurance that the sinking of the Maine 
would be made the subject of immediate 
and exhaustive inquiry, and congress 
would be fully advised of the result of 
such investigation. The promise may 
influence the vote for an independent in- 
quiry, but it failed to avert a flood of 
vratory on Spain and Cuba. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Allen, 
directing the committee on naval af- 
fairs to make an immediate investiga- 
tion of the disaster to the Maine, was 
then laid before the senate. It precipi- 
tated a most spirited debate on the Cu- 
ban question. 

Mr. Chandler thought that if “immedi- 
ate” was stricken out and the matter left 
within the discretion of the committee 
there would be no objection to the reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Mason proposed an amendment 
striking out all after “resolved” and in- 
serting the following: “By the senate 
and house of representatives concurring, 
that a joint committee of five, consist- 
ing of three members of the house of 
representatives and two members of the 
senate be appointed to investigate the 
disaster to the battleship.” 

Mr. Hale expressed the hope that Mr. 
Mason would not press his substitute. 

Mr. Mason followed in a speech re- 
plete with sensational utterances. He 
had no disposition to inflame a situation 
already so exciting, but he felt that his 


at 


was making an investigation of the 
disaster, but a congressional investiga- 
tion was demanded by the people. The 
people were fast coming to the con- 
clusion that matters concerning this 
Cuban affair, including the De Lome 
letter incident and the loss of the Maine, 
of which they ought to know, were being 
concealed from them. Mr. Mason did 
not desire to reflect upon the motives or 
honor of anybody, but he suggested that 
the officials of the navy department in 
making their investigation would nat- 
urally endeavor to cover up any blame 
that might attach to them, “The 
trouble with us is," declared Mason, with 
great vehemence, “that we have adopted 
the Spanish policy of putting every- 
thing off until tomorrow. Let this dis- 
aster be thoroughly investigated by con- 
gress, and then we shall know that it 
will be done right.””. The country, he 
continued, was tired of the secret con- 
siderations of such questions. He was 
not willing to strike out “immediate” 
from the resolution. Everyone was in- 
terested in knowing who blew up the 
Maine, and all wanted that information. 
Why delay? “We were told three years 
ago to wait. In the meantime the 
#panish diplomats had sat at our tables 
and partaken of our hospitality, while 
we were still waiting and had continued 
to wait until the series of calamities had 
been crowned by the Maine catastrophe 
with its loss of 250 precious American 
lives.” 

Mr. Hale irterrupted Mr. Mason to say 
that there was no disposition to post- 
poneinquiry. The whole subject matter 
was even now undergoing investigation, 
and in view of the promptness which 
had been exercised, there was no reason 
for impugning the motives of the of- 
ficials of the department. He thought 
the senate could reasonably wait a few 
days until the results of the investiga- 
tion could be given to the public. He 
hoped the senate would see the pro- 
priety of not making this an occasion 
for inflammatory speeches, and that all 
would take the view that in the presence 
of a calamity which had appalled the 
whole world, today was not the proper 
time for an appeal to passion and preju- 
dice. 

Replying, Mr. Mason said there was 
no calamity so great as a failure on the 
part of those in power to appreciate the 
real situation when it was so serious as 
it now was; and no sorrow so profound 
as that over-indifference to this situa- 
tion. He had a letter from Julian 
Hawthorne read to show, as he claimed, 
that murder was the policy of the Span- 
ish government in Cuba. Autonomy he 
denounced as a sham, a fraud and a de- 
lusion, and the De Lome letter enly 
served to emphasize the treacherous 
character of the Spaniard. Hedeclared 
that he would not be willing to serve on 
the proposed commitiee, as he would 
not want to sit at the table with a Span- 
iard who might have astiletto under his 
clothes unless he himself was ironclad. 
The record of the Spanish nation, con- 
tinued Mr. Mason, who appeared to be 
laboring under considerable excite- 
ment, was one of continuous treachery, 
and we had experienced that treachery 
in our history for the past 100 years. 
We were told that the naval board 
might be able to reach Havana by next 
Monday—tomorrow, always tomorrow. 
In the meantime who knew but that 
more dynamite would be put in and the 
evidences of the catastrophe averted. 
In conclusion he appealed for a prompt 
inquiry, and said he thought the senate 
should vote $200,000,000 is necessary to 
save its honor and dignity. 

Mr. Wolcott spoke next. It was evi- 
dent that he was laboring under con- 
siderable feeling. He had listened to 
Mr. Mason with ill-concealed feelings of 
emotion. Mr. Wolcott spoke with great 
rapidity and occupied only a few min- 
utes of the senate’s time, refusing to be 
interrupted and speaking very sharply 
when Mr. Mason sought to divert him. 
He said that Mr. Mason's resolution, 
however inopportune, might well have 
been permitted to pass without comment 
had it not been for the remarkable ut- 
terance which Mr. Mason had given to 
the effect that the people of these United 
States had lost confidence in one of the 
great departments of the government. 

Mr. Mason interrupted to say that he 
made no such statement. 

Mr. Wolcott had Mr. Mason's remark 
read from the reporter's notes, and then 
said that the senate would bear him out 
that he did not misquote the senator 
from Illinois. Resuming, he said: “I 
desire to resent as utterly unfounded 
the suggestion that there is a patriotic 
citizen in this land who has not the full- 
est and most glorious confidence in every 
department of this government, and in 
the department of the navy particularly. 
The people of the United States have 
never yet been called upon to distrust 
one of the co-ordinate branches of this 
government, and never will. Least of 
all is it decent that in this chamber there 
should be insinuations cast at this criti- 
cal time that there is a lack in the minds 
of the people of the United States of 
confidence in our navy. Today as al- 
Ways, the officers of our navy are hon- 
orable, courageous, upright men and, 
ébove all, they tell thetruth. It may be 
that the public career of the captain of 
the ill-fated battleship is ended forever, 
but the disaster that overtook his ship 
will count for nothing by comparison 
with the degrading insinuation made 
here that an officer of our country, with 
the oath and with the flag above him, 
would lie and cast responsibility where 
it did not belong. There is one thing 
this country can never stand, and that 
is to listen and without resentment to 
an insinuation that the officers of our 
navy are not men of honor and integrity 
and of truth. The officers appointed to 
investigate will do their duty. I do not 
know what slums the senator from Il- 
linois may have dragged to find the ex- 
pression of an opinion that there is lack 
of confidence in the personnel of our 
navy, but I know he cannot find an hon- 
orable or a decent or a patriotic citizen 
who will endorse the utterances which 
the senator has made. We should re- 
strain any expression of opinion or belief 
as to the means by which this awful dis- 
aster was brought about until in a 
proper and formal way an investigation 
may be had, which we all know will be 
conducted with the utmost uprightness 
and integrity. If ever there was a time 
we should lend our help to every de- 
partment of the government it should be 
today.

When that 
day comes our course must be eternally 
grounced in the right, and until it comes

Noone desires more 
than I to see the Spanish powers swept 
from that island, as it has been from all 
the states of South America, but, Mr. 
President, that question is not here. We 
are face to face at this moment witha 
great nationalcalamity. The American 
people have received the awful news of 
the sinking of the warship Maine witha 
splendid silence and self-restraint, both 
in congress and throughout the country. 
They are waiting sternly, quietly to 
know the truth, and the truth they will 
have. This is not a question which in- 
volves Cubans or Spaniards. This isa 
question which involves brave American 
seamen gone to their death in a foreign 
port,

of the weatner bureau, which sent notice 
of a northeaster off the coast that would 
be dangerous for a craft so small as the 
Leyden. After a tiresome ordeal in 
categorical questioning the secretary 
sought relief in a sweeping denial of the 
concoctions as follows: 

“Really no information has been re- 
ceived since Captain Sigsbee’s first dis- 
patch adding to our knowlege of the 
disaster. All we know is that the Maine 
blew up. There is abundant room for 
speculation of all sorts, but no conclu- 
sion can be arrived at until an examina- 
tion has been made by the divers and 
more facts obtained. It is a simple 
fact to say that such a thing might 
happen by design, or it might happen 
by accident. Therefore, ny impression 
has been all along, and I rather think the 
general opinion preponderates in tho 
same direction, that it must have been 
accidental. 

“You may say absolutely that there 
has been no secret cabinet meeting; 
that nothing has taken place in cab- 
inet that the public have not been in- 
formed about; that the whole policy of 
this department has been to give pub- 
lic all the dispatches; that the depart- 
ment has no more knowledge on the 
subject of the disaster or even the cir- 
curnstances attending it than have the 
public, and that the report which was to 
the effect that Captain Sigsbee had 
warned the department that the Maine 
was in danger from submarine mines 
oer torpedoes is utterly without founda- 
tion, no such report ever having been re- 
ceived from him or from anybody else.” 
The secretary also denied briefly and 
wild rumors that he 
had requested the chief of police of 
New York to guard the Vizcaya, and 
that he had selected Constructor Bowles 


} to go to Havana and raise the Maine. 


SENATOR LODGE. 


“Mr. President, I am sorry that any 
debate has arisen on this question.

Mr. Hawley pointed out that the in- 
vestigation of the catastrophe could not 
be made here in Washington. It would 
have to be conducted on the spot where 
the disaster occurred. He expressed full 
confidence in the officers who were to 
make the investigation for the navy de- 
partment. “I have an unmitigated 
dread of war,” said Mr. Hawley, with 
great feeling, ‘“‘and I deprecate all war 
talk. Do the gentlemen who talk so 
loudly of war think we are ready for 
that’ ‘They cannot know certainly what 
it means.” 

Me. auen wanted a vote upon the res- 
olution, bzut he desired to reiterate 
the suspicion expressed by Mr. Mason, 
that an investigation by the navy de- 
partment would not be satisfactory to 
the country. He had not in his five 
years experience in the senate known 
one of these investigations to result in } 
anything. 

Mr. Hale rose and said deliberately:

Secretary Long Makes a Sweeping Denial 
of a Maltitude of Reports. 

Washington, Feb. 19.—Officials of the 
navy department are weary of denying 
the silly or malicious canards that are 
finding circulation every hour. Friday 
forenoon they pronounced as without 
foundation in fact the statement that 
Secretary Long had advised the skippers 
of all merchant vessels to remain in 
home ports during the present state of 
affairs. It is possible that a telegram 
sent from the department to the naval 
tug Leyden to keep in port instead of 
going outside to look after a filibuster- 
ing expedition was the base for the story. 
The message was sent at the instance 


To Prevent Calamities. 

Washington, Feb. 19.—Lieutenant 
Commander Wainwright, the executive 
officer of the Maine, as his last impor- 
tant work prior to his detail to the 
Maine, prepared a memorandum for the 
secretary of the navy, setting forth the 
precautions taken by other governments 
to protect their men-of-war against just 


| such calamities. This memorandum sug- 


gested the appointment of a board of 
officers to investigate the subject and 
made recommendations for the use of 
the bureau of construction in design- 
ing future cruisers and battleships. 

Mr. Wainwright's memorandum shows 
that England protects the magazines 
of her ships from heat by linings of as- 
bestos, air spaces between the walls, 
which are packed with silliciate of cot- 
ton and other non-combustible and non- 
conducting substances, and by venti- 
lating fans and ammonia. France uses 
refrigerating machines, double floors and 
walls and asbestos lining. The French 
experts not only declare that it iszfifiir 
experts declare that it is not only neces- 
sary to discharge cold air into the mag- 
azines, but to have the chambers be- 
tween their walls and floors so arranged 
that it can pass over and around them. 

Serious fires occurred some time ago, 
as is well known, on the New York and 
the Cincinnati from spontaneous com- 
bustion of coal, and two weeks ago a 
board appointed to investigate this new 
danger to our warships made a report 
recommending a radical reconstruction 
of the bunkers of the ships of our navy. 
The board contends that all bituminous 
and soft coals are subject to this danger, 
especially when “fat.” In former years, 
in old fashioned ships before there were 
so much machinery and so many com- 
partments, spontaneous combustion was 
unknown, but in modern war vessels 
all the conditions are changed and a 
sufficiently high external temperature 
will cause spontaneous ignition at any 
time. i 


Status of Naval Affairs. 

Portsmouth, N. H., Feb. 19.—Rear Ad- 
miral C. C. Carpenter, retired, has given 
his views in relation to the present 
status of naval affairs. The admiral 
believes that the United States navy 
should be designed for defense, not for 
offence, and should not be sent abroad 
to fight. “In the event of war our 
fleet should at once be concentrated 
upon our own coasts, leaving only a few 
unimportant ships on foreign stations. 
These three points of concentration, in 
my estimation, should be Hampton roads 
and Long Island sound on the Atlantic 
and San Francisco bay on the Pacific. 
Of course, this first line of defense should 
be supplemented by a complete system 
of coast defenses; such a system has 


| been designed and is now in progress of 


construction. The navy as a weapon 
strictly of defense will be large enough 
when the ships already building ar: 
completed, but one or two more battle- 
ships are needed on the Pacific coast, 
and the torpedo boat flotilla should be 
largely increased.” 


The Submarine Torpedo, 

Lowell, Mass., Feb. 19.—Charles Cow- 
ley, a lawyer of this city, who saw naval 
service in the civil war as a judge ad- 
vocate in the Atlantic blockading squad- 
ron, in an interview concerning the 
Maine, quotes an experience of his in 
being on a vessel which was torpedoed.

Mr. Cowley says that 
the chances are ten to one that sub- 
marine divers will ascertain with reason- 
able certainty whether the Maine was 
blown up by a submarine torpedo or 
by her own explosives. Lookouts at 
the bow, though useful for some pur- 
poses, could never see a sub-marine tor- 
pedo approaching, and the destruction 
of the ship would be too quick for ob- 
servation. 


Summary of Result® 

Washington, Feb. 19.—The navy de- 
partment has compiled the following 
summary showing the total results of 
the Maine disaster from all available 
official information up to the close of the 
department last night: Total officers 
and men on board, 355—officers, 26, and 
men, 329; officers lost, 2; men lost, 246; 
total men injured, 57; doubtful (men), 7. 

The seven men appearing as doubtful 
probably represent that number or less 
whose lives have been saved, but who 
cannot be identified at present on ac- 
count of errors in the transmission of 
telegrams. The 57 appearing as injured 
are included in the 76 appearing as 
saved. Two men reported as having died 
in hospitals are included in the total of 
246 appearing above as having been lost,

lows yesterday: “So far 125 have been 
buried. Identification very difficutt, 
Will wire names of identified later.”

Aluminium For Household Utensils. 

Undoubtedly the most important use 
to which aluminium will be put will 
be for culinary and housekold utensils. 
Being practically incorrodible, it is free 
from every form of poison and will not 


taint food. It is light to bandle and a 
better conductor of heat than other 
metals. 


The recent announcement that con- 
tracts had been signed for the delivery 
in England of 1,000 tons of crude alu- 
mipium of American manufacture 
makes prominent the fact that this re- 
markably useful metal is now being 
produced in this country in large and 
constantly increasing quantities. Ten 
years ago no pure aluminium was man 
ufactured in the United States, and in 
Europe it was produced at a cost that 
rendered it valueless to the mechanical 
world. Today itis the rival, and the 
successful rival, of both copper and | 
steel. In 1896 the United States alone | 
produced 1,300,000 pounds of the crude 
metal, a third of the total output of the 
world. In 1886 the market price of the | 
metal was $1 an ounce; today it is less | 
than 50 cents a pound. 

Aluminium is an exceedingly abun- | 
dant element in nature. It is obtained 
jn the form of an oxide of bauxite, of | 
which there are large deposits in this | 
conntry.—Brooklyn Citizen.

steel. It is doubtful if the tops of 
these turrets can be removed as was 
at first supposed by cutting off the bolt 
| heads that fix them to the sides, as these 
large bolts are probably countersunk 
| and the heads below the surface of the 
| metal, while the confined space within 
the turrets would make it very difficult 
to operate on the inside ends under 
water. It is hoped that it may be feas- 
ible to raise the turrets entire with the 
guns if lifting apparatus of sufficient 
power can be applied. 
The newspaper reproductions of pho- 
| tographs taken ofthe wreck were stud- 
| fed with much interest by naval officers. 
| Great surprise was expressed at the ex- 
tent of the wreck, and the vast mass 
of steel and iron heaped in the forward 
part of the ship was a particular object 
of attention. The experts who had 
first ventured the theory of a bursting 
boiler as the cause of the destruction 
| claim to find strong reinforcement in 
the pictures for that belief. The great 
mass of metal appears to be thrown up 
over the boiler space and not over the 
forward magazine, while the forcing 
apart of the forward body of the hull, 
they say, might have been caused by the 
enormous expansive power of the high 
pressure steam carried in these boilers 
with their shells more than an inch 
thick. As to what caused a boiler to ex- 
plode, whether a disguised bomb in the 
coal, low water or faulty construction, 
they do not now undertake to say. 


Why the Maine Was Sent- 

Washington, Feb. 21—There is no 
longer any concealment on the part of 
the administration as to the reason 
which induced it to decide that naval 
vessels should go to Havana and other 
Cuban ports. While no admissions are 
made that the “friendly visit” idea is 
no longer to be considered as the reason 
that the Maine was sent to Havana, the 
announcement that another warship 
would proceed there as soon as the ex- 
citement over last Tuesday’s terrible af- 
fair had subsided shows that the protec- 
tion of American interests and not mere 
etiquette has actuated the administra- 
tion. Captain Sigsbee’s precautions in 
keeping ammunition ready for service

Havana, Feb. 21.—Some friction, it 
is reported, has occurred between Con- 
sul General Lee and the other United 
States consuls in the island over the 
distribution of food and supplies sent 
from the United States for the recon- 
centrados. The complaint is made that, 
though food and money have been com- 
ing for several weeks,, nothing has been 
distributed outside Havana province, 


Spanish Vessel Guarded. 

New York, Feb. 21.—Owing to weather 
conditions the Spanish cruiser was not 
brought to the anchorage off Tompkins- 
ville, Staten island, until 2 o'clock Sun- 
day afternoon. The Undine, with Lieu- 
tenant Ward aboard, then made its way 
alongside, and that officer, dressed in full 
uniform, ascended the gangway on the 
port side. As he reached the deck he 
was greeted by the Spanish commander, 
to whom he tendered, in the name of 
Admiral Bunce, the courtesies of the 
port. Lieutenant Ward remained on 
board about a quarter of an hour, and, 
as he descended the gangway on his re- 
turn to the Undine, the royal Spanish 
ensign was put at half-mast. 

In an interview Captain Eulate said 
that while his ship was in this port his 
officers would accept no invitations of 
any kind. The Spanish warship had 
come here on a visit of courtesy and 
friendship, and when the dreadful ac- 
cident to the Maine was learned, the 
flags were put at half mast, and there 
they would remain until the ship took 
her departure. He likened his visit to 
that of one intimate friend to another; 
when disaster had overtaken the latter, 
the heart dictated what to do—to mourn 
with the friend and to avoid all festiv- 
ity. No invitations of a social character 
would be accepted; this he wished to 
have understood. 

Lieutenant Dougherty will remain in 
the vicinity of the cruiser while she re- 
mains in port and will direct every de- 
tail regarding the protective watch. 
From 4 o'clock Sunday afternoon until 
midnight the Nina and Narkeeta pa- 
trolled the waters in the neighborhood 
of the big vessel. Then they were re- 
lieved by the tugs Daniel S. Lamont and 
Scout, which were provided by the super- 
visor of the port. They had on the po- 
lice and marine guards, and remained 
on watch until 8 o'clock this morning. 
At that hour four police launches 
manned by policemen and marines were 
on duty and stood by until relieved this 
afternoon.

and Consul Brice of Matanzas, who 
came here to learn the particulars of the 
Maine explosion, left, it is said, with- 
out calling on the consul general. The 
reason given was that they felt they had 
not been treated fairly by the consul 
general. Each expected aid for his dis- 
trict from the American supplies, but 
received none. The statement is made 
that it is their Intention to appeal di- 
rectly to the state department and to 
ask that food be consigned to them in- 
stead «f the Havana consulate. The 
incident has caused some comment 
among Americans here. 

Consul! Brice says he fs sick of the 
sights froced on him during the last two 
years. He had reported the facts of 
the case to Washington, and believes 
that his district is entitled to some of 
the aid offered. Consul Barker say 
that a few days ago he found a man dead 
of want in the market place of Sagua 
La Grande., The mayor took up 
collection, appealing to all classes, tut 
so great is the general impoverishmen‘ 
that it only yielded $2.50. Both con- 
suls say this distress must grow daily, 
and that death will keep pace with it un- 
less relief is afforded. 

Consul General Lee, when these mat- 
ters were brought to his attention, re- 
plied that there was not the slightest 
intention of neglecting the reconcen- 
trados In the eastern provinces, but 
he pointed out that Havana, being the 
largest city, was consequently more in 
need of succor. He asserted that he had 
written the consuls that everything pos- 
sible would be done for sufferers In their 
localities as soon as supplies are avail- 
able, but the relief thus far has been 
nowhere near commensurate with the 
necessity. He has deputed much of the 
work of distribution to Miss Clara Bar- 
ton, who has the confidence of all par- 
ties, and who is almost constantly at 
work in conjunction with the special 
agent of the consul general. 


Spain's Responsibility Defined. 

New York, Feb. 21.—The Herald prints 
the following: Frederick R. Coudert, a 
well-known authority upon interna- 
tional law, was interviewed regarding 
the matter of an indemnity if it can be 
shown that the Spanish authorities at 
Havana failed to take proper precau- 
tions to insure the safety of the Ameri- 
tan warship Maine. “Spain should pay 
indemnity for the loss of the Maine,”* Mr. 
Coudert said, “provided the accident is 
found to be due to the negligence of 
Spanish officials. The vessel went to 
Havana on a friendly visit and was en- 
titled to full protection; it was proper 
that extraordinary precautions be taken 
to insure her safety. 

“It was well known that there were 
individuals belonging to the Spanish na- 
tion who had ill-feelings toward the 
United States. If any danger was 
known to exist in Havana harbor, it was 
to be expected that Spain should inform 
the captain of the Maine of the fact and 
use every means to prevent any acci- 
dents tothe vessel. If on the other hand 
aman with a basket of dynamite should 
go aboard the Maine and blow up the 
vessel, the fault would have plainly been 
with the officers of the vessel. It was 
their duty to keep the strictest watch 
over everybody who went on board. 

“The destruction of the Maine by ac- 
cident, or by the act of irresponsible in- 
dividuals would not justify a declaration 
of war. Carnot, for instance, was as- 
sassinated by an Italian, yet France did 
not blame Italy. Italian subjects were 
killed by a mob several years ago at New 
Orleans. Italy was justified in demand- 
ing an indemnity,- which she received, 
because the men when slain were in 
charge of officers of the law, who should 
have made every effort to prevent their 
prisoners from being kiHed; but it did 


What Investigation Will Show, 

Havana, Feb. 21.—Lieutenant Com- 
mander Barnett of the survey boat 
Bache said to a correspondent of the 
Associated Press: ‘You want the facts? 
I can tell you there are 95 chances out of 
100 that the investigation will show that 
the forward magazine of the Maine did 
not blow up first, if it exploded at ail, and

Chaplain Caidwick of the Maine has re- 
covered cor iderable sums of money, 
with letters and other property, from the 
bodies taken from the wreck. In one 
case the initials can be seen on the coat 
lining and may serve to identify the 
body of the wearer; but the harbor water 
is so filthy that the marks are nearly 
illegible. Caplain Chidwick is one of 
the hardest worked officers, and upon 
him devolves some of the most repulsive 


Situation Is Grave, 

London, Feb. 21.—It is asserted on 
good authority that the Royal Niger 
company has been instructed, after try- 
ing all peaceable means, to compel the 
retirement of the Frence from British 
territory by force. The sultanate of 
Sokoto is a feudatory of the campany 
and was recently placed under British 
protection. 

The situation is regarded as extremely 
grave. Great Britain's forces in the 
protectorate district number between 
5000 and 6000 men, under British officers 
in Lagos and Gold Coast Uinterland and 
at the three separate points of British 
and French territorial disputes, Boria, 
Wae and Argungu. The Daily Mail 
says it has received confirmation of the 
news from Sokoto.

'Chief Engineer Spear Writes 


Home. 


Relief Party for the Whalers 


Landed. 


Bear in Winter Quarters—Goes 
North in June. 


Probation Officer Francis A. Spear 
received an interesting letter Saturday 
from his brother Herbert W. Spear, 
who is chief engineer of the revenue 
cutter Bear which was sent to Alaska 
to relieve the ice bound whalers at 
Fort Barrows in the Artic ocean. 

The letter, which was dated Jan. 29, 
was written at Unalaska where the Bear 
is now in winter quarters, and was 
sent from there by steamer to Seattle 
where it was mailed Sunday, Feb. 13. 

In this letter, Chief Engineer Spear 
says, the run from Port Townsend to 
Unalaska, a distance of 1700 miles 
was made in about ten days. The 
vessel did not succeed in getting with- 
in 80 miles of where it was intended, 
on account of the large amount of float- 
ing ice it encountered. 

They experienced good weather on 
the trip with the exception of about 
30 hours when they encountered a 
severe gale and were obliged to use oil 
to keep the water from coming aboard . 
From Unalaska they sailed 400 miles 
to Vancouver where a relief party was 
landed. This party procured a guide 
with dogs and started overland for 
Fort Clarence where they are to find 
the Reindeer which they will take for 
the 600 miles to Fort Barrows. 

After landing the party at Vancouver 
the Bear came back to Unalaska when 
it went into winter quarters. They will 
remain at this point until June when 
they will sail to Fort Barrows, where 
the whalers are imprisoned. Should 
these whalers desire to immediately 
return the Bear will start for Port 
Townsend where they will arrive next 
September. Should they however 
decide to remain until the end of the 
season the Bear will not return before 
November. 

The Bear was fitted out by the San 
Francisco newspapers and the govern- 
ment furnished the vessel. She is pro- 
vided with provisions enough to last 
510 men a year. Chief Engineer Spear 
reports the weather at Unalaska as 
very mild, the thermometer seldom 
going below 20 degrees above zero, 
although it rains or snows nearly every 
day. At no time did the Bear en- 
counter any extremely cold weather, 
the coldest being 15 degrees below 
zero, and at that time the sea was 29 
degrees above zero. News that comes 
to them from St. Michael says that 
there is between fifteen and twenty 
millions of gold there waiting until 
spring to be sent down. 

There is but little of interest to the 
men upon the Bear while they are in 
winter quarters, although the letter 
says that they are quite busy over- 
hauling and cleaning up the machinery. 

Silk and chamoise underwear and 
fur clothing was provided the party by 
the San Francisco papers, and Mr. 
Spear says they must have imagined 
that weather 50 degrees below zero 
would be encountered from the outfits 
provided. Personally, he had but little 
time to make preparations for the voy- 
age as he did not receive notice that he 
was to accompany the party until two 
days before the Bear sailed.

Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

Iam interested in the discussion 
relative to the annexation of Quincy 
to Boston. As far as the universality 
of man is concerned there is, to my 
mind, an underlying principle of 
‘‘help one another’’ that does not 
appear at first sight. That of course 
should be recognized. The proper 
adjustment of our county line, the 
Metropolitan water system, the sewer 
system, and other large works are a@ 
benefit to Quincy and also to Boston 
because we have within our borders 
many of the Boston business men 
We are all agreed that these things 
are a benefit to Boston and vicinity. 

But for Quincy to become a part of 
Boston I don’t see the benefits to be 
derived, that some others seem to see.

Would that make 
the stone easier to quarry? Would it 
make it any cheaper? You answer, 
Boston is well able to pay. But we 
forget that we would be part of 
Boston. You say our taxes would be 
less per $1,000. But what matters it if 
our individual valuation is $500 or 
$1,000 higher; the amount of each 
man’s tax would be as great. 

I say, Mr. Editor don’t join Boston. 
We don’t need to be annexed to Bos- 
ton. We need our sewer completed and 
then Quincy will have as many attrac- 
tions as other suburban cities. Our 
city, already healthy, will be a very 
desirable place of residence. 

We should go further and own the 
electric lighting plant and then the 
street railway as we now control the 
water works. Inafew years instead 
of 25,000 people, we will have 50,000. 
Then more will contribute to the 
municipal expenses and the tax rate 
will decrease. 

It has been my privilege or mis- 
fortune to live in large cities, but I 
find more contentment in Quincy. I 
am satisfied that Quincy has made her 
mark not only in Revolationary times, 
buat that today she is having a remark- 
able growth. Some say, sentiment 
lives. Perhaps it does, but not here. 
We revere the names of local celebrities 
of the past. Quincy is looking forward 
not backward, and every decade finds 
fewer cities in the old Bay State with 
larger population or greater wealth. 
Quincy has no need of such a guardian

ALMOST A FLOOD. 


' Washington Street Culvert Needs 


Widening. 


The need of rebuilding and widen- 
ing the culvert under Washington 
street near the Canal will be ma’e 
evident to anyone who visits that point 
today. The heavy rain of Sunday and 
today has sent alarge body of water 
down Town brook and the culvert at 
Washington street is not large enough 
to take care of it. 

This noon the water was within a 
few inches of the top of the culvert 
and owing to its inability to take care 
of the large body of water it was forced 
back so as to overflow the banks of the 
brook between Miller’s Stile road and 
Washington street. The land in the 
rear and about George W. Taylor’s 
residence on Elm street is overflowed 
to quite a depth and the larger part of 
Cherry avenue is under water. 


The land in the rear of John Hall’s + 


estate on Canal street is also under 
water and at the Pierce estate near the 
junction of Washington and Canal 
streets, the water is nearly up to the 
sill of the house. If the rain keeps on 
for any length of time, that section 
may have the same experience it did 
several years ago when the water 
rushed over Washington street and 
overflowed Bigelow street. 

The new bridge on Miller’s Stile road 
and at Bigelow street were taking care 
of the water all right today up to 1 
o'clock, the whole trouble apparently 
being at the culvert under Washington 
street.

east. 

Isabel Rubio, owner of many tobacco 
estates in the eastern part of the island, 
and an active insurgent, has been cap- 
tured by the Spanish in the province of 
Pinar del Rio. and is now in the hospi- 
tal. At the time of the Maceoincursion 
she induced hhaif the province to join the 
insurgent cause. She accompanied one 
of General Maceo’s expeditions to Cuba, 
then left the island and after a time re- 
turned with an expedition from Key 
West. 

Rumors have reached here of the land- 
ing of an insurgent expedition near the 
Marianao river, this province, but as yet 
the name of the vessel or of the leader of 
the party is undisclosed. 


Divines Counselled Caution, 

Boston, Feb. 21.—References were 
made in many of the local pulpits to the 
loss of the Maine, and in nearly every 
instance the different divines counselled 
calmness and asked for a suspension of 
judgment until the facts of the case are 
made known. 

At the Every Day church, Rev. George 
L. Perin said if it was an accident, “‘we 
have sympathy for our Spanish neigh- 
bors who for the moment are under 
suspicion; but if it was not an accident, 
then let there be Cuban liberty and 
American vengeance.” 

Rev. B. L. Bates at the Bromfield Street 
church spoke on the “Lessons of the lost 
battleship,” saying that the first was 
that of human fraility. Another was the 
unifying influence of a great sorrow. A 
greater interest in our citizenship will 
result. Our army, our navy, our forti- 
fications and those who defend them are 
our defense and make our civil and re- 
ligious liberty possible. 

Rev. Dr. Lorimer at Tremont temple 
said: ‘The president urges caution, and 
we should avoid utterances which seem 
to be extraordinary. Weshould refrain 
from comment and pray to God that 
there may be no mistake. May every- 
thing be done with justice, righteously, 
and with charity and patriotism. Itisa 
time for prayer and not for dynamite 
language.” 


A Cofferdam Necessary. 

Portsmouth, N. H., Feb. 21.—In an in- 
terview yesterday Master Shipwright 
W. F. Noyes, acting naval constructor 
at the navy yard, suggested that the 
better way to raise the Maine is by the 
building of a cofferdam. He said that 
neither of the wrecking companies has 
necessary apparatus for raising so large 
a vessel, and will not be able to carry 
out their plans, 


Preparing For Defense. 

London, Feb. 21.—The Capetown cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail says: “The 
Transvaal! government is mounting guns 
at Johannesburg and conveying Maxims, 
shells, rifles and cartridges to the point 
in an offensive and ostentatious manner. 
During the last week the railway truck- 
loads of war material were paraded 
through the streets of Johannesburg 
and carried, under escort of an artillery 


detachment, to the fort on the hill out- 
side the town.”

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Four States In a Helpless State o 
Temporary Subjection. 


Monuments to His Majesty 
Set Up by Boreas. 


Steam and Electrictty Reduced to “innocuous 
Desuetude.”

Chicago, Feb. 21.—The states of “Vis- 
consin, Iowa, Michigan and Illinois are 
practically snow-bound. Reports from 
Cedar Rapids and Webster City, Ia., and 
Freeport, Bloomington, Rockford and 
Galesburg, Ills., indicate an average 
snowfall since Saturday of two feet. 
Throughout Wisconsin and northern 
Michigan the fall was much heavier, in 
fact the greatest of the season. A 40- 
mile gale piled the snow into enormous 
drifts, completely paralyzing street rail- 
way traffic and seriously interfering 
with the operation of the steam roads. 
Trains have been delayed in some in- 
stances five hours owing to the heavy 
drifts and steady fall of snow, which 
make the use of plows unavailing. Rain 
and snow alternate in Chicago and vicin- 
ity, but late last night the snow seemed 
to have the upper hand. 


Trains Badly Blocked. 

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 21.—Railroad traf- 
fic is badly tied up in northern Mich- 
igan, the result of an unusual snow- 
storm which set in Saturday. Mack- 
inaw City reports all trains on the 
Mackinaw division of the Michigan Cen- 
tral railroad cancelled and trains badly 
blocked on other roads. 

At Petoskey, the snow is four feet 
deep on the level and badly drifted. 
Street cars are tied up and all traffic 
delayed at Marquette and Ishpeming. 
Trains on the western division of the 
Flint and Pere Marquette road are ex- 
periencing much delay, and the Sag- 
inaw street cars are unable to operate. 
Conditions are scarcely less severe in 
the whole state. 


Blizzard In Wisconsin. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 21.—The bliz- 
zard which started in the eastern part 
of the state Saturday and of which Mil- 
waukee is the center continues. Twenty- 
two inches of snow had fallen last night. 
The wind blows the snow back on the 
tracks about as fast as it is cleared off. 
The companies do not pretend to keep 
surburban lines open and not a wheel 
outside the city limits has moved since 
Saturday afternoon. Snow tothe depth 
of seven feet is piled up all along the 
different lines of street railway, and 
it will be many days before it can be 
carted away. Railway trains on all 
roads entering Milwaukee are all the 

way from two to 15 hours late. 


The Dreyfus Sensation. 

London, Feb. 21.—The Daily Telegraph 
publishes this morning an alleged ex- 
planation of the Dreyfus mystery. A 
secret compact between Russia and Ger- 
many existed before the Franco-Russian 
eliiance wasarranged. Under its terms 
Russia undertook to supply Germany 
with all the information obtainable by 
spies or otherwise regarding French mil- 
itary affairs. Germany supplying Rus- 
sia in return with information concern- 
ing another power, presumably Austria- 
Hungary. 

Dreyfus discovered and traded upon 
this compact. Whether the “border- 
eau’ (memorandum) was written by 
him or not, it was merely the ostensible 
basis of the indictment against him. 
The real secret document referred to a 
compact the revelation of which would 
have imperilled the Russian alliance. 
The same motives of secrecy, says The 
Daily Telegraph's informant, will com- 
pel the different governments to deny the 
truth of this information, which is, 
nevertheless, correct. 


Shocked to Death. 

Somerville, Mass., Feb. 21.—Felix Mc- 
Donald, 26 years old, an employe of the 
New England Telephone company, was 
instantly killed by a live wire while 
walking on the crossbar of a telegraph 
pole Sunday. McDonald climbed the 
pole to repair some wires and laid his 
hand on a telephone wire that had be- 
come crossed by an electric light wire. 
McDonald's home was in Prince Edward 
Island. He leaves two brothers, Archi- 
bald McDonald of this city and James 
McDonald of Providence.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 

The referendum has resulted in popu- 
lar approval of the proposed state pur- 
chase of the railroads of Switzerland, 
ata cost of about a billion francs ($200,- 
000,000. The vote was 384,146 in favor to 
177,130 against. 

The residence of Peter Liberty of 
Elizabethtown, N. Y., was destroyed by 
fire Sunday. Of the 20 persons in the 
house all escaped but John Bradford of 

issex, N. Y., a teamster, who was suf- 

ocated and burned to a crisp. 

The body of Police Commissioner 
Welles of Brooklyn was found in the 
woods near Scotch Plains, N. J., Sunday. 
It was removed to Plainfield by permis- 
sion of the coroner. The throat was 
cut, and it was evident that Welles had 
committed suicide. 

The San Francisco police have been 
asked to investigate the mysterious dis- 
appearance of L. A. Sykes of New York. 
It was his intention to leave for Dawson 
City on a steamer which sailed Monday 
evening. He left a hotel Monday morn- 
ing and has not been seen since nor heard 
from.

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ROCHEFORT IN JAIL. 


Frevch Editor Makes a Theatrical Dem- 
onstration Before Serving a Sentence. 
Paris, Feb. 21—-Two thousand people 

assembled Sunday afternoon in front 

of the Saint Pelagie prison (well known 
as a prison for offending journalists) to 
greet Henry Rochefort, editor of The 

Intransigeant, on entering to serve a 

gentence of five days’ imprisonment for 

libelling Joseph Reinach, conservative 
deputy for the district of Digne and 
editor of The French Republic, by charg- 
ing him with intending to prove the in- 
nocence of Alfred Dreyfus by the use of 
forged docuinents. At first there were 
no signs of force to preserve order; but 
as the crowd increased, a company of 
republican cuards, headed by buglers 
and drummers, a detachment of police 
and two squedrons of cuirrasiers were 
drawn up on each side of the square in 
front of the prison. The troops were 
received with cries of “Live the army.” 
It was four o'clock before Mr. Roche- 

fort arrived. The crowd flocked around 
his carriage, shouting “Live Rochefort” 
and “Live the commune,” the police be- 
ing powerlcss to restrain them. Mr. 
Rechefort alighted, waving his hand- 
kerchief, and, escorted by the people, 
walked to tue prison gates. About 50 
of his friends accompanied him inside 
the building amid continuous cheers 
from the populace. The wardens, with 
the governor cf the prison at their side 
were waiting caps in hand, and respect- 
fully received the prisoner. The crowd 
meanwhile dispersed singing and shout- 
ing. 


M. HENRI ROCHEFORT. 
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Suddenly a new gathering of 3000, 
headed by Messrs Milleveye, Thiebaud 
and Regis, marched toward the pan- 
theon, yelling “Down with Zola” and 
“Death to the Jews.’ The police formed 
across the road and stopped the progress 
of the demonstrators. Thiebaud and 
Milleveye- began haranging the crowd 
from steps despite the efforts of the po- 
lice to dislodge them. They advised the 
crowd to disperse in orderly fashion, but 
to keep on shouting loyal cries and to 
reserve its strength for another occa- 
sion. Mr. Thiebaud eulogized Mr. 
Rochefort as “the man who will toll the 
knell of the Jews.”” Milleveye and Thie- 
baud went to the police station to de- 
mand the release of a dozen people ar- 
rested in the course of the demonstra- 
tion. 


Burial at Evanston, 

New York, Feb. 21—The funeral ser- 
vice over the remains of Frances Will- 
ard took place Sunday in the Broadway 
tabernacle by the offic.a! decree of the 
W. C. T. U. because of Miss Will- 
ard’s many friends and admirers in the 
east. 

On Thursday a service will be held at 
Evanston, Ills. Before final interment 
takes place, however, the body will lie 
in state in Willard hall, at the W. C. 
T. U. temple in Chicago, probably the 
greater portion of Wednesday next, and 
while en route to the western metropolis 
will also He in state for a short time in 
Churchville, N. Y., Miss Willard’s birth- 
place. 

A great many floral tributes had been 
received and these, together with palms, 
were used as decorations in the church. 
Miss Willard’s request that her funeral 
service be simple wascarried out. Por- 
tions of the scripture were read and 
hymns were sing, and then the Meth- 
odist Epsicopal funeral service was read. 


Explosion In a Church. 
Nashua, N. pi., Feb. 21.—An explosion 
of gas in the pulpit of the First Congre- 
gational church, followed by a slight fire, 
caused a panic in the congregation, and 
while no one was injured there was wild 
excitement for a few minutes. The 
regular pastor was away, and Rev. J. 
Burnham Davis occupied the pulpit. He 
did not understand the pulpit lamp, and 
turned on the gas without lighting the 
Jet. The janitor then came up and in- 
vestigated with a lighted match. The 
explosion which followed shook the 
building, and while neither the janitor 
nor minister was burned, the pulpit 
caught fire to the consternation of the 
congregation. Women and children 
rushed from their seats, and a number 
fainted. The fire department responded 
quickly, and the blaze was extinguished 
with slight damage, 


Gave the Officers a Chase, 

Melrose, Mass., Feb. 21.—Three stores 
were entered by burglars at an early hour 
Sunday morning. While very little of 
value was taken, the supposed thieves 
gave the officers a warm chase. All 
escaped, however, although a dozen 
shots were fired at them by the officers. 

The police of the neighboring towns 
were notified by telephone, and an hour 
or two after a young man who gave his 
name as Henry BH. Black of New York 
was arrested by Saugus officers. Oneof 
the places entered was Bunker's cigar 
store, and the Saugus officers reported 
that cigars were found on Black. The 
man also had a revolver and a small 
quantity of cartridges. Two other men 
supposed to have been Black's com- 
panions were seen by the Saugus offi- 
cers, but escaped. 


Shuffied Off the Coil. 

New York, Feb. 21—Mrs. Harriett 
Hamerslough, a young married woman, 
committed suicide by inhaling gas at her 
home. Her husband declared that she 
was addicted to the use of liquor, and 
that she had attempted suicide on previ- 
ous occasions, 

Anna Baldwin, a widow 29 years of age, 
by occupation a professional nurse, com- 
mitted suicide at her home in Brooklyn 
by taking a large quantity of mercury. 


Reduced to Ashes. 

Minneapolis, Feb. 21.—A special to The 
Tribune from Runsberg says: The 
Postoffice and store at this place was 
burned Saturday night. Postmaster 
Kartunen, who slept in the building, was 
cremated. There is no evidence of foul 
play, and the fire is thought to be the re- 
Sult of accident. Kartunen had been 
Postmaster nine years. His body was 
reduced to ashes,

Gencral Harrison Counsels Upholding 
the McKinley Policy. 


“This Great Country Desires 
Only What Is Right.” 


fan Wait For Facts Before Issuing Its 


Proclamation. 


Chicago, Feb. 23.—Four hundred per- 
Sons attended the annual banquet in 
commemoration of Washington at the 
Union league lastevening. Toasts were 
responded to by ex-President Harrison 
and others. 


BENJAMIN HARRISON. 
General Harrison referred to the Cu 


ban question, saying in part: ‘“‘We can 
understand that in a time like this there 
are grave responsibilities devolving upon 
the president of the United States; single 
responsibilities that he may not divide 
with any man. Let us stand about him, 
strengthening him in the calm assur- 
ance that this great country desires only 
what is right and can wait until the 
facts are known before it issues its 
proclamation.” 


He Urges Moderation. 

Detroit, Feb. 23.—Many Republican 
leaders of the wolverine state attended 
the annual! banquet of the Michigan club 
last night. Addresses were made by 
Governor Pingree and Senator Davis, 
chairman of the senate committee on 
foreign affairs. In part Mr. Davis said: 
“A large portion of our people wish to 
drive the president forward and into 
war. Let us take the advice of Captain 
Sigsbee and suspend judgment on the 
Maine disaster. If then our dark fore- 
bodings are justified by the investiga- 
tion, be assured that President McKin- 
ley and the United States government 
will not be found wanting in any act 
which the dreadful circumstance shall 
render necessary.” 


Salvage of the Maine. 

Washington, Feb. 23.—The Merritt & 
Chapman company of New York, as- 
sisted by the Boston Towboat company, 
has received, the contract for the sal- 
vage of the Maine. An agreement was 
reached Tuesday with the representa- 
tives of the two companies after several 
conferences. At the last moment Sec- 
retary Long insisted that a provision 
should be made for sending forward at 
once at least one large wrecking boat, 
with divers and equipment. This was 
agreed to, and a dispatch was sent tothe 
captain of the sea-wrecker Right Arm, 
now at Key West, to suspend his private 
work there and proceed at once to Ha- 
vana. 

The terms of the contract provide for 
the payment to the wrecking companies 
of the sum of $871 per day for their regu- 
lar plant and an additional payment of 
$500 per day for the use of the Monarch 
while the latter is actually employed. 
An express provision is made that the 
government may terminate the contract 
atany moment. It is also provided that 
the compensation shall not exceed the 
sum of money ($200,000) appropriated by 
congress for this purpose. Finally it is 
provided that if the companies succeed 
in raising the Maine and towing her to 
New York they shall receive a bonus of 
$100,000. 

In view of the large first cost of the 
Maine, about $5,000,000, and the national 
desire that she shall be raised, as evi- 
denced by the prompt and unanimous 
action of congress upon the joint resolu- 
tion, Secretary Long believes that he is 
fully justified in making the above terms, 
though at first thought the per diem 
compensation seems large. It must be 
borne in mind, however, he said, that 
this will constitute the largest wrecking 
expedition ever equipped in this coun- 
try. Moreover, the wreckers expressed 
@ willingness to go to work in the usual 
Way that they serve underwriters, 
namely, to do the wrecking and then 
take the award of a board of arbitra- 
tion. This plan, however, was not open 
to the government, which is compelled 
by law to fix exact terms in advance. 
A clause of the contract requires the 
companies to proceed with all dispatch 
and in a business like manner with the 
work of wrecking, and though this haste 
fadds to. the cost of the work it is be- 
lieved to be necessary in view of the 
possibility of the early appearance of 
yellow fever at Havana harbor with the 
approach of the rainy season next 
month. 

In addition to the emergency work to 
be prosecuted by the Right Arm, the 
main expedition will be made up of 
sbout 100 men. including six skilled 


Givets; the wrecKing stédmer unter- 
writer of Boston, of 600 horse power; the 
wrecking steamer John G. Jones of Nor- 
folk, of similar power; the iron barge 
one Star of Boston, capable of carrying 
3000 tons; the floating derrick Monarch, 
capable of lifting 260 tons, the largest 
floating derrick in the country,and an- 
other derrick capable of Hiting 30 tons. 


Telegram From Sigsbee. 

Washington, Feb. 23—The most po- 
tent sign that the first and exciting stage 
of the Maine disaster has been passed 
was the fact that only a single cable- 
gram was received yesterday at the navy 
Gepartment relating to that event. 
Captain Sigsbee telegraphed: “‘Send to 
Forsyth for Sigsbee a transverse sec- 
tlona] drawing of the Maine through 
the forward 10-inch magazine and shell 
room, showing pocket coal bunkers.” 
This request was immediately complied 
with. It is supposed that Captain 
figsbee wants these drawings to assist 
in the work of raising the ship, as they 
would be of great aid to the divers. They 
will be useful also as the basis for the 
testimony now being taken by the court 
of inquiry at Havana. The fact that it 
is deemed essential that the drawings 
shall show the pocket coal bunkers, 
which abut on the magazine, is evidence 
that Captain Sigsbee has in mind the 
spontaneous combustion theory, though 
it does not follow by any means that he 
is committed to it. 

In explanation of the order to the Nor- 
folk navy yard officials to have the 
Terror in condition for service, Secretary 
Long said this had been given to replace 
the Maine, it being deemed desirable 
that the armored fieet should not fall 
below a certain number. There was 
very little work to be done on the Terror, 
and 48 hours should suffice to finish it. 
The Terror is our most powerful double- 
turreted monitor and, although not as ef- 
fective at sea as a battleship, in the 
smooth waters of a harvor she probab? 
would be able to hold her own against 
almost any craft. 

The navy department received a dis- 
Patch from Captain Sigsbee last evening 
Saying that 14 more bodies had been re- 
covered from the wreck. All are un- 
identified. It is not thought that any 
bodies will be identified hereafter unless 
by the clothing. Aside from the effect 
oI iong submersion, the men still misgng 
were nearly all directly under the main 
Geck which was blown up, and the tre- 
mendous torce of the explosion probably 
Diotted sceres of them out of existence 
entirely. 


Requiem For the Sailors, 

New York, Feb. 23.—Solemn high mass 
for the repose of the souls of the sailors 
who perished on the Maine was cele- 
brated in St. Ann's Catholic church, 
near the navy yard, Brooklyn. The 
church was filled, many relatives and 
friends of the dead sailors being among 
the number. In the main aisle and di- 
rectly in front of the altar was a huge 
catafalque draped with American flags 
and surrounded by rows of burning 
candles, 

Services similar to those at St. Ann's 
were held in the church of the Sacred 
Heart, Brooklyn, which, like St. Ann’s, 
has many officers and sailors from the 
navy yard among its communicants. 
Two companies of marines from the 
naval barracks attended this latter 
service, and presented arms as the host 
was elevated. 


English Sympathy Tendered, 

Boston, Feb. 23.—Washington’s birth- 
day was the theme of discussion at the 
annual celebration by the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery company yester- 
day. Naturally, most of the speakers 
took occasion to say something of the 
officers and men who lost their lives in 
the recent disaster in Havana harbor, 
while many who addressed the gather- 
ing also had much to add as to the Yn- 
portance of the task the company has 
recently set about—the preservation of 
Faneuil hall.

Colonel Bradley sent the following re- 
ply: “Assembled in honor of the birth- 
day of Washington, our hearts are 
touched by your loving words of sym- 
pathy. God bless our brothers and com- 
rades of the Honorable Artillery com- 
pany. Have sent copy of your message 
to the president at Washington.”

SOUTHERN VILLAINY, 


Hatred of the Negro Leads to a Re- 
volting Crime, 


Torch and Bullet Used by a 
Hundred White Men. 


Colored Postmaster and an Infant Killed and 
j Their Home Destroyed. 


Columbia, S. C., Feb. 23.—The most 
revolting crime ever perpetrated by 
white men in South Carolina was com- 
mitted at Lake City, Willlamsburg coun- 
ty, at 5 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
Postmaster Baker, a negro, and his fam- 
ily were burned out of their home. The 
postmaster and a babe in arms were 
killed, and his wife and three daughters 
were shot and maimed for life. 

Baker was appointed postmaster three 
months ago. Lake City is a town of 
300 inhabitants, and the negro popula- 
tion in the vicinity is large. There was 
@ protest at Baker’s appointment, but 
it was not very vigorous. Three months 
&go the postmaster was fired on from am- 
bush at night, but it was not known that 
the would-be assassin was prompted by 
other than personal malice. Last Tues- 
day night a body of men who kept con- 
cealed behind the buildings and fences 
in the neighborhood riddled the build- 
ing with shot and rifle bullets. Noone 
Was hurt, but it is supposed to have 
been a warning. A short time before 
that Senators Tillman and McLauren 
and Congressman Horton had asked 
the postmaster general to remove Baker 
because of his color, and the request had 
been refused. 

Tuesday morning a torch was applied 
to Baker's house, In which the postoffice 
was kept. Just within the line of 
light were over 100 white men armed 
with pistols and shotguns. By the time 
the fire aroused the sleeping family, con- 
sisting of the postmaster, his wife, four 
daughters, a son and an infant at the 
breast, the crowd began firing into the 
building. A hundred bullet holes were 
made through the thin boarding, and 
many found lodgment in the people with- 
in. 

Baker was first to reach the door, and 
he fell dead just within the threshold, 
being shot in several, places, The 
mother had the babe in her arms and 
had reached the door over her husband’s 
body when a bullet crashed through its 
skull and it fell to the floor. She was 
shot in several places. Two of the 
girls had their arms broken close to the 
shoulder and will probably lose them. 
Another of the girls is believed to be 
fatally wounded. The boy and the 
fourth girl escaped with slight injuries. 
The bodies of Baker and the infant were 
cremated in the building. All mail 
matter was destroyed. Bitter indig- 
nation is expressed everywhere, 


Public Reception. 

Boston, Feb. 23.—It was not a partic- 
ularly auspicious day for carrying out 
the now well-established custom of a 
governor's public reception that Gov- 
ernor Wolcott had at the statehouse 
yesterday, but, notwithstanding the 
threatening aspect of the skies and the 
occasional downpour of the rain, it was 
one of the most successful in recent 
years. The number of those who at- 
tended was not as large as usual, but 
there were more adults than usual and 
less children, and the number of per- 
sons prominent in affairs in attendance 
was larger than for many years. 

There were many incidents during 
the reception. One little girl gave the 
governor a bunch of violets. Later a 
little boy handed the governor a letter. 
Within it was a card bearing the name 
of Roger Wolcott Mellish Harvey, “‘five 
years old.” With it was a small piece 
of paper, a brownish yellow with age, 
on which was written in the chirography 
of a century ago these words: 

“March the 21, 1798. Value received 
promise to pay Roger Wolcott 8 shillings 
and 5 pence. Jonathan Knight.” 

It was an old note given more thana 
century ago to one of the ancestors of 
the governor. 


Threats and Bribes, 

London, Feb. 23.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Daily Newssays: “The 
greatest efforts are being made outside 
the courtroom to influence the jurymen 
by threats and blandishments. Tuesday 
each juryman received an anonymous 
letter promising him the sum of £400 if 
Mr. Zola should be acquitted. The let- 
ters of course emanated from the same 
source as the forgeries by which it was 
sought to prove the existence of a Drey- 
fus syndicate. 

“Mr. Zola throughout the day was cool 
and collected. I can vouch from per- 
sonal assurance that he Is quite indiffer- 
ent as to the result of the trial, so faras 
his own person is concerned. Several 
of his intimate friends, as well as his 
wife, would not be sorry if he were con- 
demned to three months’ imprisonment, 
as that would be an apt conclusion of 
one of the most dramatic trials of the 
century. Popular passion against him 
has been fanned to such a fury that an 
acquittal would make his position most 
uncomfortable; while, if he were sen- 
tenced to imprisonment, popular opinion 
would perhaps soften and relent.”

SCHOOL TERMS. 


And Other Business Before the 
the School Committee. 


There was but little business trans- 
acted in open session at the meeting 
of the School Committee Monday 
night, practically all of the time being 
taken up in considering the budget 
which was done.in executive session. 
Every member was present. 

It was voted upon the report of Dr. 
Ash, to permit the Forsaith child of 
Braintree to attend the Willard school. 

Dr. Record thought the tuition of 
$30 was hardly large enough to cover 
the expense if the permanent repairs 
were considered as there was expended 
last year for schools $155,000. This in- 
cluded the two new school buildings. 
No action however, was taken on 
tuition. 

The special committee of truant 
officer reported that Chares H. Johnson 
could take the whole charge for $125 
per year, and it was voted that he be 
employed at that salary. 

The special committee appointed to 
consider a wider scope for evening 
schools make no report, as they had 
been unable to get a meeting of the 
committee on account of the storm.

A CHALLENGE SURE. | 
ean 


Liberal Conditions and Valuable | 
Trophy Please Yachtsmen. 


There will be some lively racing in 
Quincy bay next summer, says the | 
Globe, when the Quincy yacht clab 
defends its $500 inter-club silver cup. 
A challenge for the cup is practically 
assured, and the club expects that if 
will be formally made as soon as the 
revised conditions are printed and sent 
to the various yacht clubs. The condi- 
tions will be in neat pamphlet form, 
and will have a cut of the cup, designs 
for which are now being submitted. 

And with one challenge received and 
accepted, others are sure to follow, be- 
cause of the breath of the conditions 
governing the holding of the cup and 
smallest possible formality attending 
a challenge for it. 

After challenging and giving bonds 
for the safe holding of the cup in case 
it is won, all that a challenger practi- 
cally has to do is to bring his boat to 
the line the day of the race to conform 
to the measurement rules of the Yacht 
Racing association of Massachusetts. 
He does not even have to name his 
boat until the day before the race so 
that if a club challenged on its own 
account and not at the request of one 
of its members, it would have a wide 
margin of time in _ selecting a 
challenger from a fleet of competitors. 

With everything so liberal in the way 
of conditions, and with such a valuable 
trophy in sight it will indeed be a sur- 
prise if quite a fleet of 21-footers a 
not found at the starting line when 
the day of the first race comes around. 

The Herald says, contests for the 
Quincy Yacht club’s challenge cup aid 
and help out designers the world over. 
Americans have none the best of it, 
foreign designers can be aided by such 
matches as well as our own, and the 
matches are ina line and in accord 
with the data which must go toward 
furnishing information about future 
cup defenders and challengers. 

Like the terms governing the Ameri- 
can’s cup races, there is the fixed 
waterline to work on, no guessing of 
ratios to make a certain rating and 
chance is given to put on more sail to 
make the boat faster if she needs it. 


For Reaching the Klondike. 

Washington, Feb. 23.—The indications 
are that the facilities for reaching the 
Klondike gold region in Alaska in a 
comparatively short time will be ample 
to meet all reasonable demands. Me- 
liable information has reached here from 
London to the effect that a syndicate 
of English and American capitalists has 
perfected arrangements for the con- 
struction of a road from the head of 
Lynn canal over White pass and thence | 
by a route already located to a point on 
the Yukon river below the rapids and 
all other obstructions to clear naviga- 
tion. The road will be about 350 miles 
in length, and from the point where it 
meets the Yukon there is sgid to be 
sufficient water at all tiznes, making the 
trip to Dawson the shortest yet pro- 
posed, 


Double Umpire System, 

Chicago, Feb. 23.—President Hart, 
chairman of the playing rules committee 
of the National league, issued his re- 
port on rules yesterday.

Two 
umpires are provided for, to be gov- 
erued as follows: When two umpires 
are assigned one shall be known as 
the “referee umpire” and the other as 
the “assistant umpire.” The former's 
regular position in the game shall be 
behind that of the batsman and the 
latter’s position shall be in the field 
near either first, second or third base, 
and the umpires shall not exchange du- 
ties during the progress of a game ex- 
cept by consent of the captains of the 
opposing teams. 

Showed Great Endurance. 

Wheeling, W. Va., Feb. 23.—Last night 
Oscar Gardner, the “Omaha kid,” put 
out Jack O'Keefe of Zanesville, 0., in 
the 18th round. Gardner had things 
all his own way, but O’Keefe’s endur- 
ance was wonderful. The gong saved 
him twice and he was sent to the floor 
In nearly every round after the llth, 
going three timesinthe 12th. Gardner 
finished him just after the 18th round 
began, with a right hook on the chin. 


Scalded by Steam. 

Fitchburg, Mass., Feb. 23.—John L. 
Jones and Felician Leblanc of Leomin- 
ster died at the Burbank hospital as the 
result of a scalding and inhaling steam 
by the blowing out of a plug in a boiler 
used in harvesting ice at a porfd in 
South Gardner. Lucien Farrar and G. 
H. Lawrence, also of Leominster, are in 
the hospital seriously scalded, through 
the same agency.

WASHINGTON’S WORDS 


Farewell Address Read Impressively 
by Senator Lodge, 


Jerry Simpson Willing to Be 
of the Millionaires. 


Aspersions of the Wealthy Rebuked by 2 
Massachusetts Congressman. 


Washington, Feb. 23.—The reading of 
the journal was dispensed with at Tues- 
day’s session of the senate, and in ac- 
cordance with a previous order the vice 
president introduced Senator Lodge to 
read Washington's farewell address. It 
has been the custom for many years to 
have the address read in the senate by 
one of its members on Washington’s 
birthday. Mr. Lodge read from the vice 
president’s desk. He was in fine voice, 
and the words of the historic document 
were clearly heard in every part of the 
senate. Special emphasis seemed to be 
placed by Mr. Lodge upon Washington's 
maxims regarding the raising of rev- 
enue by the levying of taxes"and main- 
tenance of public credit. 

Mr. Morgan introduced the following 
resolution, and it was adopted without 
debate: ‘That the committee on naval 
affairs is instructed to inquire and re- 
port whether a man-of-war, equal at 
least to any warship in the world, to be 
named the George Washington, can be 
built, armed and commissioned within a 
period of 12 months by the use of the 
facilities of the shipyards, machine 
shops, mines and forests of the United 
States, wherever the same are found, 
and that the committee have leave tc 
report at any time by bill or otherwise.” 

The bill to increase the artillery by two 
regiments passed the senate by a vote 
of 52 to 4. 

Cuba usurped the place of Hawaii 
in the executive proceedings. This 
proceeding was based upon a document 
presented by Senator Morgan as the 
result of an interview between himself 
and Mr. Koop of Boston. The latter 
said that he had been in 34 provinces 
and had spent more or less time in each 
of them in the prosecution of his in- 
quiries. In no place outside of Havana 
was any effort made to take care of the 
reconcentrados, and he declared that 
the people were dying in great numbers 
in all places in which they had beer 
collected by the Spanish authorities, 
both as a result of the cruelty of the 
Spanish troops and from lack of food. 
He declared that there is no evdence in 
the provinces af a more liberal treat- 
ment of these rifortunate people under 
the administration of pep Blanco 
than under the Weyler regime, and the 
people in general are in just as deplor- 
able a condition now as they had been 
before the change. In no case are the 
reconcentrados allowed to go outside the 
military posts to collect food, and while 

here is some effort in certain instances 
to grow crops in the immediate vicinity 
of the garrisons, these crops do not ex- 
tend more than 500 yards from the forts. 
He added that if the people were allowed 
to get out they could get enough to eat 
to. keep soul and body together, but 
even when small children attempted to 
go outside the guard line they were shot 
down as ruthless as if they were 
enemies in arms. He had seen women 
and children abused by the Spanish sol- 
diery, and a favorite pzstime seemed to 
be to kick the women about as if they 
were dogs. Mr. Kopp also devoted con- 
siderable space, at Mr. Morgan's sug- 
gestion, to the scheme of autonomy un- 
der the liberal ministry and pronounced 
it a failure from one end of the island 
to the other. Business is at astandstill 
throughout the country. Few crops are 
growing, and desolation and ruin stare 
the traveler in the face wherever he goes, 


Electrified the House, 

Washington, Feb. 23.—Washington’s 
birthday was celebrated in the house, 
after a motion of Mr. Bailey to adjourn 
had been voted down, with a vast deal of 
political speech-making, and it was also 
signalized by the firing of the first gun 
in opposition to Hawaiian annexation. 
Mr. Johnson, an Indiana Republican, de- 
livered a speech that electrified the house 
and the galleries in denunciation of what 
he termed an attempt to cut loose from 
the traditional policy of the United 
States and enter upon'a scheme of 
colonization that had proved the ruin 
of empires and of nations. He used very 
strong language, but his remarks were 
enthusiastically applauded by the mi- 
nority, and many Republicans joined in 
thedemonstration. He declared that he 
did not believe the proposed scheme to 
annex the Sandwich islands could stand 
the crucial test of a contest in the open 
either in the senate or house. He de- 
clared that while he had denounced at 
the time the statement that the Ha- 
waiian monarch had been overthrown 
with the aid of American citizens, he 
now firmly believed it was true. The 
speech, coming entirely unheralded, pro- 
duced a deep impression. 

The demonstration which greeted the 
conclusion of Mr. Johnson's speech was 
ene of the greatest and most spontan- 
eous witnessed in this congress. Many 
of the Republicans joined it, and the 
galleries, which were crowded, gave evi- 
dences of approval. Members thronged 
about the Indiana member when he took 
his seat and warmly congratulated him. 

Mr. Jones (Fusionist, Wash.) delivered 
& general speech in opposition to ex- 
igting conditions which aroused the mi- 
nority to enthusiasm. Mr. Simpson 
(Pop., Kan.) created amusement by 
some observations. He was speaking 
of the tendency of the times to produce 
millionaires on the one hand and paupers 
on the other, and was directing his re- 
marks especially at Mr. Walker, when 
Mr. Perkins (Rep., Ia.) asked him if he 
would object to being a millionaire. 

“I should not,” replied Mr. Simpson 
amid laughter. “I don’t believein play- 
ing the hypocrite; but that I am not 
a millionaire is evidence of my direct 
declination to take advantage of my 
fellow man.” 

“If you were a millionaire I presume 
you would admit that there was some 
respectability among them?” 

“Yes, I have no doubt I should add 
at least an air of respectability to them.” 
(Laughter) 

Mr. Walker replied to Mr. Simpson, 
denouncing the other side for its re- 


iterated aspersions upon men of wealth. 
Turning to the southern members, he 
deciared impulsively that he had given 
to the cause of education in the south 
more than all of them together had con- 
tributed. ‘Figure it out,” he said with 
feeling, “and you will find I have given 
two dollars for every one you have con- 
tributed. I am tired of this abuse. I 
stand here in the integrity of an honest 
life. I have given away more than I 
now possess. You have driven me to 
this statement; now hang your heads 
in shame.” (Great applause on Re- 
publican side) 


si GS SESE AS 
Solon Chase a Prophet. 

Amesbury, Mass., Feb. 23.— Solon 
Chase, the once famous greenback 
leader of Maine, in a letter toa personal 
friend in this town, makes the following 
comment on the future of political part- 
ies: “There is no more room for gold 
Democrats in the new Democratic party 
than there was room for pro-slavery 
Whigs in the Republican party. The 
sins of the Democrats are many, but the 
party’s redeeming feature is that it has 
east out devils, and therein lies its 
strength. 

“If the Democratic platform of 189€ 
is diluted to suit the gold Democrats, 
the silver Republicans and Populists 
will stand off. The silver plank in the 
Democratic platform is what drove the 
gold Democrats out and brought in the 
new recruits. There was no misunder- 
standing of the silver plank of the Chi- 
cago convention. The silver plank of 
the Republican party was made to draw 
two ways. Gold Republicans were told 
that international bimetalism was an 
impossibility; silver Republicans were 
told that international bimetalism was 
very probable. 

“The silver question has the right of 
way and cannot be side-tracked. Other 
great problems must wait until silver 
stands in competition with gold as 
primary money at 16 to 1. After 25 
years’ agitation so much of the money 
question as is represented by the figures, 
16 to 1, has got ripe and everybody is 
going to get one side or the other. The 
Republicans did not elect Fremont, but 
without change of platform they elected 
Abraham Lincoln. We did not elect 
Bryan in 1896, but we are going to in 1900 
on the platform of 1896.” 


Confession of a Safe Breaker. 

Chicago, Feb. 23.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the robbery of the Texas and 
Southern railroad ticket office at Phoe- 
nix, Ari., about a month ago, at which 
time $8000 worth of tickets and $700 in 
mnoney were stolen, was solved Tuesday 
by the arrest and confession of Charles 
Collins. Collins implicated J. H. Water- 
man, who is also under arrest. 

The robbery was a daring one. The 
ticket office, which is in the heart of 
the city, was entered before midnight 
and the strong box of the railroad com- 
pany wrecked by dynamite. So great 
was the force of the explosion that one 
side of the building was wrecked, but 
before the police arrived the robbers had 
escaped. They were traced to El Paso, 
thence to Galveston, Louisville, Cin- 
cinnati and finally to Chicago, where 
they were arrested. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


The French government denies knowl- 
edge of the invasion of British territory 
in West Africa by French troops. 

Railway traffic in Canada is demoral- 
ized by a big storm which raged almost 
without cessation for three days. 

A bill providing that sessions of the 
state legislature be held biennially in- 
stead of annually was pxssed by the 
New York senate yesterday. 

Oriental advices say an earthquake oc- 
curred on the island of Amboina in the 
Molucca group on Jan. 6, as the result 
of which 50 persons were killed and over 
200 injured. 

H. Ventura, secretary of the Portu- 
guese legation in St. Petersburg, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting with a re- 
volver at the house of alady with whom 
he had quarreled. 

The streets of Portland, Me., were 
never in such condition as at present. 
Snow and water cover the sidewalks two 
and three feet deep and business has 
been at a standstill. 

The Oxford university athletic club 
committee has decided that it cannot en- 
tertain the challenge of the American 
universities for an niternational con- 
test during the summer. 

George J. Whipps, a bricklayer, wag 
found hanging from a tree in Milton, 
Mass. He left a note in his pocket say- 
ing he was tired of life and wishing his 
boys goodbye. He leaves a widow and 
several children in Hyde Park. 

The White Star line steamer Cymric 
arrived in New York from Liverpool yes- 
terday after a passage of 11 days, two 
hours and 49 minutes. It is the latest 
addition to the White Star fleet of steam- 
ers, and is one of the largest steamers 
afloat. 

The infant son of W. Smear was 
burned to death in Deering, Me., yes- 
terday. He had been left in a chair 
beside a stove while his mother was 
in an adjoining room. The woodbox 
caught fire and the child was quickly 
enveloped in the fiames. 

One of the most severe storms ever 
experienced in Honolulu took place on 
the morning of the 12th. The wind de- 
veloped into a hurricane, and the rain 
came down in torrents. Heuses were 
rocked, sheds blown down, trees uprooted 
and other damage was done. 

The Building Laborers’ association of 
Boston, having had financial troubles 
for some months, has authorized the ar- 
rest of three members—John J. Han- 
nafin, formerly treasurer; Jefferson E. 
Campbell and Patrick Thurston— for 
the alleged embezzlement of money. 

A long program of meetings, conven- 
tions, entertainments and receptions 
comprised the celebration of Washing- 
ton’s birthday in Boston. The festivi- 
ties were generally well attended, al- 
though the weather conditions were un- 
favorable, rain falling the greater part 
of the forenoon. 

The will of C. J. Sloat, who was found 
dead on Sunday last in Middletown, N. 
Y., with many cuts about his body, leaves 
all his personal property and real es- 
tate, amounting to several thousand 
dollars, to Annie M. King of Taunton, 
Mass. An insurance policy of $2000 was 
made out by Sloat to Miss King as “my 
affanced wife.” 

There is scarcely a doubt but that the 
British ship Asia, commanded by Cap- 
tain G. N. Dakin, and bound from Manila 
for Boston, was wrecked somewhere in 
the vicinity of Nantucket during the 
gales of the past few days, and that her 
entire crew of 20 has perished. She was 
out 171 days. The bodies of a man and 
8 girl were found on a piece of the hulk.

CONTRIVANCE! 


Conviction Grows That Hostile Hands 
Were Authors 


of Disaster, 


Significance of the Finding of 
Unexploded Powder. 


Minor Officials Believed to Be Capable of the 
Dastardly Deed. 


What Would Happen If Proof Were 


Produced of Spanish Responsibility 


For the Horror—“American Peo- 
ple Could Not Be Restrained,” 
an Official Quoted as Aver- 
ring—The Reduction of 
Havana Would Be 


an Easy Job, 


Havana, Feb. 24.—The discovery by 
the divers of unexploded powder used 
in the 10-inch guns, and the belief of the 
existence of a still greater quantity in 
the forward magazine on the starboard 
side have created the impression that 
the Maine was destroyed by something 
diabolically contrived for that purpose. 
That feeling grows hourly among the 
Americans who are here. 

The explosion continues to be the main 
topic in all circles, but especially Amer- 
It is useless to deny that many 
believe in an outside agency. These 
assert that even'a cursory examination 
of the wreck shows conclusively that the 
disaster could not have originated from 
within. It is pointed out that the main 
magazine forward was filled with brown 
hexagonal powder in proper cases and 
would be slow to ignite, while all the 
high explosives were aft. It is gen- 
erally conceded that neither the boilers, 
the electric wires nor spontaneous com- 
bustion could, from the very condition 
of things, be responsible. 

The highest American officials here 
are confident that General Blanco and 
other Spanish officials had no knowledge, 
direct or indirect, of the conception or 
execution of a plot to blow up the 
Maine, if such a plot existed, but they 
believe the junior Spanish officers, who 
from the nature of things are more 
conversant with modern explosives than 
their elders and superiors, were at the 
bottom of the disaster, if there was any 
outside agency. It is pointed out that 
it would not be impossible to plant a 
mine of wet and dry gun-cotton near 
where a foreign vessel was directed to 
anchor, such a mine communicating 
with an electric battery on shore. It is 
regarded as an interesting point that 
the Maine, for the first time during her 
stay in the harbor, lay at the particular 
spot where she was at the time of the 
catastrophe, and it is said, though not 
Officially verified, that the Maine was 
the first foreign war vessel moored to 
this particular buoy since the troubles 
in Cuba grew acute. 

All stories as to laxity on the Maine are 
without a shadow of truth. On the 
contrary, Captain Sigsbee was com- 
plained of by some for the rigidity of his 
rules and the strictness with which he 
enforced them. Moreover, the Maine 
had been in commission for years and 
néver had a serious accident until an- 
chored in this quiet harbor. In reply 
to a question put by this correspondent 
toa high American official as to what the 
outcome would be if it were proved that 
the disaster was due to an outside 
agency, the official in question said: 
“Sir, the American people could not be 
restrained. Still I doubt whether it 
would be necessary to fireashot. Ad- 
miral Sicard could anchor the Iowa, the 
Indiana, the Massachusetts and the 
New York outside of Havana harbor to 
prevent the ingress of food supplies, 
without which the city could not exist 
for a fortnight. Cuba is a waste of 
ashes and desolation. Even the ho- 
tels and cafes here in Havana live from 
hand to mouth oa supplies brought from 
the United States. If Admiral Sicard 
demanded tke surrender of Havana, 
giving 24 hours for the removal of the 
women and children, surrender would 
follow. The forts are old structures 
and could be demolished by a six- 
pounder. Such new guns as have been 
mounted are short of ammunition and 
have never been tried. If General Blanco 
should decline to surrender, the Spanish 
merchants here, who represent 80 per- 
cent of the property and pay 75 percent 
of the taxes of the island, would compel 
him to accede to Admiral Sicard’s terms. 
As for the volunteers, the men are for 
the most part the employes of these 
merchants, and the volunteer officers 
are largely their sons or their junior 
partners. It is well to look these things 
in the face. At the same time it is well 
for the Americans to restrain them- 
selves until there is some proof of an 
outside agency of explosion. We can 
afford to wait a little longer, seeing that 
we have waited so long. We could not 
wait after it had once been proved that 
the Maine disaster was the result of @ 
dastardly plot. Spanish officers from 
the old country hold to the unaccount- 
able belief that their arms would over- 


ican. 


come us Ma rew WeeKS; Uut tne Condn 
merchants have no such delusion, and 
they would control thesituation. Hence 
I believe that no shot from a big Ameri- 
can gun will be necessary.” 

These sentiments fairly represent those 
of the best informed Americans here. 
Any moment, however, may chronicle 
discoveries at the wreck that would 
change this. A member of the court of 
inquiry strongly deprecated premature 
expression or evidence of resentment on 
the part of the people of the United 
States until it was proven that the dis- 
aster resulted from some other cause 
than accident, carelessness or the visi- 
tation of providence. One thing seems 
certain. If the Maine was blown up by 
an outside agency the agent was a mine 
and not a torpedo, as no torpedo known 
could have produced so tremendous re- 
sults. 

In the presence of this correspondent, 
General Solano, General Blanco’s chief 
of staff, said: “Spain is willing to go 
so far, if necessary to secure peace, as 
to make Maximo Gomez the head of 
the autonomist government.” No one 
believes that autonomy can be anything 
butaname. There is a deepconviction 
that the United States will not long 
suffer the present state of things to con- 
tinue. 


To Examine Everybody. 

Havana, Feb. 24.—Captain Sampson, 
president of the court of inquiry, has no 
idea of the length of time the court will 
remain in session. It all depends on the 
testimony, and new features requiring 
further investigation may develop at any 
time. Sooner or later, every survivor 
of the Maine will be examined, which 
seems to imply that sessions for that 
Purpose will be continued later at Key 
West. Although this information is 
meager, it is absolutely all Captain 
Sampson will give to the press. The 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
sees him ty appointment twice daily, 
but there is a rigid rule te observe sil- 
ence until the facts in the case have de- 
veloped through the testimony pre- 
sented. 

Thus far the sharks have given no 
trouble, but the vultures. have left 
scarcely anything but the skeletons of 
three men who were entangled in de- 
bris very near the surface of the water. 
The bodies were not noticed by anyone 
until the birds had completed their 
ghastly work. From the hand of one 
Chaplain Chidwick removed a deeply 
chased gold ring for the purpose of iden- 
tification. Wednesday the chaplain re- 
ceived a communication from Mrs. J. 
P. Kean of Chicago praying for news of 
Edward F. Kean, herson. It seems cer- 
tain that he is among the victims. 
Chaplain Chidwick says that the total 
number of missing is 85 or 86, and five 
have died in the hospital. Of the miss- 
ing many doubtless were blown to atoms, 
no portion being recoverable, and there 
is much doubt that any considerable 
number of those whose remains are 
now being removed wili be identified. 

The probabilities that it was an ac- 
cident seem to decrease with the prog- 
ress of the investigation & the Maine 
disaster. The most intense anxiety is 
shown by the Spanish officials here, who 
are in constant communication with 
Madrid. They realize that the rela- 
tions with the United States were never 
so much in danger of rupture as now. 
This is the general feeling. The com- 
mon classes here are hopeful of Amer- 
ican intervention along peaceful lines, 
but what they their hopes on is 
unknown. The insurgents continue to 
win minor military victories. The au- 
tonomists are reckless, and some of the 
leaders seem on the point of breaking 
away from the government. Army offi- 
cials continue to show an anti-American 
sentiment They are apparently the 
only class that does not look for an 
early crisis.

But Two Boilers Under Steam, 

Washington, Feb. 24.—The only fea- 
ture, so far as could be discovered, of 
real importance as throwing any light 
on the cause of the explosion, contained 
in letters received from Key West, was 
a statement that the two boliers in the 
after boiler space were all of the eight 
boilers of the Maine that were under 
steam at the time of the explosion. 
This fact had a negative value, for it 
disposed at once of the theory that an 
exploding boiler had caused the wreck. 
The experts all say that by no possibility 
could the after boilers’ explosion have 
wrecked the fore part of the Maine and 
left the after part almost unharmed. 

Much interest was shown in a dis- 
patch from Admiral Sicard giving the 
recommendations of Captain Sampson 
of the court of inquiry as to the raising 
of the wreck. Various interpretations 
were put on the expression, “forward 
half completely destroyed.” This was 
regarded as a partial confirmation of 
the theery that the forward magazine 

haa exploded, as that is one of the most 
impeftant portions of the forward half 
of the ship. At the same time it was 
held by some authorities that the de- 
struction of the forward half of the 
ship did not necessarily mean that the 
forward magazine had exploded, as this 
might still be intact, although a part 
of the general wreckage. In the ab- 
sence of an explicit statement as to the 
forward magazine there was a disposi- 
tion not to accept implied statements 
as to its destruction. 

The officers here are still thinging of 
Captain Sigsbee’s request to be fur- 
nished with the plans of the Maine's 
section through the magazines and coal 
bunker pockets. The reference to the 
latter leads to a desire to be informed 
on the exact quantity and quality of 
the coal supply at the time of the ex- 
plosion. It is said that these pocket 
bunkers are rarely emptied, being de- 
signed as much for the protection of 
the ship against gunboats as for ca- 
pacity to hold coal. One expert said 
that these bunkers in his own exper- 
ience nad not been emptied in months. 
All of this has to do with the spontan- 
eous combustion theory, as the bunkers 
abutt on the magazines and might have 
set off even the safe brown powder if the 
latter were exposed to a degree of heat 
above 600 degrees for some time. The 
request besides may show that Captain 
Sigsbee is not yet satisfied as to the 
cause of the explosion, notwithstanding 
the expressions as to the cause that have 
been attributed to him by unauthorized 
persons. 


ZOLA WILL 60 TO JAIL, 


Verdict of the Jury What Had 2 
Foreshadowed, 


Penalty Includes Fine and a 
Year Behind Bars, 


Mob Greets the News With Uncontrollable 
Pleasure. 


Paris, Feb. 24.—The Zola trial is ended. 
The jury agreed days ahead on the ver- 
dict, and its unanimity was due to the 
threats. It stayed in the jury-room 
for a few minutes; and the sentence is 
a@ fine of $600 and one year for Mr. Zola 
and four months’ imprisonment for Mr. 
Perroux, the nominal director of The 
Aurora, 


EMILE ZOLA, 

The figure of Christ caught Zola’s 
eye. After the sentence had been 
passed with pompus decorum, he ex- 
claimed: “Today, asséciated with 
Christ, I too am a victim of mob vio- 
lence, official cowardice and a grand 
miscarriage of justice.” He did not 
wince or flinch; he looked as indifferent 
as a mere spectator. Mrs. Zola’s de- 
yoted heart at first seemed broken; but 
when she felt that she must brace her- 
self up to rise to the height of Zola’s 
grand situation, she became calm and 
self-possessed. Two of his friends were 
more broken hearted than she. They 
daily accompanied Zola, protecting him 
from mob violence. Mr. Laborie was 
also greatly upset® Zola’s other friends 
were delighted. They declared that 
by the sentence he was redeemed from 
all past faults; that it set him ona ra- 
diant pedestal, gave him a unique posi- 
tion and would make him the represen- 
tative of humanity. They had greatly 
feared a severe sentence, but one wip 17 
off with the benefit of the first offende: . 
law. In this case he would not have 
gone to prison. 

The troops were never employed to 
keep order during the trial. The civic 
guards and constabulary only were 
called out. There were 7000 on duty 
around the law court, but despite all 
precautions to exclude the public, 2000 
persons got into the hall. There were 
endless officers in uniform and civilian 
clothes; and the young officers in the 
court and hall joined in the manifesta- 
tions and waived their caps when “Live 
the army” was cried. The old officers 
were content to laugh merely. 

Some of the jurymen were recognized 
in the halland borne in triumph through 
the seething crowds on young men’s 
shoulders. The din was fearful, but 
it was a joyous din. The fact that 
Zola was meeting severe sentence soft- 
ened angry passions, 

Zola says he is sorry for France, but 
thinks she will right herself. His house 
is filled from the ground floor to the 
garret with boquets of flowers that had 
come from all parts of France. The 
tables are littered deep with telegrams. 
One dispatch of 3000 words came from 
Odessa. Zola will write another letter 
before surrendering himself. He said 
that he was very tired, feeling like a 
storm-tossed mariner. 

The cheering was tremendous all over 
town; but there was little violence, 
though the Jews were terrified. Some 
Jews managed to be near the law court, 
but escaped with their lives. Fortun- 
ately three days of carnival had used up 
the animal spirits of the people. They 
were tired and wanted to gotobed. The 
students, however, were much excited.

The City Clerk will keep a record 
of the papers stored in this vault, all 
that are taken out for any person from 
time to time, and also have charge of 
the keys to the vault. 

The Managers of the Public Burial 
Places held a special meeting Wednes- 
day evening. Routine business and the 
budget occupied their whole attention. 

The Board of Health inspector was 
at work early this morning overhauling 
the grain and swill teams on their way 
to Boston. One fellow saw the in- 
spector at work in front of City Hall 
and he drove through Temple street 
around the rear of the church, whipped 
up his horse, and the inspector never 
touched him. 

The Trustees of the Thomas Crane 
Public Library organized Wednesday 
evening by the reelection of the follow- 
ing: chairman, Rev. E. C. Butler; 
secretary H. A. Keith; treasurer 
George W. Morton. The other mem- 
bers Harry L. Rice, Frederic A. Tupper 
and Frank F. Prescott were present. 
The board considered the annual budget 
for 1898. Although the circulation 
showed a remarkable increase in 1397, 
being one-seventh larger than in 1896, 
requiring more help, more books 
more binding and more cataloguing 
the board will ask for only $100 more 
than in 1897.

The Day of Reckoning. 
Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

In the Ledger of Saturday in its 
City Hall items, it was noted that the 
Sewer Commissioners would ask for 
$100,000 more for lateral sewers, mak- 
ing the sum of $255,000 thus far called 
for. What, withal, will not ‘ the day-of 
reckoning” for old Quincy surely 
come ? gibi fags 


Inasmuch as this is in comment up- 
on a Ledger item the editor will reply 
briefly. Quincy is committed to a 
sewer system and it would be folly to 
have $185,000 buried in the earth of 
no use toanyone. The sewer system 
should be extended rapidly and put in 
operation, and it will cost less under 
the Quincy government than under the 
Boston city government. The cost is 
ultimately to be paid largely by assess- 
ments upon abutters which will come 
whether we are Quincy or Boston, 
The premium on sewer bonds will 
pay all maturing bonds for two 
or three years, perhaps four or five, 
and then the assessments paid in will 
meet the cost of maintenance, interest 
and maturing bonds for some years to 
come. After that the city’s increased 
wealth and better financial condition 
will meet maturing debt without op- 
pression. Appropriations for sewers 
should not be a bugaboo to taxpayers.

SEWER REPORT. 


What the Different Sections 
Have Cost thus Far. 


One of the most interesting of the 
annual city reports is that of the 
Sewerage Commissioners which deals, 
largely with figures, telling of the 
cost to date and to complete, and what 
has been accomplished. 

The Commissioners say, The force 
main sewer for a distance of three and 
one-third miles is completed except a 
connecting chamber at the Boston 
sewer, and about 100 feet between the 
pumping station and Fenno street. 
The total amount expended on this to 
Jan. 1 was $48,134.46; estimated to 
finish $2,600. 

On the pumping station to Jan. 1, 
$20,862.10 has been expended, and the 
estimate to finish is $19,750. 

On the brick sewer from 
ing station to Elm street, $46,407.95 
has been expended to date and it is 
estimated $16,825 will be required to 
finish. 

The estimated cost of the Wollaston 
section is $36,000. 

The cost of the Copeland street sewer 
was $7,302.50, of which $5,987.50 was 
paid by the sewer department and 
$1315 by the Department of Public 
Works. 

Expended on laterals $4,874.17; esti- 
mated to finish streets opened, $500. 

Total expended to date and to finish 
work completed $210,470.68; estimated 
balance available $14,529.32. 

During the coming year four or five 
thousand feet of main sewer and about 
a dozen miles of lateral sewer in the 
Centre, South Quincy and Wollaston 
might be economically built.

Held a Vegetable Party While the Rest of the 
Nation Deeply Mourned. 


Washington, Feb. 24—Mr. Mahany 
(Rep., N. Y.) created a fiu@ry in the house 
Wednesday by delivering a speech in 
denunciation of what he termed the 
revels of the so-called 400 of New York | 
while the nation was in mourning for the 
loss of the Maine. He said that while 
the mangled remains of the sailors who 
perished in that explosion were being 
carried to their graves the self-denom- 
inated 400 of New York held a social 
revel which was termed a “vegetable 
party.” How different the feeling man- 
ifested by these so-called leaders in the 
metropolitan city of the United States 
and the condition in London when the 
Victoria was sunk by the Camperdown. 
In London on that occasion there was 
everywhere the black badge of mourn- 
ing. Every social function was aban- 
doned, while in New York the social 
leaders wearied high heaven with their 
revels. Yet in the last campaign the 
same people prated of national honor 
when a financial question was before the 
country. He had no desire to reflect 
upon the rich. There was a distinc- 
tion between those who employed cap- 
ital in a productive capacity and those 
who were drones and users of wealth— 
who toiled not nor spun, and who dared 
to disturb the hours of the nation's 
mourning with this insult to the dead. 
He would not hesitate so far as he was 
concerned to endeavor to free the skirts 
of the Republican party from associa- 
tion with these mere possessors and 
spenders of riches who assumed to rep- 
resent national honor when they thought 
their bonds were threatened, but who 
had not a tear for those whe went to 
their graves in its defense. Mr. Ma- 
bany referred to the “‘vegetable party” 


given by A. S. Hewitt of New York on the 


evening of Feb. 17. 

The appropriation of $75,000 for the 
detection of violations of the internal 
revenue laws caused debate. Mr. 
Kitchen and Mr. Linney of North Car- 
olina were bitter in their denunciation 
of the injustice of the system of pay- 
ing forinformation. The former moved 
tostrike outtheitem. It placed a prem- 
ium, they contended, on false prosecu- 
tions. Last year Mr. Linney said in- 
formation was lodged against 3800 per- 
sons, but there were only 789 arrests. 
These charges against the people of his 
state, he said, had prejudiced the offi- 
cials here, and he appealed to the house 
to remove the injustice done his people. 

Mr. Graff warmly defended the ap- 
propriation. Over $40,000,000 in taxes 
were paid in his district, he said, by 
legitimate distillers. Immense frauds 
were practiced on the revenue. It was 
estimated that 35 percent of the whisky 
consumed in this country was illicitly 
distilled. The small number of con- 
victions he attributed to the fact that 
the communities and juries were in 
sympathy with the offenders. 

Mr. Kitchen denounced the “dirty 
scoundrels” who informed for pay, and 
declared that frivolous prosecutions 
would not cease as long as the govern- 
ment paid for testimony. Chairman 
Cannon explained that the increase in 
the appropriation for this fund from 
$£0,000 to $75,000 was due to the Increase 
of the tax on whisky to $1.10 a gallon. 
A gallon of whisky cost less than 20 
cents. The evasion of the tax gave a 
profit of 90 cents a gallon. The mere 
statement of the case showed the neces: 
sity for using other than ordinary means 
for securing information. 

The item was not favored, but notice of 
a yea and nay vote was given. 


Banjo Recital. 


The announcement of a banjo recital 
in Quincy by Alfred A. Farland is at- 
tracting the attention of musical 
people. The fame of Farland is 
national, and he has shown the possi- 
bilities of the banjo. It was the 
original intention to haye the recital 
in Colonial hall, but the subscriptions 
have already crowded that and Music 
hall has been secured for a date about 
the middle of March. His repetoire 
includes all the famous musical com- 
posers, Mendelssohn, Chopin, Pader- 
ewski, Beethoven and others. ‘*There 
is no man in the world whose technique 
can be compared to Mr. Farlands,”’ 
says Gatcomb’s Musical Gazette of 
Boston. It will be under the direction 
of Fred H. Lord of this city.

Mr. Thurston regretted that the gov- 
ernment did not recognize the belliger- 
ency rights of Cuba when it would have 
been proper to do so and without in- 
volving the United States in the dan- 
gers of war.

Spain has not been able to quell the re- 
bellion, and the possibility of peace is 
growing more and more remote. The 
time is coming when we <‘iall either 
have to back down from our position, 
or intervene in the Cuban affair with the 
probability of war. There is enough 
being said all over this country con- 
cerning the inquiry now proceeding in 
Havana into the Maine catastrophe to 
involve us in war. Our people in the 
present delicate sjtuation might well 
be at their altars praying for calmness 
and peace. I hope that the inquiry pro- 
ceedings in Havana will develop nothing 
more that may involve us in hostilities; 
but while that inquiry is proceeding we 
in the senate should maintain a most 
circumspect attitude and be calm and 
quiet.” 

Mr. Allen made an extended reply to 
the arguments advanced against his 
position. He maintained this was the 
first time the belligerency proposition 
had been presented to the senate when 
there was any chance of being effective. 
The house would be brought face to face 
with it, and it would be brought toa vote 
in that body. 

Mr. Hoar maintained that the floor 
of the senate was not a proper place 
for angry discussion on internationa!

Boston, Feb. 24.—A sensational in- 
cident closed the meeting of the fish 
and game committee yesterday. After 
the petitioners had put in their case, 
Senator Morse of the committee, with 
a cheerful smile, said he would like to 
ask A. N. Hoxie, the reputed fatherofthe 
anti-fishtrap bill, afew questions, Mr. 
Hoxie promptly responded that he would 
not answer. Then the senator moved 
that the committee demand that the 
questions be answered. The motion pre- 
vailed unanimously. 

Mr. Hoxie again said he would an- 
swer no questions. Senator Morse 
moved that Mr. Hoxie be declared in 
contempt. Chairman Bailey started to 
put the question, when Representative 
Stevenson moved an executive session. 
This motion prevailed. 

The committee instructed Clerk Smith 
to notify Mr. Hoxie in writing to be 
present Tuesday next prepared to an- 
swer questions. If he does not appear, 
the committee will appeal to the house 
and senate to take action on the matter. 
Senator Morse states that his questions 
would have referred to the animus of 
Mr. Hoxie's efforts for many years to 
injure the trap fishermen, and the in- 
fluence which may be behind him.

Gieiler, who advocated a bill prescrib- 
ing a $500 fine for every sausage maker 
who uses in sausage paint, or any chem- 
ical coloring matter, or any coloring 
matter that is injurious to health. Mr. 
Bleiler said that such coloring of sau- 
sage was prohibited by law in western 
states, so that they sent their colored 
sausages for sale in the east. He de- 
scribed these sausages as made of 
tongues, hearts, cheeks and * ‘anything 
that looked like meat” and which could 
not be used in other ways, and said they 
could be sold for five cents, while the 
first class sausages cost 10. Mr. Bleiler 
' said the coloring was resorted to in 

order to make the sausages look like 
oe had been smoked. “When the 
sausage is made,” he gid. “they dip 
it in a hot coloring solution, containing 
, lye or stain. This stain comes off ona 
‘ person's lips or hands. By using it the 
sausage maker deceives the public as 
to what the goods are, and makes it ap- 
pear that the goods are better than they 
are.” 

TT. Wiedemann, a sausage maker, said 
that “smock color,” or Bismarck brown, 
was used as coloring matter for the outer 


| skin of sausages, and he handed to the 


committee samples of that stain in pow- 
der form, and a lighter powder used, he 
said, for coloring the filling of sausages. 
He left a list of several other stains 
which he said were used in similar ways. 
He could not say that these coloring 
compounds were injurious, but said that 
the state board of health was analyzing 
some of them. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Feb. 24.—The house broke its 
rule yesterday to admit the petition of 
Mayor Quincy for an act to establish the 
bath department in Boston, 

A cut-down in the office of the fire 
marshal was recommended to the house 
by the committee on ways and means 
The appropriation is to be cut from 
$12,400 to $9400 for aids, and from $12,000 
to $10,500 for travel and contingent ex- 
penses. This will occasion the discharge 
of three aids from the department. 

A bill to enlarge the board of street 
commissioners of Boston came back to 
the house with the disapproval of the 
committee. 

The committee on manufactures has 
agreed on a bill to punish by a fine any 
water company that refuses to supply 
a tenant because the previous tenant 
failed to pay the water bill. 

The committee on prisons has decided 
adversely on Representative Cullinane’s 
bill that convicts be employed on hand 
work not manufactured for public sale. 
Senator Towle in the upper branch gave 
notice that he proposed to fight the ref- 
erence to the next legislature of the 
greater Boston scheme. The matter is 
on the table. 


Stole From a Postoffice. 

Portland, Me., Feb. 24.—The exact 
amount of a shortage found in the ac- 
counts of William Chenery, late cash- 
ier of the postoffice, was $5950.68. This 
was made good to Postmaster Sweat 
yesterday by the Union Safe Deposit 
and Trust company, which was security 
for the cashier. The discovery was 
made by Postmaster Sweat, who im- 
mediately notified the department. 
The accounts of the treasures were in- 
spected in January, 1897, and the de- 
falcation is supposed to have covered 
that period only. It was concealed by 
erasures and alterations in the books. 
Mr. Chenery’s death occurred last Fri- 
day of pneumonia. He had been cash- 
ier since 1861. During Postma 
dard’s administration a shortage of two 
or three thousand dollars was dis- 
covered, but it was attributed to an 
error in bookkeeping and he was allowed 
to make it good. Mr. Chenery was a 
man of inexpensive habits and respected 
by all.

Harvard Alumni Voted, 

Boston, Feb. 24.—By a vote of 1749 to 
1359, the alumni of Harvard college have 
passed the resolution requesting the cor- 
poration and overseers of that institu- 
tion “to take such action as will pro- 
cure by proper legislation an extension 
of the right of voting for overseers, 
hitherto restricted to members of the 
Alumni association, to all graduates of 
five years standing from any department 
of the university.” This resolution was 
offered at the annual meeting of the 
Alumni association, June 30, 1897, and 
it was then voted to submit it by mail 
to all graduates, and to limit the time 
for receiving their votes on the ques- 
tion to60days. The time limit expired 
Monday. An examination of the tables 
shows that the vote by decades since 
1820 is in every instance in favor of the 
extension. Of the 69 classes voting, 13 
show a majority opposed to the change 
and four “break even.” 


Stopped All Traffic. 

Bangor, Me., Feb. 24.—Northern Maine 
is snowbound, a remarkable fall of snow, 
from three to seven feet, having stopped 
all traffic practically, The hail, sleet 
and snow have packed so solidly that 
the railroads are badly hampered. No 
Bangor and Aroostook railroad train has 
arrived in Bangor from the north since 
Monday night, and no train on that line 
Was sent out yesterday. The St. John 
train, due here Tuesday night at 11:10, 
arrived Wednesday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. It is still storming. In Ban- 
for the streets are full of slush, and all 
country roads are nearly impassable. 


Seven Feet of Snow. 

Livermore Falls, Me., Feb. 24—Al 
roads are blockaded ang business is at 
a standstill in this section of the state 
en account of the terrific storm. it 
stormed almost without cessation since 
Saturday night, and the lumbermen are 
unable to carry on their business in 
the woods, there being over seven feet 
of snow on the level. More snow has 
fallen thus far during the winter than 
ever before in the memory of those who 
are engaged in handling the harvest of 
the forests.

“Three bells, or 9:30, sounded, and noth- 
ing occurred to warn us of the accident 
soon to happen. About 20 minutes to 
10 I was standing at the break of the 
poop and was going to turn around to 
walk further aft when I saw a flash of 
light or fire which seemed to envelop the 
whole ship. Then I heard a report and 
I was hit with a piece of iron on the left 
side of my face. Then a second report, 
longer and more terrible than the first, 
occurred, and the big ship was lifted out 
of the water and fell back into the water 
a mass of broken and tangled steel, that 
is the forward paft of the ship. Fifty 
feet from the stern forward was not 
touched. When she settled back into 
the water she began to sink. When I 
recovered from the shock I ran aft to 
the captain's boat and helped to lower 
it, and we picked up a lot of men that 
were in the water.” Ham expresses his 
opinion that the disaster was caused by 
the people who are in Havana and who 
caused the riots, 


Belief In Spain's Innocence, 

Boston, Feb. 25.—Thursday’s Tran- 
script had interviews with leading busi- 
ness men to show that the feeling of un- 
certainty which has settled the stock 
market Was unwarranted. Governor 
Wolcott thought that no wiser word had 
been spoken than the expression in Cap- 
tain Sigsbee's first dispatch, written 
when the horror of the disaster was 
fresh in his mind, calling on the Ameri- 
can people to “suspend judgment” until 
all the facts should be known. “The 
American people, I think, can be trusted 
to preserve that calm and deliberate at- 
titude of mind which we like to consider 
characteristic of our race. When the 
full facts of the explosion are made to 
appear, I have every confidence that 
the dignity and the honor of the republic 
will be safe in the hands of the national 
administration.” 

T. Jefferson Coolidge said: “It is per- 
fectly absurd to think that the Spanish 
government had anything to do with the 
sinking of the Maine at all. If it was 
blown up it was either the work of the 
Cuban junta in order to make trouble 
for Spain, or of the Spanish Cubans 
themselves to make trouble for the 
United States. Either one of these 
might have done it, but it is perfectly 
absurd to think that the Spanish gov- 
ernment itself had anything to do with 
it. The accident may have been due to 
the action of electricity on board ship, 
or some other cause of that kind. But 
suppose the Maine was blown up by a 
Spanish Cuban or the junta, Spain is 
not responsible. The only thing we 
could do would be to ask Spain to pay for 
it, as it was blown up in a peaceful har- 
bor under the control of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, The Spanish are conscious 
that they are weak, and it would only be 
in a violent state of passion that they 
would think of attacking us. I don't 
think they would hesitate for a moment 
to pay damages if it was proved that the 
Maine was blown up by treachery.” 


Advised to Prepare, 

Maé@rid, Feb. 25.—The Imparcial takes 
the Spanish government to task for its 
“apathy, contrasted with the patriotic 
feeling of the country,” and warns the 
nation against the “hypocritical Yankee 
nation which really aims at the indepen- 
dence of Cuba.” 

Continuing, the paper remarks: Pres- 
ident McKinley may make and reiter- 
ate protestations of friendship and pa- 
cific intentions, but his actions contra- 
dict his words. While the president of 
the United States is cajoling with words 
he sharpens his weapon to stab us be- 
hind. While talking peace he utilizes 
even Sundays in unusual war prepara- 
tions at the docks and cancels the fur- 
loughs of the marines. Can we trust 


those who are preventing the pacification 


of Cuba and fomenting rebellion and 
fillibustering expeditions, sending war- 
ships under the pretext of friendship 
and preaching peace? We must pre- 
pare for war.” 
DeLome’s Opinion, 

Queenstown, Feb. 25.—Dupuy De Lome, 
former Spanish minister at Washington, 
who was a passenger on the Britannic 
from New York, which touched here last 
evening on her way to Liverpool, was 
interviewed with reference to the disas- 
ter in Havana harbor. Mr. De Lome 
could only repeat his expressions of deep 
regret, and he knew it was quite im- 
possible for Spaniards to view it in any 
other light. Spaniards, he declared, 
wanted peace and not war. He had many 
friends among the officers of the Maine, 
and he loved them and America. ““‘What- 
ever the cause of the accident,” said Mr. 
De Lome, “it could not have been due 
to the agency of the Spanish people.” 


Must Tread Warily. 

London, Feb. 25.—The Daily Mail al- 
leges that attempts have been made by 
newspapers in London and New York 
to obtain some letters that the British 
ambassador to the United States, Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, is supposed to have 
written, containing strong expressions 
regarding the American senate’s rejec- 
tion of the arbitration treaty. 

The idea, according to The Mail, wa 
to compel Sir Julian to follow Dupuy D: 
Lome. The paper adds: “The cam- 
paign failed, but it is evident that Sir 
Julian Pauncefote will have to tread 
warily.” 

Will Not Sell Cuba, 

London, Feb. 25.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standardsays: “Span- 
ish statesmen of every shade of opinion 
are simply amazed and indignant at 
the idea that Spain would ever consent 
to sell Cuba. The suggestion would 
expose the monarchy to an Irresistible 
movement of popular feeling, shared by 
the army and navy. Froma financier’s 
point of view it is equally impossible, be- 
cause the price suggested would not 
half cover the Cuban debt, which is al- 
most entirely held by Spaniards.”

Featureless Meeting of the Congress. 

Washington, Feb. 25.—A feature of 
the senate session yesterday was the 
speech of Mr. Spooner on the right of 
Henry W. Corbet to a seat in the senate 
from Oregon under appointment of the 
fovernor. He made a constitutioral 
argument in favor of seating Mr. Cor- 
bett and had not concluded when the 
senate adjourned. 

An effort was made to obtain consid- 
eration of the Alaska homestead and 
railway right of way bill, but on a par- 
liamentary technicality it went over. 
The resolution offered by Mr. Allen to 
appoint a committee of five senators to 
investigate the Cuban situation was 
withdrawn by its author. 

The house devoted itself strictly to 
business and disposed of 30 additional 
pages of the sundry civil appropriation 
bill. An unsuccessful effort to increase 
the sum for dealing with epidemic 
diseases led to considerable debate on 
the advisability of establishing a na- 
tional quarantine. The fact that the 
government is preparing for contin- 
sencies was recognized when Chairman 
Cannon, who has been laboring to keep 
down appropriations, accepted without a 
word of protest an amendment to in- 
crease the appropriation to care for the 


unused machinery at the Springfield, 
Mass., arsenal. Mr. Gillette explained 


‘that necessity for using this machinery 
might occur at any time. : 

A bill was introduced by Mr. Barrett 
of Massachusetts, authorizing the navy 
department to place the Constitution, 
now lying at the Boston navy yard, as 
far as possible in the same condition as 
to hull and rigging as when in active 
service, provided the necessary money 
be raised by the Society of the Daugh- 
ters of the War of 1812.

Starvation Aiding the New Bedford 
Manufacturers, 


—__—— 


| Desperate Straits’ of the 


Striking Operatives. 


Money, Food or Clothing Sought In Their 
Behalf. 


New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 25.—The 
cotton manufacturers of this city have 


|} a new and most forcible ally. His name 


is s‘arvation, and although he has been 
for weeks gathering strength for the 
assertion of his power, he has but re- 
cently been enabled to.declare it. His 
awful influence is teo potent to be de- 


| nied, and his sway promises to bring 


the strike to an end, while every other 
influence has utterly failed. 

An appeal has been issued to everyone 
asking for aid, either in money, food or 
clothing. Desperate as this may seem, 
itisno whitoverdrawn. While the early 
Stories of starvation were ridiculed, and 
for there was no 
starvation at the outset, there is plenty 
of it today, and cases are not isolated. 
most abject poverty in all 


quarters. In spite of the efforts of the 


| City poor department, which has issued 
| Some 4000 food orders since the beginning 


of the strike, and the hearty relief of the 
eight soup houses, which are trying to 
feed over 1000 families, there is actual 


| want. 


At the outset the strikers were prom- 
ised all sorts of aid in their “fight for 
all the oppressed cotton operatives of 
New England,” as they were made to 
consider it. They relinquished a pay 
roll of $75,000 per week to battle for prin- 
ciple. For nearly six weeks they have 
firmly held out in their resistance, but 
never once has the relief from general 
outside sources reached $1500 a week. 
Under the old schedule they were scarce- 
ly abe to live in decency; reduced 80 per- 
cent, there was nothing left for them 
but*Suffering and hunger. 

At the outset of the contest the 
Weavers’ union was a strong and confi- 
dent organization, It had 1500members 
and a treasury of $9000. They were not 
allied with any of the great national 
movements, as are the spinners to the 
American Federation, but they were led 
to believe that they would be amply sup- 
ported and the strike would last but a 
couple of weeks or so. Today, after six 
<s, the treasury is gone. Instead of 
the $3 each per week to which they are 
entitled by their constitution, the union- 
ists have voted to accept $1 per week, 
and the treasury cannot stand even that 
slight burden. 


Many Holding Out. 

Fall River, Mass., Feb. 25.—The frame 
Spinners at the King Philip mill are 
still more or less defiant, and many of 
them refused to return to work, pre- 
ferring to fight a little longer. Their 
places are being filled by operatives 
from other mills and from New Bedford, 
and the trouble will soon be entirely 
ended by the employment of a full com- 
plement of help. The strikers have lost 
the support of the mule spinners, who 
have returned to work, and cannot hold 
out long, although they are endeavoring 
to collect money from the operatives and 
business men.

| NEW IMMIGRATION BILL. 


Mr. Pann Would Keep Immigrants Out 
| of Crowded Cities. 

E. B. Dunn, the head of the New 
York weather bureau, has for a long 
time been engaged in formulating some 
measure that would ameliorate the con- 
dition of the laboring classes of Amer- 
ica. He has sent to the commissioner 
general of immigration at Washington, 
Terence V. Powderly, a rough outline 
of a measure that he thinks would re- 
lieve the pressure on lasge centers of 
population and lift in a partial manner 
| some of the burdens of unequal compe- 

tition with immigrant laborers. 

Mr. Duun's idea, in short, is to pro- 
hibit the resi- 
deuce of immi- 
grants in crowd- 
ed centers of 
population, like 
New York, Chi- 
cago and other 
large cities, un- 
_less it can be 
shown that the 
immigrant does 
not intend to 
compete with cit- 
izen laborers in 
open market and 
that he is well provided with sufficient 
means for living; that before an immi- 
grant sails from his native country he 
must first call on the American consul 
and designate his destination in this 
country. The prohibited points are 
made clear to him, and if he bas no ob- 
jective route the American consul, hav- 
ing in his possession knowledge of 
points in this country where labor is 
needed, will make this clear to the 
prospective immigrant, and if he elects 
to choose one of these points he receives

point; that the proposed immigrant 
must avswer all the present requisitions 
as to ability to support himself, and 
other qualifications. 

No immigrant is to be allowed by the 
commissioner of immigration to make 
his home in great centers of population. 
All immigrants who are not furnished 
with proper credentials from the Amer- 
ican consul as to destination and other 
requisites shall be deported. The object 
is to scatter the immigrants in and 
throughout the less populous states and 
territories of the country. Mr. Dunn 
stated that witb the pressure of immi- 
grants underbidding citizens’ labor re- 
moved from large centers of population 
the opportunities for citizen laborers 
would be exlarged and the remuneration 
increased.—New York Tribune. 


RUTHENIANS IN MANITOBA. 


Colonists In Sheepskins Whose Economy 
Is Painful to the Canadian Neighbors. 
About a year ago a colony of Ruthe- 

almost entirely without funds, 

arrived in Winnipeg for settlement in 
| the new lands of western Manitoba. 
There are now about 6,000 of these 


people from east central Europe, in col- 
| onies of about 1,000 each, in Manitoba. 
| They all have cattle and crops, food 


enough to last till next season, farm 
machinery, warm dwellings and barns. 
| Tbe immigrants are no longer penniless 
peasants, but landowners, and within 
a few years will be well to do. They 
| are economical to a degree painful to 
the surrounding Canadians and appar- 
ently live on nothing. Indeed it has 
been seriously debated this winter 
whether they bave not actually been a 
loss to the country, they spend so little. 
Not only are they economical in pur- 
| chases, but they keep their farms in 
shape and house their machinery. 
While all over the province valuable 
machinery is left to rust and warp, not 
even a plow or a harrow will be seen 
out of cover on the Ruthenian farms. 

These people dress in tanned sheep- 
skin, the wool side in, and wear top 
boots and high wool caps. The women 
dress like the men except for the shape 
of the caps. A woman’s greatest adorn- 
ment is a string of coral beads about 
the neck. They all live in floorless 
houses of a single room, in which the 
entire family does all its household 
business and in which the smaller do- 
mestic animals, such as chickens, pigs, 
| ealves and the like, also reside. The 
houses are whitewashed inside and out 
and are but one story high. 

Several thousand additional Ruthe- 
| nians will locate in Manitoba this year, 
coming direct from the old country.— 
| New York Sun. 


] Evjoyment of the Mayflower. 

A curious bill to restrict and localize 
enjoyment of the mayflower, or trailing 
arbutus, a Plymouth county plant of 
some fame, has been introduced into the 
Massachusetts legislature. The bill pro- 
vides that "‘no person, except a citizen 
or real estate owner, shall gather or 
disturb the plant of the trailing arbutus 
or send the flower or plant from the 
town in which it grows under penalty 
of $80 fine or 20 days’ imprisonment in 
the house of correction.’’ The protec- 
tion of the mayflower is not sought by 
the bill, for the folks in the towns 
where it grows can pluck it to the ex- 
tent of the crop. Evidently pot hunting 
outsiders have been invading Plymouth 
county in the mayflower season, carry- 
ing off the flowers and selling them. 
But why should Plymouth county re- 
pine? She should think of the pleasure 
which the exported arbutus gives to 
outsiders. Some of it even reaches New 
York, or used to reach it. Perhaps the 
Society of Mayflower Descendants is 
trying to control the whole output. 
Even under the best conditions there 
can’t be nearly enough mayflowers to 
give each descendant one.—New York 
Sun. 


Kansas Story Teller.

Burglars Get Jewelry and Silverware 
In Two Places, 


Buggestions For Settling a 
Question of Competition. 


Starving Crew of a British Vessel Supplied 
With Food. 


Boston,” Feb. 26.—Burglars visited the 
back bay last night and ransacked two 
places, without leaving any clue for the 
Police.

Question of Competition. 

Boston, Feb. 26. — Colonel Albert 
Clarke, secretary of the Home Market 
club, and J. F. Stimson were the speak- 
ers at the first conference under the 
auspices of the Christian Social union 
held last evening in the library of the 
Wells memorial institute. The subject 
discussed was: “Shall Massachusetts 
legislation with reference to hours of 
labor be changed to meet conditions in 
the south and west?” In beginning his 
remarks, Colonel Clarke, who is a mem- 
ber of the legislature, said that there 
were no bills before the legislature 
which proposed to abolish any of the 
present laws in regard to hours of labor, | 
or indeed bills affecting any of the laws 
in the interest of labor. The Arkwright 
club had made no effort indirectly or 
directly to have any of the laws re- 
pealed. A new problem had arisen, said 
Colonel Clarke, by the competition of 
the cotton mills of the south with our 
mills of New England. It had worked 
harm to the manufacturers and mills of 
our section. No tariff law could help 
the matter, for the trouble arose in our 
own country. The present standards of 
labor in Massachusetts must not be 
lowered a single inch. 

F. J. Stimson began by speaking of the 
labor gullds of England, which had not 
attempted to control the hours at all. 
He thoroughly agreed with Colonel 
Clarke that Massachusetts should not 
go backward. The greatest trouble, 
however, was with the southern com- 
petition. There were two remedies. 
One was to have national legislation on 
labor conditions; the other remedy was 
to have the different states take up the 
matter of uniform labor legislation. 
This, it seemed to him, was the best way 
—to have voluntary legislation by the 
states themselves on the matter. The 
first thing to be done wasto establish 
labor unions in the south. Then they 
should be got to limit the hours of labor 
and the age at which children should 
work in the mills. The thing should be | 
done gradually, and then so much op- 
position would not be aroused as would 
be the case if the whole thing should be | 
pressed upon the south at once by na- | 
tional legislation. |

Sine Lives Lost In a Blaze In Charleston 
Early This Morning. 
Charleston, S. C., Feb. 26.—Nine lives 
were lost in a fearful fire which raged for 

short while in Church street this 


morning. At 2:10 a policeman noticed 
sparks flying from a tenement house, 
and found a blaze issuing from one of the 


windows on the first floor. The doors 


were broken open and the members of 


the family on that floor were hurried 
out without any damage. 

Somebody yelled that a family of 
women were sleeping on the third floor. 
The police hastened upstairs, but when 
they reached the top story the lifesaving 
work was stopped by the flames, which 
seemed to be playing over the entire 
building. 

Screams from women were heard and 
an officer pulled out three charred 
bodies. The quick work of the fire de- 
partment checked the fire and it was 
soon under control, but not before nine 
lives on the third story had been lost.

SMALL SUPPLY OF FACT 


Unlimited Quantity of Fake and 


Surmise About the Maine. 


Matter Given Little Credence 
In Official Circles. 


The Court of Inquiry Expected to Move to Key 
West Today. 


Washington, Feb. 26.—Havana has 
been the real news center, but the dif 
ficulties attending the transmissior 
of information from that point, if not the 
very absence of developments even there 
have made the news for which the Amer- 
ican public is crying very scarce. Since 
the explosion no other topic has beer 
treated seriously or earnestly in con 
gress or out. Debates in either house 
upon any other subject have fallen flat 
as if in violation of a proper sens¢ 
of the fitness of things. The galleries 
of both houses have every day beer 
crowded with spectators, with long lines 
of anxious ones waiting in the halls 
for a chance to get in, and yet as 4 
rule there has been little of sensationa! 
character to reward these efforts, bul 
the public in its desire to hear about 
Cuba, and unsatisfied with the news 
from Havana, has snatched eagerly at 
what anybody in congress might say 
on the burning question, and the very 
mention of Cuba has been sufficient te 
quicken the ears of everyone within 
reach. 

Sensational néwspapers have printed 
“stuff” by the acre about the explosion, 
with multitudes of theories to account 
for it, and “motives” innumerable; but 
all these have obviously been drawn 
from a small supply of facts. The ad- 
ministration remains firm in its state- 
ment that there is not creditable evi- 
dence one way or the other as to the 
cause of the disaster, and holds to its 
purpose to await the conclusion of the 
investigation now making by the court 
of inquiry. This point was emphasized 
at a cabinet meeting yesterday. People 
who looked for a startling announce- 
ment were disappointed, as the members 
without reservation frankly admitted 

that the subject of the loss of\the Maine 
had been discassed, but the government 
had received no information from Ha- 
vana and had no intention of chang- 
ing its policy until there was something 
of substance to warrant it. 

Secretary Long has been under a 
heavy and almost constant strain ever 
since he was awakened in the middle 
of the night a week ago last Tuesday 
by the news of the loss of the Maine, and 
now that matters are, at least for the 
time being, in a quieter state, he has 
withdrawn from the department and 
gone away for a few days’ rest, leaving 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt to manage 
the department. The latter has been 
thoroughly advised at every step of the 
secretary's policy of treatment .of the 
Maine affair, so that there is not likely 
to be any change in that respect caused 
by the temporary assumption of the 
duties of the secretary by Mr. Roosevelt. 


LOOKED UP PRECEDENTS. 


Cases Whore the American Government 
secured Ample Redress. 

Washington, Feb. 26—In the event 
that it may be shown that the loss of the 
Maine was due to Spanish agency, the 
have examined as to the 
mode of procedure in such cases in the 
past. In a general way these methods 
of redress have included demands for 
indemnity, proclamations excluding 
warships of the offending nations from 
our harbors, display of force, non-inter- 
course, withdrawal of our ministers, re- 
prisal and blockade. 

The case of the Water Witch is con- 
sidered to be the most analagous to 
that of the Maine, should it be estab- 
lished that the disaster was not the re- 
sult of accident. The Water Witch was 
a United States ship engaged in 1855 
in surveying the entrance to a river of 
Paraguay. Without warning and by 
order of President Lopez of Paraguay, 
troops opened fire on the Water Witch, 
killing the man at the helm and wound- 
ing others. Intense feeling was ar- 
roused in the United States when the 
fact became known. The president re- 
ported the facts to congress and in his 
message asked authority to make a dem- 
onstration of force which would ensure 
Suitable redress. Congress authorized 
him to “use such force as is necessary” 
to secure ample reparation. Accordingly 
an armed fleet was hastily assembled. 
The expedition included 19 armed ships, 
25 heavy guns, 2500 sailors and marines, 
it made a formidable showing in the 
South American waters, and President 
Lopez's government was awed at once 
into subjection. The American cem- 
missioners and naval officers were re- 
ceived at Ascension with much honor 
and every reparation within the power 
of the republic was given. This in- 
cluded an abject apology, a sweeping 
disavowal and $10,000 for the sufferers 
from the outrage. When the facts 
of the expedition were reported to con- 
gress, the president stated that the dis- 
patch of this fleet had had a salutary 
influence throughout the world, and had 
convinced foreign nations that the 
United States would protect the lives of 
its citizens with all the at 
command, 

The case of the firing on the United 
Btates Chesapeake by the British Leop- 
ard is another case affecting a precedent 
as to the government’s mode of action. 
The Chesapeake was proceeding to sea 
when she was hailed by the commander 
of the Leopard with a demand that 
British deserters said to be in the hold 
of the Chesapeake “be surrendered. 
The American commander refused to 
comply, whereupon the Leopard first 
fired a shot across the bow of the Ches- 
apeake and followed this with two broad- 
sides. The American commander was 
severely wounded, three sailors were 
killed outright and many were wounded. 
Being unprepared for action, it being a 
time of peace, the American commander 
surrendered. Tremendous excitement 
prevailed in the United States over this 
outrage. President Madison speedily is- 
sued a proclamation excluding British 
warships from American ports. Healso 
caused energetic protests and demands 
to be presented at London. The Brit-

The British government 
gave this in the fullest manner and with- 
out question, disavowing the act and 
condemning the act of th- officer of the 
Express. . ; 
Hull Is Sinking. 

Havana, Feb. 26.—The wreck of the 
Maine is slowly but surely sinking. Be- 
fore the hull could be raised the gun: 
and deck debris of all kinds must be 
taken out. This takes time, and fo1 
lack of proper appliances practically 
nothing has been done yet. Aside from 
the officers and cabin effects the sal- 
vage thus have been pitifully small. The 
complaint is made that the electric 
lamps are of little use to the divers, as 
the light is faint and uncertain, and to 
hold them takes one of the diver’s hands. 
They have assuredly proved of little 
value in the present investigation. 

The court of inquiry at its session 
yesterday afternoon continued its ex- 
amination of the divers, and also ex- 
amined a civilian whose testimony is 
said to be of some importance.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Thoroughly cultivate all newly planted 
trees. 

In pruning the grapes usually plenty of 
good cuttings can be secured. 

Now is a good time to apply the poultry 
manure around the strawberry plants. 

Plant the orchard on well drained soil, 
rich enough to produce good farm crops. 

‘ry new varieties on a small scale until 
| their value is more fully determined in 
| your locality. 

Do not crowd in the orchard or garden. 
Trees and plants need plenty of air, sun 
and room to do best. 

The grapevines should be trimmed now. 
If the work is deferred until spring, the 
vines will bleed badly. 

Do not prune the peach until after tha 
danger of freezing is over in the spring, 
and then prune severely. 

Many young apple trees are ruined by 
allowing too many branches to start out. 
Prune when the tree is set out. 

In selecting trees for a windbreak it is 
quite an item to have them of a close 
growing habit and as nearly perpetual 
foliage as possible. 

Old orchards may be renovated by thor- 
ough cultivation, cleaning up, whitewash- 
ing and doing such other work as is neces- 
sary to get the soil in good condition. 

If the straw berries have not been mulch- 
ed before, it is not too late to do it yet be- 
fore the thawing and freezing weather of 
spring sets in. Do not cover the crowns 
of the plants too deep.—St. Louis Repyblic.

be held next week. We are aware 
that the Council includes some real 


estate and others who feel that their 
personal interests would be benefitted 
by annexation, but we trust the reso- 
lution will be amended so as to request 
our Representatives, Mayor, and 
others to oppose annexation. Live 
and let live, should be the cry of the 
anti-annexationists. 

When the city of Newburyport took 
the water works in that city the com- 
missioners allowed them $275,000.

Spain as a nation is on the wane. 
Her condition is virtually bankrupt. 
Her population numbers only 17,000,- 
0% of people. The resources of the 
nation and of the people are very 
limited. Her credit is equally so. It 
is true she has a navy at the present 
time probably equal to that of this 
country, but owing to the lack of 
resources and credit of the Govern- 
ment it cannot be rapidly or materially 
increased. Any nation that goes to 
war with the United States must realize 
the fact that it would continue until 
ene side or the other was exhausted, 
for the United States would never 
surrender to any power on earth. 
This is the best showing that Spain 
can make. 

The United States has resources and 
credit almost without limit. She has 
75,000,000 of people possessed of 
energy, remarkable brain power, 
methodica}, level-headed, courageous, 
determined, and with powers of great 
endurance—a people that have shown 
themselves to be great in peace and 
greatin war. Our own civil war de- 


monstrated that fact, and also that the 
people of the whole nation were uni- 
formly brave. While our navy is 
probably only fifth amongst nations at) 
this time, in the event of war and be- 
fore its termination we would become | 
a naval power, if necessary, equal to | 
that of England ; as with the credit of | 


the nation, backed by individual help, | 
it would be enabled to buy all the war} 
vessels now being built for other) 
nations as well as construct very largely | 
at home. Many vessels now in use for | 
mercantile purposes would be con-| 
verted into vessels of war also. 

If the President of the United States 
should call to arms tomorrow, the 
number of people that would volunteer 
would be so immense as to dazzle the! 
world. Such in this country is the | 
love of country and the desire of the | 
people to protect the honor of the 
nation, and it may be said that there is | 
scarcely any limit to which they would | 
not contribute in both money an 
muscle for that purpose. A war with 
this country would be an exhibition to 
the world of the superiority of the} 
American race as embodying loyalty to 
country, pluck, force and money re- 
sources, besides an inventive genius 
for the creation of war making utensils 
that will surpass any other section of 
the globe.

It is expected 
that two or more scientists wll join the 
expedition before it leaves Tromso, its 
point of departure. 

Professor Nathorst is a resolute and 
daring leader and one of the most 
prominent polar scientists in Europe. 
Only 47 years old, he has already suc- 
cessfully conducted several important 
scientific labors which have been the 
means of solving many important sci- 
entific problems.

It is 
safe to state that the pigeons, unused to 
polar conditions, have refused to leave 
the balloon. An attempt may have been 
made, but they have returned to the 
balloon, and if this bas happened dur- 
ing the summer months in the arctic 
regions, how can it be expected that they 
would leave the balloon during the win- 
ter months? During extreme cold 
weather the pigeons soon become ex- 
hausted. They are blinded by the ice 
and snow and would be constantly in 
danger from voracious birds. The long 
winter night has already commenced in 
the polar regions, and a sled journey 
under 


have no doubt made themselves as com- 
fortable for the long winter night as 
they could have done under the circum- 
stances. Before this spring Andree can- 
uot possibly commence his return jour- 
ney, and then, with a temperature of 
10 to 50 degrees (Celsius) below zero, 
his pigeons, if then alive, would be ab- 
solutely useless.’’ 

M. Lachambre of Paris in an inter- 
view said: 

‘The balloon could float for 15 days. 
During the height of the polar summer 
a journey on the ice with the small boat 
attached to the balloon would have been 
difficult, and the explorers have proba- 
bly decided to remain in winter quar- 
ters until late in the fall. They may 
have concluded to continue the journey 
by way of Siberia, and then we will 
hear from them some time in February. 
But if they are remaining in winter 
quarters for scientific observations, 
which is the most probable, no tidings 
of them will be received until next 
winter.’’—Chicago Tribune.

FOUGHT FLAME AT SEA, 


Frightful Ordeal For the Crew of a 
British Steamer, 


Valiant Struggle For Life 
Against Fire and Gale. 


Boston Bound Steamer Appeared After Sir 
Persons Had Perished. 


Boston, Feb. 28.—Fighting a fire for 
nearly 80 hours in the middle of the 
broad Atlantic—such has ‘been the ex- 
perience of the crew of the steamer 
Legislator of the Harrison line. In 
the awful conflict six men lost their 
lives, five being swallowed up in the 
ocean and one lost in the flames, 

The Legislator was 700 miles west of 
the Azores and 1800 miles from Boston 
when the fire was discovered. No aid 
from mortal man was in sight, and to 
add to the terror of the situation the men 
had only small hand lines of hose with 
which to fight the flames. For three 
days this agonizing condition existed, 
and just when the last ray of hope was 
dying in every breast it was kindled 
into a living flame by the appearance of 
a Boston-bound vessel, which was the 
means of saving 32 lives from an awful 
death. 

The burned Legislator cleared from 
Liverpool Feb. 3 with a miscellaneous 
cargo, including phosphate, cotton goods 
and percussion caps, for Colon and Cen- 
tral American ports. Nothing out of 
the ordinary occurred until 4 o’clock on 
the morning of the 13th inst, when 
an explosion took place from a hatch- 
way forward of amidships, followed by 
a tremendous outburst of smoke and 
flames. All the firemen and engineers 
but one came tumbling on deck, some of 
them more or less burned. The missing 
man proved to be Thomas Roberts, and 
it was not until two days afterwards 
that his charred body was recovered 
during a lull in the fire. 

The crew was badly handicapped in 
fighting the fire, as the hose and pump- 
ing engine were disabled or consumed. 
Nevertheless, the fire was kept from 
spreading for three days through the 
most persistent work. Soon after the 
fire started it spread so rapidly that the 
forward part of the boat on which were 
seven men was cut off, and Captain 
Tennant asked for volunteers to rescue 
the balance of the crew. Second Officer 
Bateman and Seaman William Angell at 
once offered to row along the side of the 
ship and bring the men aft. One of the 
boats was launched with difficulty, as 
there was a heavy sea running, and by 
careful work managed to reach the al- 
most doomed men. All were finally 
taken on board, and the boat dropped 
astern, but before the nine men could 
be pulled on the after deck, a tremend- 
ous sea capsized the small boat, and 
every man was thrown into the water. 
Sad as it seems after their heroic work, 
Bateman and Angell were the only ones 
who were not rescued. Inthe meantime 
through some confusion another boat 
had been launched, and in it were Third 
Officer Martin and Chief Steward John 
Gaffney. Another big sea swept them 
away and they have not been seen since, 
The fighting of the flames continued, 
and as the fire reached the boxes of per- 
cussion caps there were almost constant 
explosions. In one of these Fred FE. 
Lee, the chief cook, was so severély 
burned that he jumped overboard and 
could not be saved. 

At 8 o'clock on the morning of the 
16th, the Flowergate, bound to this port 
from Palermo, Italy, hovein sight. Two 
boats were immediately lowered from 
the Flowergate, and after three hours all 
of those on board the burning vessel 
were safely transferred, Captain Ten- 
nant being the last to leave. Some of 
the crew saved a part of their clothing, 
but a majority of those on board lost 
everything. The rescue was none too 
soon, for as the Flowergate started her 
engines, the fire was seen bursting froin 
the after decks of the Legislator, and 
the steamer was probably entirely con- 
sumed not many hours after. The men 
who had suffered severe burns while 
fighting the flames were tenderly cared 
for on the Flowergate, although every- 
one was forced to live on half rations 
while on the trip to this port. The in- 
jured men are at the marine hospital 
in Chelsea, and it is thought all will re- 
cover but Engineer Holden. 


Decision on Line of Duty. 

Washington, Feb. 28.—Assistant Sec- 
retary Davis has rendered an important 
decision on the question of “‘line of duty.” 
It was in the case of the widow of Oscar 
Hoffman, who applied for a pension. 
The war department reported that the 
soldier was accidentally killed In line of 
duty while on a pass to hunt; that such 
practice was encouraged in the regular 
army because it improved the soldiers’ 
markmanship, and that a soldier killed 
or wounded while so engaged, not in 
consequence of any wilful neglect or im- 
proper conduct, was considered in line 
of duty. The assistant secretary holds 
that as the records of the department 
are usually accepted as conclusive upon 
all other questions relating to a soldier's 
service, the contemporaneous record by 
the proper medical officer, that the 
soldier was in line of duty when killed, 
should be regarded, in the absence of 
evidence to the contrary, as controlling 
upon that question. Where such record 
does not appear the question of line of 
duty must be determined by the best 
obtainable parole evidence in each case. 


The Grandmother Escaped, 

Sandwich, Mass., Feb. 28.—A dwelling 
house in Mashpee, about 10 miles from 
here, was destroyed by fire Saturday 
evening, and a child named Rachel 
Green burned to death. The little girl 
and her grandmother, Mrs. Keiter, were 
the only persons in the house, which was 
some distance from other dwellings, but 
the old lady managed to save herself, 
The rest of the family were spending the 
evening in Mashpee Center, 


Chicago Officer Killed. 

Chicago, Feb. 28.—Officer Patrick Fen- 
ton was killed and Officer Daniel Carri 
fatally shot by Michael Clark, whom they 
attempted to arrest last night. Clark 
saw his victims fall and jumped through 
the second-story window of his boarding 
place.

LA CHAMPAGNE, 


French Linex 
Disabled Condition. 


Halifax, Feb. 28—The missing La 


Champagne Is safe, even if not sound, in | 
Halifax harbor. Although the mystery i 
of her absence had been explaifed, all | 


was conjecture as to her fate, owing to 
her disabled condition, until Sunday af- 
ternoon, when the liner was towed here 
by the Boston freighter, Roman, and 


the story of the cause of the detention | 


was narrated. 

The Champagne sailed from Havre on 
Feb. 12. <All went well until the 17th. 
About 4 o’clock a tremendous sound was 
heard in the engine room, and in an 
instant a panic seized upon the passen- 
gers. It was discovered that the tail 
screw shaft had broken. The steamer 
was running at high speed and the en- 
gines flew around like lightning when 
the resistance of the screw was removed, 
and before they could be stopped con- 
siderable damage was done in the en- 
gine room. 

The vessel was put about, but after 
further examination it was found that 
the damage was irreparable. Nothing 
remained to be done but anchor. She 
was just in the track of outward bound 
steamers. The passengers and crew 
were hopeful of being sighted by some 
steamer, but a thick fog sprang up, 
blighting their hopes. There was a con- 
tinual fire of guns and rockets, but no 
answer came to the signals, and on Fri- 
day the captain dispatched a boat con- 
taining eight men, a coxswain and lieu- 
tenant, either to make land or sight a 
passing steamer. 

That night a fierce gale sprang up and 
heavy seas dashed against the big 
steamer on the banks. After midnight 
the gale increased in fury, and about 
4 o’clock Saturday morning the anchor 
hawser parted with a snap, and the ship 
drifted southward. The situation was 
critical in the extreme. The passen- 
gers were terrified at the thought of their 
helpless condition—adrift on a disabled 
Steamer in mid-ocean. The current 
drove them southward at the rate of 50 
miles daily, veering again to the south- 
west. All the while the steamer kept 
showing her signals of distress, but no 
answering signal came. 

La Champagne drifted in this helpless 
condition from Feb. 18 until the 23rd. A 
dread fear had seized upon the passen- 
gers. Most of them had retired when 
near midnight the welcome cry, “Sail 
ahoy,” was heard, It re-echoed from 
lookout tower to cabin and steerage, 
and every soul on that big ship rejoiced. 
Two steamers were sighted, one direct- 
ly before the La Champagne and the 
other on the port bow. 

La Champagne’s guns boomed forth, 
her rockets flared up and her red fires 
burned luridly. The steamer in front 
gave answering signals and bore down 
rapidly. She proved to be the Warren 
liner Roman, bound from Liverpool to 
Boston. Captain Poirot went aboard 
and made arrangements with Captain 
Roberts to tow him to the nearest port, 
which proved to be Halifax. Three 
times the towing cables were parted by 
the heavy pitching of the ships, and 
each time it took considerable trouble 
to pass others. Finally two steel lines 
and a massive manilla one were con- 
nected, and with them the helpless ship 
was brought safely into port. 

What the passengers may have suf- 
fered mentally ig not to be compared 
with the physical torture of the members 
of the crew detailed for the trip in search 
of assistance. For six days they were 
at the mercy of the sea and the weather. 
Then they were picked up by the Rot- 
terdam, which was bound to New York, 
almost dead from cold and thirst. In 
the cases of two of the men the frost 
bites were so severe that it seemed for 
a time as though they must lose their 
hands and feet. However, they rallied 
quickly, and their circulation returned. 


Rights of Halfbreeds, 

Helena, Mont., Feb. 28. — Attorney 
General Nolan decides that halfbreed 
children whose parents are citizens of 
the United States, whether or not they 
reside on any of the Indian reservations 
in Montana, are entitled to be enumer- 
ated in the state school census and to 
draw school money from the state the 
same as white children. He also de- 
cided that property situated on the 
reservation and belonging to a squaw 
man (a white man married to a squaw), 
and a qualified voter must be taxed for 
school purposes. His decision is in line 
with the recent opinion of the supreme 
court of the United States, wherein the 
court laid down some new doctrines 
relative to the application of state laws 
to Indian reservations.
